Tuc reports by llio Police Magistrates on crime m the town and suburbs! 
Calcutta liavo boon drawn up on the same plan as those of last year, though i 
bis resolution on them the Lieutenant-Governor said lie would prefer to have 
joint report drawn up by tho Maoist rales of the Northern and Southern Divt 
sums, similai to that drawn up lor the Small Cause Court. Tho Magistrate 

howoxer, in preparing their separate reports, have noted in com nun neat ioi 

and agree in the conclusions come to and the recommendations made by eat 
other 

Tho Commissioner of Police has very fully compared and analysed th 
figures given in his statements and has submitsd detailed explanations wh<i 
necessary. The total uumlier ol oilendN, both cognizable and non-cogm/ahh 
reported in the courso of tlie year both in tho town and suburbs, was 4^,32. 
Compared with previous years tho figures staud as follow

Jhe increase in crime indicated by these figures is explained in part as regari 
tho Mihurhs hv tho inclusion in the returns lor tlio first time of cams not enniuri 



of crime. There are, however, certain classes of crime, such aB assaults and 
nuisance, which have undoubtedly increased largely in the town of Calcutta, 
and the same remark applies to the suburbs as regards the fornior offence. 

Tho total number of cases of all descriptions reported in the year was 
39,109 in Calcutta and 9,153 in the suburbs. Tho total number of persons 
arrested or made to appear on process in theso cases was 40,510 in Calcutta 
and 11,750 in the suburbs, of whom 32,371 and 6,187 respectively were 
convicted. The distribution of crime, according as it was cognizable or non- 
eogmzable, and according as it arose under tho Penal Code or under miscella¬ 
neous laws "as us follows.— 
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Prom this it appears that of the crime reported, about two-thirds arose 
under special or local laws, and an examination ot the detailed returns shows 
that a large proportion of the remainder were cases of public and local nuisance. 
The figures given Mould also show that two out of three persons who appeared 
on arrest or on the issue of process were convicted. This inference, however, 
is not legitimate, ns in tho returns of porsonR convicted many cases have been 
included in which it is not obvious how tho offenders carao before the court. 
Tho procedure adopted with regard to tho 6,470 porsonB, whom the return of 
v non-cognizable crime for Calcutta shows to have appealod before the court on 
charges of local nuisance, requires some explanation, as process was issued in 
four cases only,* against six persons. The rot urn refers to offences not cogni¬ 
zable by the police, while the police are not expected to enquire into such cases 
Mio motif, 

The number of cases and persons disposed of by the Police Magistrates ol 
Calcutta are shown by their returns to have boon as follows.— 
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The report shows that the total number of persons who appeared before 
a Magistrate in Calcutta was 37,211, of whom 4,286 were acquitted and 
32,366 convicted. The difference, it is presumed, is accounted for by the cases 
disposed of by tho Honorary Magistrates, who would thus seem to havo done a 
very fair share of the work. Tho large number of committals from tho 
Northern Division Court is notevvoithy. Mr. Dickens expresses his regret that 
the jurisdiction of the Police Magistrates is so limited, and certainly a great 
waste of time, and power would seem to be involved under a system which 
compel•« committals to the High Couit in many cases of a very petty character. 
The subject i& under consideration, and a remedy may be provided in tho Bill 
now hcfoie the Legislative Council to amend tho procedure of the Presidency 
Police Courts. Tho necessity for a Ycformatory for boys, alluded to by 
Mr. Dickens, has long pressed itsolf on Govornmonti and a committee has been 
appointed to report as to tho manner in which ono should be provided. 

( 1 ugm:ubU Crimr, —Mr. Hogg justly congratulates tho town of Calcutta on 
the peaceable and orderly conduct of its inhabitants. Serious crime has happily 
been infrequent in Calcutta during tho year, and there has been a comploto 
absence of any violent disturliance of tho public peace. Both Calcutta and the 
suburbs were also free from dacoity and other offences against property attended 
with violence: but ono case of robbery was reported, which was successfully 



dealt with. Taking town and suburbs together, there were eight cases of 
murder, ^fcwo of which remain still undetected. In another case the accused 
was acquitted, but it seems that the verdict of the jury could hardly havo been 
anticipated. Convictions were obtained in the other cases, and considerable 
credit 19 duo to the police for tracking and apprehending Sheikh Donum, 
one of the murdorers, who, through the connivance of his neighbours, escaped 
m the first instance and fled to Purncah. Three truo and four lalso eases 
of culpablo homicide were reported. Of the accused in two true cases 
of attempted murder, one was unaocountably acquitted, the other has eluded 
approhension. With 21 true case9 of grievous hurt reported, 8 persons only 
were convicted out of 42 arrested. The Commissioner of Police explains that 
while these results, viewed in the abstract, speak badly for the police, they arc 
really independent of polico action. The failure seems to ariso from tho delay 
which often intervenes from the detention of injured parties m hospital and 
tho attempts then made to avert prosecutions. It is a class of offence in 
which prompt and summary punishment would bo more effectual m the way 
of repression than the tedious delay of committal to the sessions in the desuo 
of a heavier punishment; and the Lieutenant-Governor cannot help questioning 
the propriety of admitting compromises in cases of tin’s nature. Sixteen 
persons were arrested by tho police m connection with 11 charges of rapt* and 8 
of unnatural offence; but one committal and no conviction lesulted. Ton’ of 
the eiu>cs are said to have lxjcn undoubtedly fake ones, and the action of tin* 
polico in this matter would seem to have been precipitate On tho other hand, 
it is satisfactory to observe that the only true easo of administering stupefying 
drugs was successfully dealt with. The conduct of the gliAt sirkar and of 
constablo lluchha Sing in foiling an intended murder on the liver was particu¬ 
larly pi aiseworthy, and they should bo rewarded. 

The returns of the year under review, and of the previous one, show that 
burglary is more frequent in tho subuibs than in tho town, and that there has * 
been a failure m dealing with this crime. It is explained that the Magistrates 
V ■ • — _ s as cuscs of theft only. Considering the difliculty with 

which burglars are detected, and tho fact that they usually are habitual thieves, 
it is vciy desirable that these crimes, though simple, should not he lightly 
den It with. Taking thefts, burglaries, and house-trespass togothci, the figures 
for the three ycai^past were as follow .— 
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^ These figures show that there has been a steady deeroaso in these crime*, 
in Calcutta, and an improvement in the number of cases detected. In tho 
suburbs, on the. other hand, though these crimes were slightly less than in the 
previous year, the number of cases in winch convictions were obtained was 
inconsiderable. The number of c.'iscs declared false in Calcutta deserves notice. 
They form more than 35 per cent, of the whole number reported, while in the 
suburbs the percentage is 17 only. There would appear to be more scope yet 
for energy on the part, of the Police Magistiates m dealing with those who 
bnng false complaints before them. Severity of punishment m a few instances 
might check what appears to be an increasing evil. The percentage of the 
stolen property which was recovered was 02 G in Calcutta and 411 in the 
suburbs ; these results are better than m tho picvious year, when Jig percen¬ 
tages wero 22 7 and 40 9 respectively. 

Non-coytnzullc Crime .—The increase in eases of assault and nuisanoo has boon 
already noticed. The small number of offences against weights and measures 
is satisfactory. There wore 25 cases of giving false evidence and making false 
complaints in Calcutta, and 53 in the suburbs. But little success attended tho 
prosecution of these, only 9 offenders in all out of 59 tried having been convicted. 
But 9 persons were convicted of forgery, though there wero but 21 cases in all. 
The intervention of tho police, who in Calcutta treat this crime as a felony, 


rase of tlic Jews Ezekiel and Moses would appear, in the absence of fuller 
explanation, to have obstructed for a timo the course of justice. Any explana¬ 
tion which might icmovc tins apprehension would be acceptable. It is 
observed that in the subuibs care was taken to employ the police but sparingly 
m non-co» mzable cises, of a total of 4,956 only 108 cases having been 
investigated by them, 

0/lniLcs (u/amsl special or local hue t—In Calcutta tbero wero 635 eases 
and COO convictions under the Gambling Act. The attention of the Polico 
Magistrates should be directed to the provisions of the law allowing imprison¬ 
ment in e.is« s of second convictions, which, in the Lieutenant-Governor’s 
opinion, should heeiiloieecl against professional gmiblers 

less than 1,1100 poisons, out of 2.030 airested, wero convicted for 
cruelty to animals. There seems to be some ground to fear that these cases 
me too s'jinmanly dealt with. The certainty with which conviction follows 
arrest is creditable to the vigilance with which these eases an; piosecuted, and 
it must lest with the Magistiates to see that the pi oof adequate

Tin,io hundred and s- venly-fivc persons were tried for oUmiccs against the 
Shipping Ad , of these 293 wi re convicted. Tliovc facts suggest sommvhat 
painful considerations. The lot ol the liiitish seaman in this port is not a 
pleasant one, and he is likely to continue to he troublesome till ho is as well 
eaud 'for as skilled Euiopc.ui laboreis an* on shore It is hoped that the 
disadvantages incidental to his sojourn hoic may he gradually removed. 

The Anns Ad —The prosecutions instituted under this Act have not been 
successful, but one person having been convicted out of 17 charged with 
oilenecs a-amst it. The licenses of sovcial dealers were, however, suspended, and 
one was cancelb d. A check has been advantageously put on the import trade m 
lire-aims and ammunition in consequence of the regulation lately issued by the 
Government of India with a view to the discouragement of the import ol a 
cheap desciiptiun of weapons The nec«*ssiiy of increased supervision over 
local factom-s has already been pressed by tins Government on the Government 
ol India it is satisfactory to find that endeavours are being made to induce 
native deih is to keep their hooks m an intelligible way. Considering the 
largo stair ol police officers already at the disposal of the Commissioner of Tehee, 
his proposal to appoint a special officer U> examine the dealers books is quite 
unncecis.il y. 

Condition of (la Police Vo)*c — With a strength of 3,207 constables in 
the town and s U buibs, 337 wcio dismissed and 61 deserted, llm is au 
unpiovcment on tlic pievious year. The Lieutenant-Governor notices that tlio 
reduction ordered on Mi. A\ auehope's reconiuieml.ition m the strength of the 
Svibu; ban I’ohco lias only partiallj been earned out. .From a recent return of 
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have been reducod from 810 to 703, and the number of Inspectors from 15 to 
12. Any further reduction has been for the present stayed through appre¬ 
hensions of an increase of crime on account of the prevalent scarcity. It 
is also represented that the circumstances of the Northern Suburb rcquiro an 
additional force for a time on account of the opening of the Railway branch 
line at Chitpore, which has attracted a considerable floating population of 
workmen and coolies to the neighbourhood. The further diminution of the 
police force there will not bo immediately pressed. The proposal of th« 
Suburban Municipality to placo the Suburban Polico under tho Magistrate 
and District Superintendent of the 24-Pergunnahs cannot be entertained. The 
police administration under existing arrangements lias been much more 
successful than formerly. 

As regards the constitution of the Calcutta and Suburban Police force, to 
which the Commissioner refers in his 34th paragraph, the Lieutenant-Governor 
regrets to find that the endeavours made upon last year’s suggestion to increase 
tho number of Bengali constables do not appear to have been very successful. 
He begs that these endeavours may lie still further persevered with ft may, 
aR a rule, be accepted that in a populous city where an organized system of watch 
is necessary, tho up-country policeman will bo found the holler officer for the 
prevention of crime, hut then* are many qualities in the Bengali which can he 
called into use for polico purposes, and especially his capacity for tho detection 
of crime, of which we huve many good examples in our mofus**il experience 
There is room for both classes in the Calcutta Police, and neither could 
be safely dispensed with. 

The difficulties which arise in connection with tho subject of habitual 
offenders have been properly brought to special notice The Lieutenant- 
Governor is glad to find that the endeavours of the Commissioner have been 
successfully dircotcd to the preparation of all the preliminary essentials tor 
tho enforcement of tho law. A caroful register of recorded convictions 
is now available, and communications have been opened witli the Supet- 
in tendon ts of tho Aliporc and Presidency Jails by which proof will always he 
obtainable of former convictions against old offenders It remains now 
with the Polico Magistrates to do their part of the duty required for the sup¬ 
pression of habitual crime. It is clear from the returns which arc now be foie 
Government, with the Commissioner’s separate letter of the Dili instant, that the 
short sentences of punishment passed within tho summaiv power of the 
Polico Magistrates arc no deterrent to those who gain a livelihood by crime, 
and both in the public interest and in support of the Police Administration 
of this largo city the Lieutenant-Governor must press upon tho Magistrates 
that as long as the law remains unaltered it devolves upon them to assist in 
tho repression of the evil complained of by committing to the Ilurli Court 
all such habitual offenders. It is the Lieutenant-Governor’s hope that in tin* 
measure now before the Legislative Council for the amendment of the prftcodme 
in the Presidency Police Courts, arrangements may he mado to extend tho 
jurisdiction of tho Police Magistrates, but till this is effected the only couis«* 
open to secure exemplary punishment in such cus«*s should not he neglected 

A9 regards juvenile criminals of this class, endeavours arc being made to 
meet the increasing necessity for a reformatory institution 

Por the greater part of the year under review Mr Wauohopc, c n., very ably 
assisted by Mr. J. Lambert, was at the head of tho Police, and to both these 
gentlemen and the subordinate officers mentioned in the report, tho thanks of 
the Government are due for the efficient discharge of the difficult and 
responsible duties connected with the Police administration of Calcutta. 
Mr. Stuart Hogg rejoined his appointment as Commissioner of Polico within 
a short time before the close of the year. Sir Richard Temple is confident 
that under Mr. Hogg’s management the same standard of efficiency will he 
maintained, and that all requisite improvements will ho gradually introduced.

.» 'Ihe explanation given in pniagiaph 9 ol the Report ounts all 
lch i< lice to Rcgistci 1\ a register which appeals opposite to the entries ot 
scvctul iiistriets in Statement A The Lieutenant-Governor believes that 
Rcgisin IX includes lands held without payment ot rent and paying the cess 


direct to the Collector under section 20. 

t P<mt'irapli8 13 to 15 —It is matiTying to find that there has been no 
leal resistance to the submission ol the required returns, and that even 
in eases m which fines have been imposed, it has, in the great inajoiity of 
instances not licrii louiul necessary to enlbice their realization The figures, 
howo\ei, given in columns <J and 7 ol Matcment 15 show that District Ofiicers 
must lia\e held veiv diHVung views of the necessity foi having recourse to the 
penalty pi omsioiis ol I lie Ad In Mom s lied aha d, especially, lines appear to 
have been imposed and iemitted A< they were so largely remitted their 
iinjiostiun to so large an extent could hardly have been necessary. 

5 'fhe case noticed in paiagrnph 18 of the Report is a striking instance 
ol tlu* ditheulties which hive been encountered iu the pi ogress of the work 
Hut if in this estate the shaics and submdinate tenures weie formed, not of 
specific lauds, hut ot tractions of the sudder jumnia, it appears to IIls Honor 
that it might haw* been possible to complete the valuation on the basis of any 
one ot the original returns , as the value of each share or tenure might be 
presumed to bear the same propoition to that of the whole estate, as the 
suddei jmmiia ot that share did to the entire sudder jumraa. 

(i His Honor is inclined to agree in the opinion advanced in 
paiagrnph 19 ot the Report, that the returns made under Parts II and III may 
geneially he accepted as j lairly close approximation to tlie truth At all 
e\ ( uls these it turns do not always in on the side ol deficiency Instances have 
come lo His Honor’s*notice in which a zemindar has entered under Part III 
tenuiis which did not i roily belong to his share of the estate, and from which 
he w .is leenvmg no irntnl As regards the noejjoto lands, the difficulty is not 
in lcspcit ol the valuation, hut ot the area and we have practically no cheek 
at all upon this It is foi lunate, therefore, that these lands au* of so insigm- 
ticant an extent 


7 Tlie Lieutenant Governor fully concurs in the remarks of the 21st 
paiagiaph ol the Kepoil, on the necessity ol excieisiug the gieatest caution 
in tie* summniy valuation ot small trnuics or lather ol trnurcs winch bear 
a small rental. It is so common a tiling for zemindars to grant tenures at a 



pepper-corn rent on payment of a bonus, or iu favor of members of tbeir own 
families, that His Honor cannot but fear that tlic results of these summary 
assessments can scarcely have been so accurate as the Member m charge seems 
inclined to believe them to be. At the same time it must be admitted that 
in dealing with so large a number of petty estates and tenures, a fine recourse 
to summary valuation was unavoidable 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor will await with interest, the submission of 
the tables and of the further report promised in paragraph 23 as well as the 
report referred to in section 31, on the success which has attended the realiza¬ 
tion of the collections. 

9. Paraqraphs 32 to 33—Operations under Part III of the Act wore 
confined to the two districts of Rurdwan and Haznreebagh, and in the latter 
of Mhese, were ot very lneonsideiable extent, In Rurdwan the valuations of 
the coal mines amounted to IN.

h. Pieparatory to the comuieuceinent of tlie operations for valuation, printed forms of 
registers, notices, statements, accounts, &c, were issued in large number* to the several 
Collcnloi* with instructions for their usi-, and as question* ol difficulty in the conatructiou 
or application ol tho Act weie anticipated, or actually arose in pi a. lice, rules for their solution 
were fiom tune to lime issued These iulo« received the sanction ol the Lioulenant-Oovernor 
and now form u code ol procedure, which the experience obtained during the past year bn, 
proved sufficient to meet all the difficulties which have os yet been encountered, and this codes 
it is hoped, will suffice lor the conduct of the valuations in luturo years.

9 In explanation of tho accompanying stitement*, it should he mentioned that all 
estates subject to the Act are enloicd in two legate**,—Register I lieing reel noted to estates, 
revenue-pay ing or levenue-lrec, the property of private individuals, under clauses 1 and 2 ol 
section 3 of the Act, and Register III to estates the uiopeity ol Government, and to all waste 
land sold or gianted by Government, while Register il and IV shew leapectively the tenures 
ol the two cluases of estates 


10. The operations were conducted by the Collector ol each district assisted by an 
Uncovonanted Deputy Collector specially appointed for the duty. The Collector acted under 
the immediate orders mid supervision ol the Commissionei ol the Division, who was invited 
to refe£ freely in all coses of difficulty or doubt to the Member in chnrgo 

11. The operations commenced from the l r >th ol August 1871, and were completed 
throughout the 16 distncis by the commencement of the current road era* year, 1873-74— 
that is, by the 1st Octobei 1873 

12. The laboui attending the valuation* has been enormous It will be seen from the 
accompanying statemeut that in the Iff districts theic have been valued 80,951 estates, 
containing 304,656 tenures. Of that number, 29,401 estates and 63,563 tenure* have been 
valued on returns submitted by the proprietor*, and 59,617 estates and 211,095 tenures 
summarily under the discretion given by section 8 of the Act. 

13 It wo* anticipated that it would be found scarcely practicable to overcome the 
passive resistance ol the landholders to the submission of the required returns. When, however, 
It waa seen that the authorities were determined to cuiry the measure—that fiues would be 
rigorously inflicted, the withdrawal ol tho power to sac fir rents enforced, and, as a lout 
resort, the valuation made by the Collector after local inquiry, the landholder felt that the law 
must be obeyed, and no determined resistance was shewn.

M It wj. found absolutely necessary to impose finee to a very gieut extent; but in all 
cases where good grounds were brought forward for delay, the liuex were mvariubly remitted 
on the submission of the returns, and in only a few instances was the Deputy Collector obliged 
himself to undertake the valuation of any estatee. 






15. Out of a total of Ra. 4,87,521 imposed as fines, it was necessary to realize them only 
to the extent of Ra 10,127, or leas than 4 per cent, ol the amount of fine imposed. 

16. The chief obstacle to the completion of the valuations lay, not in the lecubaucy ot 
the landholders to submit their return*, but in the difficulty they experienced m prepaung 
them. The demand for returns was novel, the icturn* somewhat complicated and hurd to 
prepare, oveu when the zemmd.ii'a accounts contained the necessary duta, and in very many 
cases no such data in sufficient detail were proem able Again, hi estates held in joint 
coparceny between many h)i irrlmldeis, each party collecting his rents separatily and often 
disproportionately to the share he held, the prepaiation ol the i etui us became almost impos¬ 
sible. It was only with the assistance and the ailvue ol the Deputy Collectors, which wore 
frequently sought, that in these latter cases the leluins could bo prepared , but with their 
hearty co-operation, tact, aud patience, this task was ou the whole well accomplished

To the Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Judicial Department 

* I have the honor to submit herewith the annual administration roport of the Kishoaghui 
Municipality under Act III of 13G4, for the past yoar 1373-71, together with the usual 
statement of income and expenditure. 

•2. The report calls lor very few remarks from me. As I said when submitting the lubt 
report, the municipality of Kishnaghur has been thoioughly established, and has now woikwl 
efficiently for several years, so that there is not much to bo done and to report, unless some 
great work, such as a covered'drainoge system, weia introduced; but the cost of such an 
operation would, I fear, be far beyond the means of the town, and tlicro is a disinclination 
to increase taxation at all. 

3. It will be observed that the registration of births and deaths bos been attended to 
during the year, end that tho municipality bavo promoted vaccination ut their own expense 

4. Tho amount of fines luflicted by tho municipal bench shews, when computed with thu 
number of persons fined, that the Mumcipal Commissioners have exercised thoir mugisteii.il 
power with moderation.

1 have the honor to submit in original the annual administration report ol the Midna- 
pore Municipality fur the year 1873-74, together with the statement of income and expenditure, 
in the form prescribed in Government order No 2655, dated 25th April 1872 

2 The actual receipts shew u deficit ot Rs 453-4-9 as compared with the Budjrcl 
estimate. The deficit was maiked under the heads of “ housc-iate” and “fines” The 
decrease under heading “ house-rate” was owing to the exemption of several of the houses 
which hod fallen out of occupancy. I believe there h an error m the Chairman’s report, as 
no house in a municipality can be entirely exempted on account of vacancy, the maximum 
remission provided in Act II (B C ) of 1868, being one hall of the rate. I have accordingly 
asked for an explanation The collections under the heading “ miscellaneous” exceed the budget 
estimate by Rs 552 This is owing to the Urge collections ol rent on account of 
gotobhagdr, places in the town where dead animals are deposited 

3. The total expenditure during the year was R* 14,782-8-3, or Rb. 2,318-7-9 less 
than the amount estimated Thechiethaving had been under the heading* local improvement,” 
in which Rs. 86C-9-3 only were expended out of Rs 3,500 estimated This is on account of 
many of the works estimated not having been completed dunns the year 

4. The statement of collections shews a balance of Rs 693-5-9 remaining unrecovered 
at the close of the year, against Ks. 296-13-3 remnuing outstanding at tbs close of the 
previous year.

Mr Macaulay only aucceeded Mr. Davis on 7th July , Mr. Cochran was not appoiotcd till 
Mr. Oldham had left, hence, though the .number was 14 in all, it never exoeeded 12 at any one 
time. 

2. Nineteen general meetings of the commissioners were called during the year. This, 
it is true, is less than the number mjuired by law, but even aa it was, there waa no quorum 
on eleven occasions, and additional meetings wsqb quite unueeded. 

As has often been reported, the number of commissioners is too small The ex-officio 
members cannot be relied on for constant attendance, especially in the cold weather The 
ordinary members are only eight in numl*r, und though oue of them, theVice-Chairman, is pretty 
regular in attendance, another, Mr Kimber, ordinarily cannot spsre time to attend, and 
hence success in obtaining a quorum depends on the regularity ol the remaining six native 
commissioners Of these, two, Babooe Homanath Roquitte and Okhil Chunder Dutt, were 
incapacitated for ottendipg to their duty during the greater part of the year, and the former 
has died since the close of the year. 

Many effort., were made to obtain an increase of the ordinary members to 15, so that live 
may vacate every year, but owing to technical difficulties arising from the working of the new 
Act (No. II of 1873), the appointments were not made till alter the close of the year It 
may be hoped that during the current year the meetings will be much better attended.

4. Route Rate —The total demand on this acoount for the year was Rs. 11,146-4-3, to 
which must be added arrears outstanding Irom last year, Rs. 296-1&-3; of this Rs. 10,090-18-8 
has been collected and R« 220-13-3 has been remitted. There is, consequently, a balance of 
Rs. 531-7. The decrease as compared with last year is owing to several houses, fallen oat of 
occupancy, having been exempted after due inquiry The balanoe not collected is a high one. 
The ratepayers have been rather backward in paying and the tax collector somewhat remiss. 
The last part of the year has also been a season of some scarcity even here, and that may have 
had aomfething to do with the large arrear. 

5. Land Rate .—-The actual demand of land rate was Rs 683-9-0, which with the arrear 
of last year, Rs 53-4-0, amounts altogether to Rs 736-13-0. Of this sum Rs. 672-6-9 was 
collected, leaving a balance ot Rs. 64-0-3. The same sum was collected ou this acoount 
last year. In neither year was the budget estimate reached, but it is evident that the estimate 
was erroneous, being in excess of the actual demand 

6 Wheel Tax — Then* is little to remaik on this bead. The budget estimate and the 
actual demand closely approximated, and a ’.stance ot R« 16 only was over (see Statement B) 

7. Finei —There is a considerable ditfeicace between the budget estimate and the 
actual realization, Ra. 180-6-G, aa fewer cases were brought and fewer convictions obtained 
than in 1872-73. 
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8. Pounda. —The receipts under this head for this year, Its 873-14-9, exceed those on 
same account for last year, Ha. 78G-4-0 ; but are somewhat l>elow the budget estimate. There 
are no arrears The police impounded 240 cattle; municipal servants none, and private 
individuals 4,028. This shews a satisfactory working of the pounds 

9. Feu under Section 77 —License fees imposed under this section exceed the budget 
estimate (Rs. 100), being Ks. 112, but have fallen short of last year by Its. 13 Ninoteen 
licenses were issued (see Statement B) Thero are no an ears 

10. Warrant Fees —274 wai rants wero issued for the realization of rates, the fees 
amounting to Ks. 90-4-0, or with arrear of last year, JU. 135-12-0 Its 10G-8-0 hnvo beeu 
realised; the balance is for unexecuted warrants. 

11. Hackery Registration Feu —The sum realised under this head, Us G87, falls far shoit 
of the budget estimate, Rs. 1,000, and of the collection of last year, Rs 988 The carton, are 
very ready to evade |>uyraonts, and it is not easy to detect thorn. The Municipal Benches also me 
disposed to deal leniently with these offences, two annas being the usual fine impo«ed , this im 
far too little in the face of the cyasion and tuchery practised by curt owner.- Thero aie no 
arrears. Of course special attention will bo paid to this bieacli of municipal law during the 
current year. 

12 Miscellaneous —The collection, Rs 852-12, under this head, on the other hand, fai 
exceed the budget CBtimate und the collections of last year, Rs 029-10-0 This is duo chiefly 
to large collections on account of goiobagkdi , ».e, dead animal* arc deposited at ceitain places 
in tho town, for which (and for the use of bkios, &c,) a rent of Rs. 231 ib paid.

14. Eipevses of Collection. —Uuder the first head tbcie h »s been a small saving, but under 
the second a considerable one, the expense having been less than expected 

15. Roads —Theie has been a larger expenditure on roads than were apparently expected. 
Five first-class roads, two second-class road*, and &ix third-class roads, have been thoroughly 
repaired and metalled to a length ot 1,092 cubic yards laid down, the width varying from nine 
to 15 foot. Oue large budge at Kcrauitollab has been eonbtructed, and a good deal of potty 
repairs done. 

10. Conservancy. —There was a good deal saved undci the next head. The present 
establishment consists of an overseer, two ebuprassees, one sirdar, 30 coolies, and seven 


sweepers. 

17. Police —The saving under tho head of Police is small It was owing to sick leave 
and loave without poy huviug U-cn grunted to certain ol the police Tbo police forco consist* 
of four head constables, foui secoud-grade constables, 50 fourth-grade constables, and 20 fifth- 
grade constables. They are distiibotcd in four Phaioca—Klias Pbaicc, Notoon Bazar, Patna 
tiazar, and Hobipore. 

* 18 Local Improvements —Under tbc head of local improvements several works have 

been in progress :—(1) a second latimo at Danband wna mude at u cost of Rs. 117-4-9; (2) a 
retaining wall ot a tank in Miab Bazar was also made at an expense of Rs. 289, (3) tho 


Danband kball, running through the town, which has for years been a deposit for tilth of all 
kinds, in fact au open sewer, has been excavated and embanked and a pathway made along 
each side In two convenient places it enlarges out into tanks and thereby improves the 
water supply. Up to 31st March only Ra. 380-10-3 was paid, but something for work done 
was owing. The work has been now done, and at a total expense of Rs. 1,506-8-5. (4) Under 
tbis head is also shewn an expenditure of Ra. 50 for a survey of the river bank, which now 
forms the port of the town. The municipality were led to expect by the Lieutenant-Governor, 
when ho visited Midnapoie, that they would be allowed to take up this land and construct 
warehouses and lauding places, receiving dues to be sanctioned by Government. When the 
project was ripe for approval, however, and the survey hod been completed, the Government 
changed its views and declined to sanction the pioject, 

19. Miscellaneous — Undei tins head ihcro bos been a very large excess expenditure, 
the items being,—to Pierce Charitable Dispensary, Rs. 549-12-0; to pension of Ram Chunder 
Chuckcibutty and Shaik Maghoo, Ks. 36-6-0, to purchase of tin tickets, Rs 34-6-0; to purchase 
of lanterns, Rs 32-0-0, to rent of municipal land, Rs. 75-7-2; to law charges, Rs. 57-1-0; bat 
the excess over budget estimate of collection helps to balance tbo large expenditure. 

20. At a meeting held this year, lls. 100 was voted to be giveu to vernacular schools, 
and Rs. 500 to tho Chautublo Dispensary, these suds to bo paid from budget of expenditure 
for 1374-75 

21. Of the resolutions passed during the year under review the roost important were—• 
(1) to take over the management of tho Pieroo Charitable Dispensary and guarantee its 
deficiency in income; (2) to devote certain tanks to be used for drinking purposes only; 
(3) to reclaim the management ot the Libiary Tank, though not its income, from the Library 
oomniutoo, (4) to declare the lino from Colonel Golla to Soojagungo a highway under 
second part of bjo law XVIII, to lessen the danger to house property from file. 

22. Lawsuit.—> There wus ono lawsuit during tho year with the farmer of Nozurgunge 
Ferry, who sued to recover his deposit when he relinquished the lorry. The suit was for a 
•mall amount, Rs. 77-S, and was partly lost. The municipality had to pay Rs. 25-13. There 
does not seem to huvo been any good reason to appeal 

23. Assessment — Baboo Okbil Cbunder Duifc, Baboo Juraenjoy Mulliek, Moonshi 
Mahomed Jun, and Moulvie K hoy rat Alii, revised the assesmont, for the most part making 
now assessments only in the case of new houses There wero 36 objections submitted, but 
they wero successful to omount of Ra. 6 only. Rs. 223 was newly assessed on new houses. 

2t Prosectohons .—150 persons were prosecuted, 53 of whom were discharged. In 
1872-73, 426 persona wero prosecuted and 193 let off. This statement will shew the 
prosecutions by overseer and police under the various penal sections of the Act:— 



The falling off is due to the change in the Vice-Chairman. Mr. Hopkins was in favor 
of much more active measures in conservancy and allied questions than Mr. Oldham, and 
hence prosecutions under his management were much more frequent. On the report of the 
municipal overseer, 77 notices, issued against 135 persons, in ease of 91 persons, sufficiently 
speedy attention was paid; in 10, cases were peuding at the end ot the year; on police 
reports, 27 notices were issued against 32 persons. Six summonses only had subsequently to issue 
for disobedience, and two cases were pending at the end of the year. These cases went before the 
Muncipal Benches. Statement C. will shew the attendance of the Commissioners at theso 
Benches. 

25. Charitable Dispensary .—This institution is superintended by the Civil Surgeon, 
assisted by a committee of European and Native gentlemen. As already stated, its management 
has, so far as finances are concerned, passed into the hands of the municipality. 

26. ) it at Statistics .—The police collect these statistics and they are compiled in the 
Civil burgeon's office. The cost is Rs 69. The reports aro defective, but as the whole Ks. 500 
allotted to this Jibtrict by Government were assigned to Hogrec, and as the municipality were 
unwilling to expend more money, a more thorough system could not be adopted. Sanction to 
expend the havings horn tiogrcc grant (Re. I7C) in the Midnapore town has been received for 
the current year. 

•27. The Vice-Chairman reports that he has found the municipal clerks and servants 
working fairly.

1 have the honor to submit copies of the .iuuu.il ndinuimliation rc|Mirts ol the munici¬ 
palities of this division, constituted undei Act 111 ol 18(14, (B toi publication m the 
Gazel/t, as duooted in tho (iovcinmeut circulir No. 27, of the lOtli August 1873 

2 In this division thcio are two municipalities, constituted undei the aforesaid Act, 
vi/ , the municipalities lm the towns of Chittagong and Comillu In the town ol Noakhollv 
and at the hcad-quaitcrs of the sub-divisions ol Bialuniiuberuvh and Cox’s Bazar, pi United 
respectively in the Tipporoh and Chittagong districts, town ooiporutioiih have been constituted 
under the provisions of Act VI of 1808 (B.C.). 

*3 Aucaamenf* — ('mnmi/biA. —A'* regaids the system ol taxation proscribed by Act HI 
ol 1S04 (13 ('), it is quite clcai that the o-sessnienln in the Comilla Munuipnlily uie not and 
novel huve been carried out in stmt accordance with the icquirrmnits of that Act, inisminl* 
us it is stated that these assessment* Gave been made, not as u late on the value ol houses, 
but according to the circumstance# uud property to be protected ot the |>erj>ons liable to 
assessment, or in othei words, in aecoidance with the provisions ol Act VI (B C) of 18C8 
This matter, I obseive, has been ulieady biought ta> the notice ot Government by my piede- 
• CHsor, Mr. Fowle, in his repoit No 5%, dated tho 22nd October 1873 wluiciu he pointed 
out tho irregularity which cxistid ol lollowiug the provisions ol an Act will* h had not been 
introduced, aryl iccommendcd that the illegality should be at once rceulied, with a letrospcctivo 
effect, to avoid complications which might otherwise unse. No Government ordeis appear to 
have been received on Mr Fowled lecoimnendation 

4 I fully concur with the views expressed on this subject by Mr Fowle ami tho pre¬ 
sent and founer Magistrate of Tip|>ciah, nnd strongly iccommend that Act VI of 18(58 bo 
declared to be :n force in Comillah, in 8upcise9sum of Act 111 of 18G1, which is clearly unsuitea 
to the existing circumstances of tho town. 

5. At present, owing to the cxoibitant demands mado by the Bnjali ol Hill Tipperah, 
the piopnetor ot tho soil, but lew persons are eithci willing oi in u position to take long le.vn s 
ot building sites for the erection of masouiy houses Tho consequence is that the so-called 
towu consists for the most part of a collection of mere mat aud banib*>o houses, nnd 
even these, owing to the fear of fire, are of a cheap and tcmjMiraiy character only. In shoit, 
as noted by the Magistiatc, 10 houses in every 2U arc mere huts Thcbo m no way indicate 
the actual position und means of their occupants, lor theie is little to choose between the 
huts of comparatively well-to-do shop keepeis or wealthy money Icndeis, and tho-c of pool 
widows or needy 6weepeiH The rateable vrlue of all would be mu. h the same nnd, if oven all 

were assessed »t tho maximum late allowed under A. t 111 of 180 l,*tiio nicouio would Ik- 
altogether insufficient to meet the nm-^ary lequiaiuents 

0 The existing asscvouenib app.uenily Imvo not boon levied for some years, und though 
from time to time some appeals have l«*eu lodg.d locally, pointing out that the *-)slcin oI'.ismss. 
ment wus opposed to the law, no iclcioiiccs nave evci been made t<i tins office us against the 
repeated rejection ol all such appeal* I thmk, there foie, t ui it inay beheld that the pi.st nt 
system works tfell Theie is, as noticed by the termer M agist late, a rough but undcmalile 
justice in it, which even the comuiou people cau ippioualc. Nuilnag Uow remain* but to 
legalize the existing system 



7. Chittagong —la Chittagong the requirement* of Act III of 1864 have been strictly 
carried out, and the rates have been assessed with referenco to the value of the houses. But 
apparently this system is not popular with the community in general, and though the tax has 
been ruiHcd to the maximum, the receipts are insignificant, far levs than they would be if 
assessments were made in accordance with the provisions of Act VI of 1868, and altogether 
insufficient to meet the very urgent requirements for proper and efficient conseivancy. 

8 Though the people for the most part live in mat and bamboo houses, owing to the 
force of habit and the fact that bamboos are very cheap, and that really very excellent houses 
can bo made with thorn, there is much wealth and valuable property in tho town, and the 
people generally arc far better off, I think I may safely say, than in any other mofuwiil town 
in Bengal. But while monev is plentiful, food cheap, and wa^ba high, it is nndeniablo that 
Chittagong is at the same time, perhaps, the most unhealthy town of the Province. 

9. For the above reasons, I would strongly urge, ns pi opened by the Magistrate, and as 
already recommended by my predecessor, Mr Fowle, the expediency of extending Act VI of 
1808 to the town, as being more applicable in every way to its present condition and require¬ 
ments than Act III of 1864. 

10 The subjoined statement shews the incorao of the two municipalities as derived from 
the taxation on houses alone and the incidence of such taxution per head of population, after 
excluding the tax levied nn account of public buildings.

11 The reasons f«»r the great difference in the incidence of taxation in the two towns 
as exhibited in the abovo statement have been already explained At first sight, looking to 
the general incidence of municipal taxation in all the towns throughout Bongal, which is 
somewhat under six nnnn* per head, it would **eem that, the rate of taxation in tho town of 
Comillah is inordinately high and must be oppressive But it must bo remembered that tho 
average allote quoted includes the figure^ fui Debar und other parts ol Bcngil wlieic tbc people

16 Noakkollg —In Noakholly a re-as*essment was made during the year, and this appears 
to have been mado impartially, os no appeals whatever have been preferrod against the piocecd- 
ings of tbeaB*es8i>i8. Noakholly is, no doubt, a poor town as compared with either Chittagong 
or Comillab, but for Eastern Bengal, where the circumstances of the people are exceptionally 
good, os already noticed, 1 think the amount of the total assessments is too small Funds are 
much required at Noakholly for earning out proper conservancy arrangements Owing to 
this want but little has bqpn hitherto done in tlio way of impiovement, and I think thA-efore, 
that the assessments should be shoitly revised, as well as extended, so as to mcliido some at 
least of the very large proportion i f the inhabitant*, who have been totally exempted. It 
appears to me that, however small the contributions may be, all should be called upon to pay 
their quota, and that only the really indigent, u very small class m these districts of cheap food 
and high wages, should be totally exempted. 

Id The Magistrate of Noakholly reports that 818 assessment6 were made, the inci¬ 
dence of which was as follows —

17. It appears, also, that of the total number of 1,120 hou«es, 2H3 were exempted from 
taxation owing to the poveity of the minutes, and 25 were exempted ns mosques and temples. 
Of the total population of tlio municipality, viz, 4,752, only 818 were assessed Sixty per 
cent, of the tnx is said to fall on ownets and occupiers of land, 23 per cent on shopkeepers, 8 
per cent on nmlahs of the courts and office*, 5 per cent, on mookturs and pleadcis, and 1 per 
cent on public buildings 

18 ti'aktnuuberiak .—The municipality of Rrahmunbenah includes 17 hamlets, contain¬ 
ing 2,889 houses, with a population of 12,301 souls The assessment, whiuh hud bccu first mado 
in April 1870, was, under section 51, continued for the thiee succeeding vents 

19 It appears that Us 3,0id wore collected on account of house tax during the year 

undei review, ugainst Its. V*57-7-3 duimg the previous year, giving an average of 
Fa. 1-4 only for each holding per annum. The rates vary from Ks G to one anna per 
mensem, according to the value of the property to be protected • 

20 As rcgnid*. the incidence of taxation The aveugo rate of Re 1-4 a year, as above 
mentioned, or 1 anna 8 pio a month, in no doubt very light on the inhabitants, who, it is to be 
observed, arc exempted from the operation of the Road (’ess Act, and ns u proof of this, it'is 
reported that not a single case of attachment and sale occurred during the year for the 
realization of the tax. 

21. Cor** J\a:ar —Ip the mumcip ility of Cox’s Bam, it is stated that the nRgcs-mcnts 
ore made thiough the nicaibeiu of the committee, and that none of the members liko tlio work. 
The Magistiate, Mi Audeison, h is moreover submitted a very cutt repoit, which gives little 
or no infoimation. As there is a larg** balance of money m hand. Mi. Audei son proposes to 
hold afresh assessment duiing the eu«umg yeat and to reduce the pi esc nt assessments by 
several hundreds of rupees But it appears toinc that the inc.dcnoc of the taxation is nlrcady 
very light, and more especially when it is remembered tlmt the Government is the chiof 
lundlord and that the tenants h ivc to pay no gi >und lent The retjum incuts, nl«o, of tlio 
station, if properly looked after, must be f n greater than can be met iioin the biiull income 
at present realized. # 

22. Other Sources of Income.— imspcd.fe of the tax on houses in Chittagong and the 
tax on the means and incomes of iheu proprietors in Comilluli, these muniupditics denvc 
somo income from ferries, pounds, and a few other miscellam-ous sources The chief income 
from these sources in both inuiiieipnlitu'b is deuved from pounds, aud in both municipalities 
it has been determined to lmweaso the piesent numf «r, as existing airangcment* have been 
louud to bo insufficient. The municipalities of Noikliolly, BrahinunLeiiah, and Cox’s Bazar 
have no receipts otliQi than that deuved fiom the aMessraent* already noticed 

23. Total Income and Expend i/ut^ —The total income of the Coimllah Municipality for 
the past year, including the balance of the previous yea*, amounted to Its. 11,899, aud the 
expenditure to Rs 11,458. The total income of the Chittagong Municipality, exclusive of 
the Government grant of Its 30,009, which has been given once foi all, amounted to 
Re. 18,260, and the expenditure to If* 20,738. 

24. The income of the Noakholly Municipality amounted to Rs 2,385, and the expendi¬ 
ture to Ijla. 2,078. The income of the Biahmunbenah Mumeipdily and that of Cox’s Bazar 
amounted to Rs. 3,626 and Us. 1,351 resjMUiTely, and the expenditure to Us. 4,474 and 
Rs 1,338 repcctivcly. 

25. Expenditure —Tho annexed statement exhibits the umounta spent by each munici¬ 
pality on pohco, consorvnuey, roads and establishment, aud the percentage of such expendi¬ 
ture as compared with the total annuil income, aud 1 will now proceed to review theie figures 
separately in the caso of each muoicijia .'y 

26. Chittagong— It appeals to me that the sum of Rs. 6,113, which 19 annually spent 
by the Chittagong Municipality for tho maintenance of the pohco, or 33 per cent of tho 
income, is too latgo. It is repre*<nted that ol the above amount a sum of Rs 1,200 represent* 
the pay of an European constable ongag d to keep order amongst the sailors visiting the 






port, that ns the municipality receive* no conti ibut ions from the Foil Fund, the appointment 
of tin* Km ope m constable is open to aniiusm, and that the municipality derives but little 
benefit fioni the mvico of this constable aud can ill afford his pay. 

27 It appeals to rac, howcvei, that the inuuieipility is fairly debitable with the pay of 
this ulheer as the pav of a ecioml Kmopcan const iblew already defrayed liorn the Port Fund 
Jlut even if the piv ol the tiniopeait constable is excluded, it is to be observed that the 
charge*, are ronsulerabl\ more than twice ns luge os they aie for tjic town of Coral!

.31. The sum of lls '»S29, m 53 jici cent, of the annual income, spent by the 
Chittagong .Municipality oil roads, i-, I flunk, far too laigo, and I am of opiniou that less 
should lie spent under this head fui the future, so as to provido for the far more important 
requirements of conserv.uuy aud sanitation.

37. Comillah.— The expenditure in the Comillah Municipality appears to have boen 
very properly and intelligently laid out Each department of police, conservancy, and roads 
appears to have been sufficiently piovided for, while a disproportionate amount of the income 
has not been expended on any one of them It if specially satisfactory to observe that in the 
town of Comillah, which may be 6aid to be a perfect sanatorium as compared with 
Chittagong, and in which the income at tho disposal of the Commissioners is far less than 
it is in Chittagong, no less than Rs 3,033 w.*re extended on conservancy, or neai ly four times 
ns much as was spent m the fur larger town of Chittagong The importance of such matteis 
appears to be properly appreciated in this municipality. 

33. NoakkoUy —The percentage of exj»cnditure on police in the Noakholly Munici- 
' polity appoars to be very high, but the total collections are small, nml apparently tho houses 
in the municipality arc scattered and the area for watch and ward is largo. But, I think, 
comparing the actual outlay with that incurred in Comillah, the present expeudituio is 
higher than it. need lie The Magutiate will be addressed on the subject. 

89. A fair amount has been speut from the available funds on conservancy, but, as 
noticed by tho Magistrate, the conservancy of the town is still in a very unsatisfactory 
state The present condition of tho town is thus d«-scnbed by the medical officor “Tho 
droins near tho house!, of tho inhabitants arc borJored by privies, and are tho repositories of 
all night soil, whioh is never removed During the heavy showers of luly and August 
there is a geneial washing and oveiflowing of the town, and this in tho only conservauey 
that does any thing in the way of cleaning it." 

40 The Magistrate strongly recommends tho enterfamment of a good mtmhct of meh- 
ters, partly paid from tho Town Committee's fund and paitly by private individuals, with a 
view to remedy the evils arising from the total neglect of sanitary rules by tho residents As 
already noticed in para 15, 1 nm of opinion that the Magistrate should reassess the town in 
order to provide tho nccessaiy funds to carry oat all proper sanitary arrangements. 

41 The Magistiate reports that much was done during tho year for the repairs and 
improvement of tho pucks roads of the station; but. that this work was earned out from the 
District ltoad Fund, and that a good deal is si ill nxpurud to be done The magistiate also 
mentions that it was pioposed to spend most of the municipal balance of last year on the 
puichase of a roller, which is badly wanted foi the use of the metalled roads 

42. Cox's Bazar —In Cox’s Bazar, looking to tho unsatisfactory report submitted, 
and the small amount expended, and the large amount of bilunoos winch have been allowed 
to accumulate fiom year to year, viz, nearly Rs 3.009, it is very evident that but little 
interest is taken in municipal matters For conservancy purposes Rs. 80, or only 4 per cent, 
of tho income, was expended Tho conseivancy anang.*ments aro thus noticed by the sub- 
divisional olheer — 

“ The conservancy was looked after by a sweeper on six rupees a month, who cleans tho 
bozar, and *omo potty expense was meutred in clearing jungle. This sweeper is used for 
cleaning tho sub-diusional office, us tlieie is no swccpoi foi this purpose." The Magistrate 
of the district will Iks called upon to rcpoit how lh«* large balance of nearly Rs. 3,000 above 
noticed, can be best expended for the.snnitoiy and general improvement of the town and to 
hubnnt a full report on the present condition of the town is regaid* roads and conservancy. 

43. Brakmuubena —In the Brahniunbcu.di sub-division, I nm of opinion that tho 
cost of the police is excessive and should be ieduced, as well ns that of the establishment 
Reductions, I am of opinion, aio feasible and the mogistrate will be addressed on the subject 
What the picsent apparently inadequate conservancy ariangciiiciils aic, does not appear iioin 
the report. A special rcpoit on this subject will bo called lor 

44 N<?xtto the cost of the police, the chief expenditure appeals fo have been incurred 
in digging four tanks at a cost of Ks 825 On the subject of the expenditure, tho Deputy 
Magistrate has written ns follow*.—“ Roads and tanks fmm the bulk of municipal improve¬ 
ment. Any extensive or cosily works have never been undcil ikcu and utdily I* pieteruM to 
show and /ornament Small roads through villages, the cleai inee of jungle, the cutting of 
drains, &e, have proved very useful and convenient to the people, and as the want of good 
drinking water tanks was a ciying evil in this town, the provision of a goodly number oi 
tanks has been a/rent boon to them, so that the town, win* li was 10 jciis ago no better thui) 
a dirty hole, is n</v become one of the most healthy towns in Bengal ’’ 

45. Vital Statistic* — C/ii/lagouj —1 fear that even now, the figuies furnished by tho 
municipalities as regards vital statistics are far from being correct F*n 18)2-73, the figuies 
furnished fir Chittagong allowed a death rate of 11 li j*oi lh**nsin«l, whii.li was manifestly 
incorrect For tho part year the death rate is shewn at 35 I 1 Tin- is a n- nor approxima¬ 
tion to the ml facts, bnt, I believe, tint tho late n real I r fai Kuvici than tins und tnat. 
accuracy has not jet been attained As noticed by t*i* Mavis'rat*-, cliolci i pi (.vailed inure or 
less throughout the yeai in tbo towu and scvoiul Kuiojxan sailors sum limbed to tho disease 

During the current year there bus been again a severe outbreak ol cholera, many dentin 
have occurred, and two pci sous among the vciy limited number ot fcuropcan manicure lit tho 
station, have been attacked 

46. Cow.Uak — Iu the town of Comillah fhe public health is said to have bcon good 
and the recorded deaths bliow an avciage ol 28 1 pei thousand Tne .•‘turns ol bulbs aio 
iepoited to bo manifestly inconect for both the above mentioned munici| dittos. 

47. Noulkolly .—The magistrate of Noakholly reports that the ye. r was comparatively 
a healthy one, as there were fewer severe fever cas^h and h &*» ordinary sickness than usual. 
Tho mortality reported by tho police was 27*5 pet thousand The magistrate adds that uboul 




half the deaths resulted from fever, or the diseases, such as Bpleen and dropav, which follow 
in its tram Thirty cholera cases were reported, all but two occurred in the cold weather and 
of these 12 cases proved fatal 

48 Cox's Katar and Btahmunbena —In the repots submitted for the municipalities of 
Cox’s Bazar nnd Brahmunbetiu, the subject of vital statistics has not been noticed. Attentiou 
will be drawn 10 the oini-hion 

49 Mi set lit news Eipinditure — A* regards expenditure other than that noticed above, 
it is to bp observed that the Chittagong Municipality has contributed Kb. 1G a month in aid 
of tho Dispensary at the Siiridci Station from tho l*»l ol Januai v 1874, nnd that this con- 
tnhution will he made up to Dercmliei lS7t The Comillah Municipality lias made a grant 
of Its 30* pci annum for the purpose ol establishing a patsh.ila within the municipal limits, 
but nothing w.v» conlaibutcd tow.uds dispensaries. Rs. 50 were allotted from the town fund 
of BruhmunliciiAh to the chailiable dispensaiy at that station. In Nonkholly, since the 
commencement of Ihoeunent war, the town committee have contnbuted Its 15 per mensem 
towards the di^pcnsaiy In (‘ox’s bazai it appears that no contributions Lave been made 
eithei townidb the disjion«ary oi bn education 

GO Municipal Mrehnqi t $c. — Chitlayonq .—There were 18 municipal commissioners m the 
Chittagong Mumcipility at tho close ot tho >cur Of this number three were ex-officio 
Ol the leinainmg members rnoro than half were (loveimnent servants The total number of 
couimi'-sioneib were made up r.f Europeans and Natives, tho litter being all Hindoos. I agree 
with the Mngisliutc and chan man in thinking that ns the town ol Chittagong is chiefly 
inhabited by Muhomedniis, some cominibbioneis should he selected hom their body. 

51. It is stated that the majority of the commissioners cannot be sud to take active and 
intelligent interest in the alTairs of the town. It lb bIm. staled, that unless work is actuully 
made owr to them they ai«» quite content to h avo cxeiy tluug in the Magistiate'a bauds I am 
of opinion with reference to the above nmules that it would be udvisablo to moke over 
dillcrcnt portions of the town to the special uiic and sopcm'iou of the heveral members, and 
that iu this way home responsibility and special mteie**L may be u ado to attach to the position 
of the commissioners. 

62 Cum/Huh —At tho commencement of the year 1S7.5-7-J, theie wore 1C members of 
the Comillah Munu ipality, out ol whom, six were Government servants and the rest zemindars 
nr pleaders. During the tear, five members left on then being trnnsfened elsewhere, two 
ol the 16 comim*8ioncrs nevei attended the meeting* at ill, nnd one attended ouly once. 

More, also, it appears that tho majority ol the commissioner* took hut little interest m the 
matter The chief eauso of apathy among the non-oflieul members in the municipality of 
Comillah has, I think, been eomctly stated by the «hail man lie states that when a really 
working mcmbei doe- any woik so .is to pioinotc the well me of the town, lus fellow-townsmen 
consider it nu unw.urantablc inteilervnee on lus part with their pnvatc property. The oiders 
which nro issued fiom him arc generally regarded by them as a pmc bit ol spite, and he is 
treated by them thence fonviud as a private and personal enemy, ami that the oidmary run of 
the municipal commissioners uie deterred liom doing any active work thfough dicad ol this 
hostility. 

615. Jlra/nuHkbeuah —The Deputy Magistrate in clftrge of the 6ub-di vision of Brohmun- 
berinh complains of the inaction of the numbeis ol the town committee over which he 
presides, and thinks, that without an official head, the first act ol the committee, if left to itself, 
would he to abolish the tax nltog. bhei 

64. Aoahho/ly awl Cox's bazar —'The chairman of the town committees of Noakholly 
and Cox’b bazar have not mad« any lciuark* regarding the manner iu which tho members have 
discharged the duties ol ti » i oilier.

I have the honor to submit the Administiation Report of the Chittagong Municipality 
for the year ending 31st March 1874. 

2. Constitution of the Committer —At tho close of the venr the commitfceo consisted of 18 
members, of whom throe were ex officio, of the remaining 13, eight, or moie than half, were in 
Government employ. Tho raeini.er* wt»ro equally divided into Europeans and Natives, the 
latter being in everv ease Hindoo Five merabeis will h ivo to retire shortly under tho oneiation 
of Act II of 1873 (B. (J), and there will then be an opportunity of redressing fcorae of tho 
inequalities shown by the above results. Any increase of the present number would seem to be 
uuadvisable. 

3. Attendance §c. of Member t—Ten meetings were call'd during the year and on time 
of tbeso occasions no quorum was forthcoming Several ol the mombeis never attended at ail, 
and others again only ramo ouee or twice It follow* th.it the majority cannot be said to take 
any active oi intelligent Intel eat in tho offuiis of the town Some lew of the members have 
rendered considerable assistance by inquiring into applications for the remission of tax, but 
unless v.oik is actually made over to them they utc quite content to ieuvo ovciy thing iu tho 
Magistrate's hands. 

4. The Act authorising the election of commissioners by the rate-payers nnd of tlio 
vice-chairman by the commutionors, was circulated without eliciting any expression of 
opinion, and it is perhaps as well that the experiment should not have been tried Education m 
Chittagong, has ns yet made hut little progiesa, and a laigo mass of the electors would have 
but the faintest id'-a ol what was exp* cted ol them 

5. Vital Statistic* —Tho Civil Surgeon reports a tolerably healthy year, with n death rate 
of 33*14 per milic as against 22 42 in llu* year bcloie This, i f course, means an improvement 
in regulation not an increase in mentality, nnd I think we mav consider that ncailj every, if 
not evciy, death 18 now icpoited Thei- is still loom fm improvement in the nomonel it uro of 
diseases For lustunee, out ol a total of CS3, no fcwei than M3 deitheaie alributed to fever, but, 
as Doctor Meudows poiuts out, m tho absence ol any medical citilicutc, this cannot vuiy well 
be romcdied. Cholera prevailed moie or lobs throughout the year, aud them woio bevcral deaths 
from it mn*>ng6t tho Eurnpcau sailois 

6 . The leturns ol buths aie so manifestly incorrect that I consider it uselsss to refer to 
them The prejudice agauibt reporting them cmi bo understood, and un'il tho lowet cIhshcs 
aro widely removed fiom then presont condition 1 do not nee how it is to be got rid of 1 do 
not lecommond any recouise to the penal piovibions of tho law. 

7. Conservancy —One auditional lat/ine, intended rnoie especially for persons attending 
the Magistrates* cutchery, was opened during the jear, but bevond this there was no other 
change. The total expcndiluio undei this head was Its Kl 2-11-3, being clnefly pay of inehtcra 
nnd expenso of keeping up flvo cuts for iho iomov.il of lublnsh. It iiiuludc!i too, head money 
foi a largo number ol dogs, to kill which doinm woio impuitcd from Dacca It was hoped that 
these men might settle down nnd that the patiah dog nui«anco might thus be put n stop to 
Unfortunately one ol their number died, and tho otheis biking fright lefused to remain An 
attempt is now being made to get men from Calcutta 

8. Sanitation —There arobcveial schemes foi diminishing tho nnhcalthmess of Chittagong, 
but, unfortnuately, they all lequire a large sum of moucy. A system of flood gales lor the 
numerous tidal klials lunning through the place is now undei consideiation, and ific closing of 
some ol the numerous Musulraan burying grounds is also atlractiug attention. Meanwhile 
such unobtrusive works as cleaning tanks and clearing jungle continue to be carried on us usual 

9 Education .—There are no payments under this head 
. 10 MediCal —The committee has voted a monthly subscription to tho dispensary of 

Re. 18 lor one yeai from January 1st 

11. Potue —The expenditure under this head was R* 0,112-11-0, of which Us 1,200 
represents the pay of a European constable engaged to keep onloi amongst the sailois visiting 
the port. As the shipping season begins and ends with »he nouli-ei-t monsoon and the 
municipality receives no coutnbuiion whatevci from the Poit Funds, tins appmutment is open 
to onticism. The municipality ccitamly denies but little beuefit fiom the money which it 
can ill afford. The composition ot the native force is the came as last yeai, and tails for no 
particular remark. 

12. Public Works. —These absoibed Rs. 11,303-0, or more than half the total expenditure 
for the year. Notwithstanding this the roads remain, and w.ll remain, a fruitful source of 
grumbling Tho total length of road to be kept up 19 very great and the heavy rams cutting up 
the hilly giound render constant repairs necessary There is, therefore, at first sight but little to 
show for the amount spent. Tbo only new work completed dunng tho year was a bridge on tho 
Strand Road, but a considerable length ot roadway was rometalled. There will bo a saving this 
year of Ks Ofll) under this head owing to tho discharge of tho overseer 

13. Estabtishtuent. —This is on as economical a footing as is consistent with efficiency, 
and calls for no special remuiks. 

14. Receipts.—House tax.— Tho total demand for 1873-74,at six por cent upon the estimated 
4 annual value, was ns. 9,561, and of this Rs. 7,185 had been collected up to the end of March, 
) leaving a balance outstanding of Rs 2,376, u considerable proportion of which has since boen 

realized There are 4,140 distinct holdings upon tho towjib; the same number os in 1872-73,

when, however, the demand was 172 less. The average demand is therefore a little under 
IU 2-5 per annum, and it will be gathered from this that the number of large and valuable 
buildings bean a very small proportion to the total. The trade of the port is on the increase, ( 
but the town itself is at a standstill 

15. Incidence per lead. —Taking the population as returned by the 1872 census at 26,604, 
and omitting miscellaneous receipt-*, such as pound fees, bazar rents, &o., which are not taxation, 
we find that the incidence per head is a little over seven annas and five pie The general 
incidence ol municipal taxation in Bengal on all municipal towns, both large and small, is 
given (pages 567 ol the Administration Report for 1872-73) at five annas and ten pie. Chitta¬ 
gong, therefore, is rather ovci tho average, but considering the high rate of wages enjoyed by 
the labouring classes, 1 do not think they can have much ground for compliant. I may 
mention here, that I or the cuneat rear the assessment has been raised by one fourth, to 7£ per 
cent., the maximum nmouut leviable under the Act; and that sanction has also been accorded 
to a tax upon horses and carriage* These measures were rendored necessary by tho aooep- 
tance of tho Government grant ot 1U 30,000, which was mode conditional upon tho municipality 
doing its utmost in the way of taxation. 

16 lluuac Hate t asus Income Tax —There is a decided tendency, not only among the rate 
payers but amongst the members of the committee, both European and Nativo, to assume that 
regaid should be had to the ciicunibtanccs of tho occupant This tendency, however, only 
acts one way Tho well-to-do man living in a thatched shed, ib quite os ready to ory out if 
he thinks it has been assessed beyond its strict \alue, as the poor mau who is living in a house 
beyond his means. Tho mcml»or to whom tho petitions may be font for inquiry never dreams 
ot being inconsistent when he recommends both cases for reduction upon opposite grounds. 
Undoubtedly n tax ou incomes would hung us in much more than a tax on bouses, but the 
ratepayer cannot complain because bo is not allowed the advantages of both aysloms. Ho 
has only to remove to a smaller house or to live oulsids the town, hut if ho is told this ho 
thinks that he hub been haishly treat* d That the house rate in Chittagong causes hardship 
in but f.-w cases is shown by the fact, that in the year under review arrears foi Re 69-5-6 only 
wero mudo ovci to the police lor collection. In some, at least, of these cases recusancy and 
absenteeism may iauly bo taken to huve been the cause. 

17. Other tonne* of income —These comprise the amount paid by ferry lessees, pound- 
collections, rents, fines realized m conservancy cases, fees on distraints undor Section 47, nnd 
some minor items. I have arranged them in order of importance, the only ono calling for 
any separate notice being pound collections, which brought in Rs 1,421-1-6. When tho 
heids of stray cattle that throng the roads and impede traffic are taken into acoouut it is 
obvious that this »um ought easily be doubled if organized laids were made by the police. 

If the result attained were that the owners kept their beasts at home or got rid of them 
elsewheie, it would well compensate for the lo-s of income. I have proposed the opening of 
an additional pound in the Noith West quarter of the town, and if the police were made to 
understand that animals fouud on the roads must lie seized, wo might hope for some abatemeut 
oi the nuisance 

18 As duectcd bv Government, the accounts of the graut of Its. 80,000 have been kept 
separate!*, and 1 will submit u supplementary repoit upon its management.

The five members, who left during the year, were Messrs Paik and Birch, Baboos 
Nitlmonoy Uni, E-han Chnndir Gupto, and Uraa Charan Das; Baboo Neelmoney Das bnd 
actid as vice-chairman till 14th August 1873, when he left the district, and on 6th September 
following, Mi Roohioit, who had Miicecdcd Mr Birch as District Superintendent of Police, was 
appointed vice-chan man and continued in that office till the end of the year. 

3. There weio eight ordinal v meet mgs held during the year; no special meeting was 
called , two ot the Hi c«*mniibMorit is never attended a single meeting and one only attended at 
one; there weic only four non-ollii»il nn in Lera at all const iqt in their attendance, Messrs.

udiniiiMration icpoi*. wliul 1 roundel to be ono of tho chief reasons why in Santera Bengal 
Ui-liK's it it ►«> difficult to got luiivo non-official members to stir themselves and give really 
oiler tise .iKsiHtancc in improving the towns, looking sfurr tho roads and conservancy. A really 
vunking meinhci would have in • u«.h a town a* Comillah to ho frequently obliged to be doing 
ueis which would Iks regarded by Ins fellow townsmen as unwarrantable interference on bis part 
with their private propci tv They would look on an order from him to clean a drain, or clear / 
jungle, or any such like older, as a pure bit of spite, aud would treat him thence forward as a \ 
private and personal euemy, and the ordinary run of oar municipal commissioners are, I am 









sore, quite deterred from doing any activo work through dread of this hostility. In his own 
heart of hearts I do not think any native of these parts sees any real use in conservancy. To 
incur enmity and take a lot of trouble about such an apparently trivial matter seems to him 
a game not worth the candles. This is my experience, now a tolerably long one, m out ol tho 
way Eastern districts, of tho real cause of apathy among our Native comtnieeioners. 

6. The vice chairman recommends that the names of commissioners not doing any work 
be reported for their being struck off, and that we should endeavour to get good working men 
in their places, but I confess, I should like to see and know who those same woikmg men are, 
as tho vice-chairmau does not himsolt suggest even who they aie to be Tho numbci of 
porsone from among whom muuicipal commissioners can bo selected 19 very limited and all 
snob as were at all eligible have already been nominated. 

.0. Town of ComiUah .—Comillah is an exceedingly small town, in fact not much moro 
than a largish village, with, in round number*, some 10,000 inhabitants. Thcio is one long 
main street in which there are situated the chief slioj>s and places of busmen. The number of 
masonry housos is very small; the cause of this is that tho land all belongs to 011 c largo pio- 
pnetor, the Rajah of Hill Tippcr.ih, who has made difliculues about giauting building leases 
sueh as will luduce porsons to build The consoquonco is that the town ol Coniillih h one of 
thatched hut*, which gives it a poor apj»earance and renders nsk of fires constantly imminent 

7. Act III , 1804, Act /'/, 1S08.—The introduction of Act Ilf, 1SCI, into the l »wn of 
Comillah was in my opinion a mistake, and indeed the pi maples of that law have never been 
acted up to. Assessments have not been made ou houses us laid down by the Act, foi if tlmt 
bad beon done, the income denvcd would have been mbuflicieut to cariy ou tho ncce8«ary woik. 
Assessments madesomo yearn a<*o were based more 011 tho incomes or supposed incomes ol tho 
occupiers of the piemises avessed, in fact, more accoiding to Act VI, 1808, than Act III, 
1804, and in my opinion tho former Act would Ik* a deal more applicable to Comillah, I 
liavo delayed making ficsli assessments under Act III, 1SG4, with the intention of seeing if 
Act VI, 1808, could not lie extended to the town The town itself i« somewhat similar (only 
smaller) to * Nossirabad, m zillah MymensmgU, to which Act VI, Jb6S, was extended tdioilly 
after its passing. 

8. Here in Comillah undci Act III, 18C4, wo ought onlv to be ablo to assiss houses and 
lands within tho municipality at a late not excceuiug 7$ percent on tho maximum 
annual rental of such, but in a town in which ninctcenth-twcutirthx of the houses nio meic huts 
the liicomo so denvcd would bo vetv small indeed, and to make up the sum t> a mi lib lent 
amount assessments were made not on houses but on the incomes ol the occupier*. 
The total income denvcd is annually Its. 11,S9S 9-0, the expcndituio u, howcvei nearly 
on a par wilk the income, being this year Rs. 11,457-12, w> tliut if we merely fcot the ineomo 
which would neciue from a htnet observance of Act 111, 18l>t, wc should have to gi\e up 
metallod toads and olba expensive woiks Act III, 1801, is meant only to be walked m 
towns really such and not iu exaggerated villages like Comillah. I wou'd beloiu tins liavo 
recommended the mtroduction of Act VI, 1868, but that Act 111, 1801, had been so loug in 
forcohcrc, and I did not like to introduce a change until I had bud moio personal vxpeuenco 
of tbo district aud tbo tswn, but I am quite prepared to do so now, if it should bo cuiibidored 
that a special proposition on the point i« necessary 

U. Reiuion of Aaesment —The existing assessment mast bo revised at any rale as it 
was mado some years ago, but I would not do so now as a new year has comrmuecd, and I am 
in hopes that the more woikuble and moro applicable law, VI of 1868, may bo deemed to 
be best for tho town. I may observe tliut appeals have been lodg'd pointing out that the 
picsent mode of as-CbSraent in vogue here is not accoidiug to tbo law, but they have been 
year after year rejected 

10. Conicrvancy .—A good deal more has l»cen accomplished in conbcrvaucy matters 
during tho year ufider icport than in years preceding, Rs. 857-1-1 having been spent m addi¬ 
tion under this head. During tho year, among other woik*, a latuuc was elected near tho 
Judge's Court for the u-e of the parties attending the Cml CouiU , a mcliler to attend to it 
has also bcon paid from the committee. Besides this, drains have been cleaned, jungles cut, 
and new diams opened. 

11. Conalabnlaiy .—An increase of Rs 40 under the heading ol l’olico has been incurred 
for repairing and electing proper section houses for the accommodation ot the constables on 
tbo various beats. Them are now two head constables and 21 con^Ubks 111 the town police 
force. In addition to their ordinary duties the police are employed in collect,ng vital statistics. 

12 RnatU .—The length of metalled roads mado in the municipality during the voar 
was 5,085 feet; 30,0 feet also were repaired, the length of unmeialled roads made was 1,550 
feet, aud five milts of such were lepaned duung the year. 

Tho above includes one new road (1 short cro«s one) about 400 yards in longth which 
was oomplctcd during the year, tho total expenditure on road>» amounted t«» Rs 4,451-11-0. 
This included the manufacture of 4j lakhs of bucks for future requirement*. 1 would not 
myself have sanctioned tho manufacture of such a large quantity of brick*, as I think it can 
nover bo used, and that the greater part will liavo to be sold, and it iw not a woik of the 
municipality to turn brickmakcrs. However, I found the bricks neatly made when I arrived 
horc. 

13. Expenditure .—Our chief items of expenditure have been on roads, police, and con¬ 
servancy, and our chief eouiccs ol ineomo fiom the houso ineomo tax befoto commented on.

In my opinion, the income at present derived is as large as it can possibly be made in inch 
a small and comparatively poorly circumstanced town as Comillah; at the same tune the 
only item of expenditiue which it would be possible to retrench in would be in tho matter of 
roads, on which in time we may perhaps be enabled to reduce our expenditure. 

14 Income and Expend dure. —As regards income and expenditure a sura of Re. 2,669-4 
was collected this jear, being the outstanding balance for last year (1872-73); the demand 
for the current year was Rs 8,772-14-C , a sum of Us 180-8-3 was remitted or Btruck off 
during tho year, and an unrealized balance of R« 1,687-10-3 was left due on Slst Maroh, 
1874, tho greater poition ol which wa«, however, realized in the following April and May. 

15 Education —The committee have made an annual allowance of Rs 30 per annum 
from then funds for educational pui poses, and this amount has been supplemented by an 
equal sura from Government, and with the mouey n patshala 19 kept up in Chuckbazar; if 
we can manage to reduce our cxpendituie under any other head, we shall perhaps be able 
in futuio to do something more for education, but it must bo borne in mind that the popula¬ 
tion of Comillah, nil counted, is only 12,91 ** 

16. The incidence ol the taxation chiefly fall- on the Government, which pays Rs. 1,200 
per annum to the municipality, on the Rajah of Hill Tippeiah, and other reputed wealthy 
persons, hut I have explained before why this is The tax Jiot being really a house tax, but 
one on the presumed wealth of tho party taxed, if Act VI of 18GS weie introduced, there 
would not, 1 think, he much alteration in the amount of the tax assessed to what it is now and 
it would fall pietty much Jb it does now on tho same parties 

J7 Vital 8/a/uftc t .—Mortuaiif Re/unit —The health of the town has boon good, tho 
number of refolded deaths was 3GG out of a population ol 12,948, which would gne a death 
rate of about 28 2 pci 1,01)0, from Jnl), W3, n collection of statistics of butlis was com¬ 
menced, the ltfsult, however, wns hardly such this ve .11 is to wairant much reliance on it, 
the returns lor the nine months showing 13 03 per mille. Tlio blatulical information will prob¬ 
ably be more accurately collected this ycai, 15574-75, when we have hud the benefit of more 
experience 

18. Pound* —Thero aie two pounds within the municipality, the realizations from which 
amounted to Us 503-1 1-0 We might, I think, with nd\untage open anothoi pound within the 
municipality duimg the present yeai In some paits of the town tho numbeis ol stray cattlo, 
goals, and ponies are still \ciy great, and eause much mischief and annoyauce, to say nothing 
of ohstiuction on the roads 

19 Difficulty of (jetting co-operation of Unpeople —As nn instance of how difficult 
it is to get the townspeople to co-opcralc with us oven in matters which arc patently done for 
their good, I will mention that in Novsmbci last a very extensive and disastrous firo 
nceurud in Telikona, or the quartet where the oilmen reside, the second largo firo within two 
ycais in the same quarter Alter tliib last fuc it seemed to tlio committee that the spreading of 
the fires which oecuried was much facilitated by the narrowness of tho streets. The houses 
tying thalched and built close together, caught hre one after the other, and no stop could bo 
put to the conflagration To prevent this, in the future if possible, the committoo resolved 
to widen the stictils to the width ol 32 feet, and to effect ibe pmposg, thoso whose houses hod 
been burnt down, were requested euoh to put the new houses back a small spaco from the 
thoioughtjreB Instead of agteeing to the plau which was explained to thorn by the vice- 
ebauman and Mr. Campbell, the inhabitants of the quaitcr, fai flora doing it willingly, threw 
e\ery obstacle in the way of the project being earned out, and it was only earned out for tho 
general publu good in the teeth of their opjmsition, the moving back of the houses being en¬ 
forced both l>) the Magistrate and the manager of the estate of the landlord, Mr W. F. Camp¬ 
bell, the latter giving his most cordial co-operation 

20 Rajah of Jh/l Tijt/uraA —The landlord, the Rajah of Hill Tipperah, thiough his 
rannogei, Mr Campbell, I niav 1001 : 11 k, deserves our thanks for the good condition in which he 
keeps the embankment which extends all along the nvei side to the north of the municipality 
and effectually shields the town fiom mundatiou I have always found Mr Campbell very leady 
in giving hi- assistance in all m iltcrb connected with the municipality 

21 Conduct of Office/* —The \ 1 ec-cha 11 man, Mi. Rochfort, deserves ciedit for the zeal 
and energy with which he ha* fulfilled tho duties of Ins office, the overseer. Baboo Tarak 
Clmnder Gupta, and the head wntoi, Jhgarabci Kiklnt, aic well spoken of mid deserve credit 
for the efficient manner 111 which they ln\e disohaiged then duties 

22 I now tome to the Binhiminbcriah municipality, which 1 * governed by Act VI, 1868. 
Tins repoit lias bceu somewhat delayed owing to the non-ieceipt ot the Brahmunbcriah 
commutee « leport 

23 Conduit of Committee —The committee consists of a chairman anff 13 members, five ot 
of whom uro officials and eight non-oflicuU There were five ordinary meetings during the year. 
The members seem not to have acted very energetically, as tho Deputy Magistrate, tho chairman, 
tuinplaui- «,J this action 01 ratliei want of action, without an officiul head the chairman 
thinks the first act ot the committee, if left to ltnelf, would be to abolish the tax altogether 

24 Tonn of /irohmuubenah —Tho town is composed of 17 mobullahs, or hamlets, and 
rontauib 2,839 house*, with a population of 12,3G4 , that h neaily, the same as that of Comillah. 
Though there aic such divisions, tho ward system uuder Section 23 of the Act has not boen 
introduced. There lb in tact only a town committee 

23 The amount of tax livied was Rs. 3,62G tins year, as against Rs 3657-7-3 last year, 
giving an average all louud uilis. 1-4 per house per annum. The rates, however, vary from 












R* 6 to one anna per mensem, according to the value of the property to bo proteoted. The 
incidence of taxation appears very light altogether; an average ot 1 anna 8 pie per mensem is 
not very heavy, especially os the inhabitants will be exempted from the operation of the Road 
Ceee Act. The chuirman report* that the assessments arc made with great care and it is 
certain that widows, orphans, and the destitute are exempted from any taxation, at the same 
time the assessment is so adjusted as to fall on those who arc really able to bear it. In support 
of bis statement that the assessments are not too heavy aud havo been carefully made, the chair¬ 
man wntea that there was not a single case of attachment and sale during the year under 
report 

26 Conlalulary —The town police consists of one head constable and 22 constables. A 
section house haa been built for them duimg the year. In addition to their ordinary duties 
they are not, like the Comilluh Police, employed in collecting vitil statistics, a separato 
establishment being allowed for that work in this town. 

27. The sum of Its 1,887 was spent on improvements in the town as per items given 
below

28. The Committee do not appear to hove been able io mako any provision for education, 
but R 50 were allotted to the Cluuitablo Dispensaiy 

29 The cost ot police seems to bo one ot tho heaviest items of expenditure in tho 
township No extensive or costly woiks have ever been attempted Indeed with the very small 
sum assessed it could hardly be expected The chief works undertaken have boon small roads 
botween tho different rnohullahs oi quarters, tho clearing ot jungle, making of draius, &c. Aa 
there was much want of good drinkiug wator tho digging of tauks has, tho cliairmau soya, been 
one of the most popular works uuderUkeu, and much of the prcscut healthiness of the town is 
attubuted to them. 

30. Ah I havo bod no |»er8onal cxpcnenco of tho town of Bmhmunbenah I submit tho 
chairman's report in ongmul with this 1 think Act VI, 18G.8, seems to have worked very well 
indeed in tho town, and with u very light tax they seem to havo got all they can vvaut in the 
way of police conservancy and communication. Tho town scem-» heolthy. The death rato is 
not stated by the chairman, but I have noticed it in tho annual administration report under 
the heading of statistical mquiuce. The death ruto here and in CouiilUW aic pietty much 
on a par

TWENTY-THIRD SPECIAL NARRATIVE OF TIIE DROUGHT IN BENGAL 
FROM THE 24th JULY TO TIIE Gi u AUGUST 1874 


The Lieutonaut-Govcrnor (Sif ttioliard Temple) writes from Dueca on tho 
3rd August tlie following remarks to bo included in this narrative — 

“ I have not yet rocoivod sufficiently recent information to enable me to 
test effectually the estimate of tho dimensions of tho distress uud the totul 
consumption of Government grain by tho end of August, ns put forward in my 
narrative of tljo 7th July; but there is reason to believe that the expenditure 
to the third week in August will equal the amount estimated in that narrative, 
namely 235,000 tons. It will bo seen on reference to that estimate that the 
actual expenditure to tho third week in Juno amounted to 115,000 tons, and 
that tho estimated expenditure from tho third week of June to third woek of 
August amounted to 120,000 tons, or at tho late of 60,000 tons a month for 
the two months. Now, the actual expenditure to tho third week in July is 
found to amount to 176,839 tons, thus—

The difference, thon, between 115,000 and 187,000 tons, namely 72,000 tons, 
shows the expenditure for tho first of the two monthly periods, or more than 




the anticipated rate of 60,000 tons. If this rate of expenditure should continue 
during August, the estimate of the 7th July may be somewhat exceeded. 
Some circumstances have occurred since July to improve the general case as 
made out on tho 7tli July, namely the early cessation of distress in parts of 
Rungporc, Bogra, and Alaldah, and tho disappearance of distress in most parts 
of Shahabad and Gya On tho other hand, things have happoned to make the 
ease slightly worse. Recent reports received by telegraph from North Tirhoot 
speak of the frontier storo-houscs boing much depleted by reason of the recourse 
of large numbers of Nepalese to the Government grain stores. In some districts 
there are moro jiersons (not able-bodied men, but women and children,) on rolief 
works than were expected. The numbers on gratuitous or charitable relief 
have risen In two important districts—Sarun and Manbhoom, and in some 
districts loss impoitantas regards distress—Burdwan, Bankoora, Rajshahyo, and 
pints of Mooishedabad, affairs have had an unfavorable tendency. Tho rainy 
season, though almost perilously delayed in South Bengal, capricious in Central 
Bengal, and in North Behar threatening at one timo from excess of water, has 
turned out well throughout Northern and Eastern Bongal; and in those parts 
where ruin was most wanted, it has recently fallen Thus on the whole the 
early (aous) rice crop is noarly sccuro, and tho Indian-corn is alroady being cut.” 

“ Thus there is still reason to hopo that wo shall havo at the ond of 
August a balance of something near 105,000 tons, as Bot forth on tho 7th July. 
This quantity would bo gross without allowing for wastage, and would bo of 
course exclusive of the reserve with flic Government of India at Calcutta. 
Of lute, however, wo have been obliged to draw on tho Calcutta reserve for 
supplies to tho southern districts, tho Burdwan division, and other places. On 
tho whole, tho balaneo of grain in hand by the beginning of September in 
Calcutta and id tlio districts, though we hope nuite enough, may not be moro 
tlmn enough for safety. Instructions to all relief officers have been reiterated 
to persevero in carefulness in administering relief in grain,—on tho one hand 
distributing the grain fully to tlio distressed classes according to the rules and 
giving the people the benefit of tho intentions of Government, yet on the 
othei hand husbanding their supplies and striving to maintain some 
considerable surplus stocks against unforeseen necessity.” 

“ Apprehensions similar to tlioso adverted to in the narrativo of the 14th 
May seem ngnin to have arisen in respect to the policy of Government respect¬ 
ing tho sale of its grain to the public, and especially doubts as to whether tho 
principles set foith m that narrativo have liven adhered to. Certainly it is 
our intention flint thoy should he so adhered to, and I trust that they will not 1 
be found to havo been departed from in any district ” 

“ It is true that the natives have often nsked for sonio cheapening of the 
price of Government grain in places wliero it is now being sold, that native 
merchants have repeatedly suggested the sale of such grain m places where it 
is not being sold; that this course has occasionally been advocated by non- 
official European gentlemen of much local weight, that in sonio instances 
district officers havo advocated the stimulating of sabs by the lowering of prices 
below the rates fixed by Government; that some well-informed Euroncans, 
and many natives of proved loj alfy and humanity, still think it a flaw in the 
administration of relief that the Government granaries were not opened freely 
enough to the public but those requests have not been acceded to, nor have, 
these views prevailed with the Government. It was felt on consideration 
that bo the merits of any sueh proposal wlmt they might, certain lulcs and 
interpretations of rules had been declared on tho 14th May, and that no 
reasonable efiort should be spared to secure adherence thereto.” 

“On the 14th May certain places wore specified as those in which tlioso sales 
were going on Since thut date they ha\o l>eeri authorized in Manbhoom, the 
Sonthul eountiy, parts of Maldah and of Moorshedahod, and parts of Bankoora, 
these places lxing in addition to the places then mentioned ; and the extension 
of the niodsiuo to any fiesli place has genoially been notified in a succeeding 
narrative. Tho extension was oidcred in every instance by reason of the 
apprehension of a serious deficiency of grain which the trade was unable to 
supply, and was not therefore any departure from the rule as announced.” 











“Again, on the 14th May the cheapest (retail) pnee of the grain was 
announced at 12 seers for the rupee. The basis of the decision was doclarod 
to be (in the words of the rule) the price at the nearest large mart accessible 
by rail or river, plus such addition as might bo thought proper. In May the 
price was fixod by this standard, and continued so till the end of June. By the 
beginning of July, however, the prices of grain at the noarest large marts 
accessible by rail or river foil by about 15 por cent, towards the west, and 
about 20 per cent towards the east According to the rule, then, the people 
of the distressed districts, whoro sales of Government grain wore going on, 
became entitled to some reduction in the nrico* thereforo the retail price 
was. fixed on the 4th July at 13 seers for the rupee in Behar, and 14 soars 
in the Rajshahye division This was announced in tho narrative of the 7th 
July, that is on tho first opportunity. This, it is to bo observed, was the 
retail price. For tho wholesale prico the local officers were authorized to 
make such allowanco as might bo fair in favor of tho wholesale dealer within 
certain limits: that is to say, whero tho retail price was 13 scors, the 
wholesalo price might be 14 to 15 scors; whero the retail price was 14 seers, 
the wholesalo price might be 15 to 1G seers. This wholesale price is adjusted 
by the local officer according to the distance which tho gram lias to bo earned 
and the difficulty of the transit. In some parts of Itungpore, as adverted to 
in the narrative of tho 14th May, it was arranged that tho traders should carry 
tho grain for considerable distances, thereby saving tho cost of Government 
carriage. In such cases a larger allowanco than that above stilted had to he 
niado. Since tho commencement of the rains tho same principle has boon to 
somo extent followod in North Bohar. Tho result is that tho traders in somo 
cases boar tho cost of distribution from a largo dopdt to villago granaries, an 
allowanco being made to them in tho wholesalo price.” 

“ In all casofl of wholesale transactions tho trader is practically compelled 
to sell at the same retail prico os that observed in the Government sales, by 
tho fact that at ull Government granaries retail sales to tho public aro allowed; 
and if tho wholesale dealer tried to sell dearer, ho woukl loso Ins 
customers.” 


“ Tho prices above stated aro for huskod rico (that is, rico from which the 
husks have been cleared away). If rice is sold partly huskod, the romaindei 
being still in husk, which is often called * cargo’ rico, then an allowance in 
tho price is made for that for oxainplo, if 13 seers be tho prico for husked nee, 
the prico for tho same rico if sold os ‘cargo’ lico would bo 15 seen-, and 
8a§Dn.” 

“ I particularize these jioints briefly bccauso partial or incomplete infor¬ 
mation regarding tho wholesale prices or the cargo prices might convey uu 
erroneous idea that tho prices of Government rice have boon altered more than 
they really have been Tho fundamental rate in this case is the retail price. 
By that standard the ‘wholesale’ and the ‘cargo’ puces arc stuetly and 
precisely regulated, and by no otlior And it may ho repeated that tin* Kile* 
are governed by the niles as sanctioned by tho Government of India as ahead ) 
notified, and by no other.” 

“ The Collectors of Rungporo and Bogra did recommend luithcr modifi¬ 
cations of the prices, but their proposals were negatived The Collector of Bogi.i 
in particular advised that m his district the Government price should be 
lowered, liccauso the market prices were fast lx‘coming cheaper, lie apparently 
considered that his peoplo were entitled to this Iienefit, and that just logard to 
their welfare should prompt him to stimulate as much as povublo the sale ol 
Government grain until all his stocks wore exhausted. But it. was imme¬ 
diately pointed out to him that the choai>cning of the market could only have* 
arisen from private importations; that the peoplo could well subsist on tho 
grain thus imported, that it was not the duty of Government to find additional 
supplies for them, or to promote sales for any purpose sa\e tho rebel' of necessity ; 
that tho fixed price of Government grain would not lie lowered, that if this caused 
tho sales to cease, tho result would be well; that if sin plus stocks remained, 
the result also would bo well, for the grain might be wante d elsewhere ; but 
that suxplus or no surplus, tho rules and the price as notified must not be 
departed from.” 



“ The case of Rungpore and Bogra is an example of the fact that traders 
are not deterred by Government sales from importing grain. These two 
districts are well situated for water carriage early m the rains. Immediately 
on the rising ofiivora und setting in of the southerly wind, supplies were thrown 
in by trade to every mart accessible by water. In such places scarcity ceased 
quite suddenly, while it continued in places which, though comparatively near, 
could not he approached by water. In North Behar the access by water is 
not ho speedy, but there also trade will, it is hoped, send supplies, and it is 
partly foi this reason that we look for much diminution of sales from tho end 
of August. In Behar, howover, the large supplies brought in by trado (as stated 
in former narratives) have hardly, as yet, reached tho most distressed parts, 
being virtually intercepted by Jho semi-distrossod parts which arc nearer at 
hand, and which arc better able to buy. Wo trust, howovor, that tho gradual 
percolation of supply may touch ultimately tho most distressed localities.” 

il Regarding advances to cultivators, thorc is not at presont anything to be 
added to what lias been stated in former narratives save this, that inquiry on 
the spot has satisfied us that in tho Sarun district these advances (which are 
larger there than anywhere else) urc tho means of proventing not only oruaci- 
ation, but consulorablo mortality among the lower section of the cultivating 
class It is appaicnt m many districts that these people have exhausted, or 
nearly exhausted, their slender stock of food, and havo difficulty m tiding 
over oven tho short interval that must be passed before the new harvest begins 
to come in.” 

“Notwithstanding that in the most distressod districts all able-bodied 
laborers havo been transfeircd from the relief works to the fields, it is a matter 
ioi disappointment that the total number on theso works in all tho districts 
lias continued so largo. In the northern and most distressed districts the 
women and children havo in largo numbers remained on the works, and their 
condition is such that the relief officers fear to send them away. The wages, 
howover, havo been lowered to the lowost rate for bare existence; so that thoro 
•diull bo no faiducemcnt to resort to the works if other employment could bo 
got In West Tirhoot, indeed, the case of those women and children seemed to 
the Collector to be such tliul he rocommondcd some incroaso to tho pittance ; 
but on consideration this was not sanctioned. We apprehend that possibly 
some women may hi* on the works whose male relatives are earning adequate 
wugos olsowlicic, though tho relief officers seem oonfidont that such is not the 
case as a rule Still a sinxial warning has been addressod to the relief circles 
to guard against any abuse of this sort. * In the southern and loss distresAd 
districts our officers still consider it necessary to admit many able-bodied 
men to the wotks who would work in the fields if they could get wages. But 
though the cultivation is as laigc as ever, the cultivators eaunot afiord to 
employ field labor, and therefore do all the work with their own hands, 
and so got on somehow. The advances to them of gram allev*ate this diffi¬ 
culty and afl’oid them the moans of giving wages in kind, and so drawing 
j w.ly people from the relict works ” 

“ Again, the very high number on giatuitous and charitable relief—in tlio 
aggiegate exceeding our expectation—is a matter for disappointment. One cause 
is the admission of so many persons who from casto or other reasons (as explained 
,n foimcr nairativcs) cannot woik and aro yet brought to sore straits. The 
continuance of high pi ices, despite the rams and tho approach of the first harvest, 
has aggravated this difficulty. When tho number rises rapidly in any relief 
circle, there is of couise fear of imposture or of over-liberality. But wherever 
t1u»s occurs, tho Collector or other suj»erior roliof officer checks it. There have 
been icpeated instances of tho exercise of such check; still by way of precau¬ 
tion a general warning has been addressed to relief officers to guard against 
mipostuic There is probably less ground for this apprehension in Behar, 
where the people had no previous ex|)ericuco of goneral relief, than in districts 
lik»* Bind wan, wlieio relief from causes othortlian scarcity has previously boon 
established, and whore impostuie, if not guarded against, would be largoly 

ptae^isod ” 

I am not yet able to state the average number of porsons receiving 
assistance during July and August, as compared with the number given in the 



.narrative of 7th July, for tho worst period in June. But though the number 
may perhaps prove higher than the anticipation, yet on tho whole tho distress 

S bably will bo kept within bounds until tho middle of September, when the 
ing or tho failing of tho autumnal rains will decide tho fato of tho winter 
rice crop (amun), the cessation or the continuance of tho scarcity, and tho 
relaxation or tho maintenance of tho relief operations.” 


Weather and Bainfall —The weather throughout North-East and South-East 
Bengal and tho whole of Bcliar has been ovoiy thing that could bo desired ; hut. 
in Burdwan, Hooghly, a small part of Midnapore, Manbhoom, Buiikoora, 
parts of Beerbhoom, Moorshcdubad, Raislialiye, Nuddea, Jessoro, and Mynien- 
bing, rain is said to be urgently required. 


Prospects of Crops .—The crops throughout Bohar, North-East and South-East 
Bengal, Onssa, aud the greater part of Chota Nagpore, arc said to promise 
exceedingly well. Throughout tho rest of the country it appears that in parts 
the yield of tho autumn crops will be small, but there is no reason to apprehend 
much less than an avorage yield on tho whole, even in tho worst districts, while 
thero can bo little doubt that tho yield throughout the gieater part of the 
country will bo unusually large. 


Prices .—Prices have to a great extent followed the weather. Where the 
weather has been favourable, they have fallen ; where it has been unfavourable, 
they have men Thoro are somo exceptions to tins lulo, but generally it holds 
good, as it might bo expected to do. Prices have fallen slightly m Burdwan aud 
Moorshedabad; more considerably in Howrah, 24-Porgunnahs, Dinagepore, 
Maldah, Julpigoree, Backeigungo, Sylhet, Chittagong, and Tinporah, while m 
Bogra tho fall bus been especially groat, rico having gone down during the 
fortnight from 18 seeis 8 chittaeks to 10 beers 8 clnttacks for tho rupee. Prices 
have risen in Bankoora, Beerbhoom, Midnapore, Ilooghly, Nuddea, J ensure, 
llajshohyc, and Furcedporc, and huvo remained statumaiy m Bungpore, Pubna, 
and Moorshcdubad. In Bchar, prices have fallen in Patna, Chunipai un, Purneah, 
and Mongbyr. The full in tlio last district lias been esi»ecially gieat, nee having 
fallen from 12 seeis 1 chittack to 18 seers 0 chittaeks, while bailey continues to 
becomo cheaper Tho markets remain nearly stationary in Tulioot. and Sarun ; 
in both these distrusts lyce has fallen slightly, while barley 1ms risen, though in 
Sarun tho latter grain is very cheap. There bus been a slight rise of prices in 
Shahftbad and Bliagulpore, whilo they have remained stationary in G)uund tho 
Sonthal Pergunnalis. In Chota Nagporo prices have risen in ovciy district 
except Ilazareohugh, butthoy still remain low everywhere except in Muubhoom, 
whore rice is selling at 13 seers for the rupee. In Orissa prices are stationaiy 
and low m spito of tho laigo quantities of gram which still continue to be 
exported. 

Private Trade .—The usual note on the movements of food-giains is given 
in appendix A. Tho returns bliow nn increase of 3,848 tons unpnilcd by 
piivato traders into Beliar as compared with lust fortnight This increase was 
probably due to the anxioty of traders to take the utmost advantage they 
could of the half-rates of freight after the receipt of the notification that this 
concession would bo withdrawn by the Government of Jmlia fiom the 1st 
August Tho river traffic shows a considerable dcuensc, but the district 
narratives show that the internal trade shows signs of iccovenng, as the 
Collector of Kungporc reports that exports of tho new rice fiom his district 
have begun, and tho piospects of tho autumn rico throughout North- 
Eastern Bengal are sufficiently good to warrant the expectation that several 
districts will nave surplus stores to dispose of to those where distress still 
contmuos. 


Tirhoot .—Thero is little calling for remark in this distnet. Supplies 
are still short in Mozufterporc, and sales of Government uco uie still 
necessary in the town;* but the prospects of tho crop are everywlioio 
excellent, except in coitain limited tracts, chiefly m the Muddhoobunnee 
and Durbbuuga sub-divisions, where considciablc damage has been caused 
by floods.

Chumpumn —Tho remarks made with regard to Tirhoot apply equally 
well to thin district Distress is rapidly decreasing, as is shown by the reduction 
m the demand for labour on the canal works. 

Sanni —The giving of advances still forms the principal port of the work \ 
performed by i chef officers 

South Dchn —Here all distress may be said to havo ceased for the present, 
except in a few places, wheio it is by no moans severe. 

, Wiin/hfpo) f Division —The floods in Purneah, which were considered at ono 
time bkelv to have caused much distress in thatdisti tot, havo subsided without 
doing much damage. Fiom all parts of tlio division tho rcportH as to future 
piospects :iio most cheeiing, except hom Monghyr, wlieic the Collector thinks 
tlio Meld ot the autumn crops will not he .so good as was expected owing to 
the long continued lain, which hindered weeding. 

ltu/shalii/c fhvivon —Kveept in Moorshedabad andUajshahyo, where distress 
has somewhat increased, cluelty owing to adeticieney ot ram, tho prospects of 

the distt h Is of tins division continue tonupiovc steadily Distress is rapidly 
disnppc.umg in H *gia, Kungpoic, mid Muldnh , and in Dmagepore tho Collector 
hopes that, tioin the time the autumn crops aie leaped, distiess will rapidly 
diminish, piovided the jnospecth of the wintei nop continue good but he 
reinaiks that the Hebei CoiiimisMoiici docs not take quite so sanguine a view 
oi the case as In* does 

lhmlmn Himmn —Distress continues to increase throughout this division, 
the chief cause probably Ixuiig that in none of the distressed districts can tho 
piospceN ot tin* coming crop be considered to l»o good, ami lienee the malmjuns 
i el use tho usual aid to tho pooiei ivol>, who are thus dnven to seek relief 
fiom Government Tho low state ot health to which a huge propoitum of the 
population have lwen reduced by tlio fever picvmling for the past lew years in 
most di.stu< ts probably leads numbers of people to S4*ek relief from charity 
lUthci than try to help themselves, and tho lesiilt of these eonveiging causes 
lias been th.it the demands lot Government assistance have been much 
gieatei than was antieipjted. and have 11 in eased to mu h an extent that, the local 
authorities have louml it veiv difficult to exeiuse the supervision necessary 
to detect impost me and eliminate applicants not deserving ol lelicf. Tho 
stall lias been ^lengthened in Hnukooia and Hind wan, tlio two worst districts ; 
and it i*. hoped that fiom henceforth, ll .all goes well, the numbers in receipt 
of rhuutublc rebel will dimmish 

C/wta Nagpon- —C'oiihidei.ildo appieheusions were at ono tune eutei taiued 
as to the crops m lx>haidugg:i, Singbhoom, and Manhlioom, but. these havo boon 
quite set at icst in tin* two foimer disti ids by tho iccont min. In 
Miinbhoom the lumf.ill has not been so copious, ami though there was no 
immediate fV.ir on account of f lie autumn einps, yet there was still much rain 
wanted foi tlio latei me eiojw 

RebcJ Woifr* — The following statement shows the numlM*rs on rebel 
woiks during the fortnight under lcpoit is compared with that preced¬ 
ing it — 
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Tho following table shows the numbers employed in each district, with 
details, as far as they aro available, of those employed on pioco or task-work 
and daily wagds respectively —

Northern Bengal Railway .—The total amount of earthwork completed up 
to date is 69,611,000 feet, equal to 143 miles of 4 feet bank, with a top 
width of 15 feet. During the fortnight over 22J lakhs of cubic feet were 
thrown up. 102 miles of feeder roads havo been made.

Minute by the Hoh’blb Sir Richard Temple, k.c.8.1., dated Durbhunga, the 

2nd July 1874. 


Having had the advantage of discussing with Major Trevor (Additional 
Chief Engineer) and Mr. Pothecary (Superintending Engineer) the future 
management ot relief works in the circle, which comprises the districts of 
Tirboot, Ohumparan, and Sarun, I hove to record the following instructions. 

2. Heretofore the pressure on our public works officers to afford relief 
to.the people has been so great as to interfere with professional treatment 
of the works Now that the pressure is, for the present at least, lightened or 
removed (inasmuch as the labourers have lelt tho works and betaken them¬ 
selves to husbandry after the coming of the rains), our officers have time and 
means of dealing with the works professionally and departmentallv. I desire 
that this object should be carefully observed. 

3. The relief works which during the past few months hove been under¬ 
taken in these districts will be (1) woiks und**r tho civil and the relief officers, 
and (2) works under public works officers, consisting of— 

let —Old works, ordinary repairs. 

2nd —Old works extensively repaired or altered. 

3 rd. —New works. 

4. The works under the civil officers have not as yet been overlooked at 
all by public works officers, and probably cannot be so to any considerable ' 
extent; still I desire that our public works officers should look at these works 
whenever and whorever they can, and explain defects to the civil officers 
concerned. 

6. The works under public works officers—the fiist category (old works 
ordinarily lepaired)—should be made over to the civil officers and occasionally 
looked at by tho public works officers in the manner laid down in the foregoing 
paragraph. They arc not considerable in number and extent in Tirboot, but 
they are so in Chumparun, and specially so in Sarun, where indeed they form 
the great bulk of the relief works. The works in the second and third category 
should remain solely under the public works officers, and I will now state briefly 
how’ these last-named work9 should be dealt with. They consist partly of tanks, 
but chiefly of rondst 

G The tanks will, it i9 presumed, have been well planned and laid out. 
Doubtless the tanks and edges will need to he tummed up. The approaches 
whereby drainage water is to enter the tanks will probably require attention. 
In works of this 9ort the question of providing escapes does not arise. 

7. For the roads the selection of tho lines will be found, I believe, to be 
good on the whole, and to be suitable according to consideration of local trad'* 
The alignment having been frequently undertaken unavoidably without 
complete surveying and levelling revision, rectification will sometimes he 
required. This reconsideration i9 a matter of primary importance. The 
earthwork has been for tho most part done, but it has to settle down during the 
rains, and will consequently be wanting large repairs. Wherever sufficient 
water-way may not have been allowed, there w ill bo breaches to be examined. 
In Mudhoobunnee (North-East Tirboot) the new roads have been provided with 
temporary wooden bridges (of cheap construction), which may last two yo-irs 
or more; elsewhere there has been but little bridging, and in some places 
( e.g . Durbhunga) none at all. The provision of such bridges is every where 
desirable, and in some lines (eg, that from Durbhunga to Buhera) is quite 
essential. The immediate preparation of plans and estimates for such bridges 
should be seen to. In the first instance, until the wat*-r-way has been tested 
by experience in a country so exposed to floods, it i* bettor to have these 
wooden bridges, which con bo repaired from time to time, than to undertake 
permanent masonry structures. 

8. For nono of the roads did time admit of regular plans and estimates 
being framed beforehand. These should bo taken in hand, so'as to be ready 
beforo tin* noxt open season commences. 

9. The next pcint relates to establishment. The Special Chief Engineer 
should direct the Superintending Engineer to decide whether officers of all 









grades should be retained in the special department of relief works for the 
purposes above described. Heretofore all the pre-existing public works 
establishments in these districts have been amalgamated with the relief 
establishment; such establishment may now revert to their ordinary duties 
relating to civil buildings, and the like. They can also render assistance in 
respoct to all works under the civil officers. The remaining officers will 
constitute the staff under the Additional Chief Engineer and the Superinten¬ 
ding Enuinoer for relief works. If any of these oflioers shall, in the opinion 
of the Chief Engineer, have been found to be unsuited for this special work, 
they should return to the general lino of the department. 

10. As regards work-people, some establishment and some labour must be 
kept up on evoiy one of the roads above described. On no road is tho estab¬ 
lishment to be wholly discharged without the orders of Government being 
previously obtained ; but for the present 6uch employment of labourers should 
be limited as much as possible, and should be confined to the class (beldars 
and others) who follow this sort of labour as a profession. If there be any 
gangs (ns in parts of Mudhoobunnoe) of invalids and the like on any road, the 
Public Works had better make them over to the civil officers to be brought 
upon charitable relief. It is an object that the attention of our public works 
officers should be devoted tq purely professional or departmental objects. 

11. llut tho public w oiks officers must bear in mind that although there 
will be a lull duung July and August, yet in Sept ember and Ootobor tho 

. demand for employment will revive in all probability, and they must ba 
prepaicd to re-admit such labourers to tbo mads if necessary. 

12. The object of these instructions is to arrange for rendering the relief 
works (so largely undertaken during tlie last few months) permanently useful 
to the country, so far os this may be practicable within a reasonable cost, 
and to prevent*their being left in a comparatively usolesa state by reason of 
incompleteness. To this the skill and consideration of our officers should now 
be exclusively'directed.

Minute by the IIon’ble 8ik Ricuard Temple, k.c.s.i., Lieutenant-Governor 
of Jicngal , dated 44 Rhutas" the 20 th July 1874. 


In continuation of my minute No.-of tho 2nd July, regarding the 

management of rolief works in tho Tirboot-Chumparun divisions of superin¬ 
tendence, 1 have to record the following observations and instructions regard¬ 
ing tho management of these wotks in the remaining divisions into which the 
distressed districts are divided. 

With this view 1 have had the advantage of a conference with the 
Additional Chiof Engineer, Major Trevor, and w'lth the three Special Superin¬ 
tending Engineeis (Messrs Barnfathcr, Pothccnry, and Roberts). 

2. The relief works in all tluee divisions of superintendence Consist 
partly of tanks, but mainly of roads. The tanks are about 160 in number, 
and are exclusive of the numerous village tanks under relief officers. The 
roads which have been under operations for relief purposes since the com¬ 
mencement of the distress are about 3,100 miles in length, exclusive of the 
roads in the Sarun district. 

The general condition of the works in the first or a Tirhoot-Churaparun” 
circle under Mr. Pothecary has been described in my minute of the and July. 
In tho second or “ Bhagulpore” circle under Mr. Barnfather, comprising works 
in the districts of Bhagulpore, Purncab, Monghyr, and Sonthalia, there are 
•about 500 miles of road, aligned, planned, and executed, so far as earthwork 
is concerned, in a professional and business-like way, but no bridging has been 
attempted. As the lines hove been selected either by or with the assent of 
the local authorities, these loads are doubtless calculated to be permanently 
useful. The survojs huvo been roughly made in all cases; but in many oases 
they require to be completed according to departmental rules; and in nearly 
all cases the plans and estimates for the completion ot the works have to be 
made. In this second di\ Lion the engineering staff of all grades joined their 


posts at an earlier date, and consequently set out the work sooner than in 
the other divisions, and w ere thus able better to maintain professional order 
in their operations when the period of severe distress began. * Mr. Barnfather 
and his officers made excellent use of the opportunities afforded them, and have 
preserved much of the ordinary departmental system throughout their extra¬ 
ordinary operations. 

In the third or " Dinageporc-Rungpore ” division, including the districts of 
Dinageporc, Rungpore, Bogra, Maldah, Rajshabye, Puhna, and Moorshedabad, 
the relief works in tho districts of Bnjshahye and Pubna have been small, 
but have been, so far as they have gone, under professional supervision. Tho 
relief roads in Bogra have been executed fairly well under a professional system. 
A similar system has to some limited extent prevailed in Rungpore, Dinageporc, 
and Maldah ; but in these districts the relief works have been mostly executed 
by the circlo relief officers, with the assistance- of overseers placed at their 
disposal by the Department of Public Works, and with the general advioe of 
the Executive Engineer or the Superintending Engineer. It is hoped that 
most of these relief roads have licen planned with some* degree of professional 
skill, but it is known that some of them have not. Theio are several " feeder 
roads” connected with the Northern Bengal State Railway which have been . 
under tho railway staff, but which will now be transfened to tho Relief 
Engineer of tho civil districts. 

4. The object now is, that advantage be taken of the recess, when the 
pressure of multitudes on relief is diminished, to render ail these works 
permanently useful; and at the close of the extraordinary operations to hand 
them over to the ordinary departmental system of the country in a condition 
which, so far as it is goes, will suffice for* use, but. which will also admit of 
further development from time to time as moans many permit. But the 
handing over of works incomplete and useless from the want of a completion, 
which may or may not be afforded hereafter, is to bo carefully avoided. 

5. To this end the threo divisions of special superintendence as abovo 
described will bo maintained, and will be by certain modifications rendered 
equal, as nearly as possible, in respect to length of relief roads, of which, as 
already seen, the work* mainly consist. Thus each division will have about 
1,000 miles, the three making up tho total of 3,100 miles as already seen. 
In each division thoro will bo three cifccutivo charges, arranged m the follow¬ 
ing order. The divisions of superintendence and the executive charges will 
always he termed “special,” m ordor to distinguish them from tho ordinary 
district divisions of tho Department Public Works. Their limits will not 
always be the same as those of the regular civil districts, because the arrange¬ 
ments must be made primarily with regard to the position and condition of the 
relief works. 

0. Tho first special division of superintendence—“ Tirhoot-Chumparun”— 
excluding Sarun heretofore included (the relief works in Sarun consisting of 
repairs to old roads with only one piece of new road), will have the following 
special executive charges under the superintendence of Mr. Pothecary, Spccid 
Superintending Engineer, namely— 

I.—“ Chumparun,” consisting of the greater part of tho district except¬ 
ing the north-eastern comer, whicli will bo incorporated with 
the West Tirhoot executive charge: Mr. Handcock to be the 
Special Executive Engineer. 

II.— w West Tirhoot,” including tho north-eastern corner of Chumparun, 
with the civil sub-divisions of Seetamurhee, Mozufforpore, and 
Hajeepore in the Tirhoot district: Baboo Madhub Chunder 
Roy to he Special Executive Engineer. 

III.—“ East Tirhoot,” including the civil sub-divisions of Mudhoobunnee 
and Taj pore, and the sub-divisions of Durbhunga, exclusive 
of tbe llattee tract of country, which will be transferred to the 
North Bhagulporc executive charge: Mr. Joll to be 8pecid 
Executive Engineer. 

4 
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7. The second division of special superintendence—“ Bhagulpore”—will 
consist of the following special executive charges under tho superintendence of 
Mr. Barnfathcr, Special Superintending Engineer, namely— 

I.—“ North Bnagulpore,” consisting of those portions of Bhagulpore and 
Monghyr districts which lie north of the Ganges, together 
with tho llatteo tract already mentioned: Mr. Atkinson to 
l>e Special Executive Engineer 

II.—“ South Bhagulpore” to consist of the remainder of the Monghyr and 
Bhagulpore districts and tho Sonthal Pcrgunnahs: Mr. 
Johnson to he Special Executive Engineer. 

III.— M I’urncali” to consist of the Purncah district, of the western port of 
the Dinagepore district ns far as the river Tungun, and the 
Khurba tract of the Maldah district: Mr. Cordncr to bo 
• Snccial Executive Engineer. 

8. The third division of special superintendence— 4 * Dinagoporc-Rung- 
pore”— 

impendence o! Mr. Roberts, Special Suj>erintonding Enirmeer, namely— 

I.— 44 Dinagepore,” consisting of the gi cater partot the Dinagepore district, 
together with the north-wc st corner of the Rungporo district: 
Lieutenant Wright, K K, to be Special Executive Engineer. 

II.— 44 ltungpore,” consisting of tho remainder of the civil district of this 
name Mr. Sheldon to be Special Executive Engineer. 

III.— 4 * Bogra” to consist of the relict works within tho civil district of 
that name, together with the south-east corner of Dinagepore, 
and tho north-east corner of Rajsbabyo: Mr. Eoloy to ho 
Special Executive Engineer 

9. The relief works in the remainder of the Maldah and Rajsliahyo 
districts, and m the districts of Pubna and Moorshcdabad, will now bo made 
over to the ordinary district engineers. 

10. The several special divisions of superintendence, and the special 
executive charges uliovc described, will continue under the control of Major 
Trevor, K.K., Additional Chief Engineer, who will he good enough to settle 
with the Public Works Department of the Government of Bengal by tho 
earliest date possible regarding tho assistant engineers and the subordinate 
establishment to be employed m each of the special executive charges 

11. Such being the general outline ol the machinery and the framework 
of the system, it remains only to sketch tho nature, of tho work. Every relief 
road is to be examined as soon as possible, and its present condition, from a 
professional point ot view, is to be recorded. As soon as the season opens, say 
towards the end of the coming autumn, a survey with lovcls to bo made 
for each road, and then plans aud estimates are to be prepared. Mean¬ 
while such work is to be done to each road as may be needed lor relief 
employment, in accordance, as much as possible, with the plan which tho 
work will ultimately follow on completion of the survey. As fast as each 
survey is completed, endeavours will bo made to do as much to tho road as 
may place it in fair working order, open for ordinary traffic, even if not 
completed and bridged. This will be done from such resources as may be at 
the moment available. Whether the bridging can lie done throughout is 
doubtful, but this end will be borne in mind with the view to its being attained 
so iar as means may allow. 

. 12. The subsidiary instructions to bn based upon this minute will be 
prepared and issued by Major Trevor m communication with the Public Works 
Department of the Government of Bengal, as the matter is ono demanding 
immediate attention. _

descriptions, and no ddiucncy ban been reported from anywhere. 




3. There has been a sb’ght demand in the city during the fortnight for grain from the 
Punjab and the North-West, and this may be attributed to three causes— 

la/.—To a large proportion of the 75,000 maunda ordered to be sent from Oyn for 
Tirhoot and other districts where it may bo required, having been diawn fiom 
our market, the Gya merchants giving it in exchango for Government giain 
given to them at Gya. 

2 tut .—On account of its having become known that the half-rates for railway freight 
would cease at the closo of the month. 

3 ni .—Because of rumours which gained ground at llie commencement of the foitnighl, 
owing to the almost daily falls of lain, that the bliadoi crops wuip lotting .is 
they stood, which last belief, I am glad to say, was utteily unfounded Tins 
. drain on our market, given as tlio fust cause for the demand from the Punjab, 

has caused a slight increase in the price of grain here, but I am satisfied that 
this is only a temporary one, and that, with the continued favorable prospcits 
of the bhadoi crops, thev will soon go down again # 

4. The new siding between the Patna city and ghat stations is still in an unfinished 
state; two sheds have certainly been erected and the work of diuinage hus been got on with, 
but the road still remains unrolled and the platform itself uulcveiled A ucw shed has been 
erected at the Patna city station, and one is in fours.* of const ruction at the gbat, winch, 
unless we have an extraordinary rush before the close of the month to obtain li.dl-nitch, should 
be sufficient to meet all requirements. 

6. The following were the prices of food-grain obtaining in the municipal baxuis of this 
district towards the elo«c of tho fortnight — 
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0. Wo had during the fortnight 3 G9 inches of rain in the Sudder station, 1 20 in Bellar, 
35 at Barrh, and 4 Go in Dmaport, this, comparative! v speaking, break in tho ijium has been 
most beneficial to the bhadoi crops, allowing the cultivators to get on to tfieir lands to weed 
them, and has done no harm to the rice, the propitious day for commencing tlio planting out 
of which has not yet arrived , but m the course ol tho next week of so some heavy showers 
will be wanted to llood the fields for the young plants Indian coin is already fiuding its wav 
into llie market, nud I am glad to be able to report t-lut the prospects ol all the clops arc as 
favourable as they well could be. 

7. The condition*>f tlio people is fuvorubly reported on from nil paifn ol Hie district, 
they are busily eugaged in their agncultuial pursuits, so that the st oppugn ol our relief woik-, 
without in any way affecting them, ha* acted must beneficially on the jirospecU of nut 
coming crops. No case of misery or starvation was reported during the fortnight 

8. There was no case of grain roblicry during the fortnight, s <a von eases of theft were 
reported, lmt noue of them were of an important character 

9. 74 emigrants were registered during the fortuight foi British Biirmah, and lb foi the 
Mauritius, whereof 50 were from Patna, 16 from Gya, 2 from Sarun, 4 from Shahabad, l from 
Tirhoot, 1 from Cbumparun, and 10 from other districts

9 All my sub-divisional’officers concur in reporting the country to be well sown down 
with rice, and this is ooufirmed by independent inquiries I have made Tins is fair evidence 
that no real scarcity of soed-grain existed, except to a very limited extent I have from 1st 
August stopped auv*further secu-grain advance* Advances of grain to rvot* on the security 
ot their landlords will be continued where gram is available, but the applications will, I expect, 
be very few.

From Buxar Mr. Armstrong report* •—“ Dunng the fortnight there has been quite as much 
sun as wop wanted for the bhadoi crops, and at the same time there have been occasional 
heavy showers, which have been good for all the crops, the prospect* up to date are excellent ” 

In regard to the crops in the Susseram and Bhubhooa sub-divisions, Mr Eyre reports — 
"The state of the crops continues promising I have, since my last report, visited western 
Saw rum, Mohunia, Ramgurah, Bhubhooa, Bhagwanpore, Chvnepore, Chand, Kudjura, and 
Durgawutti The rainfall appeared to me to have been principally confined to the country lying 
between the bills and the Grand Trunk Hoad. In some places I noticed that the transplanted 
*murwa’ was heiug irrigated by hand, the transplanting of nursery rice had generally 
commenced The rabbet high lands are evorvwhere being ploughed In the Basseram 
sub-division the crops aro everywhere promising " 

Condition of the People. 

There is no particular chonge to notice under this head. All those who require it. can 
find emplovmont on the relief works, on field-work, and at the different indigo factories 
wheie manufacture lius commenced Those who from physical causes ore unable to labor are 
relieved under the different inodes of charitable relief 

No i.ihcs of actual starvation hove boon brought to light 

In the Arrah sub-division five grain-thefis have been reported dunng the fortnight, in 
one cane 17 maunds ol grain and m another 75 maunds of peas are said to have been stolen 

In the Buxar Mib-divismn one theft of 11 maunds of wheat has been reported. 

In the Saa^er.un sub-dive-ion six burglaries nro roported as Having occurred during the

During the fortnight 21,O0C maunds of gram hate been despatched from the Arrah and 
Buxjr eulwbvisiuns to tho Colllcctor of Sarun , thus making a total of 28,000 maunds 
despatched up to date Mr. Armstrong hoped to despatch on Monday (the 27th) a further 








consignment of 9,000 msonds, wbioh will mike nearly the whole amount I stated I should 
be prepared to send. . _ , 

These consignments are irrespective of the Government grain which is coming hero 
daily by rail, and which is being despatched by the Collector of Sarun's agent at Arrah. 

E.— Advances to Private Pirtips. 

In the Anah sub-division during the fortnight 08 maunds 22 seers of .gram have been 
advanced to ryots on the security of their semindars. 

In the Buxar sub-division 2,714 mounds of bsrley and wheat have been advanced to 
ryots in the Cboussh pergunnah, either on the security of their zemindars or of lauded 
property. Under this heud Mr. Kyre reports from Sosseram •—“ During the fortnight 175 maunds 
27 seers of grain have beeeo advanced to ryots on security, and on the conditions mentioned 
in ray last narrative. These advance* should, I think, bo made dehitsble to charitablo relief. 
1‘have, therfore, entered the number of persons so telicvcd under heading (rf) ol section P. 

" Rs. 1,074 have been advanced ou security irom charitable rebel funds for purchase 
of bullocks and seed-grain. 

“The sale of groin to wholesale dealers commenced during the fortnight under review. 
In all 3,882 maunds 20 seers have been sold I dosire in future to confine the solo, at the 
liberal r^tes fixed, to zemindars as much as |>ossible. These men will require credit. But the 
security will be good, aud the grain paid to field-labcrerp in wage will do mote good than if 
sold to wholesale denier*. It is obvious that 33,000 maunds of gioin cannot go far in a 
population of over 700,000, and tho labor being what is lequired to keep the pouter classes 
above water, the greater facilities we give for a liberal employment of labor, the more effectively 
will the demand be met.” 

F —Charitahli Ht-Liir.

I have the honor to submit my narrativo of scarcity and relief iu the Hojeepore, Tojpore, 
and Sudder sub-divisions, for the fortnight euding 20lh instant. 

2. In Hajeepore sub-divisiou prices have not variod materially. The most noteworthy 
change has been a fall of one seer per rupee in the price of neo al Lalgunge, which may be 
attributed to tho influenco of advance* made in that grain by the manager of Smgbiya 
factory. At Hajecporo itsell rice baa bhghtly risen in value.

3. In Tajpore sub-divnuon price* have fallen, and it is reported that “ fair supply of 
rice still comes in from private sources.” Large stores of “ marwa” appear to have been 
hoarded by the local mahajuns, and this grain is now chiefly expended m payment of field 
labour 

4 In the Sadder sub-division Government prices continue to prevail. The rates for 
common noe (15 and 14 seers per rupee), shown in the last two pnce-( urrents, were inaccurate. 
The rate lor cleaned rice is still 18 seeis per rupee. 

6. The demand for Government gram is increasing day by day in the town, the 
average daily sales having exceeded 1,200 maunds during the fortnight. In the interior of 
the district sales have been comparatively small, owing partly to increased distribution of 
advances, partly to large payments m kind being still made to laborers on the relief works, 
and partly to the fact that several town bunneaha own shops in villages which they supply 
from head-quarters The total expenditure of Government grain between 27th ultimo and 
25th instant has been 1,73,813 maunds, or 20,815 maunds in excess of my estimate.

8. Tho weather during the fortnight ha« beon most favorable for the crops " From all 
sides,” writes the IIajeeporc officer, " the reports are most favoruble. Alternate sunshine and 
rain have brought thu crops into an advanced state, and unless some unforeseen change takes 
place, we musl have a splendid bhadot crop here.” Prospects are equally good in Tajpore 
biih-divibion, but 11 a little ram/* it is said, u would now bo desirable to enable tho ryots to 
«ompletc tho transplanting of tbnr dlinn, and to freshen what has boon transolantcd ” Cheona 
is giving u good outturn. 

0 In tho Sudder sub-division, except where tho crops were lately submerged, prospects 
are very good In parts of the \i<stcm circles, the raakai is somewhat backward and 
lequuea rain It bus been ascertained that thu damage caused by the inundations is not so 
gieutni was nt fiist »• up posed, but more or less injury* him l*oen dono to tho crops in ilie Toorkee, 
]3olsund, Kajkhund, Kultra, Gaigkatty, Sudder, Chajun. .uid Kantce circles The Toorkoe 
Supeiinteudent states that “ a great many cultivator* who did uot apply foi advances before 
have now In-on forced to apply, as tlieir ciops have been completely damaged by the recent 
floods” In J3.*lsund circle “ compar itively little damage lias been done Where the mukai 
was deatioyed iu most places rice 1ms been put in its place ” Some parts of tho circle are 
still under water 

The Rujklmnd Superintendent reports that 900 beeghas of crops b!ive been entirely 
destroyed in his oircle and that 2,500 beeghas have been damaged. ** The water, ” ho writes, 
“has not yet icelled fiom the low luid bordering on the river, and the rice sown at the 
bottolh of the jheoU, and which had not been transplanted, is of course destroyed, but it is still 
huflicienllv oailj in the season f.»r all tho injury to future harvest prospects to be susceptible 
of remedy bv the granting, and in some lew eases the renewal, of advances to the ryots whose 
lands have been submciged. Grain to the value of K s 2,080 has already been advancod 
to tho-e who have euffeicd the gieatest Iocs ” 

In Kuttra circle about tbiec-cigbths of the crops in 40 villages have been damaged In 
Guighutty ciicle the area mjuied is not largo In the Sudder circle one-fourth of the crops 
is stated to have been lost in bix groups of villages (about 00 villages in all), but this 
estimate, 1 think, is exc««*sue. Iu Chajun circle the makai ha9 suffered severely m the lower 
land", and a laige tract of countiv is still under water between Chajun and Mozufferpore, and 
in Kantee circle it is feaicd that nearly 10,000 beeghas of crons have been ruined. Probably 
the total ares on which the crops have been destroyed or damaged does not exceed 30,000 
bccgboR 

10 In II ijiopore suh-divisum the condition of tho people is good, and the sub- 
divnnoiul officei consider* that 11 the advances wo are giving will prevent any distress until 
the hliadoi crops arc ripe ” The samo remarks apply to Tajpore. In the Sudder Bub-division 
the condition ol the people generally is much improved, but tho numbers of persons on relief 
woiks (09 1)01),ur in rccc pt of charitable relief (20,592), are still very high, and indicate tho 
continued existence of vnnt and pret.*ure : mong certain classes. 

11. Tliete hu\e been no cases of deaths from starvation. 






12 The ciroles m which the people still resort largely to the relief works ore the 
Sadder, Ather, Toorkee, Kantee, Moteepore, Doonah, and Juintpore circles, of which five arc 
administered by planters who have always paid low rates.

In the Mozufferpore sub-division the majority of laborcia alill consist of women and 
children The Superintendent of the Sudder circle “ would like to aee nil the men turned 
off the works, but this,” he fears “cannot be effected without raising the rate of wages for 
the women.” I have no doubt that the men would gladly quit the works if they could obtuui 
employment in the field, where wages are twice an high as Government rates, but the fact is 
that the small employers of laboj cannot afford this year to take on as many hands as they 
want Tho gram odvoncee given dining the last month have ennbled muuy ryots and small 
zemindars to employ laborers whom they could not otherwise have lined, and as advances 
increase, it is possible that there may be a still further diminution of numbers on relief works 
If it be conceded (und I submit it must) that at any time during the past three months there 
was real necessity foi relief works, that this sub-diviuon i«* densely populated, that tho supply 
of labor has been largely augmented by women and children who do not ordinarily wmk, 
that employers can ill afford to maintmi too minimum number of laborers required lor 
weeding their fields, and that hungry men cannot be fed on green crops, I think it can 
hardly appear strange that our relief works have not been altogether deserted since the 
commencement of tho rains 

14. A large number of useful village roads have been and still aro boing mado or 
repaired by circle officers. 

C.— Transport of Pood 

15 Private trade continues active m some parte of Tnjporennd Hnjeeporc sub-divisions. 
In Mozufferpore sub-division it is doing nothing, so Inr as importations from beyond tho 
district urc concerned It is quito certain, however, that tho two souiliern sub-divisions 
can now tuke all the grain that private traders may be willing to import, ami that it would 
therefore be mere wasfe of time and lose of profit to send up gram to Mozufferpore. The 
Superintendent of Smghiyn circle informs me that ho could sell nny quantity ot Government gram 
at Lulgungu, but as tlut town is easily accessible from Patn.i, and is altogether free from 
distress, I am unwilling to send him grain, which is so greatly required for tins sub-division

Narrative of Scat city and Relief m the Sarun Dittnct for the Fortnight ending the 2 5th 

July 1874. 

A.—State or tub Country. 

Abundance oi scarcity of supply in the bazar —While private importation of gram has 
continued to tall off in the Scwan sub-division, the imports in the sudder sub-division are 
shown to have still further increased during the past fortnight. The supplies from the 
Shahahad dcaralis have materially contributed to these latter imports, but the importations 
from Oudh still also keep up well The supplier in the bazars m the north and centre of the 
district are repoited to lie deficient, aud nun of Government gram to the public have been 
recently sanctioned, if found necessary The imports into the district by meaus of private 
trade during the last eight months have amouuted to nearly 16 lakhs of maunds, and it is 
very evident that, but for private trado and the importations of Government grain, thoro 
would already have bccu an absolute deficiency in the food-supply of the whole population 
lor a penod of upwards of two months, taking the consumption at the rate of 4 a seer per . 
head This seems a sufficient auswer to those who deem the allotment of Government grain 
to have been excessive, as in the face of the general deficiency in the food-supply in other 
parts of the country also, it would clearly have been imprudent to rely on private trade. 

2. * l mast fortuight the imports mainly into tho sudder sub-division were, at 

Chupra, 10.i j 1 of which 4,000 maunds were ncc , at Kcvelgunge 39,990 raauuds, of 

which 2,10V 1 Jnds only were rice , at Doorccguiigc 8,173 maunds, o! which 4,200 maunds 
were rice ,• j Panaporc 81 maunds, aud at Itoo|>an Chap (in the Uurrowlca thana of the 
Sewan sub^ — isioii) 1 11 maunds The nee principally came from Dacca, but of the other 
imports 16,< 0 maunds weic from Shahahad, and all the rest from Oudh The exports to 
Tirhoot and- mumparun amounted to 837 and 434 maunds respectively. 

3. Regarding tho C’hupra sub-division, Major Jackson reports as follows — 

" Therb is still no lack of supply of food-graius at the pnucipal marts Grain of all 
kinds keeps coming in by river carriage both Irom up and down country, and distribution 
goes on by local* conveyance to different parts of tne district Partial cessations of heavy 
raiufall have rendered the roads comparatively passable, and so facilitated tho transport." 

1. Of the Manjhee nub-dimion. Mi Tonucrrc writes — 

*• In the neighbourhood of the Kamgurh circle, supplies in the bazar arc scarce The same 
is the case as regards Chaiuporc circle. These two circles arc badly off as for as bazar 
supplies go 

“ The bazar* arc bettor supplied in the direction of Rcvclgunge and Maharajgung© I 
iti mk that supplies arc equal to the demand iu most places because the demands themselves 
are very slight 

“The ryots, however, do not depend on bazar supplies tor their existence, because gram 
ad van r os arc being made rapidly 1 am anxiously looking forward to the arrival ol further 
supplies to complete advances ” 

r$ Mr Barry, in charge of the Puna sub-division, reports as follows — 

“ I base received weekly reports from 17 bazars, and nowhere is scarcity of supply 
mentioned The supply seems fully equal to the purchasing powers of the people , prices 
ove»ywhere arc nearly stationary. The rates prevailing per rupee aic as follow —

“ The higher rates are in the bazar* along the north of the sub division " 

t> The following is Mr Wnglit’s report of the Scwan sub-division — 

“ Thcic is no deficiency of supplies in the bazars, but private importation of gram from 
other distucts continues to decrease. During the fortnight under report the importations 
amounted to 6,812 maunds of giain of different sorts, principally wheat, nee, and barley 
'Hie reason assigned by traders and others for tliis great falling off in importations is the 
same at. that noted by me in my last fortnightly report. namely, that the large quantity of 
Govt ruinent gi am that is being given out in advance to the public is deterring the traders 
from mipniiiug gram at their owu nsh ” 

7. The diminution of the demand on the markets caused by the large advances of 
Government gram must,of course, have affected the importations into Sewan oa well us clse- 
fthtit*, but the fact that the imports still keep up here notwithstanding the largo issues from 
the Government golas, conclusively proves the extensive depletion of local stocks, and 
demonstrates the intensity that then, was for advances of Government grain to the ryots 

8 Concerning the llutwah (state, Mr Ilodgkmsou writes — 

“The nriccot grum in the bazars has risen during the past fortuight. No deficiency of 
supply has been reported from any quarter.” 







9. The police, however, “report that the supply of gram has fallen abort m Kntiya 
bazar. 

10. Kindi and price of gram selling at the different marts —The kind and price of gram 
selling at the principal marts and at the thanas and outposts arc given lu the annexed 
statement 

11. Prices have fallen at Goldengunge, Gurkha, Mushrukh, Puraa, Mirzaporc, 
Eurharea, and Roghoonathpore. At all other places prices have risen,or are cither stationary 
or neatly so. 

12 Stoci of food in the hands of the people —Under this head Major Jacksou writes 
of his sub-division — • 

“It is evident, at least in thana Chupra, that the people for the present are not 
spverely pushed They have not lately been coming in any numbers to apply lor assistance 
as they did at first. This may be due partially to such stock* as they hold having been 
supplemented by Government advances, partially to the lowering of bazar prices, the 
coarser grains selling at 21 and 22 seers per rupee, and partially to their tune being 
engaged iu agricultural operations pow m full swing Collateral evidences all go to piovo 
that a much greater degree at ease now exiits throughout the sub-division.” 

13. The latter remark hardly applies to the circumstances of the northern portiou of the 

thana, as, to my knowledge, the people in some villages there are and have been for many 
mouths simply kept alive by the rebel works and the Government advances At Seoaree, 
along abort a milo of road, there are now congregated some 3,000 people who are forced 
to rcinam on tho works, even ou the bare subsistence wages now given This is an 
extensive rice tract where the people are dependent entirely on the one winter crop. These 
people canuot leave the works until there is sufficient rainfall to admit of the prepara¬ 
tion of their lands, now lying unploughcd. , i( 

14. Regarding the Manjhcc sub-division, Mr Tonncrrc reports as follow •g m " IJ ' / this 

head:— ' 

“ From enquiries made, and judging from the eagerness with which the .»ts are 
asking lor their advauccs, I think that there is but little left in their hands. * 0 several 
places there arc no more stocks at all 

“The Raragurh Circle Officer reports that in his circle there arc numbers of people 
who have consumed entirely whatever provision of food they had. 

“ From other circles I learn that tho people arc better off, but those that have most 
have enough only for their own wauts, and but for Government advances tliqy would be 
unable to carry on their agricultural opeiationa.” 

15 And lor the l’ursa snb-divisioii Mr. Harry writes — 

“ Tho stocks caunot now but be very slender, aud, in my opiuion, totally inadequate to 
support the population till the uext harvest. Some of the ryots have told mo that they 
still have a mauud or two iu their houses ” 

16 The other ofiiceis do uot notice the subject From information derived from 
planters aud others, and judging from the indication of prices, there can be no doubt, however, 
that there is but little private gram in tbenofth and ccutre of the district, and that not much 
is dune by trade in those paits 

17 Jlainfull and slate of the traps —There has b<*cn but little ram during the 
lortmght (the registered rainfall here having been only 2*23), and the fine open weather has 
been of great benefit to the bhadoi crojw, the weeding of which has beeu diligently prosecuted. 
The crops mjured by the excessive raiu have recovered to some extent, aud though their 
outturn in parts may prove deficient, there is still every prasjicct of nu abundant harvest 
on tho whole. Rain, is, however, much wuuted lor the ogham rico crop The rainfall has 
been very partial in portions ot the district At Dhubowlea, lor instance, I lieai that there 
has only been a foil of abont 9 inches since the commencement of the rams 

18 The following is Major Jackson's report of the Chupra sub-divixion — 

" During the past lortmght the heavy raius have held off, and occasional showers have 
been the rule This state ot the atmosphere has proved very beneficial for the highland 
crops, which, in the lower grouuds, showed symptoms of being drowned had the previous 
downpours continued. They a-e now veiy flourishing. But the look-out for the rice ciops 
is unfavorable. The planting out of the young seedlings is much retarded, though in the 
swampier lands it is reported to have been earned on to some extent. Generally, however, 
tbe ploughing cannot be got on with, and ram is much wanted " 

J9 Regarding the Maujhee sub-division Mr. Tonncrre writes — 

“During this fortnight there has been very little ram indeed. The cessation of 
continuous showers of tha preceding fortnight was most timely, and the weather has been 
all that could be desired. Weeding, which was quite prevented during last fortnight, has been 
earned on everywhere with vigour. The growth of rank vegetation, which was so 
encouraged by the heavy lams, has greatly diminished with their cessation. To render 
secure every chance of a fine bhadoi crop, wo ought to have showers within the next few 
days, followod by intervals of suushinc.

“ The prospects of a fine bhadoi harvest have well-nigh been ensured, and a little more 
moisture is needed to accelerate the growth of the plants. 

“ The weeds which during the raius were chokiug up the crops have been cleared away 
almost everywhere. 

“ The cooltos are leaving the roads to do the ordinary field-labor, and it is only from one 
circle that I received complaints of want of labor. 









“ The agahni or talhmcrxee dhan is in need of more ram; so far it has progressed 
wonderfully well, hut more ram is absolutely needed to render it strong and rigorous. 

“ The sugarcane has improved very much and promises to yield a good crop. " 

20. Mr. Barry reports as follows concerning lUe Pursa sab-division .— 

“Dunng thi* fortnight light showers fell on the 16th, 2ist, 23rd, aud 24rh, alternate 
with suushiue, aud there was rather a heavy fall for four hours on the 22nd instant. The 
other nine (lays were clear and bright, and the heat was excessive, forming a marked 
contrast to the previous fortnight 

u This interchange of sunshine and ram is bringing the crops rapidly on 

“Everything is m the best condition, and there is promise of a splendid harvest two to 
three monriia hence 

“ During the long break of fine weather we have had, the people have swarmed into 
the holds weeding, so much so as almost to hair left the relief-works blank, much good work 
has been done, yet much remains The makai has thriven wonderfully, and after weeding 
the ploueli is being run thionsh it. In mauy early patches close to villages it is near its 
full height, and will m a month or less be fit for food, though unnpe This crop generally 
will lie ri|ie in six weeks or two months, and will afford an auundant supply of food to the 
people, as it is grown very extensively in this sub-dmsion. 

“ Next in importance to makai came bhadoi, ncc, kodo, sawan, and arhur, all of which 
are doing well 

*' Murwa (a very coarse grain) is seen in a good many small patches ; it is nearly ripe, 
and in eight or ten days or less the ears will be full It is only used by tho lower classes, and 
is grown to a very limited extent, so its effects on tho food-supply can be but small. 

“ Indigo has improved greatly under the hot sun, haviug acquired greater height, color, 
and brilliancy, a great advance on the stunted and washed out appearance it presented during 
the pi,S ‘ t fortnight The manufacture commenced here on the 20th instant, aud the 
produtip ./^rted good. The later sowings (or assort) are looking vory well, now that the 
grass hi.} l $n weeded out 

° Ir-,Vc seen a good many fields under water being planted out with rice, but the plant¬ 
ing out •» the aghani nre-ficlds has not yet become general M 

21. Mr Hudson, in charge of the Mushrnkh sub-division, writes *— 

“'The break that there has been in the rains has quite saved the * makai/ and has 
benefited all the crops; so that I really think that it would be impossible to have conceived 
a scaaon more favorable than the present for an abundant harveat There is a lull just now 
iu agricultural labor, but I understand that the sreat business of transplanting the ogham 
rice crop will commence in nbout 10 days. Weeding is alwnys to be seen goiug on here 
and there, and lately there has been ploughing of the‘makai’ The indigo crops have 
not turned out so bad as was anticipated ; and in spite of all their forcliodings, tho nlantors 
have now everywhere some manufacture on hand This employs a large number of laborers 
certainly, but small in proportion to the enormous laboring population of this district. 
The first general demand for day labor will be made by the task of planting out the great 
winter crop of rice, and I would recommend that the relief works, in the Bussuntpore 
thanali at any rate, bo closed for a week by way of experiment, from about the 4-th or 5th 
of the month. Mr St Joseph, in cb irgc of the works, is of opinion that this might be tried 
without much danger, and every Circle Officer would be prepared to supply food to those 
who, failiug to find employment, were left without the rneaus of self-support" 

22 There seems no necessity for incurring the risk of closing the relief works 
altogether for a period as proposed by Mr. Hudson The fact that the numbers on the 
works in his snb-dinsion on the last day of the fortnight under report had deoreased by one- 
half as compared with the mean daily number during the fortnight ending the 27th June, 
conclusively shows that the people will, as m other jiarts of the district, leave the works of 
their own accord when they cau get employment tlsewhere, while if through the inability 
of the ryots to lure labor, agriculture is anywhere retarded, Mr Hudson has the remedy in 
hiR own hands under the orders (noticed in the last narrative) for the employment of tho 
relict coolies m agricultural labor, the cost being charged to the villages and individuals 
concerned and the nmonnt adjusted hereafter in the manner pointed out The required number 
of laborers would in such case be told off to each ryot, and the requisite quantity of gram for their 
support would at the same time be furm-hod by the Public Woiks Department official m 
charge of the particular work from whicu laborers were so diverted Every ryot, too, must 
know what laliorers of his village or neighbourhood arc employed on the relief works, and 
if he is willing and able to employ them, any number for whom he applies may be made 
over to him on the understanding that he will be answerable for their sustenance during 
the period for which he require** them I would repeat that I do not apprehend that there 
will be any difficulty about the people leaving the works of their own accord, provided that 
thc*v can really get employment in the fields, but in case the work of transplanting should 
anywhere be hindered through their not doing so, and owing to the ryots themselves 
not applying for lahoicrs, it should also bo the business of the group superintendent to 
report .ill such cases, and to furnish lists of those whose labor is needed within their 
respective group® with p view to such persons being turned off the works under arrangement 
with the villagers or individual ryots concermd. As the names of all on the works are 
registered, and they arc all employed in gangs, village by village, there can be no difficulty 
about this. 




28. The Sub-Divisional Officer of Sewan makes the following report —. 

" There has been very little rain during the fortnight. The entire fall as measured 
at Seiran was only -86 of an inch 

“ The fine weather we have had during the fortnight has enabled the ryots to weed 
their crops, and the Indian-com, morwa, tangooni, and other bhadoi crop** arc now in an 
excellent and most promising condition Indian-corn has sprung up several feet with the 
favorable weather wo have had, and it haa even in places began to flower Murwa and 
tangooui arc ra ear, and in some fields have begun to ripen Aghani paddy is being trana- 
planted, but not to anv great extent as yet, as soon as wc get heavy ram, the transplantation 
of this crop will be fully earned out 

*' The inundation of the Gunduk mentioned in my last report was entirely on the lauds 
which lie between the embankment and the river It is a tiling that occurs auuually, but 
owing to the earlier setting in of ihe rains this year, and to the great quantity of rain that 
fcll in Juuo ami the beginning of July, the luuudation was earlier this year than usual, and 
consequently did more damage to the crops. The inundation, however, went down very 
quickly, and owing to this a good portion of the crons have been saved. Villages like 
Salem pore and Hussunpore, winch arc protected by * charki bunds’ or inner embankments 
close to the river, suffered very little, and I think it would be a good thing to have 'charki 
bunds' made all along the river. 

M With the assistance of some ol the zillahdan* of the Opium Department, whose 
services were kindly placed at my disposal by Mr. Tytler, T have had An estimate made out 
of the damage caused by the flood to the crops in the villages in pergunnah Dangsi, which 
is the ouly portmu of the inundated tiact that lies withm this sub-division, tho lands iu 
pergunuah Sipali being within the Hutwah sub-division, oud those lower down tho river 
in Bussuntporc The accompanying statement shows, os nearly as can be made out without 
a regular survey, the damage done to the crop* m pergunnah Dangsi Mr. D. N. Keid, who 
is in charge of the Suddowah relief circle, is makiug advance* in grain, and giving assistance 
to all who have suffered by the flood ” 

The following is from Mr. Kattray’* report under this head — 

“ There have been bnght siinnv day* with passing showers very favorable to the growth 
of tho crops duimp the past fortnight 

“ Owing to the favorable change m tho weather weeding has been extensively carried 
on Transplanting awaits further showers Indian-corn promises an excellent crop, and 
murwa is fast coming to ear In fact, the state of the crops in general ih most hopeful 

24. The statement furnished by Mr Wnglit shows only 4,239 bseghoa of crops 
aa destroyed by the Gunduk inundation out of an area of 13,0 >1 beeghas submerged, and 
refers to only 13 villages Report is awaited from Messrs Ilodgkmsou and Hudson as to 
the damage caused in pcigunnahs Sipah and Murliul respectively. 

25. 8uh|oined is Mr Hodgkmsou’s report of the rainfall oud state of the crop* in the 
Hutwah sub division — 


•liamfa!I ut Hutwah, 1 1th to 26 th July 1874. 
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" The condition of the crops conld hardly be more satisfactory than it i* 

“ A good shower of rain is now wanted to enable the transplanting of the dhan to be 
finished on the higher land*." 

26. Cuutlilioii of /hr pcop/r —There lias been no material change in tho condition of the 
people during the past fortnight It remains what it was, that is to say, the poople ire 
supported by the relief works and the Goverrracut advances of grain The zemindars 
themselves are now, I hear, m many quarters sending in their ryots for Government gram 
and standiug security for them 

27. Under this head Mr. Tonneric reports, regarding the Manjhce sub-division, as 
follows:— 

“1 have, been ahlo to sec morn of the ryots during this fortnight, because the oxhauation 
of their stocks has made them more eager to obtam the Government grain They go to 
their centres, and finding no grain there come to my head-quartern 

“ Numbers have come to me in this way, and I have been able to judge pretty accurately 
of their condition My opinion ia that they exhibit signs of having been underfed, aud I 
have seen men who, though young and strong, were decidedly thin 

M In the Ramgurh circle marly the whole of the population is underfed, and cases of 
emaciation cau be seen on going through the country 

n In a good seasou the ryots store away part of their harvested crop for their own use, 
and Bell the rest. 

* Last year the crops were so bad that but little was stored and none was left to he 
sold. The conscquonec was that, having cousuracd their stocks and having no money, the 
royts have found themselves without resource*, aud would have fared very badly but for 
Government measures taken for their relief. 



“ The little money some possessed enabled them to boy email quantities of grain at the 
artificially lowered rates in the baear, and eo to keep body and soul together. It is now 
that they are pinobed, their own grain being consumed and their money spent. 

"I said 1 artificially lowered rates* bocause there is no doubt that it the whole popula¬ 
tion depended on the basar supplies, even those with money would have found them beyond 
their reach. 

“ Here, at Ekma, I see daily numbers of meu who can barely be kept from disputing 
amongst themselves as to who gets helped first.*' 

28. Of the Puma sub-division Mr. Barry writes — 

u The condition of the people is much the same as it was at the date of my last narrative, 
and I have noticed no marked change, many of the r>ots look os if only half-nourished, and 
many of the coolies on the roads arc in a deplorable condition, being quite unable to earn a 
living at piece-work. They are also unable to obtain remunerative employment at field-work 
(being rejected for abler men) or they would never consent to remain on bare subsistence 
wages on the roads Many of these poor creatures arc lame, half-blind, leprous, or infirm 
through old age or disease. Instead of able-bodied men, boys of 10 or 12 are employed to 
work with coolies Altogether, the appcnrance of these gangs, more especially on the Makair 
road, is distressing They arc leally iclxrj .gangs, and iT the works were closed, I do not 
know where these infirm people would turn for a meal As to the ryots, I do not think their 
condition is improving , I fear it will gradually deteriorate till the harvest is ready, even in 
spite of the Government advances of grain 

u The operations conuectcd with the indigo manufacture, the planting out of nee, 
and weeding generally, ought to give employment to the laborers for hue, and will, I hope, 
leave very few on uhrt ttotks /iiojhi 

“The Numa class aic well off, having taken to piece-work largely wherever available, 
and they cau make a capital wage at the present rates They work astomshiugly hard, and 
are late and early at it ’* 

29. The report of the Sew an Sub-Divisional Ofliccr is as follows — 

“1 have notbiug to add to my former rcpoits under this head The people still continue 
in good condition, and no cases of serious distress have been brought to notice dunng the 
fortnight ** 

Mr. llattiay makes the fullowiug report under tins head — 

"There is nothing requinug special uotieo as regard-* the condition of the people. 
Distress of a serious nature still keeps off, and the mans of the people seem able to co|»e with 
the high prices prevailing. Amongst the poorer classes the Government relief measures 
are ample for the prevention of distress or destitution *' 

30 Concerning the Ilutwah sub-division, Mr. Ilodgkmson remarks — 

"The condition of the people continues good, and as c\ery one who could work m the 
fields has been earning daily for setcrol days more than would Ik* sufficient for two days* 
food, the poorer classes may be said to be in a somewhat better position than they have been 
for some time past " 

31 Known tasn nf unsay and btairafion — 1 Tlurc ha\c been no eases of starvation 
reported. 

32 Grum-thefts o) loUtne^ —There have been 20 cases of grain-theft dunng the 
fortnight. 

B.—Rhunr Works 

33. The annexed statement shows the relief works in progress, and the numbers 
employed thereou. The mean daily number employed during the fortnigty was 123,373, and 
the number on the last day was 83,009 The mean daily numbers both of the previous and 
of this fortnight, and the number on the last day of this fortnight, are shown below for each 
sub-division 
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Now that the weeding operations are over, and uutil the transplanting of the nee crop 
becomes general, the numbers on the relief works may be expected to increase. The number 
on piece work during the fortnight was 4,528. 

34 The onlv complaint that the relief works interfered with agricultural operations 
that 1 base heard was from a Circle Officer uenr Burrow Ice, a native indigo planter, who 
alleged that though higher remuneration was offered for field-labor, the people preferred 
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remaining on the relief worka, and he accordingly recommended that they should be closed 
altogether in that neighbourhood. The Sub-Divisional Officer of Sevan contented himself 
with bringing this complaint to notice for orders , though he had full instructions to act in 
the matter himself in such cases. I directed Mr. Wnght to euquire into aud deal with the 
case personally; though, considering that elsewhere the relief works had bcou freely deserted 
for field-labor, I had strong doubts of the truth of the statement, and its lnoorrcctuexs would 
seem to be conclusively demonstrated by the fact that on the last day of the fortnight aud 
before any action could have been taken ou the complaint, the numbers on the lcliet works 
in that thana had decreased to 746 from a mean daily number ot 6,018 dating the 
fortnight It is probable that the native planter concerned was auxious to obtain labor 
without adequate remuneration, and was desirous that the works should be closed as a meaux 
to that end. 

85. Under this head Major Jackson rcpoits as follows regarding the Chupra sub¬ 
division :— 

“ The group superintendents all report a sufficiency of labor iu the fields, and m 
several instances give lists of the able-bodied who have returned to their villages. Only the 
weaker men, women, aud ohildicu now remain on the relief works ” 

86. And the following remarks of Mr Barry, in charge of the Paisa sub-diviMon, may 
also be quoted:— 

“ I have not had time to inspect mauy works of ibis fortnight, but ou tligw I have seen ou 
the roads to Makair, bclalporc, Berway, and Jel&lporc, the relief gangs pioper have dwindled 
greatly in numbers, the coolies haviug been drained ofl to field-work owing to the fine weather, 
and the Nunia class have all taken to piccc-work wheicvcr available, so that uooo but l»oys, 
old women, aud infirm men are left on subsistence wages on the gangs winch I have been 
able to inspect 

“Piece-work has bccu taken up frcclv on the Sctalporc rood, and on fho Berway and 
Jclalpore roads it is exclusively in force , but only strong men can tarn a wage in tins way 
The fccblo therefore who cannot get hue in weeding, k.c , still congregate in small lolicf 
gangs ou the roads. 1 ' 

87. State imigtatioii to Bntu>k Butmah —There arc 17 emigrants in the depot here 

D.—SfoiuGK oi Govi.rnmeni Grain. 

38. Dtstnbution and eipendilnrt of Government Oram —The usual staloraeut accom¬ 
panies. The additional allotmentof Government gram has bccu lucitascd to 3,12,0011 rnunnds, 
"vix., 1,92,000 mauuds from Chumparun, 05,000 maunds from Shaliabid, J'i.UOO’ mauuds horn 
Patna, and 50,000 maunds from Calcutta. The ficsh giaiu is coining m but slowly, uud with the 
rapid exhaustion of the golns, besides shifting Government graiu fioin different points, it 
was found necessary to purchase 15,000 maunds of private grain in the UcYclgunge maikct, 
ou the undcibtaudiug that its value, together with the profit ou the transaction, would be 
repaid m Government grain on its arrival This giain was ai ranged for at Its 2-5 per 
mauud, to be repaid at the market value at the time of rep lyincut, together with a profit ol 2 
seers in every rupee It is not found that the deficiency fiom wastage oi theft in the 
quantities supposed to be stored at the different gola* is everywhere great. For instance, at 
the Maharajgunge gola, out of 20,000 mauuds stored there was ouly a deficiency of 11J 
mauud a. Id some cases there is actually an excess, as for instance at Buxsuiitporc, whore 
with 40,000 mauuds supposed to be stored there was an ixccss ol some 000 rnauuds on the 
gola being emptied. 

30 Under this head Major Jackson reports — 

“The amount of graiu has been much reduoed by the odvauces given, aud my indents ou 
some of the golas m Buumahpoiu and Paigliuinberpore have coma luck refused from 
exhaustion of the supply They were met from the gola at Chupra Set ii That and the 
one at Revolgunge are now very low, but as gram is coming in daily the icqmreimuts of tins 
thaua circle will bo oovored Mr. Macrae has cuitcd away about 5,U0U rnauuds of toarse gram 
to Arwa, but will reqaire more. His present supply will suffice for the jleraaudh made upou 
him uutil the arrival ot more grain.’' 

40. W ith regard to Manjhec, too, Mr Tonneirc writes — 

“The gram allotted to this sub-divisiou is all but exhausted, and advances arc necessarily 
at a standstill till further supplies can be received 

“ All the lists are ready except id Bugowrah circle, winch I hoj»e to have soon com¬ 
pleted. 

“The villagers are most uulortunate in asking for giain, winch we have not to give 

“Take the case oi the Ekrnali gola. There weic rjpcived at first 1U,UUU maunds 
15 seers That quantity, plus 5,454 maunds 31 seers received aluiwards, makes up a 
total of 15,455 mauuds 6 seers , but of that quantity 3,304 maunds 31 socis 13 cl it tacks 
have been distributed amongst those employed on relief works. Tin* leaves 12,0b0 mauuds 
11 seers 4 chittacks tor advances to rjutx 1 wax obliged to scud 4*1*1 mauuds 1 1 «ccrs to 
Bugowrah (a mere drop in the ocean), this leaves 11,58 1 maunds10 seers 8 chittacks, 
out of which 8,809 maunds 5 seers 4 chittacks have been distributed, leaving a balance of 
2,772 maunds 5 seers 1 chittacks Giaiu u most urgcutlv wanted to finish all advances " 

41. More gram has uow been sent aud is bcuig soul t j tjic Manjhec sub-divisiou us 
it comes in. 







42. Mr Hudson, too, report* a* follow* •— 

“ During the pant fortnight, having been suddenly informed that the Burooah gola 
was exhausted, and that the gola* of Maharajgungc and 8yedpoora were approaobmg the 
same condition, I caused 3,000 roaunds of rice to be transported from the (Sopalpore gola 
to Burooah for pav me nt of the coolies on the relief works At the same time I naned orders 
to the goladars of Burooah, Maharajgungc, Oopalpore, and Mnshrukh to issue no more 
groin upon tuceivcc indents, uutil a fresh supply of gram had been imported into the 
district and stoied with them. The Burooah gola is now amply remforoed, and the 
payment of advances has been resumed at Gopslpore. The cost of transport of the above 
quantity ot gram has amounted to something more than Us. 300 It was effected by 
Mr. Cosscrat at the usual rate which is paid for carting in this district ” 

43 Probahb yraiu m/ntremniti —The accompanying statement, revised according to the 
latest date, show a the piotwble grain requirements so tar as they can be now estimated, but 
it 1 * too rally >ct to bay whether the future requirements may not exceed such estimate. 

Should their in realtor Icanv necessity for «*alcb to the pnhlie ou any considerable scale a 
largci allotment may Ik* nculul in some places, aud it is yet to be determined how long the 
relief woihs may have to lie kept open In any rise, alter the cessation of the rains, the 
roada which may lie < ut up by the continuous transport of grain throughout the rainy season 
will need eouside rahle icpair, which would have to be effected even if work was not required, 
as it is piobnhl! it will lie, for the relief of the large surplus laboring population who, aftci 
passing through so calamitous n siason, will certainly not, ns m other ycais, have any capital 
to full huh upon whilst uuciuplp)!d Jt is to be borne in rnmd, too, that there are many 
tracts ol exclusively nee land tluoiighout the district where lyots will have to ho supported 
until the wintci Iiaivcst 

B-Amvvrsoi (Jo\mwirxi Grvjn 

II llic statement nerom|».inying exhibits the advances of groin made up to date 
The requisite ei.un for the leoiainiiig distributions is still the great trout It is being pushed 
on, however, ns fast as itaums. 

43 Kcgaidiug the Chupra sub-dmsion Major Jackson writes under this head •— 

“The niUaiKCs inadi to the i)ots have, I find, Ikcii very fanly dealt with by them, and 
the distribution mode in oecoidanee with the lists Only two oi three complaints have been 
made to me to the contrary, which have, howevei, been easily settled, and found to arise from 
mistake and no attempt to defiaud Applicant* for advances have been falling off lately 
probably in ebuscqiunce of the people being engaged in tillage and not affording the time to 
come in 'Hie iLnuindu of the villages on the list will now, it is hoped, be soon all dealt 
with.” 

40 Of the Mjnjlicc Mill-division Mr Touuntereports — 

“In thcJointporc circle the villagers take the largest advance*, and Mr. Harman, 
of Jaintpore Fnetoiv, on whose knowledge of the country entire reliance may be placed, 
assures me tbit every m.mud asked for is absolutely nceessaiv. 

"The ispulity with which Mr Harman uud the othei Circle Officers have earmd on their 
woik, considriing, that with the exception ot two zemindars, they have also to watch their indigo 
preparation, i* a mattei ol congratulation. 

"1 have nothing moic to say about advances, but that everywhere the lists have been 
drawn uj> and the liouds signed by the ryot*, and that grain only is wanted to complete 
these most impnitout oi lclief measures I have obtained collateral security from all the 
leading zemindais, and the smaller ones will, m a few ddys, have all given their security also. 

" I do not apprehend any loss to Government in the way of non-recovery of value of 
the ghuu advanced, as, m my opinion, every village will pay up when Galled upon to do so.” 

47 It is satisfactory to find that Mr Tonncrre has succeeded in his sub-division m 
getting the 7ctnmdars to go sceunty foi the advances 

W Mr B.urv, in charge ol the Purs.i sub-division, writes as follows*— 

‘* This is by far the most important work now on hand, aud I have devoted the whole 
of ray time, life tally fiorn morning to night, :u examining village lists, passing order*, and 
granting rhequrs lor grain, The bungalow here lias been besieged by 3 or 400 person* daily, 
and not to k<ep the people away from their fields, I have been pushing ou the work 
as fast as possible Consequently I have not been absent from head-quarters for a 
single dav during the fortnight, and have only been able to make short excursions to 
Bankerwa, Setolpore, Makati, &e , anil back again before breakfast. The duty of verifying 
the bonds (Ik lore the cheque is granted) is a very heavy and important work, and 
took up much of my time ^laboo Tarn Pershad baa now taken up the work, and is 
doing well I nm sorry he has bent in Ins resignation at such a cntical time.. At the 
time of verification the l»oud is rend over to the assembled ryots, and each man individually 
nnd scpnratolv in asked what giain he is to receive under the allotment list. They are 
all gcnerallj well li.stiuctcd ou this point, if not, they are told what they are to receive 

“The put wane invariably signs the bond as a witness, and certifies that so many 
beeghns, ko . pledged ore actually in the possession of the applicants. Thus, before signing the 
cheque ou the goln, I have an opportunity of seeing all the ryots, asking them any 
questions, and, if necessary, increasin', or diminishing the amount of grain sanctioned. 

“ Numerous lists have comem from the group superintendents, but, from various causes, 
most villages have one nr more additional lists, and almost every tolah lifts a list tn itaalf 




This no doubt multiplies the work, but in the limited lime at my disposal it was unavoidable. 
Had I refused lists and applications because they did not include the whole of a village, 

I fear the work would have been still fuithcr delayed, and many persons* names included 
who really were not in want of help It is aUo to be remembered that many putwarecs, 
m the first instance, paid no attention to the call* ni.ule upon them foi lists, and that group 
superintendents had to find out those iu want the bcNt nay the> could But by fai tho 
greater portiou of lists have beeh pieparcd and put in at the instance of the assamis 
themselves who have employed inukhteais here to do the wilting So, m point ot fact, the 
people in want have theraaelvc** come forwaad to isk for tho grim 

“ Some little delay must ncctnanly occur in each ra»*e, but though the work has been 
very heavy, I have always got thiough«rach ilij’s wmk without dh>w mgairears to uecumulaio, 
and have thus gtveu cheques foi the gimn s melioned a*. f ist as the applicants came for them , 
«o people arc kept little wailing But at the gola licit, it is othciwise, the complaints arc 
loud and general that the goladar keeps chequc-hohh is waiting fo weeks , tins, I am satisfied, 
is too true, aud I asked that the golodai should he supcisuUd aud aQ additional assistant 
appointed a week ago I have agoiu pressed foi hi* icmov d IJu nigumg tho bond is not 
a more formality The ryots are fully alive to the fact tint the\ will hive to repuy the 
value of the advauce, and often at the last moment im uumously ask mo to cut down tho 
allotment by half a m&uud or a niauiul all round lit all the 230 mstinccs in winch I 
have made advances, I am satisfied that the security is sound and Mifhcicnt, and that 
tbero will be no difficulty in realizing the money wlicu the time comes Those m want 
who have not been able to gi\e any sccuuty but tinir bonus, and who .no not day laborcis, 
have received advances under heading 1 ), as ehuntonle advances, the rceoveiv of winch is 
doubtful. But the quantity advanced under this head is incoiisidi ralilo, all applicants 
who work for hire havmg been struck out I have found it t.ccts<*.iry to refuse n small 
number of applications lot giain, inode by remind us for their own use, or by per#.oiw 
who wero uudcniably w< 11 oft, mid quite able to pnrcli ise gi mi foi their own wants m 
the bazar, bucli appliiants ( mostly isolabd cases) imiely wanted to get the Govern¬ 
ment gram at the cheap rate without interest, and were uo way in distress But wherever 
there was the slightest doubt the advance was always made 

“ These advances have to bo made ou very impel feet evidence, and no doubt some 

E crsons have takcu ailvantngo ’of tint ruuirastance to tukc advances when they could 
a\e done without them, and have thus abused the liborality of Government But it ih 
really very bard to aaccitainthcactu.il condition of an upplnant, and, us a iulo, wo have 
only to take the putwarce’s and gioup superintendent's woid for it The zemindar icndei* 
no assistance, but stands apathetically on one side when lie doc*, not show opcu hostility 
and obstructivencss 

“ It has been brought to my notice in two instances, th it a community of lyot*. rather 
than take advances fiom their landloul, has pielcncd to go without grain advances 
altogether, from wind* it may be infetrod that they aic not bully ofl 

“During the fortnight I visited Sctalpoic, and I find that Shaik Abdool Ah Ins 
acquired raoio conhdcuce and is making the advances fucly 11 c has advanced 1 ,785 
maunds in 31 villages, leaving 04 villages foi disposal 

“ThcMoonsif n ports that lie has nearly nuiphlrd his lists (heat credit is due 
to him for the rapid and satisfactory manner in which lit has done the work Mi. 
Llewhellm of Aiwa, and Mr Macgrcgor of Tehtcc aud Jchlpoic, die still making advances 
to individuals aud hamlets that were left out in the hist lists fiom vaiiows ciuses. It is 
therefore difficult, it not impossible, to estimate how much more gram tiny will requ ir. 
Mr. Tulloch, of No wad ah, is the only Circle Officer whom I have not seen dining the fort¬ 
night, but his advances weie all but completed at tin cud of the pnvious fortnight, 
and I have reaoon to know that everything in Ins liaiid- will be well looked after. As 
regards the villages in my own bands 1 have advanced dining the*lottmghtU,l)70 rnauuds 
Since the eommemrment of operations I have advanced 17,7 5 5 unnnds iu 150 villages 
and large tolahs, which leave about 30 villages for disposal nut of the* 170 hi my hands 

44 The number of separate advances made by me is 5»«, which is c uistd by the fact 
that there are two or three li am lets m ilmost every vtllige The above amount advanced 
falls at the rate of 143 maunds per village, so for the remaining 50 villages l shall probably 
require about 8,000 maunds, but dunug the last fortnight, lutlu prospect of the makai being 
ready for food within a month or six weeks, 1 have bc« n slightly rulueiug the aveiage 
amount advanced to each household, and the forwaid state of the murwa has been taken 
into consideration in the advance to the lower castes 

“The villages in Mr Macgrcgor** two circles (by including the 12 small villages of the 
Lallapore talook) now amount to 134, in which he has advanced 23,0.5'J nnunds 35 seers 
up to date. He talks of giviug a second scries of advances in many of these villagis, but 
in the promising and forward state of the crops, I hope this will not be uquired In 
all 62,097 maundsh ivebeen advanced in 3*»7 village®, leaving only 152 villages undisposed of ** 
49 . Mr. Hudson thus reports the proceedings iu the Mushrukh sub-division — 
“During the uast fortnight I have made 43 advances of gram to villages, making 122 
in all up to date, the quantity of gram advanced amounts to maunds 17 l'G 2 

“I have also made 33 ‘recoverable advances* under clause D of the Central Belief 
Committee's notification of 4th March last. These last-named advances amount to an 
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"Lastly, 1 have advanced Ra. 1,620, in sums of Rs 25 per head, for the purchase ot

« I have now a*kid c «ch ( lrcle Officer to take some additional villages, and have also

Naih Tihsildir and to Damrcc Lai Canoougoc, i*otli of whom have joined me within the 
last few dajs I have thus reduced the numbci of tillages on my own peisonal list to 
about 70, and those 1 shill furthci portion out to' the 47 group superintendents who will 
pioocid to in\estimate and rtpoit ou then existence and wlieioubouts, and on their necessity 
hn taking ail\ante 

.■>0 lt(guiding the Stwan siih-division. Ml Rattray tipoits as follows — 

"The ullage lists luxe been all but coinpltUd Out of some 1,200 village*, there

I iiatb the honor to submit the fortnightly narrative for this district for the fortnight 
ending the 25th July 1874. Its preparation has been delayed owing to all the relief officers 
of the district having been summoned to meet the Lieutenant-Governor at Golnndguuge, and 
been unable to return from there till the afternoon of Saturday, the 25th instant. The 
Ramnuggur narrative has not yet been received, but will be sent on separately as soon as 
it comes to hand. 

The state of the country, after the recent inundations, has made Mr Howe's journey 
back to his head-quarters much slower than it would ordinarily have been. 

A.— State or the Country. 

There has been a long sunny break which lias been of uumixed benefit in allowing 
weediug operations to be corned bn, uud, except where injured by inundation, the prospect* of 
tile crops are particularly good throughout the district; they arc particularly forward in the 
Gobmagunge sub-division, but generally, except in the north, the harvesting of tlio lesser 
crops will begin some 15 days hence, and then will go ou almost uninterruptedly till the 
staple crops como m 

The baxars continue to be supplied from loc.il store*, winch are being freely spent in 
yiow of the approaching harvest All the Sub-Dnmoual Officers are of opinion that there 
is now very little grain iu the country. The sales of Government grain have revived, which 
is a further indication ou this point. The lighter rates lately introduce^ have of course 
something to do with this. The rates for local produce are, however, favorable as shown in 
the table auuexed: 
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The effect* of the inundation* reported m my last narrative have been very much less 
harmful than waa anticipated The flood* passed off^nth surprising rapidity, and the sonny 
weather which succeeded them has restored many of the crops which had been given over as 
hopeless 

In the Motiharce and Dhaka sub-divisions the floods were due to excessive rainfall and 
the overflow of the local streams. In the Bettiah and Govfhdgnnge sub-divisions the damage 
was caused by the Gunduk bursting the embankment. In both these latter places the 
injury so far appears to have been very slight In the Dhaka sub-division also only the maize, 
which was planted at hazard on low lauds in the hope of an early crop, has irretrievably gone. 
In the Motiharec sub-dmsion the injury has been greater, the crop of about 1,000 acres in 
one tract having been submerged. This damage, however, is very local, and no special 
remedial measures arc necessary beyond those already m forco. The ryoia who have suffered 
will receive some further advances They decline to sow the submerged tracts at present, and 
are reserving them for winter crops for which their fertility will be much enhanced by the 
silt deposit In both the Motiharce aud Dhaka sub-divisions the flooded countrv was visited, 
as soon as it became traversable, by the two Sub-Divisional Officer* In one village only waa 
sced-ricc applied for; it is still procurable in the local markota, but is naturally very scarce 
now that the sowings have lieen completed. 

A few cases of cholera have been reported from the Dhaka sub-division, and the Native 
Doctor is traversing the villages in which they took pluce. Otherwise this continues to be 
for the people of all classes an exceptionally healthy year 

B —Relief Works. 

The annexed table shows the works going on, and the attendance on them, those super¬ 
intended by the circle officer* aud by the Department Public Works being given separately 
for each sub-division 

The numbers arc still decreasing. In the Motiharce sub-division the circle officer's 
works have been closed altogether Of the numlier shown on the Department Public Works 
over GO per cent are poisons who are paid at ordinary rates or as skilled laborers, the 
relief laborcis properly being iHud at bare subsistence rules There is still much to be done 
iu the fields; in fact, the weeding of the rice bus not been half got through, though that of the 
maize has been nearly finished. 

Mr. Weehcs reports from Gobindgunge that his laborers are very unwilling to leave the 
works, and that those winch have been closed will have to be re-opened after the weeding 
is over Mr. Wcckcs him n sufficient reserve of works foi this purpose, as indeed have all the 
sub-divisional officers. The relief works afford the attraction of constant employment or 
lather ot regular remuneration, und it is this contrast to held labor, where the employer 
returns and dismisses the work-|ieoplc at lus pleasure, that induces so many to cling to the 
works, though reinuneiatcd at a lower rate than is giveu for working m the fields But of 
the relief laborers proper, by far the greater part is composed of women aud children, whose 
adult male relatives arc earning wages elsewhere 

I have accepted Mr Werkcs’ figures which give the daily average of relief laborers 
under him os 6,8^8 These figures have not been attained by dividing the total number of 
laborers employed during tho lortuight by 14, but (as far as I cau see from the returns) when 
a work has been opened tor one day only in the fortnight, the numbers employed on it iu 
that day have been taken as the daily average. 1 have not had time to find out precisely on 
what principle the figures haie been given, hut from the total uumber of persous shown 
employed under Mr Wcckcs during the fortnight, I make his daily average to be 472 only. 
Mr J£ilby, in the Dhaka sub-division, made an attempt to introduce village couscrvaucy 
works, but failed, as lie louiul that the laborers entered their names, then weut to their 
fields, and reappeared only to get then doles He has discontinued all these works, which 
are quite impracticable, as the number of laboreis in each village is so small that it is 
impossible to supervise them except by au agency, the expense of which would be utterly 
disproportionate to the work to be done 

Owing to the naturo of the work now beiug carried on, task work has generally ceased, 
and only an estimate can be givcu of the laborers employed or not employed on task-work. 
Of those working under the Department Public Works, one-half are so employed, and under 
the circle officers none. 

C.— Transport op Pood 

The only private importer now is Mr. T. M. Gibbon, and it is not at all likely that private 
importation will revive so late m tho season, aud in the face of the prices now prevailing. 
Mr. Gibbon's gram is part of a consignment ordered some time ago, and is coming to 
Bettiah. 

Nine tlionsaud four hundred mannda of seed-grain intended for Ramnuggur a^c being 
sent from Gobuulgungc to Saiun, while 5,000 maunds of rice have been moved up to the 
Motiharec sub-diviaion 

In the Bettiah sub-division 18,000 maunds have boon sent from the river-side gola at 
Rutwal to Saruu, and the rest of the gram ordered to be transferred to that district is 
being despatched as fast as possible 













D . —Storage ot Grain. 

The grain if still well distributed, with a reserve at each gola. In the four sub- 
ivision* reported on the quantity now in hand will, it is calculated, just meet the. exigen- 
les of the next two months, leaving none to spare. An abstract of the transactions of the 
>rtnight in each sub-division is subjoined, the detailed statemeut showing the expenditure 
■ compared with the allotments aud receipts being appended

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Owing to the different periods for which relief is given, some of the relieved being daily 
recipients, while others get charity varying from a day's to a month's supplies, only an estimate 
ot the number daily in receipt of charitable relief can be shown. 

The Motiharee relief committee administers its own funds only, both for its home 
relief system, its poor-house, and hospital. 

The attempt to introduce home-relief by spinning, and such light labor, has been generally 
a*failure except in the towns and in Mr. Weekes' sub division. This is due to the character 
ot the people in the rice-growing tracts, all of whom pursue out-door occupations arrespeo- 
tive of caste, and almost irrespective of social status. 

As the sjbtcm of charitable relief accounts for this district has been entirely altered 
by Government Circular No 4640—SR. of the 22nd July, which was only received here 
ycsteiday, none aie furnished with this uarrativc.

Statement A shows the amount uf seed-grain distributed, i e , the degiec lu which people 
of this data hmc been uuisficJ Ay hoiei main/. Had the becvl-grain un»vod in time, I think it 
could have been fully distributed and any deficiency removed. But it begun to nruve when 
the country wus flooded aud lunbpurt into * t lie liitmor vva* inip<»>Mble A good deal whs 
spoilt by the heavy iuni on the load, and when it icichod ltuniiuggur could not ho pushed 
on into the interior. The Statement C at imbed to this ropoit shows the puces prevailing.

Fortnightly Narrative of Scarcity and Relief of the District oj Monghyr, for the fortnight ending 

2 \th July 1874. 

Tkkhr ban been very little rain during the past fortnight, and the ciops generally, which 
required sunshine, have been much benefited. Mr Wilkins reports the crops in llcgoo Serai, 
tS chief bhadoi country, us being vety strong and abundant lherc has, be says, been plenty 
of fine, dry weather, with a hot sun lately after the heavy rams wo had in June More min w 
now wanted, and Mr. Wilkins calculates that, with favoiablc woathei uutil harvest time, an 
average crop xvill be cut This estimate somewhat modifies his first remarks regatding the 
etrength and abundance of the orops Mr. Money, xvho took advantage of the fine weather 
to make a tour in the chief bhadoi-growmg peiguonahs in the booth ol the district, says the 
crops look generally promising, and he remarks thut au unusually laige area has been sown 
wX autumn crops I have myself noticed this in the Sudder sub-dm.ion, but 1 think the 
anticipated yield is over-estimated. 1 have never before seen the crops so choked With weeds, 
and with the exception of what is growing round the ryots' houses, the Indian corn look, poor 
and stunted. The outturn per beegha, eveu if we have favorable wwther unUl ^ aive8t t,me » 
will not, I think, exceed more than one-half what it should be. The khen, cheena, sawa, 
kudo murwa, and kowm, are, however, looking belter than the Iudiau com *rom all 1 have 
hoen able to learo, it appears that the weeds have gbt the upper hand, partly in consequence of 
the unusually large area under autumn crops, and partly fiorn want ol energy in the farm 
laborers who are chiefly low caste people, and have had a hard time of it during the rooent 
Reason of scarcity. The recent tine weather has, however, brought laborers into the field, hut I 
Zbt wlTheV they will succeed m cleaning the l.nd effectually The cattle in the district are 
rWflv fed on these weeds, and there is no fear of a cattle famine this year 

The bhadoi crop on the extensive dearas in the dutiict will, 1 hope, be secured tins year, 
last veer it was entirely lost by a sudden rue in the Ganges If it is secured, It will be an 
event^whtch 'only 6 occurs once in several years, and will aflect the pucc of grmn very 

‘ ^tucktesrnoiC tho circle officer wntes that the recent fmo weathci has been most 

beneficial tothe crops, and that every available inch of land is being sown with some kind of 

Cr ° P The be sare are, throughout the district, well supplied, and even .it Bukl.t.arpore, xvliieh xvas 
quite deserted by the traders, end depended almost entirely on Government nee, is now well 



supplied. The prices continue much the same as in the last report; but if the present favor¬ 
able prospects continue, wo may, I think, look for a steady downfall until prioet assume their 
normal condition 

Mr. Currie, who has been over a large portion of tho country around Luokoo Serai, states 
that the bhadoi, paittcularly the Indian corn, has suffered a good deal from exoessive rain. 
He says that large advances of gram have been taken by the landholders in order to pay 
wages to their laborers. 

The health of tho district is geneially good; and every one is now hopeful of abundant 
food before the end of September. 

B.—Relief Works. 

The annexed statement will shew the number of persons at present employed under 
Government and the Court of Wards. No new relief* works have been opened during the 
fortnight, aud I dr> not think any more will be inquired The extensive irrigation works at 
Khnriukpore, and the road-* n*»w in course of ronttruction under ihe rood cess, will give 
employment to all poisons who cannot find employment in their villages. Tho chief work 
befoie m now w to entry out Circular No. 4548, and to make the relief roads, which have been 
commenced, really useful, and, by bridging them, make them passable during the rains, when 
thev are elm fly required I do not anticipate much difficulty in I lie matter, as all the eaith- 
work on these road* has been already finished 

C. 

Of the 20,000 mnumU indented for by Mr. Wilkins for Begoo Serai, 12,000 maunds hnve 
already been received. The 8,000 maunda which remains to be loceivcd is on its way. Tho 
private movemeuts of grain aic not considerable Now that the piospects of hat vest are so 
good, every peison who had any grain concealed is bunging it out fiecly for consumption. The 
railway has earned 12,000 mounds of ruhbee grain fiom tho district, but, an 1 have said before, 
this is only u ponion of the total exports, which uru Juofly tent by the rivet to Calcutta. 

D. 

A largo amount of lihoosa is being exported from thedistrii t to Durbliunga under Govern¬ 
ment ordeis. Colonel Murray kindly undertook the superintendence o! weighing and despatch¬ 
ing if, and tho work consequently has goue on very smoothly aud effectually

Dining the fortnight Mr Mansen lias advanced 5,711 mounds of gram to 2,925 ryots. 
Mr. Cun its states that “the r>ots are vciy keen on getting advances just now, as the trans- 
lilanting of the uce crop will commence very shortly, and they want the grain for rations for 
laborers I have got off all except 4,500 inauiu’s of jno-hhuut, which will be given out to-day 
and to-morrow, that i**, the orders for issue of the gram hive been given to the applicants, 
though the gram lias not been altogether given out of tho golas yet I havo kept a leserve of 
rice, but it is impossible to gi\o the exact amount till the export, horn Sheikpoora is complete. 
There is no nco in Lntkee Serai beyond some 50 bigs for cunent expenses at the poor-hoiu»e, ax 
whatever ornvex fiom Sheikpoora is in pait given out to ryotsand m part passed on to Jamooee 
When this is over, there will be, acootding to my calculations, about 2,000 maunds of nco in 
reserve, and the same at Shcikpoou At Secnndra I have kept about the same amount At 
the other golas the amounts arc very email, and they will get le-stockcd in small quantities as 
they require it from the three icseive golae " 

Mr. Wilkins has advanced 10,GOG mounds of grain to zemmdurs and respectable rjot*. 

Mr. Money does not state exactly how many maunds have been advanced by him during 
the fortnight, but he says his golas are empt) 

Iu Sudder sub-division, l have advanced 500 maunds to zemindars and ryots on good 
security. 

F 

Annexed is a statement showing the number of persons relieved at the relief centres and 
poor-houses I think, directly the bhadoi lurvcst is reaped, we shall be able to close these 
centres all over the district, as the charitably inclined will then be in a condition to relieve their 
poorer neighbour-*. 1 accompanied Colonel Murray, who supeiintends tne leltef operations 
here, yesterday to the poor-house in the towu, and haw about 800 wretched-looking creatures 
fed, and many, who had merely a few rags clinging to them, wcie clothed Tho eager manner 
in which they took the pittance of gram dealt out to them showed how hungry they must 
lie. Numbein of these people must have died but for the aid received from Government.

I have the honor herewith to submit the 18 th fortmghtlv narrative for this district 

2 . In my last I noticed that there was every appearance of a break m the weather, and 
it it satisfactory to be able to atate that in the fortnight under review there hua been but 
little rain. 


Tho total rainfall to tha 80th at Rudder hu bean 20 76 

Ditto ditto at Banka 27 10 

Ditto ditto 23rd at Muddebpoora 29 73

The rainfall for July eo far has been only 8 57 against 11*19 up to 31st of last year, but the 
fine weather we have been having was audly wanted and has done a great deal ol good to nil 
oropa, whioh now promise a wonderful yield. Of course it is too early to m anything of the 
agbani rice crop, winch is being rapidly transplanted, and will soon require neavy ram, but the 
mmwa, bhodoi nee, and indian-corn crops, tre excellent 

3. The aub-divisional officers retnaik as follows regarding the state of tho crops and 
condition of the people:— 

Soopool “ There is very little variation in the state of supplies in the bazar. The 
weather during the past fortnight has been everything that could be desired , the intervals of 
fine weather have allowed tbe weeding to be pushed on ncaily to completion, and tho occasional 
falls of rain have been of general benebt both to the bhndoi and aghani. The transplanting of tliu 
latter is now in full swing, though murmurs aie still hcaid of deficiency of seed II, however, such 
were really the case, we should 1 think find a readier aide for our Government supply. It is on nil 
hands admitted that a fuller and more promui»f bbadoi crop, both muiwa und “ aout" paddy, 
has not been seen lor many years past, and it is, moreovei,unusual!) foitvnrd, lor the new tnurwa 
and other cultivated grosses—shauia, kooni, kheri, See. —will be generally ready for tho sickle 
in about 20 or 80 days. Though a comparatively large number of new co*es for gratuitous 
relief are presenting themselves, to be attributed possibly to ths dosing to a gieat ex'ent of 
some of our relief woiks, as the “ gnlnsu” arc themselves doing a good deal, ami not employ¬ 
ing the usual amount ol hired laboi The condition ol the people generally i*, I think, gradually 
improving, und i expect it will do so rapidly after the uext 20 days arc ptbwd.” 

4. Fiom the Pertobgunge side matters are still better, and new mmwn is already in the 
market and selling at 24 seers the rupee, aud when the crop tomes well in, we shall sec it 
selling at not less than a maund for the rupee, and it must remembered that this gram is 
the food of the poorei cIoh-hs and not rice Eaily bbadoi paddy is also here in the niarkot Tne 
dkan 19 selling at 35 seers, and the Deputy Collector reports that bcluie long it is expected 
tliut it will be as cliepp as 2 mauuus for tho rupee >hotud this be u lact, the tune must be 
close at band when all idea of any distrera id this portion ol the district must he gnon up 

6 . Muddchpoora —“There is ample in all bazais for all, us owing to the judicious 
lowering of rates and liberal advantages offered to largo purchasers, gruiu is being sold ut 
moderate rates throughout tbe sub-division. Private individuals, too, havo bought grain for 
retail in these villages, and zemindais have also taken a good deal. This is very satisfactory, 
and I think dearly shows that there is no interference with trade in this sub-divisiou, but 
also that there were not and aro not any private stores with any one. Mr. Martin further 
ramarks : The crop# aro looking exceedingly well everywhere, only the lowest lands have been 
so tar fiooded a as to injure the crop on them. A zemindar who visited me tho other day 
said he was astonished to find almost every field sown in this sub-division, and said he believed 
it was owing to fewer relief works having been started here than elsewhere. I have purposely 
lessened the works lately in this sub-diviBion, in order to allow employers to get their usual 
laborers. I am glad the desired effect has resulted. The condition of the peoplo is decidedly 
hotter ; persons I havo myself noticed have become stouter and healthier looking" 

6 . Naradifjur. —The superintendent of this circle now reports for the first time, and 
the tehsildar of the Court of Wards there has complained that the circle works are 
keeping off petty cultivators fiom their fields. I have issued most positive orders to 
Mr. Kirkwood to reduce tbe rates to the lowest possiblo figure, and I very decidedly object to 
anything that makes our works more attractive than the works on which the peoplo ouijbt to 
be and would be in any ordinary years employed. If my orders are carried out there will be no 
further cause for oomplaint. The people reforred to 1 understand to be petty cultivators, who 
have as yet failed to prepare their aghani rice land , they cau havo no excuse, as the Court of 
Wards havo liberally advanced , and it lack of seed-grain is to l»c urged, there is ample of it at 
Soopole for any one in Naradigur who has not got it The state of the country generally 
haa so muoh improved now, and the prospects of the crop are so—I may bay beyond precedent- 
good, that tbe time has arnved when aid should be given only to those absolutely in need of 
it, or else the people themselves will go on trusting to Government charity without the 
■lightest attempt to help themselves. 

7. Bunka. —Everything in this sub-divismn is going on satisfactorily. The pnoos 
remain the same , tb« nature of the country and tho charactei of the soil make tho people 
anxious for more ram now, as no ram now would further injure the indian-eorn, which has 
greatly recovered itaelf, v and the aghani rice, now being transplanted, cannot live without it.

8. The following statement shows the difference in prices now and at the corresponding 
period ot 1866, and it may be noticed that there never has been any Government grain in 
Bhngulpore itself—the prices then are in no way affected bv Government nee. The prices of 
common ncc fell one week to 12-10, ond has gone np again to 12, but these prices will now 
rapidly fall. The Ganges is still falling and is nousoally low for the time of year Should the 
floods keep back for another lortuight, an indian-corn crop will be reaped on the dearahs and 
other lands contiguous to the river, off which a crop has not been taken for the last 5 years, 
having been annually destroyed by the floods. Cheena and kcrhi is npe and being rapidly 
cut, and these facts will undoubtedly affect present prices favorably •— 
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9. There is but very little crime in the district—the statement for July shall be forwarded 
with tho uext narrative. 

B —Relief Works. 

10. The usual statements ore annexed, both Department Public Worka and Court of 
Wards; both show a considerable falling off in numbers employed. These are not tho works 
now said to be interfering with cultivation, but the light labor and oirclo woiks under the 
cii clc officers 


C—Transport or Grain. 

11 The only railway station at which anything is going on is Bbagulpore itself, the 
imports during tho fortnight were 15,079 maunds against expoits of only 4,569 Of this latter 
2,980 maunds^were wheat for Howrah, the rest gram and wheat local tor Colgong, Caragolnh, 
and Sahobguogc, of the former 12,506 mounds were wheat and gram from up-country, 
1,765 mounds rice from Howrah, OSS mnunda rice doan fiom Barrh, and 181 maunda Indian 
corn from up-countiy Tho S«»opool officer remarks that the river route is now open from 
Kbagaiia, and boats with small consignments of pulses have gone up tho Tiljooga and Dimra, 
but not as yet to any extent. 

D— Storage or Government Grain. 

12 The usual statement* are aunoxed It has bconfonnd neoessary to re-stock some of 
the golas, hence the difference in the amounts stored at several of them The figures have been 
corrected also in somo instances, as grain has erroneously been entered as disposed of from the 
golas, when it had onlv l»cen sent to snb-golos , but the return shows a very fair disposal of 
the gram,'especially in S.K>pool Wholesale purchasers continue to come foiward, and will do 
ao until the new bliodoi noe is in the market—the bhadoi nee and the murwa being as a 
rule consumed by the people, and the ogham nee uacd for export and sale for payment of 
rents, &c.

Private trade is now more active than ever, as the rivers have risen boate laden with grain 
have found their way from Dacca and other eastern districts 

At KiSbeugnnge, the price of coarse rice has risen to 12 seers per rupee. 

The new rice is also coming into the market, at Bulrampore it is selling at 24 seers per 
rupees and in Ki^bengunge at the same rate 

Mr Craven says there are signs of improvement in the general condition of the people : 
they nrc* gmdually recovering fiom the distress which universally prevailed in May and thefirat 
hall of June Emaciated beings are not so (icqncntly met with, and the ory for grain is not so 
general lie states that itt Bsliadoorgnngc, owing to the difficulties oi importing grain, the 

r ipulation are worst off, but fiom the recent diaues and reports received from Mr. Bertlesen, 
fiud that he has boen veiy active in getting up the Government gram by pack ponies and 
by small and large boats, and that relief lb lreely given. He hus been making advances freely 
to persons whom, from (in almost all cases) personal inquiry, he found to bo fit objects for relief 
in this form 

Mi Bertelsen leporta that “mail supplies of gram are again finding their way surreptiti¬ 
ously into out teintury. This looks well, and I have no doubt that trade in this direction will 
soon* revive. 

Mr. Itattray, from the north-west part of the district, does not submit such a favorable 
report l am nhout to stnrt foi Molilmree to sec for myself .what the state of offuirs is, and I 
have deputed Baboo Kojonecnath Chattcrjee, for whom tlioro l* not now much work in 
Kissengunge, to proceed to take charge, under Mr Rattray, of the Moliharee than a 

I notice, however, that Mr. Itattraj’s repmU only speak of o rush of applicants for 
^charitable relief, and do not mention any specific cases of distress, so I trust that this is merely 
n panic which will soon be got over The Motihnree gola is well slocked, and Mr Rattray 
informs me thut rice has Ixen sent, not only to all the village groups, but to sub-groups which 
he ho* formed 

The state of the country is everywhere excellent the floods hnvo gone down without doing 
nearly so much damage as was anticipated, the heavy ram has been succeeded by fine showery 
weather, which is exactly wbat is wanted to enable the ryots to get on with their transplanting 
work 

From Kisgengungo 18 annas bbadoi crop is expected The early jancro everywhere, 
and the bhadoi in many placos, is being reaped Makai is flourishing and muiwo is coming 
on well. 

The only crop which has really suffered from the floods is indigj. 

The health of too people is everywhere reported to l»e good , though the weather has been 
intensely hot, no cases of cholera have l*©en reported Crime has also docieased, as the accom¬ 
panying table will show 

Kosi Flood* —The following extract from u report dated 21st July, received from Mr 
McQueen, Sub-Manager of the Dhurmporo, is very sati*-factoiy. He says — 

u Owing to the very rapid subsiding ol the river the loss of the rice crop has not been so 
great as reported by the people in the fir«t excitement of the rush of the river, neither are 
there so many village sufferers asrepoitcd in my first letters. Wherever the flood went, there it 
of course destrojed the indigo and Indian corn, but the bhadoi rice, except where it was in 
exceptionally deep hollows or in the direct course of the btreum, has in a great measure 
escaped, and if wc continue having oui piesenl weather, a good harvest will yet be reaped 
from it 

Whilst out in the distuct I saw that the jullc dhan was being reaped , the yield from this 
in tho few villages to the co^t of the estate where it is grown, I estimate at about 12,000 
maunds. Bludoi is ready in 6omc places, and in zillali Bcemuggur its harvest will bo general 
in a fortnight. 

1’rospects altogether aro much brighter than they were last week, and the loss in rice, 
except in about 10 villages, inconsiderable, us iopa may be planted where the bhadoi has failed. 
Tho villages I put down ns the sufferers by the flood are— 

“ Mujhon, Khudawunagar, Bela Chumpabutti, Damadbari, Dhanta, Jankiram, Domur, 
Busgura, Hutwar. 1 , Chohar, and Busgnra ” 

In all these villages relief in giam lias been sent

Mi Coidner’s progress repoit is annexed, nnd is, as usual, well and carefully drawn np 
It shows a total of 33,713 laborers, aguiust 60,4It last fortnight, and a daily average of 
5,530, against 9,492. 

The only work is dressing and turfing tho slopes, &c., in fact, trimming up and consolida¬ 
ting the work of the past six month* Gram |*ayment8 ore everywhere made, and give 
satisfaction, as I bear fiom all sides that the road laborers generally mauage to retail at u profit 
some part of ilwir earning* 

No complaints of short supplies of gram have been made tome this week, and I find that 
the tokeu system is working well and that the moodies have veiy quickly learned to take to it. 



The relief oncers' return# show an average doling the month of 13,775 persons qn roads 
and petty worke, being about 3,000 lew than were shown during the piecediog month. 

These are moetly women and ohildreo, who are employed on merely nominal work, but 
measures are being taken, as their condition improves, to induce them to revert to their former 
mode of life; this is at present rather difficult, as they do not ss a rule work in the field*

Our arrangement# for carriage have improved during the fortnight Fiom Den grab 
boats now moke tbeir way up the river, and pack pomes and carta are waiting at the ghflts 
where the water becomes shallow. 

Small boats are very difficult to procure Mr. (’raven, nt Kishengunge, reports that in hi* 
sub-division the streams flow with terrific velocity, and owing to tbeir unceiiaiuty, large boat® 
cannot venture luto them, fur they may be emptv one day and full the next. 

He has been constructing rafts of “dug-outs,” and on those he has been sending rice about 
the country. Forty ot them had been despatched to Mr Beitelsen to be used in his circle 
In Kissengnnge he had carted .a number of these small boats across country to be used as 
ferry boats. 

During a recent vi*-it to Arrnreah I found that a complete system of communication with 
Dengrah and the north golaa vas working by l>oat, cart, and pony. 

The pack pomes have this month proved most useful, and having boon distributed over 
the district by Captain Anderson, each officer ha* got a* many as he wauls A copy of Captain 
Anderson’s memorandum on Ibis subject is annexed 

The system of paying for the pomes in gram was first suggested by Mr Ferry, ol 
Kudhab, and is workiug well. 

I have been about the district, and still find, notwithstanding our requisitions, that pack

thcro 

Deugrah —Mr. Thornton says that just now, during this fortnight, before the cutting of 
the bhadoi, dieticss is severe, and that on this account he bos had to increase gratuitous relief 
There had been three deaths in tho hosmtal here; two were of travellers who were attaoked 
with dysentery on the road, and one a little girl, who had long been an inmate of the hospital. 

Kuala Amour —The same remarks regarding the pressure during these three or four weeks 
are made by Mr Gouldsbury In ordinary years people are pressed for grain at this time 
The new crop will now soon I* cut 

Bnlrampore —Hore there was a fair crop of vory early jsnera, and the hbadoi is more 
forwaid thuu in the two last-named circles, and pnvute trade is brisker. Consequently there 
ib less dibtiesa,and the demand for Government grain is decreasing every day, even among the 
traders 

Kvtlbah .—This ciicle and the last named are now, I consider, the best off in too district 
Mr Perry h.is kept the distress well in band throughout, and as privato trade was always 
busy hore, it never was so severe as in other parts of the district, though the failure of the 
crops was gi eater 
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narrative Evsiything is in good order io this sub-division, and the difficulties of transport 
have been overcome by hard work on the part of Mr. Bertelsen, and all the go las ore supplied 
There has been a large lucremse on the list of village ticket holders, uud advances have 
also been made 

Though in Balisdoorgunge thore was comparatively no great failure of the crop, the 
distress has been latterly greater than in other parts, oaiug to the people having sold off their 
stocks improvidently, and on account of the inaccessibility of the locality 

Arrareah —Just now the reports fiom this sub-division arc bad Mr. Rattray asked for 
more native QFSistancc, which has been sent to him, Baboo Rojonee Nath Chatterjee, a good 
lleputy Collector, having been sent up to him.

I have the honor to submit a narrative for the fortnight ending July 28th. 

A— Stvte ok the Country. 

Reports are good everywhere. It is as difficult as before to give any very precise 
information about the tmpplnt, cither in the markets or out of them. 

From llaimchal Mi. Stewart writes “Pncea havo not gone down; at Bano and 
Barhait the prices for common nee still remain unchanged, but these prices are merely 
nominal The article itself is hardly to he procured.” 

From Jamtara Mr Hand writes* “ Grain is scare? in the bazar, and will be scarcer 
everyday for the next three weeks ” The important point here is that Mr Hand puts the 
turn of the tide only three weeks off, or in tho latter half of August, instead of the middle 
of September Mr. Wood docs not notice supplies. Mr Grant writes from Godda “Though 
the supplies brought to the various hats aic not much, more food is available about the 
country The well-to-do large cultivators have opened out their stores and arc paying their 
laborers in kind, and a lew of the mahajuus, I bear, have made advances of grain.” This 
sentence, perhaps because it suits my own notions, I think very well worth noting. All 
through the year I never believed, the poor people wore fed very much from the hits ; 
they were fed from their neighbours’ houses They could always get food a tnflo cheaper 
from their comfortable noighhoura than from the mudics. 

Prices were always a tolerably fair index to the state of the country; supply reports 
never were ‘ 

Mr. Wilmot writes from Dcogurh “Tlic chca|»est nee in the jurisdiction remains at 
Bahmau Hawaii, where it is repoited to bo selling ut 15 seers per rupee. The dearest is said 
to be at Gaih Soia, where it is 10 seers Graiu still procurable in considerable quantities 
at 17 to 18 seers per rupee ” 

The cheapest countiy nco m Doomka is 13 beers At this rate it easily beats Government 
i ico at 1G seers There is no talk of scarcity of supply here. Muhajuns leud and sell as 
well as can be expected 

lu (ioddn Government ncc has coinc into tip bazar Mr Grant does uot say at what 
price it is selling With large advances and exclusive payment in gram this must result, 
as people must at lenst have silt The weather is ns good as it could be, without an 
arrangement lor turning on and stopping showers in every field 

In Malicshporc it semis to have been as good even this There had been ram onongb 
to flood all the rue country Then a week of line wcathir came, and now the rain is on 
again—heavy The crops an-all doing splendidly Mr Wood wntos “The indiuu corn is 
now com men ting to cob, and in fioin live to six Iret high, and pi onuses a bumper crop " 

Dcogurh is ucaily us will off They have had heavy ram. a.week ol hot sunshine, 
and now wro having clouds, log, and ram again 

In Goddajauoia had been little damaged by excessive ram. It is now looking very 
well People say the yield will not be so great ns last year 

Mr Stewart nigues the weather case at great length, but his summing up is—“ On the 
whole, then, I think it may safely l>e said that the prospects of the crops up to date are good, 
aud tlmt the wcathci has been eminently seasonable foi agricultural operations " 

Small ciops aud jaueia arc coming into cur, aud the chccua harvest bus begun m tho 
dbaraes. 

Tho Jamtara prospects arc, what I should call, very line Mr. Hand writes:“ The 
rainfall during the fortnight (hom the Htli to the JOtli) lias been 5 7 inches We have had no 
ram since the IGth Cultivators aie beginning to ciy out that tliur prospects arc gloomy. 
If we have rnm within this week, I do not think the dlian can be mitenally injured.” I 
do uot know wlml the cultivators can want that they have not got 5 7 mehes of rain, and 
tlicu four days hot sun, seems to me the perfection of weather 

In Doomka we have hod, up to tho2<>th instant, 21 29 inches against 21*51 at this time 
last year. I have arianged the rainfall in two monthly columns— 
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I eanuot ascertain that tho slightly different distribution has made any difference. 
Last year pro^o-cts weic cmisuleicd almost as good as possible up to the middle or end of 
September The one verdict all over the distnct was—a bumper crop lost for want of ono 
shower 

By nil nccoiints, we arc slightly better off now all round than wc were this time last 
veur . tin icloio. 1 think I reed pav no attention to little local grumbling Cor u field of dkan 
oi uiahai the worse lor citlii i r.iiu or sun. 

About Doorakn people say ihcy want some heavy ram now to complotc their highland 
planting Smcc writing this heavy i aui lias cuinc. The condition of the people 1 believe 
to be good everywhere 





As I reported some time ago, I have seen two extremely thin people, both children. 
There it a wide gap between this pair and the next lot, and I have been m every part of the 
district where distress was said to exist, though, I admit, not at the time it was said to be 
heaviest. I was always a day or two late to see the worst. 

The sub-divisional reports are— 

Qodda —“ The general physical condition of the people is good, and I havo not heard 
of any cases of death from starvation '' 

Mr. Wilmot makes no remark beyond saying that the health of his sub-division is 
unusually good With him, this is as good as sayiug that there is no distress worth 
mentioning. 

Mr. Hand says the numbers of “paupers and half-starved objects,” which had decreased 
considerably, aie iuci casing, now that works arc being closed 1 take this to mcau that the 
poorest of tho light-labor gangs arc now swelling the numbers of the receivers of charitable 
relief. 

Mr. Wood says nothing about the condition of the people I also take this as a good sign. 

Mr. Stwwart’s report is curious, and 1 don't uudeistand a great deal of it Tho pith 
of it is lhat the people have all along been in good condition, and that they owe it to tho 
action of the Government Here I am sure every one is very glad to agree with him,but 
I con make nothing of this—“ I have no Imitation in saying that bad we delayed much longer 
in commencing relief measures, the spoctaele which some would apparently very much wish 
to have seen, vis, people reduced to the last stage of weakness by waut, would have 
presented itself iu a laigc portion of the distressed tract in this sub-division ” 

Putting aside for a moment all notions both of duty and good-fccling, and supposing & 
desire to prove oneself right to lie the only, or much the strongest, motive anywhere, 1 foil to 
sec any meaning in the words quoted. They arc evidently directed against somo foolish or 
malicious people who denied the existence of distress. Put these same people would be 
extremely sorry to see the emaciated crowds which would at once prove them wrong 
However, Mi. Stcwuit's verdict u that the people arc doing very well, and that is really all 
we need care about 

Prices are almost stationary, and arc a very small fraction over one-thud higher than 
they were lost year 

Twelve seers of common rice can be got for a rupee against 18 of this time twelve¬ 
months. 

There is nothing to report about ernnc, misery, and starvation 

Cholera, gcnurully of a bad kind, continues to break out iu odd places ,

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Narrative of Scarcity and Belief in Ue Moorthedabad District for Ike fortnight ending Saturday 

the 25a July 1874. 

Tick following remarks hove been gent in by the Magistrate-Collector from Rampore Hit, 
where he is at present, for incorporation with the narrative :— 

° During the paat fortnight I have l#*en over a considerable extent of country in thanas 
Mirzapore, Roghuuathgunge, Pulj-a, Nalhattee and Rampore Bit, in accordance with the 
instructions contained in Government letter No 4376 of the 10th instant The general 
appearance of the country traversed by me, as regards the crops on the ground, is most satis¬ 
factory , and it is certainly no exaggeration to 6ay that, owing to the early falls of rain, matters 
are neatly a month more forwuid than in ordinary yeais. Even in the high.lands of Mirza- 
pore, in which transplantation is natuially later than in other parts, a somewhat considerable 
portion of the crop has bcei transplanted, while here os elsewbeie an unusuul extent of land 
has been sown broadcast, and this broadcast sown pnddy is well forward and healthy in 
appeaiance In the country between Jungyporc und Mirzapore there is a good deal of aous on 
!>oth sides of the Karkuree river. A small portion of this had been submerged by the rapid 
rise of the rivers, but the loss appeared to have been very inconsidciable, and, ns during the last 
few days the river has been falling, there is reason to believe that a very good crop will be 
reaped at an early date The crops in the southern part of the Fulsa thana appeared to be 

a forward and of exceedingly good piomisc In some villages hardly 0 per cent, of the 
i remained to bo planted oat In the north-eastern part of this thuna there is a con¬ 
siderable extent of aoua-produemg country which 1 have not scuu, but in which it was asserted 
by all whom I questioned at Jungyporc that the crops were quite safe, uud that there was good 
promise of un abundsut outturn. In the parts of the Nulhatlec thana that I saw, the work 
of transplantation was very well advauced, only a few fields being left in scvoral extensive 
stretches In ibis tliano, too, there are tracts in which the aous lire is cultivated, the reaping 
of which wus expected in some tliicu weeks. In the Rampore Hat thana there is hardly 
any aous cultivation, but very good progress has been made in the transplantation of the winter 
crop, and all the fields that uimc under my notice woio looking well 

2 It was obvious that in all the country m*cu by me llicic had been no deficiency of 
seed-grain. In fact, in some of tbe villages there had been ati excess of seedlings above the 
requirements, aud while in sonic places the seedlings not rcqnuod by the cultivators huvo been 
sold to others whose supplies were insufficient, in some no sale was practicable, owing to the 
fact that neighbouring villages wore equally well supplied Tho weather was generally favor¬ 
able at the time when the seed was sown and when the seedlings were growing, and in nearly 
all villages the lands sown bad Wen well manured by means of the rich vegetable deposits in 
the dried up tanks Many of the fields to which the seedlings have Wen transplanted were 
similarly nianuicd, and if the weather ho ns favorable in 1 lie ensuing months ns it has beeu 
hitherto, there is every prospect of a most abundant crop in this part of the district 

3 The general opinion of those with whom I have conversed, in which I myself quite 
coincide, is, that when the transplantation has bom completed, as it will be very shortly in all 
but the very high lands, theio will be a somnwh:^ difficult time for tfiose whose occupation 
will thus W gone, and that it is above all things necessary to give employment on relict works 
to many who cannot obtain it elsewhere Duiiug the past fortnight the numbers of persons 
employed on tbe various relief works have naturally dccieuscd, but with the cessation ol 
ugucultur&l operations they will, I believe, again increase. I propose, therefore, to continue tho 
works on the roads an actively us Wfoic, in erder to give the necessary employment It is 
true that tho season is not very favorable for the repair and construction of roads, but, at any 
rate, a good deal of earth-work can be done, which can be consolidated and dressed at a more 
favorable season of tbe year. 

4. The question of making advances to zemindars and riots has engagod much of my 
attention during the fortnight, und some few ot the forinei class have come forward to accept 
the advances, especially in thanas Kulyanguugcand Rampore Hat. Tlieic appeals, however, to 
be no gicat willingness on the partoi the body of tbe zemindars to take these advances, and it will, 
I believe, bo necessary to make them direct to the ryot* in curium parts, insufficient as the 
security for repayment may be When at Jangyporc I called a meeting of the zemindars 
residing in the neighbourhood, and explained to them how difficult it was for tbe few servants 
of Government in the diet net to deal with the vast body of ryots in a matter such as this; 
whereas the zemindars with their numerous subordinate ugents, and with the knowledge of tho 
condition of their tenants, could so well act as distributors to those really iu want of an advance 
of Government grain. I have not hcaid the result of the operations of the sub-divisiofial officer 
of Jungypore (to assist whom I deputed un intelligent and experienced police officer in 
addition to the Sub-Deputy Collector, wbo is also engaged in making the neceBsary onquines), 
but these will doubtless be noticed in tbe narrative written at head-quartors. I havo now 
similarly deputed the Sub-Inspector of Rampore Hit, an officer in whom I have much 
confidence, to assist the sub-divisional offirei in this mutter, und alao in the supervision of 
soles of Government grain to the public in certain localities. 

5. In tbe case of the zemindars, it has Ueu urged, and with some truth, that there are 
difficulties in the way of individuals taking advances, owing to the fact that so very nauy 
estates are held in coparoefttry, and that some shareholders are absentees, or are unwilling to 
take advance?, or do not pull with those that are willing. Iq one village that I went to I found 
that there were do less than 22 proprietors of fractional ihares, very many of whom 


non-resident Any attempt to deal with a body of this kind within a reasonable time was, of 
course, out of the question My impression is that some of the zemindais are hanging back 
in hopes of getting still better terms, and that others finding that Government is prepared to 
make advances to ryots direct, prefer that the advances should be so made rather than that 
they should run any risk of loss 

6. In the poition of the Bhurtporo thana bordering on the Burdwan district, deficiency 
of supply of nee was reported by the rebel sub-<livihionul officer, though, btrauge to bay, rice 
was selling at Kbargram, un outpost iu the vicinity, at 12 sem pci rupee I accordingly 
authorized him to advance small quantities of giain to the local tiader**, ihc njpplu** to bo 
replenished on payment for the formci supplies A similar plan will now be followed in 
other parts of the dialiict west of tin* Bliagiiutte**, \vln*u* it nuv .ip]»c.ii to In* necessary, at 
the rates fixed by the Cumin iMtioner, viz, 12 and 14 seers tor cleaned and uneleuned, with one 
Hoer allowed to the dealers foi transport and profit, oi n largei amount in cases of long and 
difficult transport.” 

A —State of thk Counts*. 

1. Abuwlance or scared f ’ of supply in Ike bazar The supply of food-grains in the 
bazars and hfcts throughout tho head-quarters sub-division ;s icported to bo sufficient. In 
the Jungyporc sub-divibion the Dhulian bazar is reported to In* abundantly supplied with 
nee and other lood-graina Tho Roghuuathgunge bazar is also well supplied, hut tho supply 
m the markets ot Muzaporc and Notungunge is deficient lu the ijilbag sub-division tho 
supply in thanas Asnnpore, Shahanuggur, Alanullabazir, and Blmgwangola is quite sufficient; 
but ns has already been remarked, the shops in thana JlludunliAt are very ill-supplied, 
and the aub-divisional officer intends to make advances of Government gram to shop-keepers 
of ill-supplied villages, to be sold at rcasnnablo rite* At the be id-quarters of the lUmpore 
Hat sub-division th*»ie w still a Millicient supply ol l»od-gr*iin*> In lhan.i Miurgimn tlie 
markets are reported t«» be by no means so well provided, but no want of a serious nature 
hub vet been felt In thann I’nlsi, too, the supply lias been icpoited to be scanty. In the 
smullcr bazars and hath of tliuiii Nulhittee il has Ihvii reported that although the supply 
ih not abundant, still it is sufficient to inert the duly wants ol the people 

2 Kind and pnrr of gram selling al onr m o/otc pr/uopil mail* The price ol caramon 
rice in the heud-quurters bub-division is sliglillv higher than at. date of the l.wt narrutivu , 
the average is now 101 1 seer* per mure Taking twelve of the piineipnl mails of the sub¬ 
division • it is dearest at Latooec and Kandce, where the rah*s nic DJ. and 11 segs, respectively, 
per rupee, and cheapest at Jellinghec where the iatc is 11 sects per lupec. Wheat m 
nearly the same as at the d.it** of the lust report, 18., seers |H*r rupee, but gram is dearer, 
Wing I'M Mi*ei8 |»or rupee In the Jungypoie sub-division, in tlo* Knghooiiatligunge bazar, 
common ruhri i icc is 11 \ seeis, whilst purbi nee w 12\ boors |h?i hi pec At Sooty, tiau 
Hells at 12 eeers At Dcwanseiai bhadoi sells at 12 seer*, and purbi al 11 seers.

poora is only 10 miles fiom Dhulian,. mid the means of triiispoit by the Ganges mo 
good In the Ltlbog sul>-divi«ion the puces of best, common, nod purbi rice vary liom 
8 to 10, to 11, mid 12 to 11 m*o rs pel rupee, icsj»ectively lliosp ol wheat, barley, and gram, 
Irom 124 to H, 20 lo 22, and 10 to 18$ sect* per rupee, respective!) In the Humpoio HAt 
bub-division tho prices of coarse nee vary from 11{ to 12$, and those of best rice fu»m Uf to 
104 aeors per rupee. The sub-divisional ollu*er Htates that in all tlje tlianas the prices uru 
remaining almost stationary, and among tnem Kamporo IIAt seems to be better oH, the price 
of coarse rice there being 12J seem pci rupee. At Kbargram, however, uce is belling at 11 j 
Beers per rupee. 

8 Any information obtained regarding Ihr amount and liml of groin tetieird to be in stock 
in the hinds of zemindais, frodas, tgo/s, and nthm —It is rcpoitcd from nearly all the Btations 
in the head-quarters sub-division that the stock of lood grains remaining in the hands ol 
zemindars and mabajuns is very small. As reguds the l*albag sub-division, no lurthcr 
information has been gathered since the submission of the lost repoit The sub-dmsional 
officer of Kamporc Hat states that the stock iu the hand-* of mahajum-, zemindars, ryots and 
othors, is not accurately known, but it ih believed that il i*» inefficient enable thorn to 
meet the demands of the poor ryot* who ore in want The report tor thana Khargrain, as to 
tho food-supply, rjll speaks ol its insufficiency 

4„ Rainfall, tf any —There was very scanty rainfall during the lortnight under report 
throughout the district, except in the Kampore JMt sub-division, where, the sub-divisional 
officer repoits, there has been a considerable rainfall in almost all part* of the snb-division. 
It has greatly liemlned the standing crops of nous, ►ugoreanc, amun, and muloerry. It 
bos enabled the cultivators to continue agncultural operations with vigour 

5. Slate of tie Crops —The present -talc of the crops in the head-quartern nub-division is 
reported to be good, hut rain is v^iy much wanted lor their improvement. The suImIi visional 
officer of Jungypore reports that in the n»*w chui burned on the Bite ol old Nooipoor, in the bed 
of the Bhagiruttec, between Atpalgachi and Byedpore, and in t he cliur formed opposite Atpal. 
gaohi, a considerable quantity ol blitdoi crop has been submerged by the rise of the river. 
The peoplo of new Noorpoor cultivated not ouly a nart of the old !>ed of the Bhagiruttee but a 
considerable part ot the more dangerous aud lower alluvium of the Ganges; no thoy 
have suffered more thin their neighbours of Atpalgachi, Bubadurpote, and Syedpore* 




The ryots of Gota, Ramakantapore, Lukhipore, Fatullapore, and Labanchoa have also 
Buffered to some extent irom the submersion. The bhadoi crop which has escaped, 
the sub-divisional offioer reports, looks very fine, and promises au abundant harvest. The 
total loss in these villages is estimated not to exceed 500 beeghas. The grass whioh 
yields the edible seed called kudo, bad, fui the most part, been reaped early in June; 
bnt tho lannaceous tdiama grass has buffered as mjich as the bhadoi crop. The sub¬ 
divisions! officer states that the cultivation of bhadoi and shama in the present year 
considerably exceeds that of any preceding year; and as the river has iallen about a foot or so, 
the prospect of early rice is, on the whole, a cheering one Every where tho dhan has begun 
to flower, and in some places it is ripe Iloimonto dlian is reported to be good, exoept ut 
Takshak, Banneswar, and a few othci villages inMuzapure, where the rainfall has been scanty. 
The sub-divisional officer of Lalbag reports that the crops throughout the sub-division are very 
promising. The transplanting ot the amun paddy in thana Bhadunhit, though late, is 
progressing More ram, however, is required for the young plants, especially those growing on 
the higher lands. The sub-divisionnl officer of Kumporo Hit reports that the prospect of the 
crops are geneially favorable, as picviously reporUnl The amun, aous, and other crops aro 
doing well, uud all kinds ot vegetables have turned out well, owing to the late (alls of rain 
Agricultural opeiations are not going on satisfactorily in thana Khurgram, ns there has been a 
slight (all of rain during the last (cw weeks, but, generally speaking, the piospecta of the crops 
are promising. 

ff Condition of the people —There is no change to be repoitcd in the condition of tho 
poorer classes , they still crowd in laigc numbers to tho relief depdt* and cook-housos In tho 
Jungyporo suh-division the agricultural classes are busy in their rice-fields. In parts 
of Mtreapore the distress is severe, hut the relief committees are doing all they enn to alloviotc 
it The sub-divisional officer ol Lulling reports that- no visible irapiovement lias taken place 
in the condition of the poorer cla«es Tho ryots in B had until t are still much pinched, as the 
/.emiiidars and mahn|uns refuse to udvar.ee ilium either gram nr money The bub-divisionol 
officer of Ram pore H.it states that there is very little change to reeoid in tho condition of tho 
poor people 

7. Actual facte a* to any known eases of winery and etarvation —No such cases hove come 
to light during the fortnight under lcpoit 

8 Grain-thefts nr JioUenes —Eight cases of tbelt ol grain wi re reported during tho 
fortnight in the head-quarters sub-diviMou, in one, paddy worth 1U 40 was stolen, the rest 
were petty case? Only one case of gram-theft occurred iu the Lalbag sub-division,—a coolie 
was seized by tho* police while taking away rice stolen lioui the Lalbag gola There havo been 
three petty grain-thefh during the fortnight in the Rampore Hut sub-divisiou. A crime 
statement is annexed 

it. Condition of any special hails —In the head-quarter* sub-division cholera is still 
present m Sujagunge and Buiwa, but there are very few cases. Small-pox appears to huve 
disappeared tor the present In tho Jungypoic sub-divisiou the suh-divisional officer states, 
us fe ported m the lust narrative, that Muza pore and Western Sooty arelhe’only places where 
the dearth is keenly hit Distressed people from Mirzaporo constitute the bulk of those who 
attend the cook-house of lloghunatbgungi The sub-duisional officer of Lalbag reports that 
small-pox has re-appcaied slightly in Buluchur. In the Uompoic Hitt sub-division cholera 
and small-pox huve almost disappeaied , cholera is said to be still lingering to u slight extent in 
some parts of thana* Kuinpoic Hit and Pubu, but it is fast dying out owing to the falls of 
rum. There is no special tract in this sub-divisiou suffeiing distress which deserve notice. 
Statement* submitted by the Civil Surgcou are anuexed. 

B.—Relief Works. 

As far as reports have been received, the average daily number of people at work during the 
fortnight las been 8,800. The condition of the people has been reportod to be good Food 
is easily obtainable, except in a very few places. Payments aro made in rice. The number 
above given shows a great falling off os compared with that given in the last narrative. Tho 
decrease is observable on almost all road works, but tho numbers employed on the Gorabazar 
dram has more than doubled since the last narrative. The reason is, I believe, that the men 
are now engaged in agricultural operations. A statement showing the expenditure in money 
on relief works is annexed, with explanations for cash payments. 

C—Transport of Food 

Very little information has been obtained under this head. It cannot be doubted that 
there is considerable importation going on in consequence of the facility offered by the rise of tho 
nvers Purbi nee has been imported into the Jungypore sub-division, as^ Inst reported. 
From a return icceived from the station-master at Azimgunge, it appears that 558 maunds 30 
seers were exported, and 11,061 maunds were imported into the Lalbag sub-division. Of the 
latter 9,M2 maunds 20 seers were imported from Howrah, and 1.618 maunds 10 seers were 
received from the Burdwan distnet. From the statements reoeived from tho Traffic Manager, 
East Indian Railway, it appears that the total amount* of exportation and importation during 
the fortnight in the Rampore Hit sub division were 4,119 maunds and 14,030 maunds, 
respectively The sub-di visional officer states that importation seems to have been vory brisk 
during the last few weeks. 







•D.—Storage qv Govbb.ymint Grain at Relief Works. 

There bos been no change in the place previously selected for the storage of Government 
grain. The arrangements at first made for the management of the Government golas ore 
still adhered to. Much difficulty i* still experienced in keeping circles in the interior fully 
supplied with grain, owing to the difficulty of procuring either land or river transport. There 
is a sufficient supply of grain in the district for present requirements. Mr. Toynbee has 
promised to send a cargo from Calcutta by steamer this week, which will enable us to give a 
month’s supply to all the golas on the banks of tha Bhagiruttee. Annexed is a statement 
showing the storage and consumption of Government gram in the district. The figures 
shown in this return arc, I think, tolerably correct, though somewhat under the 
mark. 


E —Advances to Pbivati Pasties and theib Results. 

There were eight cases pending at the close of the previous fortnight in the Sudder sub¬ 
division; nineteen fresh application* were received during the present fortnight. Out of the 
total, twenty-soven, twenty cases are under investigation; in five cases order for payment has 
been made, in one case the applicant has refused to take the advance, and the remaining applica¬ 
tion has been rejected. Cheques for payment of rico in lieu of cash have been issued to the 
amount of Rs. 840. Numerous applications for loans hovo been received from ryots in tho 
Sudder sub-division, and inquiries nro bung tnadu by tho scvoral relief OMistunts into each enso. 
Loans will be granted to several; but most of tho applicants, excepting those icsiding in the 
Kulhungunge tbnna and portions of tbe Gokurn tlmua, appeal to bo well-to-do ryots, who cau 
well support themselves even st this season. The poorer rjots have not been so importunate os 
tnese men in their applications , but cases of distress among them which linvo come to light 
during the inquiries now being made, have been relieved by gratuitous grants of rico varying 
from one maund to two maunds from tho relief committees, and will be dealt with in tho snmo 
manner in future. In many cases where the nambet of applicants m oach villago is largo, tho 
zemindars have been called upon to take advances of rice from Government lor tho relief of 
tho applicants An advance of Its 4,000, to le paid in rice, to Baboo Chandra Slnkur Ghosnl 
of Kumfulla, in the Kulliangungo thann, has been sanctioned by tho Commissioner, and will 
be completed in two or three days. In the Jnngypore sub-divuion 103 mounds and one seer of 
rico were given to ryots, and 70 maunds to a ceimudar as advances Tho sub-dmgionul officer 
does not mention the result of his meusurcs foi the advance of rico to zemindars on behalf of 
their ryots. The sub-divisional officer of Lalbag intends makiug advances to ryots in small 
quantities under the hejd of chantnblo relief, and ;*rodually exacting lepaymont by labor on 
tho relief works Each ryot will be supplied with a liithcliitta, and the dajs ho woiks without 
remuneration, for the liquidation of his debt, will he euteied on this back ot this h&thcbitta. 
In the Rampore JlAt sub-division 1,098 mauuvls and 35 seers of Government gram have bccu 
advanced to six persons.* • 

F. —Charitable Relief.

In the Lalbag eub-mvi .on there aro 
annachatras far Hindus and M^homcdans at Shahanuggor and Mohuoaporo, and charitable 
relief under (d) is now being administered on revised lists submitted by the nembets ol the 
sub-divisional rebel committee In thioi Bbadnnhxt rcl< f loads buv** born opened 
wherever the people were in di^tresj, and n«e i® distributed to persons who uro unr’ lo to work. 
Out of the numbers shown in the statement, 1,097, GX2, nod 459 persons were i. lieved underJ 
headings (6), (c), and (rf), respectively. The total rcetipt* of tho sub-divisional relief fund are 
Re. 6,018*7-5, and the total expenditure R«. 1 1-0, leaving a balance ot Rs. 4,702-11-8. 

In tho Jungypore sub-division the number shown in the statement repiescnt those relieved 
at the aunachatra started at Jungjporo.

To—The Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Scarcity and Relief Department. 

I have the honor to submit my narrative for the fortnight ending 27th July. 

A —State or the Couktry. 

The health of the people dnnng the period under renew has been on the whole good; 
rases of cholera and small-pox have been reported in a few localities, but there has been 
no general sickness. When 1 last wrote, we had had a most seasonable and continuous 
fall of ram, the nvers were then full, and the fields flooded, what was wanted was sun¬ 
shine to enable tbo seed in the seed-beds to germinate, and the ploughing for the winter 
crop to be pushed on, warm sun was also required to bring the bhadoi towards maturity. 
Such weather have wc enjoyed during the past iortmght; wc have had four or five days of 
hot sun, now alternated by showers The weather has been all that could bo desired, and 
the prospects for the future are rao'.t encouraging The earliest species of bhadoi are being 
reaped, more is in flower, and will be cut in another twenty days, aud as as a whole, the early 
rice ciop will, wo may confidently expert, be most successful at least twico the usual area 
has been sown with this orop, and the yield will bo above the average Besides early bhadoi, 
murw.i and other grains are here and there dropping into the market, in small quantities, 
it is true, hut still their appearance, in a small way, tends towards reducing prices, and 
keeping up the food-supply. The cutting of jute has becu commenced, and new jute is 
already in the market, the crop is a very fair one, and towards the north, where the 
cultivation is pretty extensive, will go far towards supplying the ryots with the means to 
purchase food Sugarcane is everywhere looking remarkably well, and promises a good 
outturn. As regards the great staple ot the district—wiutcr nee—tho prospects so far are 
most encouraging The greater portion of the winter nee is *'ropa,” or transplanted , the 
sowing of the seed in the nurseries hus been completed, and the plants may be seen round 
the ryots' houses in vnnoua stages ol development, in some just showing above ground, 
in others several inches high. The broadcast sowings, which arc made on lower lands, 
wore completed some time ago The rain of a fortnight ago flooded the country most 
completely, and enabled the villagers to push on with their ploughing and other preparations 
for transplanting, in many places nee has already been transplanted, and I have seen a 
good deal of it in a most tlinving condition. The transplanting season lasts, properly, 
till the 1st of Scpteral»cr, but plants can be put out till the end ol Bhudro, corresponding 
with the 8th or 10th of September, it will be observed, therefore, that agricultural 
operations are for the season well forward, and if the seasonable weather wc have had 
continues, all oprratious as regards the winter crop will be completed before the 1st 
September. A larger area than usual of this crop will not. perhaps, be cultivated this 
year, because the ryots have sown such an unusual breadth of bhadoi, that they have 
taken up some lands generally devoted to hemanta or winter rice, and in so doing 
have acted wisely, securing a larger amount of the early grain, which is wanted for 
home consumption instead of a later crop, which is to some extent grown for exportation. 
We aic almost certain of an unusually large return of blmdoi, and of a good crop of 
jute, while fiora tie seasonable weather and the -d ran era and promising state of the 
cultivation tlu .10 an* good hopes for the wratci nee This promising stjtc.of the country, 
com! ined with the presence of Government stocks, has induced a tall m prices, and country 
gram can be purchased at many places at iiom 11 to 12 seers per rupee, the supply, 
howetci, is everywhere reported to be senuty Towards the north, the sale of Government 
gram has, to a certain extent, cosed the raaikct, but prices --till rule very hi ,li mThakoorgaon, 
ranging flora 8 to 10 teen pci rupee As noted in a prevous nari itivc, distress was 
not expected in this quarter , the demand for nee, however, is now undoubtedly great,— 
a want we me striving to supply I visited this part if the district mj'cl f a few days ago, aud 
witnessed the cagiruess o. the people to buy Owing to heavy rain, supplies had not come 
for a day or two, aud when I went there w.s a crowd of sonic th lty paikars round 
the gola at Thakcorgaou, who hrd been there a couple of day*, waiting to carry off 
supplies for different hftta. As soon as news came that the carts were at the gh&t half 
a mile off, away went the paikars and returned with the carts, as many as could, with 
their hands on particular bags, which they claimed a right to buy. The want m this 
pait ot the country is of gram, the stocks having been sold out. Of actual distress 
there is not much, for most of the ryots realised good profits by sale of ncc, though 
of course high prices tell on all who have no land, or who were unfortunate in not reaping 
a fun harvest. That relief operations—by which I mean sale of Govcmmcut grain, as well 
as charitable relief—were started only just m time, is testified to by Dr. Greg", who lately 
made a tour through Bccrgungc and Thakoorgaon as well as other parts of the district. 
He reports that v Inlc he found no signs of emaciation or distress in those parts of the district 
where there wiu> a failure of the crop, he did remark some cases to the north; relief, he 
observed, had bren afforded, but there were signs of privation having been gone through, 
before Relief operations were opened. 





B.—Relief Works. 

• 

Work on the roads has not boon entirely closed, for it has been found impossible to 
get rid of all our coolies, even of all the able-bodied. The gratuity of gram for fifteen days' 
supply, has in vory tew instances been given, for it was found that the coolies were only 
too glad of an opportunity ot returning to their owu employments, and it seemed quite 
>W useless to give a coolie fiftceu days' supply of food, when he was unlikely to get work else¬ 
where , it seemed better to reduce him to subsistence allowance, exactiug m return a fair 
day's work. By advicing grain gratuitously to all our coolies indiscriminately, wc would 
indirectly have interfered with the market for agricultural labor, for as long as the gratuity 
lasted, the recipients of our bounty would not have sought work, but have preferred eating 
the bread of idleness at home As it is, with their pay reduced to six pic© per day, any 
coolies that rcmaiu on our hands have every inducement to look for einploymeut elsewhere, 
and in fact the greater portion have provided for themselves. Nor do those coolies who 
remain draw subsistence allowance for doing nothing, otherwise their employment m light 
labor gaugs might have ntti act ions The gangs are employed in turfing, filling in breaches, 
and in'some places completing lengths ot rend where the laud is high enough to admit 
of operations being continued , all such work is done bv the piece—a certain length of 
turfiog so much, and so on The busiest agricultural season is now coming on, hut even 
then I do not exp-ct the labor market to absorb all our coolies, in soma circles 
they will go, in others uot, a good deal depending on the locality Again, the 
weather will, to a certaiu extent, determine the demand, if sc have a spell of dry weather 
now, and fall of rain only just before, it is too late to transplant, the work to be doue 
bciug compressed into a shorter space of time, there will be a greater demand, thau if 
transplanting can bo carried ou regularly, from now to the cud of the first week in 
September. Uudcr auy circumstance, however, wc mat expect all our coolies in Patiram, 
Porshu, Batmtola, and Tumboolcc, to be absorbed, when work in the fields cannot be 
fouud for all, in Bindoil, Kaiiccsonkoil, and Bochaguugc lu the former thaima there 
are fewer laborers as compared with cultivation, and there are rauny better class agri- 
cultunsts, who employ labour, in the Liter, there are fewer well-to-do ryots, and more 
persons who live either cutircL, or partly, by labor Agiicultural luh «r is paid for in 
this district partly iu money, paitly m food ; a laborer getting his three or lour annas, 
and Ins loud twice a day With nee so scarce and dear, many ryots who have hitherto 
employed field hands, do with lo-s help, supplementing the deficiency hv thoir own personal 
efforts It happeus, therefore, that this year there is uot the name demand for agricul¬ 
tural labor as usual. Every year the agricultural market in Putmtola and Porshu 19 
supplied by laborers from Bindoil and lUucesonkoil, who may be seen all July going through 
the station in troops ^o find work down south iu transplanting the lice, and afterwards 111 
cutting it This year smaller uumheis ot laborers have pasted through, as it is understood 
that there is no demaud for their servnes, ht their owu villages there is even ltss held for 
their employment; the conscqueucc is that 111 Bindoil and one or two of the neighbouring 
circles men arc only too«glad to get work at 6 pice per day I may add that laborers are 
now paid for field-work from Rs 2- 8 to Kb 3-8 per month, with their food twioc a day given 
llicm , it is evident, therefore, that none ctfrae to us who can obtain employment elsewhere To 

S revent all chance, however, of mistake, the circle officers of Patiram, 1'atmtola, &c., have been 
ircctcd to enquire particularly whether there arc any complaints of lack of labor, if there aro, 
men will be sent down from other circles, their travelling expenses liemg allowed them as 
chanty. The supply of Government grain in the market, but more especially the system of 
grautiug advances of gram, has doue much to cuable the lalx>r inaikct to absorb our coolies. 
Laborers expect part of their wages, iu the shape of food, and many ryots who requited help 
to till their lands, were m diflit nines as to the necessary supply of rice, without which they 
could uot engage laborers ; advances of groin could not be obtained from nmhdjuns, the 
stocks being much exhausted, while money to purchase was not always available and could 
not at one time be raised To such men advances of Governmeut gram wcie a gr< at boon, 
and these advances have, i am couviuccd, doue much in enabliug our coolies readily to obtaiu 
work. 

C.—Transport. 

The demand for rice still continues at Becrguugr and Thakoorgaosi , the former is now 
being supplied from Patiram and Putmtola by boat up the Aim, while tin- latter is being 
BUDDlied by cart Irotn Itauecsonkoil and Hurrcepore As our stores at the statiou are 
bcgiumug to run short, I am getting up 10,000 mauuds from Porsha, and the suiplus from 
Tamboolec. Out of the G0,0UO mauuds to be scut to l'urueah, 35,000 have gone from 
Raigungc, aud 20,000 aro to go from Chooramon , part only of the latter lias vet go no. It 
was intruded that 40,000 should have gone from ltaiguugc, but I do not think moro thau 

33,000 can be spared 

J).—SlORAO*. 

Out of our total allotment, some 70.00,000 mauuds have already been disposed of, and 
tho balance distributed over a number of golaa, shows no laigc stock in any one place. 
Uice has not alwavs, as it has turned out, been stored exactly wheie it was wanted, but sites 
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rxpect the price of grain by the first week in September to fall as low as 20 or 22 seers per 
rupee I anticipated this myself, for although the villagers will only sell their surplus, 
reserving enough for their owu eating, the market is certain to be glutted with grain, as soon 
as it ripens, a* every one will try and be the first to secure a sale, before prices fall; demands 
on account of rent and lor debts, too, have to be satisfied, and this will increase the amount 
thrown on the market Altogether we may expect gram to lie very cheap during September, 
and perhaps October, though as Government stores will then consist of country rice only, 
some persons may yet purchase from us, new bhadoi beiug unwholesome as food. The 
exact selling price ol nee at this period it is difficult to piediet, but it is not likely to be 
al»ove 20 seers per rupee During November, the first rush being over, it is quite possible 
prices may rise again, but the prospects of the winter crop, whether for good or lid, will 
then lie a certainty, and if good, no flight rise in puces can do any harm , for with a good 
harvest in prospect, money can always be raised Our stocks are sufficient to last us 
till the bhadoi comes m, and after that, if the weather continues favorable, I do not 
consider there is any cause foi anxiety, though 1 am bound to add that the Relief Commis¬ 
sioner does uot altogether share in this hopeful vit w of the case 

E —Advances. 

I subjoin the remarks by the district relief officer on this head — 

«* During the p net fortnight, as wax exported, there was n great falling off in the amount 
given out in udvnuces In fact, tine mcjsiuc has almost keen completed in all the districts, 
except in the extreme noitli and m PatnitoU, Patuam, ami Gungnra i.pore circles, where only 
a portion of the amount allowed for a particular village in the first instance given out to 
the applicants This course was adopted with n view to prevent waste In Dcergmige, 
Thakooigaou, and llaneesonkoil nicies there is atilt a considerable demand for advance*, but 
the supply of gruin m those circles has n t been suMiemit after providing for the consumption 
on relief works uud charitable relief, and the heavy demand for sales to the public to afford a 
surplus for advances The want of advances in Beergunge directiv ofTects the pauper rolls, 
as is plainly shown below In these tluee circles, and in tho-e when* h scc«ud instalment 
remains to be given out, we may expect a fuithcr expenditure of 40,UU0 maunds 

II During the preseut fortnight the issues have bccu— 
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“This, added to maunds 2,33.11') 17-111, accounted for ln*-t week, gives a total of 
niaunds 3,01,412-4-1with a prospect of furrhcralcmaiids for about 40,000 innuuds. 

" Duuug the past fortnight, since it has become known to the public that the advances 
were to he eonsidend as given on -ueh favorable tenn* both ns to the iatc and the [leriods 
at which the ndvaneca were to be repaid, someihing like a ru^h has been mode by the 
villagers to get larger quantities tliau had been first determined on as sufficient to meet their 
legitimate requirements Only in verv few cases lias li been found on enquiry advisable 
to give further aid only in cavs where the first estimates were palpablv inadequate. Like¬ 
wise, in the eases of new applications, paitieular care has bten taken in sifting tlic applications, 
indeed, thty have nearly all been njectcd, and the zemindars of this disirict cannot }>osxibly 
say that advances have Keen unnecessarily given to then ryots It seems certain that without 
the advances a considerable portion of the eouutry would have been left uueultivat* d, and 
many thousands of ryots, with their families, would have becu now on our pauper rolls 
Reports have been received from tw • lircles to the effect that the zemindars have already 
begun to attaeh the siamting crops of their ryots for rent, so as to forestall Govei nraent 
in recovering the advances given Much work remain* to be done in altering the agreements 
first filed, and adjusting the amounts, and time of payment of the instalments to meet the 
more liberal orders icoently received, also in sbapiug the agreements to meet the icquire- 
ments of the Ilcgistrai mu Act.” 

Regarding what Mr. Nicbolls has noted about advances not having bcon given in 
Iianccsonkoil and Tbukoorgaou, 1 may remark that advances to a certain exteut have been 
given in the former circle , in the lwtter tlicic is very little demand for advances ; the ryots 
nave means aud feel they do not requite hclpiu that shape the applications in Thakoorgaon, 
only cotut fiom the western portion of the thana, where there was a failure of the crop. 
It is worthy of remark that where the ryots are not badly o(T, they huve abstained from 
applying for advances, not because they were reluscd, but because they did not like to incur 
unuccessaiy debt 1 would call attention to the remarks, anent tbo conduct of the zemiudura, 
who arc showing less and has inc filiation to help their ryots in this pinch. I need not 
repeat what 1 wrote in my last narrative, but I would again press on Government the necessity 
of making the recovery of the money due for these advauces a matter within the jurisdiction 
of the Collector, thus doing away with the necessity for registration, a measuie which cannot 
be cuforced. 


for our golaa having purposely been selected, in many places on the banka of rivers, gram 
has been moved about without any trouble; distribution also being much expedited by our 
system of selling through the local paikars or dealers If we continue to enjoy favorable 
weather, the Government stocks will suffice for all our requrements, though there will not 
be much left on our bands, when we close our operations Now that wc are almost sure of 
a very good crop of bhadoi, calculations as to the outturn tend to show that wc may 

P.—Charitable Relief. 

I subjoin tho remarks by the district relief officer I regret that severe illness has 
prevented his completing his report by descnbiug in full the organisation for charitable relief 

“ At the end of the last fortnight there were in round numbers 82,500 people in receipt 
of charitable relief This included a great number ot people, who had previously been 
employed on relief works, uuable to find employment elsewhere, or who were kept ou to 
finish some particular work 

" It will be seen from the subjoined statement that in the first week of this fortnight 
the number ran up to 1,13,COO while m the latter week it again fell to 81,870. 

II >ome of the circles show very great changes, while others have, during the previous 
five weeks Titled but slightly Circles in which Europeans are the relief officers, ore 
decidedly in the latter clang, and so far as I understand, the figures shown by some, circle 
officers aic greatly at vanutice with the supposed Hiatus and requirements of their people 

Fhulbarcc shows— 

• First week 1,382, second week 5,117, third week 7,334, fourth week 5,.'300 

Habra is adjacent to these two circles, but shows 1,306, 1,405, 2,2bf», 2,410, 014,

“ Probably the excessive numbers in Brcrgunge are owing to the later penod, at winch 
operations were commenced In the early month signs of (litres* were not observable, but 
by the time that r.licf ineasmes had to betaken m hand, the condition of the people w is 
more reduced than hi the sootheru circlet. When op*Titions were begun in them ugain, the 
1st July <• vcilook tfic relief officer with several valuable roads incomplete, and he naturally 
allowed* people to stay till he could con>idcr them sale against expected floods 

“ To this mu-t be added the difficulty of supplying the golas in this circle with gram, 
especially after the first fall of ram. Owing to this advances could not be given out m any 
quantity large euough to lighten the puupcr rolls 

« Boehagunge also is, to a lesser degree, affected hy the same causes The work-peoplo 
on the roads were particularly wanted at that time The dec lease in this* circle from 11,201 
to 8 038 would he satisfactory, but the real decrease is still greater, for some 730 out of this

a The nuniliers in Doorgaporo have ulwai s stood ljigh The relief officer (Mr Pollen) 
has satisfied himself that but verv few of these p<*ople can find any employment near their 
homes, and they are willing to work, or at least to attend on our light labor works for ono 
■eer ofneo a day. He complains, indeed, of their excessive idleness, but considering the good 
pay given to agricultural laborers throughout this and adjacent circles in compurisou with 
the small subsistence nllowanco now given by Government, it srems that their laziness must 
far surpass that of all oilier Bengalis, or that it is certain that there is uo private employment 

available for them 

tt The adjoining circles of Bindoil and Chooramon have 3.34H and 3,186 paupert 
respectively Enquiries are now being made to find our wh« ther there is anv demand for 
laborera in the south, with a view to sending off the adult male paupers from the north.

A — Stair of ihi country. 

During the past fortnight tli«* wruther has been most favourable for the crops During 
the fiifet week thmo was a good deal of rain, then raine thru* or four days pf hot stean.v 
weather; this bis been followed by showery d.iy6. Tae Muhanunaa has gone down about 
14 feet, bo that the loss of bbadoi by submersion will, I hope, not be very great In Shibgunue 
the euole officer xepurts that the loss from the n« * of the Pngla river will he , 6 y tha, but this 
lots will be counterbalanced by an eqaal propoitiou having been sown tins year in excess of 
ordinary ycais, and since there has been no lurther nsi inrthe ri\er foi the last few days and 
the crop on the higher land promisee very well, even now the outturn may oxceed that of 
ordinary years. Id Nawabguuge the bhadoi is very forward, aomo of that wmch wua aowu 
eaily is being reaped aud nearly the whale of the rcuuiuder is in ear 

In Gomaetaporc tilde about one fourth of tho bhudoi ciop has been destroyed by the 
rising of the river, but the remainder of the crop is very good 

Tho piospect of the hymunti crop is so far good. The cultivators have, as I anticipated, 
managed to get seed without Government furnishing them wuh tho means, and cultivation 
is going on briskly throughout the whole of tho Bhuriud. In the west part ol the district a 
good deal of Indian corn has been sown and is now coming mto ear, aud will he cut duiing 
the next fortnight. This crop is a veiy good one. 
























































The import of nee at headquarters daring the poet foitnight was 8,030 mauuds, end of 

C addv 530 maunds. Daring the last few day* the prioe of nee has gone np slightly at 
eadquaitera; at Rohunpoar it is now the fame as it was last fortnight, bat it rose 
slightly nt the beginning of that period At Nawabgunge it is now 14) seers for the 
rnpee, and the circle officer reports that the supplv is well maintained by imports from 
the eastern district* The Shibgunge citcle offioer gives the same report for his 
oircle. So that the timo has now come when relief' operations may be contracted. A 
beginning has txen made by doeing two centres in Shibgnnge cirole, two m Nawabgunge, and 
two in Chanthal The Shibgunge circles wjU be amalgamated withthe audder circle on the 1st 
proximo, the whole being put under charge of Mr. Livesay. This arrangement has received 
the approval of the relief commissioner 

The (iux.le circle has been united with the Maldoh nnder Baboo Hem Chunder Kerr,, 
who s.i\b thut he will bo able to olose the Maldah centra about the middle of next mouth. 
I have ordered thoee centres to he closed where the daily average number of persons relieved 
is lees than 20 The paaper being presented with a month's supply oi rice, t e , 20 seers I 
have ordered each circle officer to personally superintend the distribution of this dole, and 
to have proper registers kept of the names, fco , i f the recipients. 

In Chunchal little or no bhadhoi has been cut,, but the crop is looking excellent, 
and will ho fit to cut in nine or 10 days.

I have the honor to submit herewith my narrative for the fortnight ending 25th instant. 

The Nattore narrative has not yet been received. 

• 

A.— State of the Country. 

The supply in all markets has been sufficient, nee was imported from the eastern 
districts almost daily during the fortnight at the several markets on the Ganges. There 
lias been little or no alteration m prices They arc still higher in parts of Tannore and Manda 
than elsewhere Mr M.misty reports that, in ins sub-division, mahajuns have brought nee from 
Brautiali to tho local market**, the price bcibg about 20 per cent, higher than at Beauleah. 
The state of the ciopa is still satisfactory, though not in all parts quite so good as it was 
previously The weather has bcou clear, and ihe ryots, who at first complained of exoessivo 
rain, are now anxious for more Only 2 64 inches were registered in Beauleah, but the fall 
has been greater in Nattore and in Tannore. In the Suddcr sub-division, especially in the 
southern portion of it, the aoua or autumn rice is in excellent condition, and comparatively 
forward , m the uorth of the sub-division it is less forward, and, before the last ruin, was 
beginning to show the effects of too much sun, and waut oi rain In parts of Nattore 
some aous bus already been cut. A " bund,” put up by the cultivators across the Nundan- 
gatchee klial, 1»«ih saved a large area of aous cultivation from floods. The river is now falling, 
and there is no longer any reason to fear that any of tho aoua crop will be submerged. The 
amuu promise* to be u good crop Mr Mannty says that in parts of his sub-division the 
aous has suffered Irom want of weeding, the ryot9 not haviug boon able to afford to pay 
for that operation. Maine is growing well in the Godagaree Bhunnd. A large and important 
silk bund is now about commencing, the bright weather has been very favorable for this, 
uud if it progress favourably, a great deal of distress will )>o alleviated 

The condition of the people generally is undoubtedly worse in many places than it 
has been hitherto. The numlicrs of persons flocking to the poor-houses ready to work 
have considerably increased This is especially the case in the middle of the district, viz , 
in the cast ol Tannore, in tlic north of Beauleah, and Pootcah, and in Bagmarah. I have 
visited several poor-houses in that part of the district, and have satisfied myself that distress 
is more severe than it was a fortnight ago, and I ran safely assert, that, hail it uot been for the 
relict afloided, there would have been many deaths from starvation. I have seen several persons 
so emaciated and pulled down that they could hardly walk. At Burgutchce there was a large 
number of boys and girls collecting kunkei , and getting daily relief under the personal superin¬ 
tendence of Mr \\ licox, these hail all suffered from want of food, being thin, and their 
bones showing in a wuy not natural They were, however, beginning to improve from the 
food supplied to.them From the large qu intiiy of cloth made by the weavers, d/iolia r have 
been supplied to tho*e who were in rags It has beru found necessary to burn the rags, as 
persons receiving new clothes were in the habit of coming again in rags and of londing their 
rugs to otlieis to appear in This last plan was proved, for, when the rags produced by one 
woman were licing placed in the fire, another rushed out of the crowd and claimed the rags 
as belonging to her At Khoorshadnnga the number of persons relieved has far exceeded 
that at uny other poor-house Iu fact, the numbers reported have been so great that I have 
deputed Mr Ilawkcs with a superintendent to make enquiries From what I have learnt 
it would appear that the sub-committee at that place havp been giving relief indiscriminately, 
so that they have attracted many who live uearci to ether poor-houses, and who would pro- 
bublv have been reluscd relief elsewhere, not hung proper objects lor charity At Pauna- 
nugger factory, not far from Khooshadauga, Mr. Walton, who has afforded relief to a large 
number, reports most favourably on the silk and rice prospects, aud believes that the numbers 
of applicants for relief will rapidly fall off 

No authenticated death's from starvation have been reported, though one case appeared 
at first sight to have been caused solely by waut ol food It was ascertained, however, that 
the di ceased was a very old woman, and though undoubtedly emaciated had received rice 
regularly at Burgutchce Shortly before her death she was returning alono from the poor- 
house, and heavy rain coming on, she slipped and fell and remained exposed to the cold and 
wet for hours till her son fetched her home H»*r son was in good coudition, her grand¬ 
children living in hor house were plump, aud they had two cows m the house; two other 
members of the same family bad received cotton from Dhooroil poor-house aud rice in 
exchange for the thread they spun FTitton cases of grain-theft and numerous eases of theft 
of jack fruit lia\c occurred. 1 have no doubt that distress from want of food has bccu 
the cause

Fortnightly Narratire ending the 27th July 1874 
A — State of the Country. 

During the last fortnight tho state of the country has become considerably worae; the 
expected bumper crop of aous can no longer be looked lor, a groat portion of the country has beeu 
flooded by the very unusual and rapid flood*, especially towards tho en«t and in tbf low lands. 
The aous, too, in the high lands have been slightly injured by want of rain. During the last 
few days, however, the rivers have greatly subsided and are still subsiding, and about 12 onnss 
crops may bo now expected. The aroun crop, for which some fears wero entertained in conse¬ 
quence of the floods, is doing fairly well. Prices of food-grain* have been slightly affected by 
the above circumstances, but 1 trust that this slight rise is only temporary. The health of the 
people is on the whole good; some cases of fever have ocourred, but such is usual about this 
time of the year.

A —Stats of toe Count*t 

The immediate pioasuie of distress on tho body «1 ihf cultivating classes has boon, for a 
time, removed dunng the present fortnight by tho cutting of tho nous crop, tho harvest of which 
is half completed. Rice, however, continue* to l>e impoitod both by atcumer and by counlry 
boat The aous crop would have been a 14-anna one if ll hail not been foi the flood, which 1 
reported in my last narrative. This inundation is higher than any which ever occurred at this 
season, and within 10 inches of the flood of September 1870 The amount of damage done by 
it in Bjegunge has been inconsiderable, but in the pther thn-e tbaiu* it seems to have been 
very destructive. About 6 annas of the aous crop has been thus destroyed in Ullapara aud 
Serojgungo, and about 3 or 4 annas in Shazadpore This would leave o crop of something 
over 10 annas, enough to carry us on until the amun was reaped, but unfortunately the 
yield is most*uueqnally distributed. The highlands have benefited b> the flood, while on the 
churn and in the heels tho loss bos been nearly complete. 

The gradual fall in prices which had been going on until tin liuod has been checked, and 
has been followed by a moderate rise, as will be seen from the following figures —

Great piogirss ha»- been made under this head during the fortnight. 28,000 maunds have 
new been issued in advances, and in Pecigunge and Mabigunge further large quantities will 
!»•* used in this way In Peergunge the red soil is more extepsively diffoaed than in any other 
•1 tuo The relief officer thus reports "This is the time when, even in years of plenty, 
flu cultivator me assisted by laahsjuns, and in this year the mahajuns are either unable or 
i ’iwilhng to help the ryots with loans , the latter have no othor alternative than to ask for 
Government aid ” This is being fieely givon. In Mahigunge the people at first refused 
••dvancee, even though they alone vn the district hod a bad aous crop They saw large stores 
of non, and thought that by holding out foi a while they would get it cheaper; but as soon 
a- I lagan to transport the stocks to llungporc foi sale, the ryots oarae forward, and are eager 
^or the advances which will enable them to make up for tbe deficiency of their early crop. In 













the smaller divisioha also—Kumargunge (whose sdvanoes are drawn from Rungpore gola), 
Snndergnnge, and Sadallapore—advances are being given. In Sadnllaporethe ryots are careful 
not to take more than they need. In one case a cultivator with a largo family applied for an 
advanoe of grain to last for a week only, urging that bis own rice crop would l>c ready at the 
expiration of that time. In a few cases advances have been taken, and the rice sold id tho 
market to get money for seed, but most of the ryots havo saved some 6eed, or got money to 
purchase it in other ways. 

F.— Charitable Belief. 

(Prepared by the District Relief Officer.) 

Fifteen Government food-relief oentres and eight private food-relief centres were closed 
from the beginning ot tho fortnight under notice. Distress was reported among tho labonug 
poor of Dimla, and a special luquiry iu that neighbourhood led to tho opening of Government 
food-relief oentres at Dimla ana Jaldhaks for the benefit of tho pauper classes there in addition 
to the road work reoently provided as a rehof measure in that pait of tho distnor Thero are 
now nineteen Government food-relief oentres and one private food-ruhef centre of Maharsm 
8ornomabi’i at Naldango. This last has jnst been closed Baboo Ramoni Mohuu Ray, Chow- 
dhry, zemindar of Tushbhandar, has reported to the Magistrate that there is now no distress 
in this part of the district, and the price of nee has fallen considerably, and his distnbution 
of rioe to the poor has been discontinued From the 12th A pi 1 1 to July 15th, during which 
time ncc was given, 41,155 people were relieved by the distribution of 510 maund* ot rice at 
Tushbhandar. 

The recipients of ohantable relief under all beads have fallen from 02,777, ns shown iu the 
last return, to 16,154. 

In Sadullapore there has been an inorease of numbers charitably relieved, as in closing 
the operations the relief officer has relaxed tho former stringency of the rules, ami is dealing 
liberally with applicants for assistance Clothing has been given to 536 persons, and donations 
to the extent of about 400 maunds of rice have bcon made among the poor ryots and laborers 
of that circle. Sufficient grain for subsistence for a reasonable time, according to circumstances, 
has been advanced to all those who have been dependent upon rclnf works or oigamsed food- 
relief, and clothing has also been given when* it acemed expedient. Provision is everywhere, 
as far as possible, being made for the wants of those who have hitherto become dependent on 
organised relief, and for any others who can show that they are deserving of charitable 
assistance. _

I have the honor to submit the fortnightly narrative of scarcity uud relief operations 
which is now due. 

Condition op the Country and People 

2. Ever wnee I came to this district it has been my good fortune to bo able to report 
to the Government, fortnight after fortnight, that the state of the country was getting better 
and better, that the condi*ion of the people was improving; that tlio lainfall had been 
propitious, that tho season was favorable, that the growing crops weie all that could be 
desired; that all the bazars were well supplied with food-grains, and that the price of rioe was 
eteudily falling everywhere This fortnight has been no exception to the favorable aspect which 
has characterized its predecessors The singularly seasonable notore of tho wealhor hot continued. 
As iu previous fortnights the lain fell just when it was wanted, so id this one we have had a 
most propitious Mintbme, which lias conlerred great benefits upon the country by ripening the 
uoub, and permitting the people to hurry on the transplanting of the omun crop. Very great 
progress has been made with the latter operation. The seed time and the transplanting time 
have been alike favorable Everywhere tbs ryots may be seen in their fields from morning to 
night, and the surface of the country ih getting gradually covered with plantations of 
omun nee 

.1. A considerable tract in the south-east of thu district towards Dhunat, Madbupore, 
and Shamkandi, was inundated by the overflowing of tho large riveis winch intersect that 
regiou The damage which tins mund.il on would have caused was very materially lessened 
by the fact that before it happened much ot the nous bad become ripe aud tho ryots had cut 
it. Some ot the aous wa> spoiled, and the plautiog of the araun will be retarded. That much 
general injury has not been inflicted, is clear from the fact that clean rice is soiling in that 
part of the country now .it 18 pucka seera tho rupee. There have, however, been case® of 
individual hardship, where ryots, who had been im|»overisbcd by tho previous scarcity, lost all 
their crops These men were relieved by loans of Government gram 

4 The fall of prices which has characterized all previous fortnights since the 1st of June 

has also been a prominent feature in this one.

5 It has been a very matked feature in the bazars for some weeks past that large 

a uantities of old nee, the produce of the last, imun crop, urc being offered for sale These are 
ie stores which the better classes of people were holding for use m the jcvent of the aous 
failing and the scarcity continuing. Mabsjuns also, who had been holding on for higher rates, 
have been getting slarmed before the prospect of perpetually falling prices, and are now, and 
have For some weeks been placing their stocks of old ncc in the markets. 

6. In connexion with this it may not be out of place t« remark hero that m ordinary 
years Bogru is a nce-cxporling district, and that as much as three-eighths of its amun harvest 
are usually cairied out of it and expended elsewhere. 

Reuee Works. 

7. In my last fortnightly narrative 1 pointed out that for some time past these works had 
in this district been gradually contiacted with a view to shutting them up speedily; that 
certain of them had been vhut up altogether, and that a process of weeding out and discharg¬ 
ing inefficient laborers bad been persistently but cautiously pursued. Our numbers, which 
stood at a daily average of 37,147 as reported in my fortnightly narrative of the 1st June, had 
been gradually diminished by these menus till they stood ut the daily average of 16,371 on the 
6th July—(Sec appendix E ol my last fortnightly narrative.) During the whole of this 
period the works were managed with the smallest possible expenditure of cush I introduced 
grain payments with all the despatch I could, and for weeks past the luborers have been paid 
in this waj 1 added in tho last narrative that preparations hud been matured for closing the 
murks altogether. 

8 These preparations have, during this fortnight, been carried into complete effect, and 
I am now in a position to repit that overy relief work under the executive engineer baa 
been finally closed ^ 

') There can be no doubt that the 16,371 people who were still upon these work> on the 
Uth ot ibis month belonged to the moat destitute clashes—to those classes who had been 
•impoverished in the greatest degree by the scarcity and tho great dearness of provisions 
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which has prevailed how for many months. The whole of them ware living from hand-to* 
month. Among; other grounds which 1 had for ooncluding that these people were in most 
abject circumstances, I may mention that, when I was closing works in previous fortnights, troops 
of them who were tamed off came into Bogra and assured me that their destitution was 
very complete, and that if they were turned off the works, they did not know how they could 
obtain a livelihood. 

10. Being well aware of the great anxiety of the G ivernnuut that all destitute persona 
should be relieved, and that the looal officer* should be most careful to soe that no one m their 
districts should parish from starvation, I was naturally solicitous that, m shutting up relief 
works by whioh tens of thousinda bad been supported foi many inontis, everything should 
bo done towards securing that tins vety dolicate measure should be carried out with the least 
possible danger to the lives of those who were affected by it. Lirge numbers of aged men 
and women were among our laborers There was nothing before mo to show that they had 
not been forced upon the relief roads by dire ueoessily. Altogether it seemed to me to bo a 
dangerous thing to turn these abject people aduft in the middle of the rainy season 
without giving them some provision sufficient to support them till they could procure 
other means of livelihood I therefore proposed to give them, on their dismissal from our 
works, a full supply of food for one month on a liber-1 calculation. Tue Relief Com¬ 
missioner, being anxious that nothiug should be left undone to ensure their safety, thought 
they might get up to a three months* supply, aud wioto to me accordingly. 

11. I did not interpret this ordei to mean that in all cases this very liberal supply was 
to be given, but I supported that this was a maximum which the most dosmving cases would 
be permitted to rcaoh. I therefore, on the 13th instant, issued the following instructions to 
relief officers on the subject of the subsistence allowance to bo given to dismissed laborers — 

" Regarding the Relief Commissioner's order or suggestion that an allowance of gram for 
three mouths should be given to ouch labour 'turned off the roads, 1 beg that yon will 
work it with some discrimination. I should think that, ns a general rule, a two mouths* 
supply should be the maximum given. Plainly there are cases where more grain 
should be given thaa in others You may have destitute people who may have been 
working on your roads for months, and you may have others who may havo been working 
for oulv a day or two To the forinei a two months’ supply might bo given, and to tbo latter 
a smaller quantity 

" I beg that you will on no account empty your golas by a too lavish distribution of 
grain to the laborers who are being turned off the roads *' 

12 1 have every reason to believe that the*e instructions have been very carefully followed. 

13. In ordor to lessen as much as possible tho strain upon our interior golas, and limit 
the expenditure in this feuy ol grain for the transport of which a heavy cost had been incurrod, 
I directed that in all practicable cases tho people should be sent into Bogra, where they could 
get their rice, aud whence they would themselves carry it to their homes This lias been done. 
From the Kith up to the £lst insUut nolens thin 11,163 people who had been tarned off 
camo into Bogra and got their subsistence allowance of grain. They carried away 8,935 
maunds, being an average of ab>ut32 holts a bead, or u very libeial supply ol food for one 
month or six weeks. All tho laborers have not yet received their grain, and some expenditure 
under thw head will therefore appear iu my next fortnightly nanative 

14. These grain payments were made on a simple system of printed cheques (foil aud 
counterfoil) which worked very smoothly, prevented anything like imposition, aud has secured 
a very exact record of the whole transaction for account purposes 

— Transport and Storage ok Government Grain. 

15. The great demands upon the golas, which have funned a very prominent feature 
of the fortnight, necessitated a considerable movement ol gram during thw toilmght. Miuy 
of the interior golas had become nearly empty, and it wa*< necessary to fill them again 
partially,‘consequently 10,329 maunds weic despatched from the central depot at B>gra 
into the interior, and 1 have called up from the Chandanbasia reserve 20,000 raannds, in order 
to replenish the almost exhausted stoies at hcad-quarteis A good partol this latter quantity 
has already arrived. It is very necessary to keep the central dejiot at Bogra well supplied, for 
upon it nearly all the interior golas depend. The transport was mostly done by boats, which 
is muoh cheaper than overland by carts. 

16. Sale' of Governmenl Gram tj the PubU.—' The margiuul statement will show the 

transactions under this head The sales to the 
public are higher this foi.mgit than they have 
ever yet Cecil, but they aie still vciy low. As I 
have repeatedly pointed out, it h impossible that 
with country uoe selling «u the taUs which have 
pievailcd id the bua.ir* for many we-ks |>ast, we 
should sell luge quantities ol Government graiu. 
The rates which 1 have quoted in paiagraph A of 
tins narrative will hi sufficient to bhow that our 
gram must to a large extent bo oxoludod from 
the loeal n^kets, unless wc cheapen it very 
considerably 

17 1 bad tbe advantage of meeting tbo Relief 

,t Hilao, neat the northern boundary oE this district, on the lath instant, and 







conferred with him on the subject of soles of Government nee to the public. He agreed to 
the following instructions which I issued to all my circle officers on the 16th instant, viz.— 
fa ).—“ Clean rice of all qualities to be sold to the public it 14> pucka seers the rupee, and 
mixea nee at 17 pucka 6ccre, whether tho snips are made from our golos direct or through bunniae. 

(b).— u All rice with any, even a small ouantity of paddy in it, is to be considered mixed, 
and sold at 17 pucka seers the rupee The old rule, whereby noe with less than two annas of 
paddy in it was considered dean, is cancelled. 

(<?).— n Mohajuns living at or near the gola will be allowed a profit of 3 seers in the 
rupee; and mahajuns taking Government nco for sale at places in the intenor, which are 
distant from the gola, will he allowed a profit of 5 seers in the rupee. This large profit is to 
compensate them for expenses of transit, wastage, and other charges. Mahajuns are to sell 
this grain to the public at the rates fixed in rule I." 

18. As my sale figures come down only to about the 2lst instant, the effect cf these 
rules unon the returns for this fortnight is probably not large, and could not be so. 

19. Although these concessions arc very considerably greater than any I have yet been 
able to obtain, I am still of opinion that they are not sufficient The rule binding bunnias to 
sell clean rice at 14 seers, and mixed rice at 17 seers the rupeo, will cortainly limit our opera¬ 
tions in this direction very considerably. Country rice is now in several places selling cheaper 
than this, and this fact will effectually exclude our grain from the markets. I therefore do 
not anticipate that oiii snips to the public will increase. In fact, unless we cheapen still 
further, they will cease altogether soon m many places. I have duly represented theeo 
opinions to the Relief ComrontMOucr. 

20. Rice Loans —These loans have been pro- 
Amount kiit scouted very actively during this fortnight, as 

the marginal figures will show. The dosing 
.of all relief works has given them an impetus. 
The cultivjtois are devoting nil their enorgies 
to their fields and the planting of the amun 
crop. This, too, has had its effect, for it has with¬ 
drawn numbers from extraneous remunerative 
lalmr The luundations in tho south-east of tho 
district stimulated loans in tho Shorpore relief 
circle. 

21. Gratuitous relif and Ike payment of a subsistence allowance to the people turned off from 
the roads .—The Relief Commissioner has directed that all the grain expended upon tho chari¬ 
table allowance given to lahoiers di*mi«Md from relief works should he credited under thehead- 
ing of gratuitous relief, therefore the statistics ol this grain expenditure find their pluce'here. 

2*2 1 give below the figures showing the numbers gratuitously relieved and the gram 

thus expended.— 
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23. These liguies (for this fortnight) include not only those who have been gratuitously 
relieved in every way, but also all laborers who have been turned off relief works. The latter 
supply the majority of the figures in columns 4 and 5 for the relief circles of Bogra, 
Shibgonge, and Khetlal I empowered the Shibgunge and Khetlal circle officers to give the 
dismissed laborers cheques on their own golas, as these placos are distant and somewhat 
difficult of access now. The principal portion, however, of this work, and of the gram 
expenditure connected with it, was done at Bogra 

24. Relief by Spinning and Ideating —Considerable numbers, chiefly women, continue to 

be relieved in this way, as will bo seen from the 
marginal figures I think the time has now 
come when this form of relief also may be dis- 
continued, and the women tbua emplo>ed be got 
rid of on terras somewhat similar to thoso granted 
to laborers on the roads. It is an expensive form 
of rolief. The raw material has to bo bought, 
and is somewhat costlj. The manufactured 
articles, chiefly cotton-thread, yarn, and jute 
twine, have hitherto remaiued on our hands. 
Payments, however, are made in grain only. 
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When the raw material at pretent in the bunds of circle officers has been worked .up, I 
shall close this form of relief. ¥ 

25. Village Vxextation and Regutratiou. —All the circle officers have been sufficiently 
notive during the fortuighfc. The condition of the country now does not seem to me to require 
anywhere the special treatment ot the group system of relief; I have therefore ordered that 
the services of all the group mohunrs should be dispensed with. 

26. dnnockatrae. —The figures of reliet by 
means of kitchens where cooked food is distributed 
are given in the margin. Three of the Sherpore 
annochatrae are conducted at the expense of private 
individuals. When the laborers come in vast 
crowds into Bogra from the roads, we re-opened 
the Bogra annoehatra and gave them a meul thore. 
During the fortnight two annockalra* m the 
Panchbibi circle were closed. 

27 Total Oram Expenditure. —I show below, fortnight by fortnight, the amount of grain 
which has been expended in relief operations m this district down to about the 21st instant — 
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(a). Total amount of grain consumed m tl» district np to 2nd May 1874 
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28. General—' The total gram expondituie up to date ha* thus Wen 1,25,911 mounds

that the condition ot the district at present is sucli an requires tho continued prosecution o( 
relief with the energy and activity which hove prevailed during the last eight weeks The 
relief officers think that all iu their circles requiring lelict have received it, I fully expect, 
that puces will rue again towards the cud of September oi the beginning of October next, 
when the effect of the sous harvest will probably W duappeanng from the maikots. If the 
amuu crop show unyf pro*q>ecl of being seuously «h fie tent, tbw rise in prices will probably In- 
very gicnt. TheM me contingencies which arc worth taking into consideration, and it might 
be well to economize our present stocks m older to lie able to meet them.

The improvement in the condition of the people continues. In Mahigunge, where dis¬ 
tress had beon widely extended even up till the date of last report, the rebel ofiicor fiuds it 
gradually disappearing, and there is aons in almost every hon^e. In Ooviadgungc operations 
will shortly close all over tho greater portion of the thana that lies east of the Kurotoya 
It is clear that no anxiety need be felt on behalf of the people here, ns they have a supply of 
aous amply sufficient to last them beyond the time of the next arnun hsriest On the 
Komdya side there will bo need for help for some little time yet. Generally rebel operations 
are coming to a close, and matters ore reverting to their former footing. With a view 
to this winding up, I have lately addressed relief officer*, directing them to deal liberally 
tfith all recipients of charitable relief when discharging them, and to give them food 
supplies for some time, in order that there may be no distress caused to them in 
the transition from this public pooi-law relief to their foimer means of livelihood. 
Provision will also be made for the poorer laborer* who have worked steadily on the 
roads to the last, and for all need)* agriculturists During the height of the distress we had 
to work on somewhat strict rules in order to prevent abuse, but now at its close I considered 
that we should best fulfil tho oft-expressed wishes of the subscribers to the Chantablo Relt#f 
Fund by dealing liberally with the recipients of their bounty. All these out-goings, however, 
are in nee, as cash payments have boon absolutely stopped in all ciucm , but if the late lesolntions 
of the Central Relief Committee, published in the Inst GateHf, that they will not pay for the 
Government rice expended, an* to take effect, the poorer classes of this district will have the 
Government to thank instead of the charitable public fur the assistance rendered to them. 

B.—Rbmbp Works. 

Rood works have now stopped I issued gcnornl orders to this effect on the 1st instant, 
and oil works, with a fow exceptions, were stopped on the 5th The exceptionsaic—one load in

Except at Durwoni, the sale of Government rice fo the public ha* almost corno to a stop, 
owing to the sudden fall of prices. On the 2nd Jnly the circular telegram was received 
directing the clearance of the nee stocks by affording a liberal margin to wholesale deulers, 
but tho old retail rate of 12 seers per rupee was still maintained. However, on the 4th, 
permission was obtained to lower the rate to 14 seers the rupee, but at even that rate the»e 
are no retail purchasers, as the local rates are almost everywhere cheaper. Immediately on 
receipt of the Government orders I fixed vciy liberal lutes for wholesale transactions, graduating 
up to 20 seers clean rice, and 30 seers cargo, aeeoidiug to distance that, the ncc had to 
be transported and the quantity taken 1 anticipate that 1 shall be able to clear out the 
large Govindgunge balance, but the Mahigunge, Sundergimge, and Borobaree balances must 
be brought to head-quartern for disposal. I have made liberal ullowuuccs to induce tiaders 
to fetch the rice for sale at head-quarter market*, and foi zemindars and others to store in 
large quantities, but tho heavy ram has for the piesent impeded operations, though I expect 
a good quantity will be taken up in that way, and the truusport to head-quarters to that 
extent sp ired. 

The sales to the public during the fortnight have taken place cither at Durwani itself or 
at Cbillakhal in supply of traders from that circle. The fortnight commenced with a very 
brisk sale. On one day 700 rnaunds were sold. The demand lias somewhat fallen since, but 
now that the now rates have l>ecn sanctioned there it will probably rise again. Traders, too, 
have bronght rice from Cbillakhal and sold it in evory market in the thana ; on one day 1,290 
rnaunds were thus taken. The heavy rains have interfered with tbn trade, but there is every 
prospect of its reviving, end a largo demand from this quarter and alto from Dim la thana 
taking place during the ensuing fortnight. 
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The consumption of Government grain shown since last return has nearly come up to my 
estimate of 50,000 inminds, and I expect fully that a similar quantity will be shown as used 
during the next foitmght_

I have found, since writing my last fortnightly report, that a good deal of misapprehension 
exists regarding the matter oh advances in this district; the figures at the head of this have not 
hitherto l*oon further czpl.utiori, as no necessity for it was appnient. These show n total of 
Rs 1,78,550 taken in tins district from Government by zemindars nnd jotedars for helping 
then rjots dining the months of Much to Maj, and they may be taken rough I) ns the equi¬ 
valent nf 00,000 maunds of rue In addition to this the large zcmmdnis have given liberally 
advances without taking any Government loans. The result oi tins action is that the 
majority of the people have now 6uch a bumper nous crop as has not been seen for )oars, and 
they do not need and will not take further Government advance. Ill Molung, Peergunge, and 
Govindgunge, and in paits of Sodnllapore alone, aro found those kheor soils where the uous is late . 
and scanty, nnd the people need help at iliis time Up to tbe date of last reporfrall in need were 
piovided foi by load work, but lisls had been under preparation, and during the present fort¬ 
night tbe bulk of ibe work of giving advances has been done. Id the three principal divisions— 
Moliyig, l’cergnnge, nnd Govindgunge—13,785 niannds have been advanced up to date, and a 
commencement of the small amount lli it may be needed bus been made m Sadullapore In 
Mihigunge, vvlieie some of the aous rice was withered, some advances will he made where the 
people aie willing to take them, and in other divisions the relief officers have received clear 
mstiuctions to give libcially wliciever required. Molung # shows most advances, 7,505 maunds, 
but that circle cont utis the largest quantity of the red land. Govindgunge shows a very small 
amount, 1,100 maunds only, but here the tract ol the khcor soil is comparatively small, with 
only a population of 12,000, though it has been grievously distressed. The relief officer thus 
acceding* — 

“ I have given my best attention to the subject of advoncet, nnd the statement appended 
shows the progress made The quantity advanced seems small, but it must be remembered that 
tbe people to the ea«t of the Kumtoya, that is m nine-tenths of the thaua, have nearly all 
reaped some nous, and do not need or ask for advances, on the Karadya side too the zemindars 
of Habanpon*, 11a j a bar, and Radba Govinda Roy of Diuagepore, and the Gooch Dehar State, have 
all advanced to their tenants, so that the number of persons requiring advances is very small. 

“ 1 have made advances to almost every one who has applied. 1 find the peoplo near 
Kauri )a very unwilling to take more than they actually waut In several instances thoy refused 
to tnke as much ns 1 offered them, saying they would manage with less; they, most of them, 
owe two ) ears’ rent, and are in debt to their mahajune, so that they nro natnrnlly unwilling to 
burden tin resolves more than is actually necessary. Not the slightest fear need bo entertained 
that the cultivation will be le«s than usual, or that people have heon or will be kept back from 
cultivation for want of udvonces ou the Karndj a side. Cultivation will not, I think, bo more

than usual, as the people have been much pinched in getting seed-grain; it will be, I believe, 
fully np to the average, and in the rest of the thana will exceed tho average.” 

The conditions of circular No. SP66, dated 18th Jnne 1874, have been extended by the 
relief committee to this district, and I have, on the authority of Government telegram, received 
3rd July, fixed the rates for advances at 15 seers dhani rice, 18 seers cargo. In several enses 
it has been found that the people propose to pay back the whole of the advances in March next, 
and refuse to take the three instalments offered by the above circular, as they wish to get rid of 
some of the burden of debt which oppresses them on every side—to the Mahajuns, the zemindars, 
and now the State. 

F — Charitable Relief

Tho numbers have fallen from 40,3tfl, as shown in the last return, to 32,777. Two 
Government and seventeen privato food-relief house* have been closed during tho last 
fortnight The reduction of 7,509 people will be found mostly under heads 4 and o —public 
and private food-relief, and head 7.—cotton relief 

Tho food-relief houses have been willingly left. Where those remaining were few, giain 
enough was given to last them till tho next late rice harvest, so that needless establishments 
might bo got rid of, and the almost empty poor-houses closed. Where there wero resident 
pauper*, in no caso oa many as ten, those who havo filends have token thorn homo, or else 
they have boon sent to the nearest poor-house si ill kept open The cook-food reliof 
centro at Sunkomnn, some three miles from head-quartern, ns o central poor-house, with Hindu 
and Mahomcdan lodging-houses and a pauper hospital attached, will be available to tho last 
for any transfers that have to be made os the out poor-houses are gradually abandoned and 
closed. 

Tho substitution of n present of grain for a present of monov, nnd tho shorter time given 
for spinning out the cotton, has checked the applications for this kiud of relief. 

The numbers might have been still very considerably reduced, blit great care is being 
token, so that relief mny not bo withheld until inquiry has satisfied the circle officei thut 
assistance cannot really be required 

Under the gram advance «y*tom, by which the relief operations are being brought to a 
close, when it is found that cultivators are unable to give security oi too poor to bo expected 
to pay back the price of the giain, on advanco ol grain is made to them gratuitously at tho 
charge of tho cbailiable relict fund. 

During tho past fortnight, much help towards present and future wants has in tins way 
been provided for the village-poor thiougb mean* ol the charitable fund's allotment.

T have the honor to report that in consequence of a telegram received from 
Ilia Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, Bengal, regarding sales of rice in Bogra, 

I arranged to meet the Magistrate of that district at Hilleelast week to consult 
whether it was necessary to take any further measures than those which had 
already been taken both before and after the receipt of the telegram alluded to. 

2. I accordingly loft this on Wednesday last, met the Magistrate of Bogra 
on Thursday at Hillee, and went over the whole subject with him. I must 
premise here that the Magistrate is afraid that ho is being blamed for want of 
energy and activity in carrying out orders; but, as I pointed out to him, that , 
I am* convinced is not the case, as what he lias done since ho took charge at 
Bogra shows considerably, I hope, that he has not let the grass grow under his 
feet, and he cannot bo in any way responsible for what occurred before he 
took charge at Bogra, and this is a view which I feel quite sure will be 
acquiesced in by Government. 

3. The allotment for Bogra was 2,40,000 plus 50,000 for Ghoraghat, but 
of the latter only 26,194 maunds were sent from Bogra to Ghoraghat, the rest 
being made up from ltungpore. This gives a total for Bogra of 2,66,194 maunds, 
but the amount of groin actually received in Bogra was 2,94.684 maunds; so 
that Bogra really has about 18,000 maunds in excess of its allotment. 

4. Mr. Barton assumed charge of Bogra on 26th May, and the following 
figures will show what the disbursements of grain have been both before and 
since that date:—

These figures show that since Mr. Barton took charge tHere has been a very 
large increase in the distribution of grain. I have not yet received the figures 
for last week, hut. Mr. Barton told me that they would be expected to bo consider¬ 
ably in excess of any that have preceded them, and if the expenditure goes on at 
the same rate, the whole supply would bo exhausted in another couple of months. 

6. The principal alterations which I made in the arrangements in force 
were to sanction higher wholesale rates than those hitherto allowed, and to 
remove the scale which Mr. Barton had fixed for the sale of Burmah rice 
according to several degrees of cleanness The wholesale rate fixed by Mr. Barton 
wore one and half seer3 only for sale at a brad-quarter gola, and 2 to 
3 seers, according to distance, for sale in the interior of a circle. This, I think, 
is too small, and I authorised him to allow 3 seers and 5 seers respectively, 
which I trust will be approved of. 

6. The hulk of the Bogra allotment fs stored on tho banks of the 
Bengalee river, and I authorised him to sell there wholesale only at 20 seers 
clean, and 25 seers cargo for retail sale m the interior of the district, and this 
I hope v ill aLso bo approved of. 

7. With regard to the sliding scale which Mr. Barton had fixed for the 
sale of Burmah dhanec nee, 1 think it was a mistake going into such great 
detail, and that it is much better to have only one distinction between clean 
and cargo rice. It gives endless trouble in sorting the grain and in keeping 
the accounts, and the amount to be 9avcd by it is trilling in the extreme. It 
also leads to haggling and disputations witn purchasers regarding the quantity 
of tho nee, and 1 therefore doomed it better to order all dhaneo rice to be put 
in one category, and to be sold at ono price, and I think it will be found that 
this Hill givo a considerable stimulus to sales during the next fortnight. 

8 Tho Burmah rice is not in such very great favor that it can be 
weighted with any conditions likely to make tho purchase of it leBB popular 
than it actually is. 




9. There can I think he no doubt that since the opening of the rifers 
▼er j considerable supplies of country rice have been imported hy private trade 
into the eastern portion of Bogra, from which they are gradually getting 
distributed westwards, and this of course has affected the demaud for Govern¬ 
ment grain. 

10. The Magistrate of Bogra is, and always has been, very strongly of 
opinion that the price at which Government rice is offered for sale is not 
sufficiently low to create a demand for it in the market, especially when country 
rice is being imported into the district. He has several times urged that the 
Government rice should bo sold at a cheaper rate since Ins fiist application to 
that effect was submitted by me to Government and rejected as contrary to the 
rules laid down on the subject, and such being tho case, I of course declined 
to forward his subsequent recommendations on the subject. 

11. He still, however, urges this as the best method of quickening sales; 
and in a letter to me (demi-official) of 10th July says— 

ai I beg again to propose what I proposed a month ago, viz., to empower 
me to sell at a maximum of 16 seers for clean and 20 seers for mixed rice.” 

I do not however, I confess, advocate this course myself, as I think it a 
mistake to be constantly changing the rate's, and also that it would ho a direct 
interference with private trade. The real cause ol the comparatively small 
amount sold in Bourn I attribute principally to the slowness of the former 
Magistrate, Mr. Kelly, in making arrangements for transport and pushing 
forward his supplies of grain into the interior of his district. Had he 
been in a position to commence sales early in May, I have no doubt what¬ 
ever that there would hove been a very much greater sale of Government 
grain, but he was all behind hand, and bv the time the present Magistrate 
got things straight, private tiade had begun again, and as Mr. Barton says in 
the same letter from which I have previously quoted, ‘’the markets have 
been falling over since the 29th May until now, good cloan country rico is 
selling for 13 pucka soers tho rupee, whero it was once selling for 8.” 

12. I think, however, myself that a good doal more rico will yet he 
required in Bogra, and I think tho expenditure will probably exceod a lakh 
and a half of matmds by the end of August It may he more, but t dou’t 
think it will be less. If this rough estimate of mine turns out to bo correct, 
there will be a surplus of Government rice in Bogia certainly (unless anything 
unforeseen occurs)* of ^omo ninety thousand maiinds, allowance being made 
for some portion of tho original lot, having been damaged by rain or other 
causes. I enclose a copy of a letter from the Magistrate of Bogra on this 
subject regarding the reserves at Cliandunbassia and Shariakandi. 

13. It is of course a question for the Government to decide upon the 
course to be taken with regard to this rice, whether it is required more 
elsewhere or not, whether it shall be disposed of on tho spot by lowering the 
price, or whether it shall bo kept till wo arc perfectly certain that it will not 
be required, and then disposed of to tho best advantage. If I may venture 
to give my own opinion, 1 should say the last course was the best, unless the 
grain is really wonted now somewhere else, and my reasons are these: 1 say 
That we are not certain, and that nobody can bo certain, th.it we are out of 
our difficulties yet; that things are promising is true enough, but there is plenty 
of time for a change to occur, and it is, I maintain, quite possible that every 
niaund of it will yet be required. If it is Dot, there is still a good chance of 
disposing of it hereafter, as ilie bulk of it is stored close to the Brahmapootra, 
ana it ngglit probably he disposed of for export to Assam.

I am directed to acknowledge tbe receipt of your letter No. 1504, 
dated 21st July, reporting upon the sales of, and tho demand for, Government 
grain in tho Bogra district. As Mr. Barton ’9 letter of the 10th July, and his 
remarks at paragraphs 12 to 14 of his narrative of tho 13th July, would show 
that lie may have misunderstood the policy of Government as to sales of 
grain to the public, and as Mr. Glnziei's remarks at section D. of the Rung- 
pore narrative show traces of the same misunderstanding, I am again to 
explain, for the guidance of those officers, the rules under which sales of grain 
are regulated. 

2. The instructions by Government to 1%clicf Committees direct that tho 
ictail pi mo of Go\ernmont grain, where it i** sold to the public, must bo regu¬ 
lated by the prices ruling at the nearest large mart accessible by rail or river. 
Under this rule 12 seers per rupee was settled, and for some months remained 
ns the ret ill price of clean Government lico in the districts under notice. 
Afterwaids prices fell vomeuhat in the marts near these two districts; hut tho 
district offieirs at the same tunc held that Government sales ought to continue. 
And therefore it was (on the 2nd July) decided that in accordance with tho 
rule allot 0 cited, the letail price of Goverument rice should bo 14 seers 
per rupee. * 

3 As you will recollect, tho Rungporc and Bogra transport arrange¬ 
ments were not, at first, so successful as elsewhere. Government gram had 
been delivered in considerable quantities on the hanks of tbe Bcrhampooter, 
nnd it was emergent ly wanted in the mteiior ot the district Accordingly the 
Lieutenant-Got emor sanctioned your selling Government grain on the river to 
wholesale dealers in the interior at a considerable discount on condition that 
they carried it into the interior. 

On the same principle the Government authorized you to grant liberal 
discount to wlioh sale dealers in these districts who would, during the months 
of July and August, take the Government grain from the river-side depots, carry 
it into the inteiiur, and so save the Government the cost of distribution during 
the rams. Your action, as described in your letter under reply, has been quite 
within these oidcrs. 

4. You were, I am to add, quite right in declining to support Mr. Barton’s 
proposal that tho price of Government rice should be lowered m order to 
under-scll the rice piivately imported. The Lieutenant-Governor’s orders of 
the 5th July (copy of which is forwarded for facility of reference) are quite 
clear on this point. I am to request that a copy of the present letter, with 
the orders of the 5th July, and copy of your letter of the 21st idem, may be 
forwarded to tho Magistrate-Collectors of Rungpore and Bogra for their 
guid^pce. 

5. If there should he any surplus Government grain in Bogra, it should 
for tho piesent bo kopt os a reservo against the possible requirements in 
nciglibouung distncts, and it should not be thrown on tho market at retail 
rates lower than can be sanctioned under the standing orders of Govemmont. 
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6 . So also the Collector of Bogra (doubtless with the best intentions) writes 
of his wish to stimulate sales tel the utmost, apparently supposing that if there 
be a prospect of surplus in Bogra, the Government would desire to begin to 
sell off the stocks. Now, on the one hand, Government does desire that grain 
should be distributed among the people in the several manners prescribed in 
the rules, so far as may be absolutely needed, and no further —so far as it 
cannot be otherwise supplied by private trado and the like—and no further; 
on the other hand, Government desires to avoid selling, where the need does 
not absolutely and especially exist, where private trade either brings in, or is 
likely immediately to bring in supplies. As to anything like competition on the 
part of Government with traders, it is the very thing which is most strictly 
prohibited. 

7. Moreover the local authorities would bo quite mistokon in supposing 
that there is attlio present time any large quantity of disposable surplus grain. 
Whatever surplus may be found in any district, is much needed for the 
reserve supply, which wc ought to have iu hand for meeting contingencies or 
emergencies.

I havb the honor to submit the weather, crop, and price* report for the fortnight ending 
on Saturday, the 25th instant. 

2. The civil surgeon'* sudder statement rainfall report for tho first week of the fort¬ 
night shows very light shower* on four day* out ol seven, only amounting to '29 for the week. 
•Rie dutnct uperintendantfa report for the same period shows that this wa* general, and that 
much need of wafer existed in the mofussil, and he stated that irrigation Iroro the canals and 
the river* Hooghly, Damoodnr, and Roopnorsyan would have to bo resorted to. The rainfall 
of the second week » shown by tho* civil surgetm as 1-73, there having been showers overy day 
for the lifst five days of the week. The district superintendent reports of this week that 
there was " some rain danng the week throughout tho district,” hut that much more is wanted. 

8. I fear that tie crop/ have, from the above mentioned insufficiency of rain, suffered a 
good dead, and that, nnless heavy rain should fall soon, they will be seriously damaged. 
Near the river* and canals aid can of course l»e afforded to the ryots by permitting out* to be 
maJe"1n the embankments. On this subjoct I have been m correspondence with tho 
executive engineer of the northern drainage and embankment division, and it has been 
arranged that applications for outs in the embankments be entertained and acted on, on certain 
conditions, agreeably to instructions already received by Mr Whitfield from Government m 
reference to casrs that have occurred in the 24-Pergunuahe These arrangements have been 
communicated to the Deputy Collector of Mohesrakha. 

4. Tho prtcc of common rue for the first week underwent very slight variation, rising 2 
annas in Khanacool and 6 pie in Doomjoor per maund. Iu the second week it fell 2 annas in 
the Suddor Station, Bagnan, and Oolabenah. The highest price continues to be at 
Juggutbullubpore H« 3-10 per maund, the highoat at Bagnan aud Oolabenah tta. 2-12-0 and 
Ba72-12 respectively. 

6 The distnct superintendent submitted^ account of relief expenditure on the 21th, 
showin" that by the amounts received by lum up to that date Rs 4-14-9 had been expended on 
£9 persons since his last preceding report, ot an average of 2 persona relieved por diem. The 
Deputy Collector of Mohearakba give* figure* (only up to the 17tli) as He. 7-5 spent by the 
Khanacool relief committee. Account* of expenditure up to tho tod of June, as called for 
in Government letter No. 4040—S.R. of the 22nd July 1874, will be submitted as soon as 
received from the diatriot superintendent and Deputy-ColleoWr. 

6. The executive engineer's fortnightly statement ehow* 310 men employed in the 
gadder and 159 m the Mobeerakha Bub-divisioos. laborer* reported as scarce

Thero 
10 no doubt that distress has mcieasci there In almost every village visited by us, we found 
more or less distress. Some of the purest persons were f.undtohe eating glass seeds, and 
nearly every crowd appeared to contuin a larger or smaller admixture of lean and badly 
nourished persons. The condition of the crops appeared to be fair throughout Th.ina 
Ketugram and the cast half of Cutwa, but not so good in tbo west of Cutwa and 
east Muuglrcote. Inigation seemed to bo going on most actively throughout tlu* sub¬ 
division, which is it most unusual thing at this Urao ot the year The population is decub'dlv, 
on the whole, a sickly one. The number who have sears on the left bide of the stomach, 
indicating that the) have undeigone the native operation lor cure ofenlirged eple< n, is wry 
considerable Eye diseases are also prevalent, not to speak of small-pox und otim ordinary 
disoiders. Tbo rum-fall ut Cutwa iu the fortnight was 1*113 inches. 

* The £ulua Sub-divisional officer *nys that the condition of the people is woise, though 
pnoes continue the same, lunging from Rs 3-S to Rs. 3-4 a maund , lint the raiu-fall at Culm 
was 1*62 inches, that the pio>|iects of the amun crop are far fiom good, though tl e nut* is 
doing better, that though the lowei clashes aio uudorgoing gieat puvations, no doathb fiom 
starvation have been renoited • 

During the fortnight I visited the three Culna f lianas—Pooibustholi, Mofttessur, and 
Culnn. The slate of iho crops along the bunk of the Bb.ignnthee to l*e us good as

I bate tbo honor to submit the fortnightly report for the period "terminating on July 
25th. 

2. In the beginning of the fortnight I made a brief tour for three days into the thanas 
of Bslbunny, Gurbeta, and part of Beenpore; the Gelds were thon getting dry from short rain¬ 
fall, and from that date up to the 22nd no rain of any c insequence fell in the greater part 
of the district, though veiy heavy and ample but partial rain tell m one or two places. Had 
this report only extended up to the evening of Wednesday the 22nd, it wopld have been a 
▼err gloomy one, as the nous crop was reported from all quarters, except those specially favored 
with rain, as beginning to suffer, the people were clamouring for work, the numbers at the food 
depdts were increasing, and prices were rising rapidly Worse than that, all those who bad 
storee were holding them back, and in many quarters it was reported that rice coaid not be 
procured. Dr. Phillips at Beenpore in West Salbunny (not Beenpore thana) could not purchase 
it for his orphans, and begged the committee to send him noe from their stock. 

3. All the relief roads were set working again at full power, and those m charge 
received orders to refuse no dne who would give a full day’s work The Jambonee estate rioe, 
which Vas being sold, was readily purchased at 12 seers the rupee, ie.,2 to 3 seers leas per 
rupee than the price a fortnight before; but the availability of this rice stopped all panio in 
the weat of the district 1 ordered 100 maunds of the committee’s ncc to be sent to 
Dr. Phillips for sale, and I hope that this will suffice to bring out further stores in that neigh¬ 
bourhood. In the north-east of the district the temporary Deputy Collector reported that 
noe was almost unprocurable and asked for 500 maunds; but 1 know that large stocks ore 
held in that neighbourhood; and as the rain has since come down copiously, I hope that it will 
bring an ample supply into the market, and have asked if it has done so before sending any 
from here.

I have tho honor to submit my half monthly narrative for the fortnight ending 
Monday the 20th matant. 1 have delayed three days to obtain all the information I could 
up to that date. 

2. From all the districts except Palamow, comes the cry of “more ram wanted.” 
Up to the 17th July, in the Hazareebagh district, the prospects of the crops were excellent, 
but during the week ending on that date, only 1*8*1 inches of rain was registered; and from 
some of the police reports it anpears that owing to want of rain transplanting of paddy, 
which had commenced, had been suspended; still no apprehensions of auy failure were 
entertained. There was time for transplanting if tho ram has since fallen sufficiently or 
soon comes, and the crops on tho ground were uninjured The gondii, which in somo 

e accs will be ready for the sickle by the dose of the mouth, is represented as particularly 
xunant, murwa, which will be ready a few days after the gondii, is ulso expected to yield 
abundantly, and the makai, though reported from some quarters to have suffered from the 
heavy ram in June, is on the whole fair. 

3. In the Sudder sub-division of the Loharduggah district, the bhadoi crops are at 
present in first rate order, but transplanting of the gTeat rice crop is, iu the neighbourhood 
of Kanohi, postponed for ram , and the paddy in the sced-bods is rather overgrown, but tbit 
which has been planted broadcast in low lauds, and the gora, or early nee, on the high lands, 
are still in excellent* conthtiou. Gondii and murwa well-advanced, and makai luxuriant. 
In the remote quarters of the Sudder sub-dmsiou I hear there ha* been sufficient rain, and 
transplanting is reported to bo progrcssifig favorably, nevertheless, the lull iu tho rain 
during the last w^ek has affected the market. Ou Saturday last nee was selling at Ranchi 
at 17$ seers for the rupee ; yesterday it rose to 15$ 

4. The P&lamow reports are quite satisfactory, as will be seen from the hall monthly

5. The Manbboom people, except those in the Govindporo sub-division, where the 
weather has bceu seasonable, are becoming most anxious in consequence of the loDg 
intermission of rain. The Deputy Commissioner’s report of the prospects up to the 17th 
instant, w in the hands of Government. Iu that, he stated that the hopes of a bountiful 
harvest from the early crops were unabated, but the deficiency ot rain during the fortnight 
had put a stop to the transplanting which had commenced Wilting on tho 22nd, Colonel 
Rowlatt says:—“ In continuation ol my demi-official of yesterday, I regret to report that for 
the last eight days, no ram whatever has fallen m this part of tbe district, whilst for tho weeks 
ending 11th and 18th, only 0 50 and 1*14 fell, the consequence ot which is that the crops on the 
high lands, consisting of gora faous), gondii, kodo, Indian corn, and pulses (ben and mung) 
are now suffering from want of moisture and are beginning to dry up, the gora has appareutly 
suffered the most, and the others in a less degree The most serious effect of the drought is 
that the seedling (called “afar” in this district) has, when spvrn on high lands, partially withered, 
and on the lower lands is becoming so tall as to be a good deal injured for transplanting. " 
This is a verygloomy account; he, however, adds, “ should ramfallwithin a day or two, not very 
_ much damage will have been done ” I append a copy of 

°' ^ 07 the letter* from which I have extracted the above These bad 

prospects are in the Purulia and Manbazar relief circles, the central and south east parts 
of the district, the large pergunnahs of Burrabhoom, Patkum, and Bugraundi have not 
suffered. The Purulia market is sharply affected by the cessation of ram. Rico was at 14 
seers in the previous fortnight; it fell to 11 beers on the 22nd. 

0. The reports from Singbhoom, though less gloomy, are of the same hue. Captain 
Garbctt.—on the 15th writes, “The ram is still holding off, and matters begin to 
look serious. The fields are beginning to look dry, and the dhau to look bad ; but v/bst 
I like least is, our Kols are getting frightened aud discouraged. They flock to thu 
bungalow every day to ask if the ram is caning, and when.” 







7. Since yesterday, wo have had here indications of a change. There was a smart 
shower in the evening, and to the west there was heavy pin;and I trust that I shall soon hear 
that the cmia is past, and find prospects more favorably in Manbhoom when I go there. 

8 The Hazarcebagh report for the mouth of June, I reoeived since the despatch of 
my narrative for the fortnight ending the 6th instant I hove not obtained any later 
statistics from Mr Beadon His sub-divuional officers and the managers of the Wards 
Estates are objectionably slow in transmitting intelligence. The report above referred to 
is an nnnecessanlv voluminous production, with its four sets of weekly reports from police 
stations, all of which mo resemble each other that the information might have been com¬ 
pressed into a very brief space in Mr Beadon's own narrative 

9 From that narrative wc learn that the rains set in on the 22nd June, and from early 
in the month, the payment of laborers in nee at 11 seers for tho rupee, commenced. This 
change, and the agricultural labor now opcu to the people reduced the numbers engaged 
on relief works to about ono-fourth of the number previously employed 

10 I have approved of the proposal in Mr Bcadon's 17th paragraph, to the effect, 
when the advances now being made to ryots and others of nco arc brought to a conclusion, 
and the stocks ol grain ou the Grand Trunk road exhausted, that Major Preston aud 
Mr. McCarthy's services be dispensed with. 

11 The average number of work-people continuing ou the road and other works, 
was 2,569 adult males, 2,278 females, and 901 children , total, 5,748. Those who had 

• withdrawn from the works had, for the most part, obtained employment in tho fields 

U The poisons employed ou loads m the west and south of the district where there 
«w no Govcrnmcut rice, had becu paid in cash , altogether IU 8,734 bad been thus disbursed, 
but tho payments m kind wefe equivalent to a cash disbursement of Rs. 8,817 In 
addition to tho uImjvc, nearly 9,000 mnuuds of Government, rice had l>een given out m loans, 
and applications, lor such arc still complied with 

13. On the whole Mr Beadon is quite justified in considering that all danger is now 
past in the Hazarecbagh district. For the main cost incurred in relieving distress, wc shall 
have good and useful line** of roads to show and some fine reservoirs , and when the 
advances aro recovered, the cost of relieving distress in tho Hnzureebagh district will appear 
moderate, though in very few districts have the puces of all kinds of food-grain risen higher. 

14. Throughout the llasarcchagh district, at the various centres, licggars and all feeble 
paupers are still fed by the relief committees Ths disbursements by relief committees 
accounted for up to tho 20th instant, have altogether amounted to Its. 5,400, leaving a 
balance to eiedit of 15,658, which is considered sufficient 

15. 1 am very glad to bo abb. to submit on this occasion an unqualified favorable report 
on the Palamow sub-divisiou by Mr. L. It Forbes It leaves nothing to bo desired. Tho 
cropB on tho ground are luxuriant. There w full promise of an unusually fine bbadoi crop. 
The weather has continued favorable, and the usual field operations of the season aro 
going ou satisfactorily, and in regard to tho destruction of embankments by heavy Hoods 
which was the dark shade m the last narrative, Mr Fori* s has, during a recent tour, visited 
several villages and found that the breaches in the embankments •'had, for the most part, 
already been repaired " Keliel operations have bocn all closed, except those carried ou by 
relief committees. Tho quantity of Government nco disposed of during the fortnight appears 
small, but Mr. Forbes hopes to sell 15,000 or 1G,0U0 maunds before Ins next narrative is due. 
I have authorised sale of cargo nee at lb seers, under orders of Government No. 4265—S.R. 
of the 4th luataut 

16. Stiiglil/oom —In thin diatnet all goes well except that anxiety is felt in consequence 
of the dUcoutfhuancc of rain , during the week ending lllth instant, only 1*19 inches had 
been registered, and apparently there has beeu no more since, but prices were not affected, 
common rice was selling at Chaibassa at 20 and in Dhalbhoom at 24 seen for the rupee, and 
the condition of the people is reported to be very good. Tho only relief work now open m 
the Kolhau is clearing out a large tauk at Chaibassa, on which there is an average daily 
employment ol 118 persons, and finishing irrigation works opened in Dhalbhoom, 1,976 
persons These laborers are now paid in gram from stores laid in at the commencement of 
the season The Deputy Commissioner has about Its. 1,000 worth of nee in the Kolhan 
which he wishes to dispose of to the Kols, and 1 have told him to do bo. 

Ma.nbiioom. 

17. The untoward withholding of ram reported above has clouded, temporarily I hope, 
the prospects of Manbhoom, but Colonel Rowlatt’s report of the 17th instant, which is now 
m the hands of Oovernmcut has to me interesting features. 

18. I demur to the account given ol the cllcct of tho reduction in wages of persons 
employed ou minor and local works by Mr llarc, the relief officer of tho Purulia Circle. 
This was ordered by me, because 1 believed that the rates paid were higher than those 
which it wss customary for farmers to oHer for field labor, and 1 was right, but it baa this 
good cflcct those who remain on the works find they can make more at pieco-work 
tban on daily wage*, and many now take to piece-work in preference, even some who have 
been cmplojed on light labor gangs, h is necessary now to be careful that tho pieoe-work 
of 2 annas for 100 cubic het of earth is a fair rate, conaidermg that tbe earth is now soft 
aud easily removed. I have called for information ou this subject. Colonel Kowlatt’s statistics 
are up to 4th July ouly. It was then shown thst#hc numbers employed ou tho roads had 



fallen from 12,082 to 6,832, the numl&r employed for minor woiks, from 3,993 to 3,243, 
bat since that time {he payment for one day's work in pice instead of rice has stopped, ami 
his, it is said, has caused a farther reduction. 

19. But it is unsatisfactory to fimjthat the number now in receipt of food from the sub¬ 
committees has risen in the same penotffrom 6,470 to 8.843, and the uuruber now reported 
as in receipt of unctioked food, has gone up to 11 222 The figures m previous unrr.Uivc 
are too incomplete for comparison, but the increase appears pxc***-ive, though lu the pre¬ 
vious report Colonel Kowlatt informed us, he had addie*»8ed the relief officers, poiutiug 
out the absolute necessity of reducing the numbers as miuh us possible, but (olonel 
Bowlatt says that ho can only attribute the increase in the number of persons relieved 
by the committees to many of those who maiutaiued themselves h\ vroiking on miiioi 
relief works having come to the suh-eommittces when they found the rate of wages had 
been sp much reduced I have requested him to cause inquiries to be made on tins point, 
aud to direct the sub-committees and relief officers to give no chanty to pcn*oca in health 
who leave honest labor of any kind to get fed for nothing

beginning to bo felt Mi Gupta, tho Relief Officer ol tho Jteghoouathpore eastern oirole, 
reports “ Tho want oi ram doling tho groatoi part of tho post fortnight threatened serious 
injury to tho early crops, but I am glad to report that tho slioweis who h liavo set in sinoe 
the day before yestoiday have lomovod all cause of uppiehensiou foi tho present, and as the 
sky still continues cloudy moro rain is oxpectcd Tho tenqxirary dimight roudorod cultiva¬ 
tion very slack , tho ploughing of land and tho transplanting ol paddy woro brought to a 
standstill, and the demand lor labor m the fluids bocamo voiy much less the inevitable 
oousequonce of this was, that largo numbers ol laborers who hail lolt the relief woiks for the 
fields migrated book to our tanks aud loads in spito of the very hard terms ottered thorn.” 
The distnot has, I may say, but just escapod a iai worso^fammo thau that it has just passed 
through Tho crops will not bo lull ones, but should thcVeathor now continue favorable to 
tho dose of the season, ample gram will bo becured to provido for all tho wants of the poople, 
with probably somotlung to *piue. 

The public health is good Cliolora has now quito disappeared, and small-pox is 
diminishing, aud uo other lorrns of disease aro at ull prevalent. 

It is very satisfactory to bo ablo to roport that no gram robberies, or other crimes due to 
the soaroity and high prices of food wluoli have prevailed, have takon plane. The oountry 
is, m fact, remarkably peaceablo and crime is loss rifo than usual, which can only be 
attributed to tho complete aud ull-suffioieut amount of relief which has been afforded to the 
people by the employment afforded them ou the roads and ta nk a, aud the distribution of rioe 
Djr tho group offioers and sub-committees.

Owing to the want of ram and tho consequent stoppage ol fiohl-work, tho number of 
people who were still seeking employment on the rebel woiks was laige , mauy of thoso who 
nod loft the rohof works amun roturuod lo thorn, us work in tho Holds had ceased to bo 
procurableon somo of tho roads, notably that oponod out ns a ichof woik from Manbazar 
to Itughunathpur, thorn was no diminution of luboiere on nocount of the change in payment 
from pice to nee On tho Jhalda and Chamlil rood, howovci, the pooplo nil struck work 
early m the fortnight, and subsequently those on the Purulu and Ohass road have all 
left it, so that tho woik on these Iwo roads is nowdosod Tho rnunboi of roads boiug 
constructed as ichof works is therefore now reduced lo 10, and duiiug the ensuing fortnight 
it is probable that somo othore will have to lw discontinued, as now that rain has again come 
on, work will no doubt bo proourablo in tho holds Tins, however, will only last lor about a 
month, after which, that is, flora tho beginnmg'of Keptombor to Docemboi, work will again 
be required to enable tho laboring classes to support themselves, until tho great harvest time 
comes round 

Tho average munbor of porsous employed on the roads during the fortnight under 
report was 5,285 against G,382 during tho previous fori night, showing a decrease of 1,097.

was found to be insufficient, and 30,000 maunds more were therefore applied for, whioh havo 
been ordered, and whioh is now on its way to Burrakur by rail, and bv cart to Boghoonathpore, 
half being required there and half i i Purulia; it is expected that tno transport of the whole 
of this quantity will be completed m fifteen or twenty days 

The Belief Officer of the GovindDore circle having reported that he would probably have 
a small surplus of grain, he has boon ai reeled, in oommumoation with tho Belief Officer of the 
Western Boghoonathpore oirole, to transfer 3,000 maunds to Mahal, which is now Wing done , 
from Mahal this grain will be conveyod to Arta, in Perguunah Khaspel, bolouging to the 
Purulia circle, by the Assistant Belief Offioor there, where it is urgently required, foi loaning 
out to the ryots in that direction, to onable them to go on with their cultivation 
The distanoe from Burrakur to Arta rid Govmdpore is about the same as by Roghoonath- 
pore and Purulia, by whioh tho grain to Arta liad previously been sent, so that no extra 
carriage bos to be paid for by the means which have boon adopted of adjusting the supply us 
required in eaoh circle.

2. The'rain which is still falliug will do mueh good over the whole division, and 
I expect the aous rice crop to be a very good one If the ram continues a little longer, 
which seems likely, there will be enough for transplanting the amun.

1 navi the honor to submit my narrativo of scarcity and relief for the fortnight ending 
Saturday, the 25th July 1874. 

2 The bazars bavo generally been sufficiently supplied with food-grains to meet the local 
wants. The insufficiency of the stock in thaoas Kaliguncre and Nakasiparah has been made 
up by the importation of Government noe. Tho stoik of food-grains in certain portions of 
thai.os Kanmpore indTchatU, m sub-diunion Meberpore, and in thana Jagnli, in sub-division 
RanaghAt, is reported to be low, but I expect that, with moderately favorable weather for the 
coming crops, it will be all either lent or thrown into the market without reserve. This, with 
the aid of importations by private traders, will prove suflicicnt for the localities till the 
aous crop is gathered.

The fall would doubtless have been greater lmd it not been fur the drought Now that the 
rain has fallen, holders ol rice will be tnoic ready to part with their stock, and lower prices 
mtfy be anticipated. 

4. No additional information has been received regarding tho actual stock m band, so 
that I have nothing to add to what 1 said in my lust noriative 


6. State of tke Crops .—Ncprlv all the joldhan, hhuro, and china, have becu har¬ 
vested, and a fair yield secured 1 regret to repoit that the wunt of rain has done some 
damage to noun paddy, which hod been previously *o promising. The prospect* of the 
amiin crop had also become very "loomv. Hnt \ery little transplanting has taken plaoc, 
and the young seedlings uro said to huvedned up in places In Kooshtea the noun 
crop has sustained damage by the unusual rise* in the rivers The sub-divisional officer 
of Kooahtea reports that he has not Wn able to ascertain the extent of the damage 
done; but it is satisfactory, he say*, to Hud that tho river is fulling once more The 
drought now seems to have come to an end. Rain is known to have lullen m several 
parts of the district, and from the stato ol tho woutlier for the ln«t two or three days it seems 
probable thnt the rain has been general On Sat unlay il rained heie (ut Kishnaghur) for four 
or five hours, and more rain still may lie expected We havo now good ground* for hoping 
that, though the amvn crop ba« been thrown back, no voiy serious damage lias been done to tho 
a out. The indigo is being manufactured, aud promise* a good outturn. Jute is doing very 
well, sugarcane and chillies are being tiunsplanted 


fl Though tho drought h.u» pioduced gicut anxiety, I do not think thnt upon tho whole 
distress has increased No special cases ol tuibciy oi actual stuivation havo yet been brought to 
light. Seven grain-thefts have been reported by the police during the fortnight, the total 
value of tho gram stolen being Us 2G-8. There is no doubt a curtuiu amount <Jf prinaure felt 
all ovei the district, hut not enough, to the Ismt ol my judgment, to require relief ul tho hands 
of Government • 


7. No marked decrease in oxcisnble articles is observable, but I have no doubt that the 
high price of food-grains has had sorao effect in diminishing consumption 

8. All classes of plople expect that the pleasure which they foel will cease in about a 
month more, when the growing uouh crop has been harvested 1 do not think it likely that any 
tracts in tho district will need relief measures, except those in which 9uch work has been 
already undertaken; hut ull mean* in our power are being used to watch tho statu of the 

• country. 

9. The steps which the sub-divisional officer ot Meheiporc bos taken to alleviate the distress 
in certain portions ol tlunas Kunmpore, Tchatta, and Gauce, havo proved adequate The 
aspect ol affairs there bos improved, and no Iresn measures will he nectary. 1 apprehend 
nothing serums in those parte of Bongong where it was reported that distiess to some extent 
prevailed Since my return from a vn.it lo Uehogram, and some ot the distressed tracts in the 
neighbourhood, everything has been going in satisfactorily. Mr Dutl, in whose energy 
I have much confidence, has now immediate chaige of rebel operations Cooked instead ol 
uncooked rice is now being distributed at Debogram to all poisons requiring relief who live 
within a circuit of* two miles, and a nece^miv consequence has been that candidates 
for gratuitous relief have greatly decreased in numbei. In order, however, to provide 
for the cases of respectable persons, Mr. Dutt 1ms arranged that they shall receive 
their rebel apart. Tins he hue been enabled to do by the help of Baboo Barnundass Mookerjec, 
who has kindly permitted the distribution to he mude at his home the recipients are content 
with this. 

10. In the distressed tracts, roads (t-hiefly village roads) and embankments are being 
resorted to by increased numbers. The numbers may be expected to continue U grow till the 
reaping of the aous and the transplanting of the amun have fairly begun The number of 
persons employed at present may be estimated at .1,000 per diom. 

11. Traffic has increased in sub-divisions Kanaghat, Kooslitea, and Sudder, owing to the 
rise of water in tho several nveis 

12. As previously reportod, the distribution of charitable relief w going on both in the 
Debograui and Moofagatclia circles In addition to the 0,000 uuunds of rice already received 
from Government lor charitable relief, u lurtliei supply of 2,000 muunds loi general purpose* 
baa been sanctioned, and I hope by this timo bos reached Knligunge. Tim supply I hope will 
be quite sufficient to carry the people oi the dwtics-icd trade ilnough till tho coming attus crop 
is harvested.

The Administration Report of the Calcutta Municipality for the year 1872. 

Read— 

Tbe Admimstiation Report of Hie Calcutta Municipality for the year 1S7‘1 

Resolution. —The Lioutcnnnt-Govemor observes that Mr. Stuart Hogg, 
Chairman of the Justices of •Calcutta, was absent on leave for nearly ten 
months of the year X873, and was therefore unable to record any personal 
experiences of the subjocts under report. Tho thanks of Government are, 
• however, duo to Mr. S Hogg for a clear, able, and suggeativo report compiled 
from information derived from tho records of tbo office, as well as for bis 
vigorous and efficient administration of tbe affairs of the Calcutta Municipality 
since his return from leave. 

2. In more than one passage it is remarked that the Justices are, as a 
body, taking a moro active interest and part in tbe contiol and executive 
management of the town of Calcutta, especially in details connected with 
financial arrangements. The Lieutenant-Governor considers this a healthy 
sign, and will ho glad to hear of the further development of this feature of tho 
administration. 

3. Tho great progress mado in tho drainage works, so that nearly 50 
miles of sowers have been completed out of a total of 112 j mile9, is a matter 
for sincere congratulation to all inhabitants of the town. It is very important 
that all the main drains should bo completed, as expected, before thd close of 
tho cold season of 1875, and it is to bo hoped that tbo residents in tho northoro 
division will have applied by that time for the extension of the drainage scheme. 
The Lieutenant-Governor can, from personal observation, fully corroborate the 
statement that the improvement effected by tbe thorough drainage of a 
considerable area round the Medical College Hospital i9 very great. Ilo has 
noticed tho opinion formed by cornRuteut persons in favour of departmental 
over contract work in drainage matters. 

di. The connection of l,2bG houses during the past year with tho water- 
supply works, bringing the total number up to 7,1G0, is satisfactory. With 
respect to the increasing demand for filtered water, and the schemes under 
discussion for the supply of the additional water required, the Lieutenant 
Governor would bo willing to consider the feasibility of doubling the water- 
supply at Pultali and providing a second mam from Pultah to Tnllah Ifut 
as this measure would necessitate a large outlay of money, His Honor would 
not be disposed to sanction it before other alternative schemes have been 
thoroughly investigated, arid until tho bearing of the project upon the 
finances of the municipality shall have been exaftnned 

5. The roads have been allowed to be opened to make 1,502 water-supply 
and 1,130 drainage connections, and in 920 different places for repairing or 
laying down gas-pipes. This work was supervised by the Hoad Department 
These facts arc accepted by tho Lieutenant-Governor as encouraging 

6. Conservancy must alwajs be a difficult, expensive, and harassing branch 
of the administration of a large town. The Lieutenant-Governor behoves that 
the Health Officer, with his staff of overseers, lias tho subject thoroughly at 
heart, and is indefatigablo in his supervision. He desires, however, that caution 
may bo exercised in tho institution of petty prosecutions, lest they bo turned 
into an engine of oppression. Ho fully concurs m the opinion held by tbe 
Chairman in common with many members of the corporation, that potty pro¬ 
secutions are ot small avail, and that tho proper syst-ni is to inflict adequate 
fines on refractory persons only. His Honor will hear with much pleasure that 
some of tho Justices are willing to accept the general supervision of sections of 
the town and dispose of conservancy cases within that area. 





7. The subject of the buateea , or native villages, in the town, is one that 
should specially commend itself to the numerous wealthy native gentlemen 
residing in Calcutta. The idea of forming model villages out of them is an 
excellent one, though the work,, under this name, scarcely comes within the 
legitimate functions of the Municipality. 8irJ£. Temple desires that the subject 
may be pressed on the attention of leaders of the native community. 

8. The remarks made in the concluding portion of paragraph 93 of the 
Chairman’s report, regarding the construction of cheap urinals, are very 
important to the well-being of the crowded parts of the town. He should 
give this matter his early consideration. 

9. The Lieutenant-Governor deems it satisfactory that six new markets 
were licensed during the year. He cordially thanks the Maharajah of Burdwan 
and Baboo Damoodar Doss Burmun for the extensive improvements carried 
out hy them in the Postah Bazar and in Choonee Boebec’s Postah in Durma- 
hatta street respectively. He trusts that their excellent example will bo 
extensively followed. 

10. Although the promoters of the proposed Company for the reclama¬ 
tion of the Salt-wntor Lake wore unable to carry out their schemes, notwith¬ 
standing the concessions they obtained from the Justices, the Lieutenant- 
Governor is of opinion that this very important object should bo borne in mind; 
and ho would wish to hear what the Justices now propose to do with the 
property, which is again thrown on their hands by the inability of a lessee to 
carry out his part of an agreement. The municipal line from the town to the 
Salt-water Lake His Honor bolieves to be an excellent work 

11. The Lieutenant-Governor has perused with regret the account of the 
failure of tho Municipal Tramway as explained by the Chairman, but observes 
that this need not prevent Government from reconsidering the best moans of 
introducing tramways on an improved and more comprehousivo plan. 
Moanwliilo certain preliminary steps havo been taken before proceeding 
further with the negotiations with Mr. Macallister, who was prepared to accept 
on certain conditions the franchise for laying a tramway through the thorough¬ 
fares. 

12. Tho Lieutonant-Governor thinks that the. sum—upwards of 
Rs. 20,000—expended by the Justices in order to convert the Sealdah market 
building into a suitable pauper hospital was well spent, as it is a capital 
building for the purpose. He understands that “ The Campbell Medical School 
and Hospital ” at Sealdah aie working well under Dr. Woodford’s supervision. 

13. His Honor would he glad to hfiar what prospect there is of an organ 
being obtained lor the Town Hall. He has heard complaints from timo to 
time of tho dimness of the gas lamps in the town, and desires that the 
Chairman will report whether the lighting has recently been giving more 
satisfaction. 

14. It is important that the working of the Jute Act should be carefully 
watched, and convictions obtained, if possible, for wilful infringement of its 
provisions. 

% 16 The revision of tho assessment of the town by Mr. Rowe appears to 
have been effected with tact, equity, and consukratencss, and to have proved 
satisfactory even to the rate-payors. His merits, as a valuable officer to the 
corporation, are fully acknowledged by the Government of Bengal. 

16. The Lieutenant-Governor cannot close this report without placing 
on record his high appreciation of the valuable and lasting services rendored 
to the corporation and residents of Calcutta by Mr. W. Clark, late Engineer 
to the Municipality, whose name will he ever honorably remembered in 
connection with the great schemes for water-supply and drainage of the town. 


Ordkh.—O rdered that a copy of the abovo Resolution be forwarded to the 
Chairman of the Justices of Calcutta for information and guidance.

ADMINISTRATION REPORT OP THE HOWRAH MUNICIPALITY FOR 

THE YEAR 1873-74. 


R'ESOZ V TION. 

MUNICIPAL. 

Calcutta , the 11th August 1874. 

Read— 

The Admimstraixou Report of the Howrah Municipality for the year 1873-74. 

Read again— 

The Annual Report for 1872 73 

Resolution.— Income —Tho total income of the Municipality amounted to 
Rs. 1,67,460-2-4, as compared with Kb. 1,19,182-0-5 m the previous year. This 
increase is duo partly .to the imposition for the first time in tho past year of a 
lighting rate, which produced for tho part of the year for which it was lovied 
Rs. 6,716-0-9. The collections on account of house rate were on tho whole 
successfully realized, leaving a smaller balance thnn in tho previous year. 
Tho question of tho levy ot tolls in the Municipality is the subject of a separate 
correspondence which is still pending There has been a slight diminution of 
tho receipts under this head, clue, it is said, to tho correction of an abuse which 
existed in the levy of toll on carts, &c , plying only within the town. The 
receipts on account of fines were Rs 6,271-8-6, against Rs. 3,766-0-6 in tho 
previous year. It is explained, however, that the fines imposed hv the Muni¬ 
cipal Commissioners were actually less than in the previous year, tho excess 
arising from receipts from the Magistrate, of fines levied by lum under 
Act XXI of 1867. The question whether tho fines under this Act, which were 
credited to Government from 1809 to April 1873, should be placed to the credit 
of tho Municipality, will be further considered on receipt of thb Commissioners' 
application. A sum of Rs. 0,939-8-9, the surplus receipts under the Juto 
Warehouse Act, have been placed to the credit of the Municipality. It is 
explained that a* separate account of this is kept, so that tho fund cannot bo 
enoroached upon for general purposes, and the manner of the application of 
these funds w\U bo disposed of on the receipt of further information winch has 
been called for frbm tho Municipality The introduction of a now scale 
of fees for licenses to carry on olmpxious tr.ules, in place of the objectionable 
uniform rate of Rs. 25 formerly cli irged, has resulted m no loss to the 
town, tho receipts under this head showing some increase. 

Expenditure .—The total expenditure of the Municipality was Rs. 1,51,188. 
One of the heaviest charges, that of lighting, will in futuro be met by tho 
special rate under Act V (B.C.) of 1873 On the roads, was spent Ks. 21,628-3-0. 
The report, paragraph 62, would seem to show that the results attained weronot 
commonsurate with tho outlay, seeing that the improvements effected extended 
only to 4J miles out of 68 miles of riadway in the municipality. Tho rates 
at which tho brick-metalling of the roads was executed appear extravagantly 
high, and the mattor deserves the attention of the Commissioners. Tho expendi¬ 
ture on conservancy amounted to Rs 28,911, a proportion of which w'ould 
seem to be properly debitable to the head of roads; the icpair of cutcha- 
roads and of the margins of pucca-roads being executed by the Conservancy 
Department. The increasing strictness with which the conservancy rules 
a9 to the disposal of uight-suil aro enforced is satisfactory. Tho practice, 
however, of disposing of the sweepings of the streets in tanks and hollows 
within the town is objoctionable and should bo disooutmued Tho cost of the 
Police, so far as it was a charge on the Municipality, wjs Rs 30,392, or some¬ 
what less than the estimato Tho miscellaneous expenditure is put down at 
Rs. 13,715-13-2. Of this, however, Rs. 6,277-1-3, winch is dobitablo to the 
drainage works, should appear under tho head of Local Improvements. 8o 
far as tho works have been executed, tho result appears to hove beon satisfac¬ 
tory. The noxt yearly account should show clearly an increased expenditure 
on them, the means having been provided by tho Government loan.

lHortuary Returns .—The improvement in the method of collecting these 
statistics is satisfactory. The result is to show a death-rate of 30 per mille, 
which is a heavy rate of mortality, attributable in great part to the prevalence 
of fever and cholera The Lieutenant-Governor would wish to know whether 
all deaths in the lfow rah Hospital are taken iqto this account. 

The thanks of Government are due to Messrs. S. H. Robinson, R. Pearce, 
and Dr. It N. Burgess, and to Baboos Kedar Nath Bhuttacliarjea, Tara 
Prosunno Mookerjea, Raj Mohun Bose, Nundo Gopal Chunder, and Gour 
Dass Bysack, for the attention they have givcu to Municipal business and the 
disposal of cases tried under the Municipal Act. Baboo Raj Mohun Bose 
has been particularly conspicuous for the number of municipal cases which he 
tried, and Messrs. Rcily and Kiernander also took a large share of this work. 
Then* seems no just ground lor complaint on the scoro of the severity of 
penalties imposed. The Lieutenant-Governor notices the favorable mention 
which is made of Mr. Donmthorne, the Secretary, for his thorough knowledge 
of his duties and the zeal with which he discharges them. His attention 
should bo drawn by the Commissioners to the not unfrequent recurrence of 
frauds in the Account Department, and the special necessity for its careful 
supervision, llis Honor would wish to know whether any steps were taken 
to prosecute the Accountant and Ins Assistant for their criminal proceedings.

STATEMENT OP THE BURDWAN MAHARAJAH’S RELIEF OPERATIONS 
FOR THE FORTNIGHT ENDING 2STH JULY 1874. 


Burdwan. 

Relief Houee —The daily average of apolicaate for food at the annarhattm at Burdwan 
has oontinued high, bat a slight decrease m the number was beginning to be perceptible 
during the last two or three days of the fortnight. 1,450 have been duily fed, among whom 
there were a good number from the outlying villages, particularly those on tho other side of the 
nver Damooda. Though some of these, when they first come in, declare that they have been 
in great distress, there is nothing like starvation visible in their appearance. 

About 100 persons are etill employed on the tanks in Bard wan, but, os before stated, there 
is no demand for employment. 

CULNA. 

Relief Howe. -r-The averago number receiving relief at the Cnlna Sadder Rutea has been 
630, of whom about 300 work for their food and the rest are old, infirm people, and young 
children. In addition to this number, about 70 respectable persons are receiving uncooked 
rice, and it is anticipated that this number will bo considerably increased as pressure is 
increasing on tbo middle classes as tho season advances. 

Bood-bood. 

Bood-bood returns show a decrease in tho namber of applicants for relief at the 
annaobattra, but sevore distress is ropoitcd among the middle classes, and orders have been 
sent to food all respcctublo persons whom tho relief superintendent may certify as requiring 
aid These persons will receive uncooked food iu rations for five daya at a time. It is 
anticipated that tho number will be very large. 

Kkdmaii. 

Tho numbers at Kcdmah have increased and are daily increasing. 875 has boon tho daily 
averago during tho fortnight, and 105 respootablo persons have received raw nee daily

The peculiarities of the present season thus far, are almost as marked as were those of 1873. 
The season of tillage (January to- April) was characterized by a rainfall above the average in 
almost every division, and conspicuously so m Rajshahye, Dacca, and ChotA Nagpore. In 
the Bchar, Bhagulpore, and Orissa Districts, the rains during this period were a little below 
the normal fall, but to no very material extent On the.other hand, the rainfall of the 
sowing season (May, June, July,) has been abnormally and almost dangerously scanty in the 
BurdwaD, Presidency, Hajshahye, and Dacca divisions, but a little better than average in Bebar 
and Bhagulpore Tirhoot however, has been again most unfortunate. It is the July fall in 
particular—the month for transplanting the late rice—that has been so deficient 
[pp 2726.2727.]

what I taw myself, and what I heard from respectable aemmdsrs and well-to-do ryots, that 
there is no possibility of any injury being done to the bhadoi crops. This year the land on 
which bhadoi was sown exceeded by one-fourth the usual auantity that used to be devoted 
to this purpose in previous yean The whole of this land, whether high or low, was well 
watered oy the early rain we had in Juno, the result has been a “ bumper crop/' which will 
go to a great extent in relieving th6 wants of the people ” 

With the exception of Thnapore, however, where the sub-divisional officer reports that 
they have an abunaance of water, ram is generally wanted throughout the district to allow of 
transplanting the young nee plants, but for this I am glad to say we have still some four or 
five weeks left, and from the appearance of the weather we may expect a good fall of ram 
any day, and, in fact, local showers are of almost daily occurrence 

7. The condition of the people is reported upon favorably lrom all parts of the district, 
and no case of misery or starvation was brought to light during the fortnight. 

8. 188 emigrants were registered for Demerara and 27 for British Burmah during the 
fortnight; whereof 86 belonged to Patna, 24 to Gya, 22 to Shahabad, 2 to Tirhoot, 2 to 8arun, 
1 to Chumparuu, and the rest to qther district'*

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the prospects, no* reporta that there has been 4 nearly mffioient rain for the bhadoi crops, and 
that the yield is likely to be, if any thing, above the average.’ With the extraordinary 
partiality which baa marked all the rains this year, the rest of tho sub-division, exoept 
perhaps the part about Pulsing Serai (where rumour says similar ram fell), has not 
been so favoured. A magnificent promise is thus daily failing There cannot now be the 
full drop onoe expected. I fear tnat even immediate rain would hardly secure a 10-anna

labourers have all remained In the TQorkee circle, whore 7,78(i labourers were being employed, 
there has been a goneral strike. The Superintendent writes— 44 labourers have been ooming 
steadily to the relief works , but the last few days, since the reduotion of wages the works have 
been completely forsaken ; but I think that in a few days many will return, that is, when 
they run out of the small stores of grain whioh I believe many have managed to save from the 
former rates they received ” From other circles I have not yet reoeived any information on 


15 I sincerely trust that the “ barest subdstenoo wages,” which I fixed in aooordance, 
as I thought, with His Honor’s instructions, may not be maintained to the end of the season.

P.8 .—WitS reference to paragraph 16, I htne the honor to udd that I have this 
morning ridden over the northern portion of the Kantoe circle, have visited some relief work*, 
and have conferred with the assistant manager of Reghai ont-work. It appears that the 
reduoed rates of wage* were introduced in this circle on the 6th instant, and that the averago 
daily numbers for the week ending 13th instant aro as follow •—Men 2,796, women 1,722, 
children 632, total 5,150. Though there has been a decrease on the whole, it has not been 
very marked or important The cause of the relief works being now so much frequented is 
exactly what I supposed,, via. the destruction of crops by iuundation. All the first 
sowings of rioe were completely ruined, and though second sowiugs wore made, there has 
not been a»fficieut ram lately to admit of the seedlings being transplanted Besides the 
young dhan, I regret to say that other crops have suffered more or lees severely Soma and 
kownee have gone entirely, and the mak&i cobs have scan ely filled at all The assistant 
manager believes that Government mu-t continue to give assistance to the people in lus circle 
up to the end of the year lu one largo village (Mundaya), where the crops were wholly 
destroyed and the waters havo not subsided (the lands being all low churn), the people one 
and aU are only kept alive by relief works and arlvancos of grain lu one or two other villages 


there is very groat pressure, and I may say genotully, that without tho assistance now being 
given by Government, great mortality would ensue m the northern |H»rtion.of Kantoe rirele 
The labourers oomplam of the reduction ol wages, but not so much as might have boon 


expocted

Statr op the Country 

1 In ttfe present qarrativc I have still to leport a continuance of fino weather Tho 
general want of rain is scnomly affecting tho haivcst puihpeets, and n great deal will dopund 
upon a rainfall during tho h 0 ft few d »ys The harvest pro** peels diffei of collide m different 
localities, bukgunciully it imy ho (..ml that the gnat murw.i <mp when* not gather'd requires 
ram to fill tho heads, und that the tiaiisplanling of ncu is delayed liy the extremely dry condi¬ 
tion of the boil The present is no doubt a ensn*, and the lieltcr to describe tin* exact state of 
things ut this moment, I annex a map coloured nccoiding to tho slate of the eiops, which, in 
the more northern portion of iny jnnsdiction, I have ju«L < ir« lullv inspected It will bo been 
that tho lc^st favorable ptobi*»cts ol uce and murwA arc hi tint tiact ol couutiy between the 
Kumlah and Bulan, but where the mai/o luivcsl has been a wry good one. 

2. The report lor the different locihties is as follows — 

Sectiimvrhee —The scanty rainfall m this biili-dm-ioii Ins not only mteifercd with tho 
completion of rice tr msplinting, but ha** uflectcd the bludm crops, which are nejily ready for 
cutting Uule«s wo have a heavy downfall, the outturn of the *athce will lxt very small, 
indeed next to nothing Every moimug there aie ludicatmus of heavy rain, but the clouds 
towards mid<luy disperse. 

, PoornKK Sub-Divisfon 

A heavy fall of ram is required to **/>cure a heavy hoi vest Indian corn partly gatlieied, 
partly ripening. Murwa and «hama, l>olh very thick cr*»p&, hi places ripe and gathered ; both 
crops, as also Uuntc and jeree, generally m the ear, and last upproachihg mntniity. Extensive, 
fields ot there crops are ripening, the stalks thick and juicy, hut the seed wanting in fulness. 
Tho crops ah endy gathered are exceptionally good. Tho paddy h in tho lower lands healthy 
and growing vigoioiihly, in the higliei laud-* much in want ol rain.* In tho Mudhoobunnee 
Sub-dmeiou tho crops vaiy considerably. Fiom the banks of the Chotu Baghrnutce to tho 
Kumlah tho murwu and Iudun corn aie very lair, and the paddy up to date veiy healthy. 
Between the Kumlah and Balan, constituting tho llukwa cuclc, tho Indian corn is splendid, 
but murwa poor, and rice looking sadly m wnnt of water, farther south, in what forms tho 
Mudhoobunnco sudder relief circle, the crons aie dry and have a withered oppearanco, and 
transplanting is, on the higher lands, stopped.

•The condition is described as follows :—“ Lest fortnight vm characterised by ■ general 
hopefulness induced by seasonable weather, general showers, and indications warranting expec¬ 
tations ot a bountiful harvest. The present fortnight has been marked by short rainfall, 
extensive stoppage of agricultural operations, and anxiety as to the future of the paddy orope. 
The early bhadoi, murwa, and ehama has been mostly secuied against tho chance of any great 
failure, but the later sown bhadoi and the whole of the paddy crops are seriously threatened/* 
Tho weather is cloudy and there are occasional showers, but there has been no good fall of rain 
in this sub-division since the 22nd July, except at Kuchra, where there have been three heavy 
showers. 

The agriculturists have in the lower lands taken advantage of the fine weather to reaow 
most of the lands whero tho crops had been destroyed by the earlier floods. In eomo villages 
the seed has boon found to be that<of aous poddy and unsuited for transplanting, and fresh seed 
ie being supplied by the Couit of Wards. 

The three worst tracts as regards prospects of crops in this sub-division, then, are Bukwa, 
Sudder Circle, Mudhoobunnee, and Motipore. 

In Naravn, the »*tate of things is better. Tho last heavy fall was on the 26th, and the 
orope are still healthy and growing vigorously, but still thoy would be improved by rain. 
The crops in the western half ot the Putrahec cucle are, similar to the Bukwa crops, stunted 
and poor, but the raoie western crops are very good indeed. Tho Durbungah situation may be 
best described in Mr. MacDonnell’a own words,—“The continued drought bos had an injurious 
effect on the murwa, which in places is turning yellow, a sure sign of decay and unhealthiness j 
insufficient moisture has also had the effect of checking transplanting. In the Hathi Sub¬ 
division, however, there bos beeo a fair rainfall within the last few days, and the prospects 
have much improved

Returns are being received 
of the number! who have died whilst receiving charitable relief In 2 circles 17 persons sut 
of 2,800 have dTed in 6 months. In Mudhoobunnee there were sporadic cases ot cholera at 
Mahta and Bhatolia; otherwise there have been no epidemics In the Bukwa circle, of the 
deaths reported, 18 arc of persons on charitable relief In Motipore, out ot 30 reported deaths, 
18 were of persons in receipt of chantablo reliof. In Durbhungah, there bare ulso been a 
few sporadic oases of oholera.

Generally the condition of the people is so good that, with the cutting ot the murwa crop, 
the number of persons recoivmg charitable relief may safely bo diminished. Along the 
Northern Frontier there arc, however, still numbers of haggard lean-looking persons, 
mostly wanderejs from Nepaul, to be seen, and some lew even of our own peoplo, who remind 
me of the oarlier famine months.

for montliB naat from Oudh, and that thereforo it is reasonable to oxpeet thoijbo surplus 
produco for exportation tnonce must bo now running stioil, mid mond/y, that with tho 
prospect of an abundant harvest iu a few week*, there is not ninth towptuticm to import, hi 
uny oonsiaeraole quautitie 8 . But be this as it may, I um lully couviuced that a gieat

risk would have been run if early steps had not been taken to supply the cultivators with 
Government giain. It is to bo borne in mind ,ftrtt, that tho great mass of the ryots had 
not the means to purchaso grain in tho market; secondly, that it is not likely that the petty 
mahajuns who carry tho ryots on in an ordinary year, had sufficient grain otocks to make tho 
usual advanocs; and thu dhj , that, considering to what an unexpected oxtent private trade 
has mot tho demand in all theso months past, it would have been imprudent to rely on its 
holding out to tho end, to say nothing of tho oertamty that had it not been for the supplies 
of Government giain, pi icos would, as has been abundantly proved by the experience of 
former famines, have gono up at once, and bocn maintained at famine rates without regard 
to the available stocks m the hands of tho bonueahs and others 

2 Supplies aio inportod by the polico to ho dofioient at Goldengungo, in Manjhee, and 
Bu^Mintporo, throughout tho Musrukh tliana, in Pursa, and at Kutiya; and it is, m my belief, 
solely owing to tho slackening of tho demaud on the markols, in consequent*) of tho roliof of 
a largo proportion of tho population by means of Government gnun, that tho supplies in the 
bazars generally have contmuod to meet tho demand I havo been assurod by planters 
and othei % that nee is scarcely to bo obtamod in many of tho bazars in tho intonor. It is 
to be noted that in ordinary years, tho northoin portion of tho distnot is largoly supplied 
with Nopanl noo, and that with tho failure of this trado, thuio has this yoar boon but Iittlo 
attempt on tho pail ol private tnulc to supply its place from other souroos, and, as a 
oonsoquonoo, prices havo all along mlod much higher in those parts of tho distnot This 
alono would show tho fallacy of supposing thut txudo is regulated in tho same mauuor in 
this country as m European conntiios 

y Tno imports, mainly into the sudder sub-division, were, dunng the past fortnight, at 
Ohupia 4,710 maunds, nouo ol winch was noo, at Bovclguugo 17,000 mauuds, ot which 
],H0O maunds only were rico , at Dooroogungo 1,007 mauuds, at Panaporo 27 mauuds; and 
at lioopaiK hap (m the Buirowloo tliana ot tho Sowan sub-division), 700 mounds. Tho 
oxpoits to Tirlioot and (Jhumparun amounted to 740 and GIO mauuds rcspoctivoly 

4 Ol tho Ohupra sub-division Major Jackson wntee 

“ The petty outlying bazars continue to bo supplied with gram, but to no very great 
extent In lact, there is a shglit falling off, but sufficient to meet thodeinaud ” 

0 Regarding 1 ho Manjhoowib-division, Mr Tonneiro wntes 

“ The supplies impoitod into this suh-division are just sufhaont to moot tho slight 
domands in tlm ba/ai, and there lsnosuiplos whatovoi ol food-gi.uu in them Only 20 or 
„>”> pnck-bullocks bring previsions on maiket-days into oue of the lnigost bazais , this shows 
how slight imports are, and fmm enquiries I havo ascertained that in ordinary years thoro 
is alwnvs a flow of largo stores into bazars on tho days ou which they me held 

“ Food-gram caunot be always piocured in tho bazars, aud iu one bazar in particular, 
Kulhooa, there is no nco available at all. 

“ Anot hoi fact pioves tho seal city of stores. In tinios of plenty Iho value of ft/inrA- 
jmt'te pice increases — about 72 guudas to tho ni|K*o , whereas when scarcity prevails, thoir 
valuo decreases, aud now for instance about 80 aio to be had per mpeo ” 

G. Mr Bany, m chargool tho Pursa sub-division, ropoits as follows — . 

“ No deficiency ho** been lepoi ted, and pucos seem htftlloiiary, or noaily so, at tho figures 
quoted m my last repoit 

“Tho abundant oiop of rhoona in South Kusnmi ought to loduco pi ices m that 
quarter, as a largo poition of it will doubtless bo threwn ujnm tho maikot ” 

7 Unfortunately, this is the poition <»t the distnet which has l»oou rooontly submorged 
by the Gauges muudation, and mm h ot tho iheenft, it is believed, was only just being 
harvostod 

8 Tho price of horloy at Pursa, as given iu the onuoxiuo, has piobably boon misquoted 

by tho police. . 

9 The following is Mr Wright’s report of tho Sowan sub-division — 

“The bozais continue to bo well supplied, and tho fact of this being tho caso whon 
private importations fiorn othei distnels still oontmue to decrease, proves, I think, that there 
must bo a good stock of giuiu m tho luinds of the people in tho suh-ilivision I do not mean to 
say that the poorer classes havo any stocks of gram iu thoir possession, ns they are a class in 
this district who nio accustomed to live from hand to mouth, hut the well-to-do and the 
traders must have Mores of gram, else tho supplies in tho bazars would long ore this havo 

tuu short . 

“ The private importations of giain dunng tho past fortnight omountod only to 6,140 
maunds Tho qxpoits according to reports, received wore 96 maunds ot barley, sent from 
Gut ham to the Goruckporo distnet. 

“ Mr It at tray mloirns me that ho has had spocial enquincs mado at tho nnnoipal marts 
throughout Ibis division by tho tehsildnr us to tho rensou for such a groat falling off in the 
pninto grain importations, und that tho tehsildnr after maliug the onqumos reports that the 
large advances ot Gotonuuont giaiu givon to tho l«eoplo have cheeked and almost put a stop 
to pnvato tiade Traders ure afraid that thoy will not get nd of tho gram thoy havo already 
in thou hands, and will not therefore lun tho lisk of importing largely as thoy used to do ” 

10 I havo ulicady alluded to tho fact of tho diminished demand on tho markets, a* 
wotl as to fhe probablo ouuscs of tho falling off in tho ^importations, so I need not remark 
fuitkei on this bend. 







11- Concerning* the itutwa surwnvi&ion, Mr lloagianson writes 

44 Tho supplies of grain in tho bazars of this sub-iimsion have been suflicictft Tht> now 
gram, tengoonoe and murwo, has begun to come into the market, bhuiudee nco is ready, and 
makai is bomg so4d near the Gunduk dcarah 

“ The llaj tehsildar denies tho correctness of tho police report that the supply of gram 
had fallon short in Kutiya Tho maiket has boon amply supplied on evoiy maiket-day, 
though on ono or two occasions m wet weather trndeis aud puiohosois hnvo assembled in less 
numbers than usual Tho deficiency of supplies oannot-bo mfenod horn this oircumatanco, 
aud ns a matter of fact, it doos not fxist ” 

12. Kind mid Pi tee of drain lelhwj at tho different Jfn t* —Tho kind and pnee of gram 
selling at tho principal matte and at tho thanaa and outposts are gnen m the annexed 
statement 

13 Trices have fullen at Ekma, Bussuntporo, Maharojgungo, Baueapoio, Puisn, 
Sonoporo, and Dunowloe At all other places pi ices havo risen, or aie either stationary or 
pearly so. 

14. Stock of Food in the hands of the People —Major Jaokson, iu charge of tho Chupra 
sub-division, writes as follows undoi this head — 

“1 havo had more particular enquiiieb nirnlo on this bond diiiiug tho mint fmtmght, 
and though exact inhumation on such a subject must always lx* dithrult to ofilain amongst 
a •population particulaily loticenf ns to their pnvuto alfain*, ha\« ascertained that in several 
plaeos private stocks do oust, hut lh«*so aio confined prinoipally to plats** whom othci than 
nco crops lmve been iu excess Iu tho purely nco distncts, all private stocks aro said to lmio 
oxpeudod ” 

15 Concerning tho Maujhee sub-division, M» Tonn^rre nqiorfs • 

“I find that *on an afoiogo, taking a village at lt> annas only 2 anmiH of the ryots 
possoss supplies of tlioir own. This shows how urgently needed Go\oiniu*ut ndvauecs

“ Tlio rest haye no supplies at all, this is tho puiport of loports liom all my circles about 
this ninttoi, and 1 iully endorse what thoy stato 

“ Vory largo numbers aio now in possuttion ol Government pain, and 1 believe that, 
where advances have In on completed, tho lyots land grain to then less hulunate ncighlxmis 
whoso tinii bus not yet ailived, to ho repaid whou the latter xooriio thou allotments 

“All tears ot i mail hi lency of food-supplies may now ho set completoiy at lest It lias 
been a loco against time, and tirno hns boon heaton ” 

10. From l'uisa Mi BaiTy wntos 

“ I havo not Ixscn ahlo to obtain any fresh information on tins head, hut it is admitted on 
all hands that the old stocks havo run veiy low, and that lmt littlo romains'. Any fond- 
giallis that aie used now aro ohtamed cither by purchoso from the bazars, oi by ndvauecs liom 
tlio Govcinmont gojus 

“But tho niuiwa, which is londy for cutting, will replenish the petty stocks of mnny 
poor ryots; and tho cheena, wlnoli is being cut in tho uouthein hall ol Kusmor poigunnah, 
will put most of the lyots there beyond the rea« h oi want, aud iully lcplciiisli their stocks *’ 

17 I fear this choqua must liavo boon lost 

18 Jtamfall and State of the Ciop* —Tho minfall hero dining tlio toitiught has lx*en 
2 05, making a total of 23 15 ulolios Tlift loin loll in tho intoiioi ot the distuet mh-itis this 
} ooi to have ^ecn veiy paitinl, tho fall in some pla<*cs being plcntilul, aud in othei® \ery scanty 
mdoed For instance, 1 hear that at Kamcolah, in tlio Musrukh thaua, tlieio have lioeu only 
16 inches rogisteicd, whilo atBaihoguh, Clutowloo. and Dhuhowlea, m Bussuntporo, tho rain¬ 
fall smeo tho 1st oi Juno had, up to tho third oi this month, boon only 14, 11J, ami 10 i inches, 
respectively Generally throughout tho Musrukh and Sewan thau.is, ami in poitmns of tho 
Chupra, Paisa, Bussuntpoio, Burrowlee, Barrogaou, aud Durrowleo I lianas, nuuo rain may bo 
said to ho lAgently wanted On tho other hand, owing to the i i**o ol tlio Ganges, oxleiihivo 
tracts havo boon munduted Accuiato inhumation regarding tho Dighwaru muudation bus 
not yet been received, but here, near Chupra, tho lands oi sumo 2 3 villages liavo been 
entirely submerged, and aro still under water Except where deployed by inundation, tho 
bhodoi crops aio uomly ovorywhcie most promising, but general trausphmtution of the 
aglianee nco is still iet.udcd in mauy parts by tho wont oi i«un. 

19. Of the Chupra sub-division, Major Jackson writes — 

“ For tho grcatei part of the fortnight undor loviow, there lias been a bienk in tho rains, 
particularly litvoiablo to all bhodoi crops, at one time in dnngtn of being drowned, tbeso 
aro now in safety and promn>o oxtra abundanco In a veiy low spots, loss to tho extent 
of 2 annas has been oxpouencod , but these cases aro exceptional Tho promise of the nco 
crop ib not, however, so bnght The sowing of the ru-o nui series has boon completed 
tbioughout tho district, but planting out has been much rclaidod ioi want of ram , rocout 
heavy downfalls havo somowbat remedied this stato of things, •mil planting out is now actively 
going on The cot .; *ction to tho full extent remains yet to bo seen, and is dependent on 
iutuio atmosphorual conditions 

20 ltegarding tho Mau)hee sub-division, the following n> Mr Tonntfrrr’s roport — 

“Up to tho 5th veiy little rain had fallen, and wnouft ieais weio entoatained as to 
tho late of tho nglmnco n« o, on the -5th howover, tlio rnniH scorned to begin m real oarnost 
it rained nearly all day, on tho Mh moro ram fell, and on tlio 7th and HtU tlio nun was very 
heavy It is now still raining, and them is evory prospect ol a steady set in of tho rains 


“ Thf* crops liavo benefited all tho moie because tlie rain was unattended with the 
violout winds whioh provailcd of late These winds bent down even the strong makai 
plants, and their oontmuanco tlireatcned damage I have seen wholo fields the crops of which 
wo'io almost lying along tho ground ; and tho effect of heavy rain under these eircumstanoes 
would no doubt have souously injiued thorn Within tho last two days, they have recovered 
tho upnght position, nnd look veiy healthy and stioug 

“ Wooding will soon have to be m hoi ted to, and will furnish employment to numbers 
who aro now on relief woiks Iu oflo week’s time the bliodoi ciops will bo npe to the oxtont 
ol ouo anna out of tho lb. Murwa, which was irrigated, is now being harvoeted in small 
quantities in all my circles Tengoouoo is also oonniig into ear, and in one enclo four annas 
of it are ropoitcd to have dono so 

“ Dhan is being transplanted every where, operations having begun chiefly after the 5th. 

“ It is on tho bliudoi that all tho lowai classes mostly depoud , men of substauoc soarcely 
evor consume auy of it, so those classes in tho deepest distress will Cud prompt roliof. 

“Tho Chouniasah Adds are being ploughed ami prepared for the rubbee crops 

“ The indigo in my sub-division ib reported to be a failure ” 

21 From Pursa Mr Barry givos the following account — 

“ Tho only days on which rain did not fall during the fortnight wore 2Gth, 2'ffh, nnd 
Gist of July, and 4lli August On all the other days light and occasionally heavy showers fall, 
htioooedod by sunshine Those passing showers, followed by warmth, liavo boeu most 
advantageous to tho growing ciops, hut there havo been moro clouds than rain, and the 
ol the lainlull for tho foituight is small, and tho low lands for tho aghanoo nco 
havo not yot been gonnrally flooded I regret that I havo not a raiuguugo, ami couso- 
quoutly am uuablo to give you tho exact figures 

“ Tho bliudoi crops could hardly ho in bettor condition, nnd tho promise of a splendid 
yield seems fully assured Tho muhai is in full flowor, and the heads aro beginning to 
npjM-ftr, it will bo ni>o in from six to soven wocks, but will bo fit for food long Wore that— 
in many places m 21) days AVecding, hoeing, ami mammng this oiop, gi\o employment 
to luigo numbers, but in not a few fields I logiot to obeervo that tho cultivators, oitlioi 
through laziness, apathy, or want of means, havo negloetod to wood nnd boo tlioir inakai in time 
Tho consequence w that tho crop is stunted and yellowish, and wdl give a poor return. I 
.inked one or f wo of those cultivator why they allowed their fields to run glass , tlioy 
replied that they had no giam (/r, hail not the means to weed thorn) Tint somo meii 
seem to think that when they havo thrown in tlm seed, they havo donoouough , whoieas tho 
in*ftp lahoi is spent iu weeding, lo-wcedmg, hoeing or plougluug aud manuung tho makai, 
the gre iter tho yield will ho 

“ Most of tho niakai-fiolds aro getting a socoud weeding, and aro all tho bettor for it 

“ The nmount of land undor this ciop is voiy much gicator than usual, pooplo having 
lieon unlaced to sow it largely, as it is vory certain, easily uusod, and npous in 110 days ° 

“ Tho sfiKf/H is a fair ciop, is sown to a eonsidcrablo extent (gonoially amongst kodo and 
arlmi), and will beripo in 10 days, it having Wn m tho ear for homo time. It will thus 
jicld au early supply of food to the jieoplo, hut moioly a makeshift till tho makai is 
ready 

** Tho o.uly taunt a is ripening, nnd will help to keep flip wolf fiom the dome of many .i 
poor family This grain seem*, to have no paitieul.-u boason of ill own, as within tho last 
wrok I hn\o **eon a good numbei of patohos of it being tiuusplanlcd out Those bits will not 
he ripo till Novemboi 

41 Tho Mail >i nco, tho kodo nnd arhur, are doing well, and weediug is still going on. The 
lice aud kodo aro of slow growth, and will not 1 k» luady till Oclobor 

“ In tho soulhein lialf of pcigunnnh Kumhoi, J found ou my visit there that clieena 
had been sown iu largo quantitus on tho moisi lauds within the iniluenco of tho numerous 
wutor courses (or sotahs) of that rogiou At tho time of my visit, on the 3rd of August, I 
&a^v huudieds of people employed in cutting this ehocna, which appears to have given 
an abundant 3 ’ield, and thus relieved us ol all anxiety for the people in that quarter But 
in tho not them half ot Kusm**i tliero is no clieena, tho land bciug light and high urd dry, 
ubovo the influence ol the water-couisos which eominuiucato with tlie (ranges, and htaml 
back when tho liver is m higli flood 

“ The tinhunt ni 0 -fields or 4 chow r’ lands have not yet been piopoily flooded, and the 
planting out bun been nmm-what ict.uded m «oiisetjuriicu , nlill many of tho fields have 
been planted out, and tho ehowrs aie giuduolly lining taken up, and tho ciop looks well ns tnr 
we have gone, but tin* plant diilighta in a loot of wutor m each field Tho seasonable 
nnd timoly mins we aro now having .no dmug a woild of good I doubt whother much 
moro than half ot the alliance nco Ims yet neon planted out 

44 As to lut/f/o, tho plant, whcio tlieie was an}' at all, lookod well enough , but tlm out¬ 
turn of prmluco is, I am cm ijwheie told, ol tho most wictehed doscrijifion Tho incessant 
mins of Juno uud fust ten davs of Julv ** 1*010 to have washed out tho color fiom tho plunt, 
and I am tojd that few ( if any) of tho factories will bo ablo to clour their outlay, aud in 
tome the h,bS will bo voiy heavy 

“ The lur-eibi plant is not a loot high, and nnytbing it cun yield w.U be insignificant 1 
Lm told that tlus is tho worst indtgo season that has evor been known." 








23. Mr ITudson, in oharge of the Musrnkh sub-division, writing on the Nth from his 
head-quarters at Qopalpore, rej>orta.— 

“ Until yesterday there has been a considerable abatement in the nuiifnll this fortnight, 
and I have heard alarm expressed for the safety of the nee crops , but ycstciday a tremen¬ 
dous downpour oommenoed about 9 a.m , and the ioiu has continued tailing with hardly 
any intermission imtil the present time, Saturday, G i* w This timely assistance 1ms 
doubtless avertod all danger to the,nee for the present The other mips, miikm, sawim, 
tengoouee, murwa, and kodo, could not bo in a bettor condition I have ridden an far llausgluit, 
in the north, and Tejpore, in the south, and have had plenty of opportunity for obseira¬ 
tion ; besides whioh I have oonvorsed with a number ot romintlais ami cull n at ms on 
the stato of the country All agreed in saying that tho Henson lms been M’l y favorable 
for all tho crops excopt tho winter crop of nee, but this roqunos moro lain Tho tiutli is 
that hardly a single day of the fortnight has passed without ram, but it has boon a succession 
of passing showors, instoad of a eontiuuous downpour; and it is nppaiontly this latter 
description ot rainfall which is absolutely required for a full crop of winter noo 1 luwo n»>holf 
obsorved tho aglianeo turning yellow m a good uiuiiy place 4 *, ami I linxc Iron told, in aiihwei 
to enquiries, that it was owing to want of nun. Foi the Indiau-coiu and millet mops, tliero 
can be no doubt nov of afull’yiold; but tho ultimate decision between scaicity and 
abundance of nee depends, I presume, on the character of tho weuther dining tin* 
ensuing month Murwa, sawan, and tengoonce are actually npe, and iuo already being 
nluokeu. I am infoimed that it will be all gathered in a day oi two , but tlicio iuo three 
jiaivosts of this crop, aooordiug to tho time wlion the giam is M»wn That sown in Jctli is 
gathered now, tliatsowu in tho beginning of Asar will lie gutlieied the first weok in Soptoiubei , 
end that sown at tho ond ol Asar at tho close of September Now that tlicio has boon a 
good fall of rain, the ohief business of tiunsplantmg will commence, and will go on for twenty 
days Ono of tho planters (Mr CWorat ol l^iinjioio) lias oxpicssod his opinion to ino that 
tho uiops have never, within his knowledge. Iron in sueh lino condition 

“ Tho rainfall up to dote has now amounted to nearly J foot, bcuugdibitlbutod n- follows, 
since lUth June —

“ Tho bright lmthunny wither wo*had foi about tho la 4 ** throe \v«*cks . f July, won at 
first all that could bo doaind for fli« oiojm uflei Oie lienvy lam we hud had piovioiujy. as it 
enabled the fyots to ch*ai thou buhls oi weeds, which li.nl lieguu fo elioko fho young plant , 
thisoaused the ciops to glow fora timo most \ngmouiJy, but tin long o.»iitiiiuaiieo oi tlio dry 
weather was at last beginning to tell on them, aud but foi tin- Uuicly fall of l.un, which 
oommeucod on Kuuduy last, und ha> continued on olinost e\**iy alternate *l.iv miiico the 
bhadoi crop would have turned out a \eiy p*M»i one. Tile mill wo have hud h is saved the 
crop, ond ft now looks m excellent condition ” 

4 Murwa is ripening fast, and in some place*, ha 4 * Iron mil und is Wing eaten by the 
people Tengoonee, sawan, and bhomhili paddy aiu also ripening ludian-coi u is iu flower, 
and has also m places begun to bcai hint 

“The bhadoi crops aio all well advanced, but the aghnneodlian is batkwaid owing to tho 
want of heavy ram Very little of if, and that only on tho lowest lands, bn** Won planted out 
as yet Most of it is still in the nursery bod 4 *, and them it will have to remain till wo got 
a very heavy downpour of ram to flood tlio fields, into whir li it has to bo transplanted ” 

The following is Mr Rattray's ropoit uud n this head — 

“The rainfall lias been vory doGcient duiing the past iorfuight, so much so, as to cause 
great anxiety as regards the prospects of tlio rrojr* Within the last threw days, however, 
there have been passing Bhowers, and tho early aops (bhadoi) have been saved Much rain is 
still required tor the rice ciop 

44 Indian-coru, inuiwa, and other early «arc clow- upon iimtmity, and aro in faot 
being gathorod in somo paits of tlio sub-diwsion Tlio outturn plenums a good harvest. 
A seasonable fall of rain within tho last two or tliiew duy* has saved theso crops, which 
were in an exceedingly critical condition The fmmplnnting of poddy is m a backward state 
Low lands luve been planted out to som« cxfcul, hut rum is much wanted, afld the high 
lands are lyin^incultivutml Villagci** have been obliged to n-a.it to nihfiml irrigation m 
their nurseries, a most unusual pioceoditig fin this tu*s ot tho to savo tho young 
poddy plant, which cannot bo transplanted on the high lands foi tho want of sufficient 
rain.” 



24. Concerning the Hutwa sub-division, Mr. Ilodgkinson writes as follows .— 
“ Tlio rainfall at Hutwa during the fortnight ib given below •— 
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“The want of nun in the oarlior port of the fortnight under review led to grave appre¬ 
hension being entertained for tho crops , but although more rain is much required for tho noo 
planting, the bliadoi crops are now as a rule everything that can be dosired The general 
harvest has, however, been retarded a few days 

“ The loss on the Qunduk dearaht has boon vory much less than was anticipated. The 
ohoonu crop (largely grown) had been gathered before the flood oamo The greater part of 
the mukai recovered itself, and much of that portiou of the noo which was thought to have 
boon dostioyed is throwing nut now shoots nxoopt in low lands, in whioh a orop rarely escapes 
destruction Tho total loss is now estimated at less than two annas of tho wholo outturn 
of food-grain in this tract ” 

2 r > CuMhfion of the People —Tho condition of tho people romains much as it was The 
seventy of tho pressure 011 thorn iu parts is nulmatod by the clamoui of the ryots to bo supplied 
with giain at onto At Sowan, tho ryole with mdonts for noe, sooner than be kopt waiting 
wlnlo the noe bags worn seuiched for, preforrod to lake tho eoaisorgraiu as it came to haud, m 
order they that might bo sorvod more quickly, notwithstanding that such gram is odvanoed from 
the Government golus at a pneo oonsidoiahly luglior tlian that at. which it can be purchased 
in tho muikota 1 liavo bail tho advantage of seeing leoently tho mauogorsof I’ortahporo and 
Toguporo lactones, in tlieHow.m sub-divismu, nml ceitaiuly thou inhumation does notomnoido 
with Mr Wnght’s rc|»ort a** to the absence of distress in that sub-dmsion To show the 
dangoi of tilisting to zoiuindure foi tlie relief of then ryots, 1 nmy quote the following from 
u letter rcoeully r«*ceiv«l from tho mauugor of tho Uurhogah factory, in tho Bussuntpore 
thanu He writes —“The nwuimce* ot a villago callod Suddco oniuo to mo yosterday 
I had given their mnlik Its 1,000 worth of giuiu soino timo ago, but he hack put them off 
with promises, and n*»w they said thcy-weio on tho wrgo ot starvation, und certainly thoir 
apponrauco lioie out the ti nth of wlnt tlioy assorted” Happily, ovorywlioro large grain 
advances to tho ryot' have betn, and uro being inado, and another month should sco ussately 
tluough the efisis, though with exhausted golas ouly being gradually replenished, tho time 
has Iwou uu anxious ono of lato It is to bo fourod, howovci. that in the inundated traote 
mcasmcM of idiot will have fo be maintained foi u longer ponod than was anticipated, os in 
lhghwarn, winch is not a neo-growing tract, tho ryets will, it is apprehended, liuvo no <rops 
to cany them on till they uni gather their rubbeo cro|>a It is fortunate for them that their 
last lubbec luuvest wu> an cm client ono , still they arc likulv to nood assistance before lone 

20 ltegaidiug the Muu)heo sub-division, Mr Tonncrro writes as follows under this 
head — 

“ Tho moiu i see of the people, the moro convinced I am of the danger they wore iu 
“ From the vida^e of Kulhovn, in the Bugouruh cnolo, u number of nets came to me for 
their advances, which hud b»*on retuided Thoy wero most certainly much underfed, and 
the nbs ot most *-1 them <*ould bo easily counted These men could not possibly have 
escaped, left to then own n-sourccs I, of course, had their gram given to them at once, slid 
thej received it on that vtiy day 

“ In Oluunpoic, I met a man in good hoallh apparently, but quite emanated In reply 
to my questions, he said that tho illness he sutlercd hom was waul of food 

“I told him to go to Ekma at once, to be onteiod in the list of tho poor. Ho lias been 
rohoted 

“ There is now a greater feeling of ease owing to Government advances wherever they 
have been received, liecdUbo moi cased employment, tho pay went of which is afforded by moaus 
of Government giain. is being givon by those who possess lands to the laboring classes 

“Taking the population at 10 annas, about d annas show unmistakeable symptoms of 
suffering fioin want oi o sufficient quantity of food” 

27 From I’urea Mi Bony ropoits — 

“ Tho condition of tin jx-oplo doe* not call for nny special remark, and is, I am glad to 
say, uppuieutly not uuy wors*) The one absorbing occupation of tending and dressing Ins 
fields, takes up the whole time of the ryot, and if he docs this duty proporly (and tlie excep¬ 
tions aie few) lie has no time for unytlung else 

“Tho oidniaij lyot looks forwoid hopefully and clieoi fully to tho ooming time of plenty, 
and with the abundant advances of Government gram, and tho ripening murwa and Hawaii, 
tho acute picssuro of distress has oithoi boon altogether lomovod or wdl gradually become less 
ami less 

“The prowdsof iyots for advances liavo melted away to a few stray applicuuta, and ns 
the odvautc* liavo boon made rapidly and systematically, it is behoved that the crops have 
not sutfeiod in the slightest iu consequent*) of tho abeonco of ryots hom tiio^fields 

“The condition ot the poople%n tho relief gangs is very muoh the same, and shows 
no improvement I have given olothes to large numbers of the more nakod among them, 
pimupaUy old women and children. Ono or two of the gangs on the Dighwara and Jelalpore 






road I found in very fair oondition ; mostly potty cultivators, or their wives and ohildreu, 
oking out ft livelihood in this way.” 

28 Mr. Hudson writes:— 

“ Mr. Cosserat, of ltampore, thiuks that the people are harder up now than they have ever 
been, and will stand in urgent need of assistance throughout this month and .September IIo 
tells me that he has remaiked women and ohildren in his oompound engaged m gloaning the 
scattered grains of rice on tho spdt where the giain 1ms been distributed from his goln. 
I had myself remarked this at Balah factory, when I was there before the rams commenced, 
and alluded to it in a former rej»ort It must undoubtedly be aooepted os a sign of suffenng 
in tho vory poorer class. But I do not lay so muoli stress upon it myself, for the register ot 
gratuitous roliof is freely open to all, aud Mr Coeaeiat is maofatigablo in the disoliargo of his 
relief dulios.” 

29. The following is tho report of tho Sewan Sub-Divisional Officer •— 

“ Tho condition of tlie people continues good, and with the prospects of an oxcollout 
bhadoi harvest before them, also with a supply of gram (rooeived from tho Government 
stores) in hand sufficient to moot all their present wants, they are, ou tho whole, m a 
oheerful stato Charitable rohef ift given to the |K»or who are uuable to work, ot the soverol 
rohef centres in tho division , and for those who are able and willing to work, employment 
is provided ou the relief woiks, winch are still being oarriod on, if they oanuofc find work 
elsowherc ” 

Undor this head Mr. Rattray reports os follows:— 

“ The condition of the pcoplo has uot changed in any marked dogroe sinoo my lost report 
Everything at present dopemls upon the abundance or scarcity of rain. The Government 
advances of gram huvo boon given Gut throughout the sub-division, and with the relief-works 
in hand, combino to keep the mass ot the people well supplied Distress of a sorious nature 
is not reported fiom any of the relief circles Every endeavour is being made in the 
different relief oireles to reach thoso lequmng gratuitous reliof, and such relief is now 
extensively given ” 

30 Kuoicn Cntet of Mt'wm atu/ St art at ion —There havo been no reports of dcatlis by

In Ramgurh cirole, there are very few indeed still ou the reliof works. 











Six Cforaokpooree pioe ore paid together with * looknxn/ which is a quantity of mttoo, 
or some other gram grouud down equivalent to the value of another pioe, fop a day’s weeding. 
This shows what inducements aio held out to people to abandon reliof work whero they 
get but the bare necessities of life 

“ In the caso mentioned in the Inst report, whero insuffioionoy of labor was complained 
of, the Circle Oftie* i took tho requisite uumbor of men from the nearest rolief work and 
remedied the evil at once 

“ No Buch complaints have been m.ide to mo dunng the fortnight under review.” 

Jfi Mr Bony, in ehaigo of the Pursa sub-division, reposts — 

“ During tho 14 days I have been over— * 

Tho Makan and Sitalporo road, 

The Situljioro ami Dighwara rood , * 

Tho l)ig)iwain and Dahpchak (ilimit road , 

Tho Sital|M)rc and Sono|*»rc rond , 

Tin* Ihghwnia and Jclalpoic load.

The Pursa ami Darwuy ioo«l, nml

On all those roads I am glad to say pim-e-wmk has been freely takon up, except on tho piece 
from Puisa to Makmr (which is not adapted to pioce-woik), and on tho SitnljKirft and Sotiepore 
road I am of opinion that on this latter road, for tho caith-work at least, piece-work should

“ I do not considoi it would Imwifo to close nny of those, relief works, for though soino one 
or two of tho gangs look robust and healthy, yet most ot the gangs consist ouly ol tho poorest 
of tho poor m wretched plight; and to close them ludiMcimiinatoly would caueo tho gioatest 
hardship 

41 I liavo no doubt that some of the coolies work a littlo in their own or other Golds m 
tho morning hofoio going on theielicf woiks hut as tho subsidence wages are a more pittanoe, 
I would lot this pass 1 am satisfied that many p«*or ryots, whilo working hard in their own 
fiehls, send their wives and ohildron on the Government rmds to earn tho daily meal for the

“ With reference to the heating of bags containing Burmah rice, I to state that no 
fiuoh oases have oome to my notice The nee is given out as fast os it oomfts in, ‘and 
has no time to spoil. A few bags of whoat were found to huve beon so damngod on arrivaj. 
They had been wetted on the way from Chupra and so wero damaged. The heat woe 
so groat that it was not possible to keep ono’s hand inside the bag 

“ With the exception of the above, there have been no oases of grain spoiling through 
being heated ” 

42 Concerning tho Pursa sulMjivmon, Mr Barry rqiorts .— 

“ Tho heavy dralts made on the Pursa and Amnonr golas olenrod them out early m 
the torturght, and now the Mirsapore gola is agaiu in nearly the same condition Tho gram 
turned out of good quality, not in any way heated 01 injuied by damp, ibe ventilation is 
good, being secured by holes m tho walls, the nco 1ms not sulfeied Irom insects, and any 
npxed grain that autt’ored in this way has been diqiosud ot long ago; in short, tho gola*. 
aro all but ompty During tho fortnight I have inspected all tho golas but Amnour, 
whioh is ompty. Within tho lust day m two, giaiu has l»cguu to urnvo in small quantities ” 

43 Mr. Hudson, of the Musrokh sub-division, wntes 

11 Tho golas, which have beon all closed during the post fortnight against tuceavoe 
advanoes, are now rqpponod, supplies having been evciywhcie remvod There wore 
1,900 maunds of gram m the Baueapore gola on the 5th, and 4,600 m&uinls m tho 
Bussuntpore gola on tho same dote Tho latter gola has received 0,011 bogs of noe from 
Tilpahgh/U, Sutturghftt, and Gobmdguugo, uuce tlio 3rd mutant, and on Saturday, 8th, it

4(5. Under this head, tho following ib tho Chupra ropoit submitted by Major Jackson — 

“Tho advances m this sub-division aic gradually coming to an end In tfje portion I 
have retained in my own hundu, 63 villages lcmrnn on the roll us not disused of, but of these 
the lists and requiiVmouts <»f 42 are lendy The villugois. howovei, do not now oomo

“There weie several absmd rumouis finding about concerning the disfnbution of 
gram , zennnduis te.iTLsi a change m the p iinmcnt wttlonicnt, lyoU appiuliuudud that thou 
lands would lie given up to indigo, win ic tho Cue! Olhur was a planLu, or appropriated 
altogether, where a zemimlur was the < Tula CJIIio^x 

“I have known of viilageis applying Ioi auvames only when availed that tlioir lands 
wore sale, though thoy were in ncs-d of them 

“Excludiqg thoso villages in wlneh the maliks sup dy what the rjots roqturo, tliere aro 
in this »ub-division but five villngox m tin* Hngowi.difui le which h ive not us >ct r»*ooivod gram 
orders on the golas All the rest are rapidly drawing their respective allotments 4 1,00S 
maunds, Hugowrah cnelo eveupted, have been given out m advam-os up to tho prusont time 
I am constructing sheds to allow of weighing going on when it rams 

“Tho list of xorainduib who have given m runty fur tlioiriyotn lias mcronxed dunng the 
fortnight, several at a diutance uuudiug thou mukht< aiu with powcis-of-utloiuoy to bigu for 
them 

“On the etrongth of tho above, l huve rcdiuxd the rates at which grain is being givon 
out to ryots. , 

“ This mouauie is most accept able both to zemindars end ryots* to the formor, inas¬ 
much os they know that their lands will be thoroughly brought under cultivation ; and to tho 
latter, because thoir moans ol doing so are increased 
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“ There is no difficulty about giving grain where rioe was applied for by the ryots; they 
take whatever oome* to hand first and, in the eagerness to be helped; the' highest bidder m 
many cosos receives his gram first 

“ 1 have eveiy reason to believe that goladars have taken advantage of their position 
to extort black-mail. 

" Two goladars have been dismissed, and I hope that such practioos have been stopped 

“ The repayment in threo instalments has been promulgated throughout the sub¬ 
division, and is vory much approved of by the ryots They agree that it would have been 
impossible for them to pay all at onoe, and 1 have no doubt that they will repay the value 
of what they have received 

“ To ensure this, 1 have as much as possible nut a village and all its tolahs together. 
1 hnvo by these means reduced the mnnbcr of villages, but inoroased the valuo of the collectuc 
security. In the I'ursa arclo, for examplo, properly speaking, there are HO villages and tolahs, 
but having tacked on the toloh« to their villages, 1 have roducod the number to 65 

“'iho ljots seemed to think at first that (iovemmont wanted to repay itself out of 
thoir crops, and I had received petitions wishing to know how the murwa, which was ready 
to bo cut, was to 1 h» dispn-od of Instructions were at oucegiveuto Group Superintendents 
to lot/yots know that tho Government had no wioli to appropnato thoir crops, but wished to 
bo repaid in cash ” 

40 From Bursa Mr Barry reports — 

“ Owing to tho want »»1 grain in tho golas, this work has been brought to a standstill 
during this loituight , and except tho testing and investigation of a few lemaiuing lists, little 
has boon done 'l he ryots finding the grain was exhausted, have hold aloof , but as soon as 
tho oxp otod gram at lives, they will coroo iu shoals again, for those -whose grain choques 
me * uupud’ aro nil on the out-look. 

“ I hove been on tout dunug tho l*est part of tho fortnight, but have rooeivod few 
appileati «ns for advunco , uud tho Uoliof Supeimtoiidont, Muituusiu BiUah, whom I left in 
chargo liero with authority to tuko petitions, only received alnjut It) fresh applications, from 
which I lufor that h w more applications will bo niado M<*1 ot those who want groiu have 
applied for it, and it only remains for us to dispose of those applications which aro still pend¬ 
ing or undeigoing onquiry And it is not improbable that w«» shall find that villages m 
whioli list** have uot vet boon prepared, oi in which tho ryots themselves have uct come 
forward ioi giiuu, \\ ill not, at this advouml season of tho year, require or ask for assistauco 
from the Government stoics. Of late no loss than 23 villages have boon ropoited by Group 
Superintendents, iu which tho ryots say tlioy do uot requiro Govornmeut advances, or m 
whic h zemindars have given advances to thoir ryots. 

“ Dunug tho fortnight I have visited all tho circlos Tho moonsif lias all but 
completed his lists, having odvancod 4,228 maunds in 43 villagns, leaving 12 for disposal 

“ Sheikh Alxlul All, of Sitalpore, has 31 villages loft, most of lus lists have corno in, and 
it is probablo tliat many of the-o villagos do uot require glam, ho bus advanced 3,G20 xnaunds 
iu 64 villages 

“ Tho English Circle Officers of Nowadah, Ania, Tolitee, and Jelalporo, havo finished thoir 
lists, and nro now giving out tho last instalments of grum Tho let urns from Arna have 
not yet como iu As for my own cuole, I have, during the fortnight, advanced 1,58S 
maunds in 30 villages, leaving 20 villages in which applications have not been mode, or 
whose lists ate undergoing investigation. From tho above, it will l»o seen that the brunt 
of the woxk is ovoi, and it only lemnius to finish up those villages which have boeu from 
any cause omitted, and to complete the leniaiuing instalments 

“Iu all <*2,020 maunds to 30.S73 poisons w 441 villages, havo been advanoed, ami 
undor heading 1 >, Chantablo Belief, ] 33 Diomids apd 30 seers havo been given away t But 
nil this hitgei quantity has uot yet l*cou diawn from tho golas, as 1 have no loss than 100 
(Uses in wlinh tlie ryots havo not yet come foi then cheques, though notices havo been issuod 
to thorn This is m great meuaiuo owing to tho fact that tho gobix ran shoit of grain about 
10 days ago, and it may bo that, from prudential metises, many cultivatois aio unwilling to 
draw the (Joxoinment grain, except m the very last revolt, when thoy can hold out no 
longer If thoy do not noed tho giam sanctioned, all tlm hotter, but if tho worst come to 
tho worst, they know they aro safe with tho allotment in thoir favor 

“ I ha\e. how over, ogam issued notices to all concerned to take away thoir allotments 
within 10 days, u*» the grum is now beginning to amvo In South Xusmer/I considered it 
would bo unnecessary to raako any advances , hut mux* writing tho above, I have heard (and 
to-day tho nows has boon fully confirmed by Sheikh Abdul All in porwin) that during tho 
lust four days tho whole of this legion has been submerged by Hoods, and tho damage dono to 
tho diet ua and rnnkai, Ac, is very seuoiu. 1 hholl visit the flooded tract at once, and roport 
separately. It will probably be necessary to give the ryots some assistance ” 

50. Mi Hudson, in charge of Mustulh, writes — 

“Applications for advnucos havo latterly becomo vory slack They do not now average 
more tbaq three or four, at most, per diem, oxclusivt* of individual petitions under olauso (d) 
of tho Central Belief Committee’s notification I havo now only 17 applications pending; 
and of these seven hnvo been lying for weeks, waiting for the applicants to appeur. I looked 
forward with some confidence to oompletmg my own ad\ antes witluu the next fortnight.” 





“As mentioned before, these miiam about ‘>9 villages iu whioli tho lints are under pre« 
paration, and for which the allotment ot nee mil be about 12,000 mounds The aotual 
quantity ot rioo in tho bunds ot the pooplu received ns advance* Irom tho Government,

A2 Couoorniug tho llutwah bub-division, Mr llodgkinson writes — 

“Tho second instalment of advances has been giveu out hi nearly every Tillage that 
requires it The total amount distributed undor this head is 06,474 muunds *0 goers and 1

“ Tho poor-house in Chupra remains tho same It is net popular, aud oven tho bazar 
beggars, who might bo thought glad to take cooked food, piofcr to obt un puo in tho ba/ars, 
and will nbt tioquont it Cottou-spinmng eontinues to employ laigo numliors The 
weavers objected to half anna por yard us too small an allowance, and tho lute has now 
boon increased to 74 pie, at which mto the surplus thread will lie conveitod into doth.”

I have the honor to forward the fortnightly narrative of Scarcity and Belief in the 
Chutnparun District lor the fortnight euding on the 8th instant Ita despatch has been 
delayed by one day, owing to tho non-receiot of the Bettiah narrative till the night of 
tie 10th inbtant, though the Sub-dmuioual Officer reports that it was despatched m time. 

Tbo delay enables me to report that, since the narrative was begun to be written, there 
has beon a most favorable fall of ram m the Motiharee and Bettiah Sub-divisious, and 
Mr. Howe telegraphs equally good new* from Karanuggur Thoro is reason to believe that this 
opportune tail has been general in the South and East, und there is every prospect of its 
continuance. 

A. —Statu or the Counts r. 

The nppondix contains a statement (A) shewing the kind and prices of gram at different 
bazars throughout tlio district. Except in Ramnuggur, all these markots are very fairly 
supplied, and this fact and tho comparatively low tates are the roost favourable signs of the 
fortnight, at the close of which a panic prevailed throughout the district on account of the 

S iolongcd break in the rains These statistics are the moro significant, because, except in the 
amnuggur Sub-division, Government price* have everywhere ceased to rule the maikets as 
has hitherto been the case In the other lour sub-divisions stocks have run so low that at all 
golos sales have had to be restricted, and in many ceased altogether. 

The wcathir has been everywhere the same The continuance of the sonny interval at 
first caused no anxiety, and was lavorable by allowing weeding to bo carried on wlnlo rain was 
confidently expected The clouds, however, kept gathering and ogam dispersing! and at the end 
of last week the prospects of the crop wero very cntical The latest accounts report, however, 
that tlicic hnve been heavy showers in all purls of the district within tho last two days, and it 
is raining with every appearance of continued wet while this is being written Meanwhilo, the 
long delay has, except in Bettiah and Raranuggui, caused some damage, particularly to the 
satli'dhnn, in which the car was forming, and though generally the bhadoi ciop muy now be 
considered safe, there has l>cen nothing like the general downpour whuh was required, and in 
the cast and south of the diblrnt the outturn will not oomo up to what was expected. Some 
of the maizo plants ou high grounds have withered, and tho partially toimed eurs iu some of 
the millets have dried up 

Murwa, sama, and kodo arc now everywheie being harvested, and gieen cobs of the 
maize expo?ed tor sole in some markets, while a largo proportion of the crqp itself will be 
harvested within tho next fifteen days A good deal ot the early ,nco called “ bhaudnle” hae> 

also come in, and is being sold ut from 20 to 14 sects tor the rupee. 

• • 

The prospects of the mam early nnd late rice crops are, however, anything but safe, except 
*in the noitli ot the Motiharee Sub-division, where theio bos been copious rain. Elsewhere, 
transplanting had ever) where been discontinued on account of the harduessof the ground. The 
partial showers already referred to have been effectual in keeping tho plants alive, ond there 
need be no serious anxiety on the subject unless tbo general fall of ruin, which is now so 
anxiously looked f<*r, docs not corao before the end of next week. The pressure has, of course, 
been severely felt, and hue manifested itself in the closing of their 6toies by tlieenahojuns and 
clamorous applications for advances on all sides But, except Mr Wcekes, in the Gobind- 
gungo Sub-division, none of the officers leport that thcio has been any change in the previous 
' good condiiiou of the people, and, wheiever woiks Lave been opeued at the subsistence rates ot 
halt a seer of clean rice for adults, they have failed to atliact labourers Mr. WeekosrepoitB that 
he has found some people collecting gra*9 seeds foi then food, and that some persons have 
died lately of dysentery On visiting myself the part ot Mr fLilby’s Sub-division (Dhaka) in 
which the panic first arose and wheio lelief works had been re-opened, I found that only 
some 20 women and children had attended, and that on learning tho rates they said they 
pteferred to gather these gross seeds, of which they could collect from 2 to d seers in a day ; 
while the local residents fiom whom I made enquiries said that this fo4d was not unhealthy, 

though certainly it is not resorted to m oiduury years 

I have not heard of the picvalonce of dysentery in any other sub-division besides 
Gouudgungo There have been some cases of sporadic cholera in tho Dhaka and Ramnuggur 
Sub-divisious, in all 88 cases, ot which 34 wero fatal, but there aro no signs of it m anything 
like nu epidemic form. It is tho general opiuion that thoro have been tar fewer deaths this 
year than usual. 

B.—RtUEF Works. 

There is plenty of work remaining to be done in all the sub-divisions, but, notwithstanding 
the pressure occasioned by the drought and the completion of so much field work, the demand 
for work is still very small, and after the ram, which has so opportunely fallen, may not be 
expected to increase. 










Id the Motiharee and Bettiah Sub-divisions all work under the circle officers was closed in 
the first week of the fortnight. The bulk of the labourers shewn aa employed under the 
Department Public Works are not relief labourers properly so called. 

In the Dhaka Sab-division, also, only a daily average of 151 labourera under the circle 
offioer is shewn. All these people have been working at subsistence rales The remainder 
are either skilled workmen or labourers paid at ordinary rates, and engaged in finishing bridged 
and emergent worka. # 

In Eamnuggiir, too, all the labourers are engaged in finishing emergent works. 

It is only for the Oovmdgunge Subdivision that a long list of works under the Circle 
Officer is shewn, and nearly all consist of petty village conservancy works, and the completion of 
bridges on village roads. The labourera have been paid at low oontract rates in groin. Since 
the recent order* of Government restricting rate* to subsistence allowance, Mr. Weckes 

S orts that he has only works going on at five of the villages shewn id this list. 

e work-people under the Department Public Works and under himself are not shewn 
separately; bat the Executive Engineer tells me that there are now only 11 persons, all skilled 
labourers, working in this subdivision under bis department. 

Generally, therefore, it may b« said that throughout the district relief works are only 
maintained as a precautionary measure. 


C.— Transport or Food. 

The operations jinder this head have been confined to the redistribution of grain within 
the district and to the exportation of the surplus giain in the Kamuuggur and Bettish Sub¬ 
divisions to Sarun. The whole quantity called on Cor Sarun from Mr. Weekes* Subdivision, 
Govindguuge, has boon despatched. The de«|>atcii of the re*t is going on as fast iu it can be 
conducted, the only delay being on thopart of the Sarun contractor, who lias to supply the boats, 
and who, Mr. Howe reports, has most unfortunately quarrelled with Mr Chretien at Buga ha, 
from whom he could have derived the greatest nssistunce, considerable dcla\ being the result. 
Three laden boats also have been wrecked on their passage down the Gunduck Mi Fiddian 
is enquiring into the circumstances, and I have called lor, but not yet received, a report on the 
subject 

The arrangements for these despatches to Sarun were made bv the anhdtvjsional officers 
at Govindgunge at the conference with his Honor the Lieutenant-Governor there, hut appa¬ 
rently both Mr Samuells and Mr. Howe mistook their requirement* The fortnor has since 
telegraphed, protesting against the removal of the emhaub-nent grain, and urging that 
15,000 mnunds were urgently reouired lor his subdivision, as Mr Howe hod refused to let 
him have more than‘6,000 mounds of 20,000 maunds, of grain which at Govmdgungc he had 
arranged to send from BeUiah to Ramnuggur. With thu pnmmmioner's sanction, Mr. Samuells 
was at first authorized to detain as much of the embankment grain as he thought 
absolutely required, hut subsequently this permission was withdrawn, and he has been directed 
to allow the whole of it t<f go as originally arranged The transport arrangements are alto¬ 
gether in the hands of the Collector of Ssruo, and no delay has taken placo through these 
contradictory orders. Mr. Howe’s protest, which is embodied in his narrative and has reached 
me today for the first tune, is as follows — 

“ Under Government orders we are sending one lakh of maunds to Sarun. When I was 
• at Govindgunge to meet His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, I was a»kcd how much wo 
coaid spare. Considering previous, and the then actual and probable expenditure, aud bearing 
m mind how outlying a tract Ramnugger is, and how difficult it w«.uld be to dispose of 
surplus stores, I said we could spare oue lakh of maunds. This would leave as 68,000 mauuds, 
which I considered would fairly bring ua through the famine. The question of the possible 
failure of the rams did not then press itself on us, os prospects were magnificent. But the 
change 1 have described under Heading A completely alters the circumstances of the case. 
The demand for the gram is enormous, and all the grain I have can, with advantage to Govern¬ 
ment and the people, be disposed ot here. In view of possible contingencies, it would bo 
fatal to denude this outlaying tract of gram, and 1 would therefore most earnestly recommend 
that more grain be despatched to Sarun. According to the return, we have up to date despatched 
28,524-25-8, bqt I have juat heard from Mr. Fiddian that much more has been sent since 
these returns were prepared I do not think we can safely spare mure than 40,000 maunds, 
and would solicit sanction to atop after this amount has left Bugaha ” 

Mr. Howe reports that, notwithstanding thia opinion, ho ha^ bern making every effort to 
effect the despatch of the consignment originally arranged for. 

On receipt of this, I at once telegraphed to Mr. Howe to despatch tbo whole amount as 
originally arranged for to Sarun, contracting his issues as may be necessary. I have thia day 
received a note from Mr. J. S. Drummond, which shows the needs of barun to be very much 
more urgent thsn our own Ae Mr. Howe bad a reserve of 68,000 maunds alter making 
over one lakh to 8arun, and as be reports that he is making large wholesale sales, it is obvious 
that by oontraotmg his issues he will have enough in store to prevont the likelihood ol any 
starvation-deaths till the next crops, however below the anticipated result* they may be, 
come in. 


* 
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Mr Samuells, it appear, required the amoant he wished to detain for advance*. There is 
still a quantity of private grain in his sub-division, which, if it be absolutely necessary, he oan 
be authorized to take over, a course which will save his having to embarrass Mr Drummond, 
and there is also some 57,000 maunds of embankment and canal gram, the bulk of which is 
available to save at least any deaths or extreme misery from starvation occurring. 

D. — Storage or Grain. 

In the Govindgunge sub-division Mr. Weekes* stocks had suddenly mn down from 87,000 
maunds on the 25th July to 8.000 maunds on the 3rd instant On aoertaining this. 1 at once 
went out to the eastern part id Mr Weekes' Subdivision and the southern part of Mr. Kilby's 
The latter has been able to give 1 000 mnunda of bis reserve to Mr. Weekes' and I have given 
him 2,000 more from tiio Motiharee Subdivision At the same time I authorised him to take 
over 4,000 maunds of grain fmpoited on advances from Government by Mr. M N. Mooleod, 
and stored at Piprn in the Govindgunge Subdivision, and also got permission from Mr. Gibbon 
to stop 5,000 mound** of his privately imported grain in its cmireo up the nver to Bettiah 
Both these steps have since received the Commissioner's sanction Mr. Weekea wishes to have a 
still further supply, and I have written to the Commissioner asking that ho may be supplied 
with 15,000 maunds more by nver. In the eastern and southern pars of the Govindgunge 
Subdivision the bhadot crops are both very poor and folly a month behind what they are in 
the rest of the district, and it is in this tract that supplies had fallen short, the chief expendi¬ 
ture being m direct advances to ryots, under which bead Mr Wcckes has oonsuroed nearly 
60,000 niuunds up to date. In consequence of this general falling short of stocks, sales to the 
public have had to be restricted and at many golas have ceased altogether, while advances 
have been very much restricted. On the stoppage of sales the market at first rose considerably, 
but almost immediately fell to the present favourable rates without further interference. 

The Motiharee Subdivision has a full reservo equally distributed. The border country is 
uow quite safe, and steps will be taken to empty the two border golas within the month. 

Tho giain is generally in very good condition. The mixed grains only have boen attacked 
by weevils, and both they and the rice, injured by damp, have been disposed of. Heat damp 
has not appeared anywhere 

E. —Advances to Ryots. 

As stocks have run low m all the subdivisions but Iiaranuggur, I have arked the sub 
divisional officers to stop all advances except to zemindars and substantial mahajaus till 
they had tried the test ol opening relief a oiks ou subsistence rates If theso were found to 
attract adult male labourers, advances were authorised to the latter. 

There is a good deal of divergence of opinion on the subject. Mr. Howe, with whom I 
entirely concur and who has not been obliged to restrict bis advances from lowness of stocks, 
luu* stopped them of his own accord, l»ecouse he thinks they have done their wo^k and are no 
longer necosary to keep tho people from starvation, while field work has, through them, been 
allowed to go on. There is reason to believe that in many cnees opplicants who really could 
get supplies from their mahujuns conic clamorously to us because of the favourable terms 
which Government grants, and because, having onee broken loose from tho raohajans’ yoke, 
they do not wish again to come under it. This is not, 1 apprehend, a point with which the 
Relief Department has any concern Mr Weekes, ou the other hnnd, is of opinion that for 
h> me months back mahnjuns' stocks have l*»en a myth, but this is not borne out by the state 
of the markets in the Govindgunge Subdivision, or by the fact which he also reports that 
private tiade is reviving, and, even if past stocks have been consumed, enough of-thc present 
liaivcst has come in to form fresh ones. On the whole, it is better that direct advances should 
ewise except m those exceptional cases, where the necessity for them is proved by some 
simple test. 

F. —Charitable Relief 

Tho results oi operations under this head are shewn in the accompanying statements. 
The numbers shew a slight decrease everywhere except in the Bettiah Subdivision, where the 
Sub-divisional Officer has found it impossible to diminish bis numbers chiefly because, owing 
to the promptitude with which he closed his works, all the labourers who were doiug merely 
a little more than nominal work were brought on his relief lists. The small amount of 
advances given out in this sub-division has doubtless a great deal to do with the »umbere 
receiving gratuitous relief Each officer has reported that the lists are scrutinized with tho 
greatest strictness, and every effort has been made to contiact operations under this head, but 
the last fortnight, with the pressure attendant on the drought, bos certainly not been a 
favourable season tor doing so. 

I regret that the instructions laid down in the Government Circular No. 4640 L.R. of 
tho 22nd July 1H74, regarding the shewing of relief expenditure, have only been complied with 
l>> the three Sub-divisions of Motiharee, Dhaka, and Govindgunge; and of these the account 
submitted by Mr. Kilby is not intelligible From Bettiah a gross account shewing the expendi¬ 
ture up to date bas been received. A statement embodying those for the Motiharee and 
Goviudguuge Sub-divisions only is annexed, and every effort will be made to submit the 



district account^ with the next report. The preparation of all «tatement§ it very much 
impeded by the constant breaking down m the establishments from sickness at this unh&lthy 
time of the fear, and the great difficulty of replacing vacancies m the Bamnuggur and 
Dhaka 8ub-divisiona. 

G.— PlNANCUL EWDLTS 

The chief expenditure has been on transport Grain payments are still made wherever 
practicable except in the Govindgtfnge Sub-division, where it was absolutely necessary to 
reserve the little grain left tor the payment of relief labourera and for charitable relief The 
turreut expenditure has been exhibited principally in the sub-divisioual returns, and bats 
Ween incurred from the advances mode to the several officers, and already shewn in the 
district narrative.

2 Up to 7th instant, sine© my lost report was sent in, tho weather has been particularly 
fine and most favorable for all crops, but reports received shewed that rain wag at last 
necessary to complete the agham transplanting*., especially in the south of the distnot, and to 
benefit the agham already planted out Thu ram has now (alien, and is all that could have 
been desired up to date, whon all crops are most promising

At head-quarters 3 90 fell on the 9th nnd 10th, at Banka 1*60 fell on the 7th, at Soopool 
6’40 fell on the 7tb and 8th I have no particulars of this rain at Mnddohpoorah 

4 Tho sub-divisional officers remark as fellows on the state of the crops and tho con¬ 
dition of the peoplo — 

Soopool —“The rain lias come just in time, for had it been withheld a fow days longer, 
the consequenecs to the hhadoi crops (both paddy nnd inuiwa) coming into oar would have 
been serious, whereas now they mav both he looked on as secure, and should no unforeseen 
calamity befall them, the crops, l»oth in extent and yield, will, it is expected, provo better than 
any one secured during many past years. The earlier murwa ond paddy to tho north, it is true, 
have suffered somewhat 1 10 m want of weeding during the continuous rain of June and early July, 
but the later crop of both is very fine, and, on the whole, far exceeds an average crop. This 
fall of rain will nlso-carry on the ogham cultivation ncaily t<> completion. For the transplanting 
of this crop there is yet about a month before us, and until alter tliiB period has clapsod, all 
forebodings os to its deficient area will, I think, ho purely speculative Tho roukai crop was 
in former )eani a very uncommon one in these parts, but it has been cultivated comparatively 
largely this season and has turned out veiy well I observe, too, that a much larger area is 
being dovoted to food-groins; fqr instance,.tins season preparations are bring mado on all sides 
for the jo^ora crop whet* it was never sown before, nnd lands usually resorved for chillies, &c., 
may this yehr bo seen Jvith a line crop of murwa The condition of the people is undoubtedly 
improving, and after ffio close of tho current month, when the bhadoi harvest becomes general, 
our house-to-house relief operations may with safety be much narrowed.’ 1 Mr. Smith adds • 
* €t There will, I fear, howevei, be a certain class of non-cultivatois, principally decrepit, old women 
or widows with small children, of the lowest clashes, such as Julahas, Doosadhs, and Mnsahirs, 
to whom shall be obliged to continue relief till the mam and cold-wcathor harvest; and 
more particularly in this non-bhadoi country along the Tiljooga valley, I am convinced of tho 
necessity of providing ample work for those in want of employment and willing to work, at 
Mir rales, for, it is only to be expected that, with the pi (sent deficiency of food-supply, 
those ordinarily employing hard labor should do as much for themselves as possible, and 
that, consequently, many of the oidinary laboring class* 6 should find it a difficult matter to 
support themselves ond their families “ 

5. Muddehpoorah —“ On all sides may be seen the different crops in various stages of 
maturity. Ke^hi has in some places been cut, in others, is marly fit to reap, the same with 
murwa The bhadoi, in some of the early tiansplantcd fields, h.is corao into #ar, and in most looks 
promising. Aghani is also good, except where damaged by floods The ryotN from the west are 
buying aghnni sesdling tn plant in the low lands lately injuted by excessive rain We had 
need of ram lately, but it has been raining all night (7th) ana is still threatening ,r 

6. Banka— The prices of all grains are falling, and a further fall is anticipated as soon 
as tho Indian corn and murwa, both nearly ready, aro cnl Tho late ram has immensely 
benefited tho transplantings of paddy. Up to date the paddv looks promising, nnd about one- 
half has already been transplanted. Another good shower of ram is necessary for the paddy 
already transplanted. With a favorablo rainfall an excellent harvest may l>e looked for The 
general condition of the people is satisfactory, but cholera exista here and there. , 

7. Head-quarter t.— The Ganges is now in high flood and etdi rising, but the crops on 
the dearah land were, I understand, nearly all cut and saved—a very unusual cironmstance. 

8. The Deputy Collector at Fertabgunge reports vory satisfactorily of the whole state of 
the country under his direct charge, and thinks that no further relief measures will be neces¬ 
sary in that portion of the distuct atter the end of this month. The Moddehpoorsh officer

is inclined to a similar opinion, and, if possible, arrangement* will be made to carry out these 
proposals. Tbe only portion remaining where slight assistance will be necesaary will be portions 
of Naradigur and Ekar, especially along the valley of tbe Tiljooga, almost an entirely agbani 
rice country.

The total imports lor the fortnight ending 8th 
instant, were 30,953 mnuuds, and exports 10,025 maunds Of th* former, excepting 100 
mounds nee fiom Sahebgunge, and 270 maunds gram and wheat, local, the whole quantity was 
wheat and gram from various up-oountry stations, and the whole ol the exports wheat and 
gram for Howrah. No private importations appear to be carried on to tho north of the district, 
and the Soopool officer lejMirU “ little oi nothing is being done m this direction '*

15. X was unable to furm«h figures with my last lortmghtl\ I now do so, together with 
the figince for ibis, loi the s.iLe of comparison In Mi. Kirkwood's report, just received, he 
lemarks “geneiullv the nuinbeis receiving relief have somewhat diminished towards the 
md of the fortnight ” I trust the figures, to be submitted at the close of August, will show 
that this lednetion still continues 

* If* Safes —The wholesale mondies arc reported to have disposed of a very largo amount, 
but in «nmc parts their demand*, and the demands of their customers on their stores, are 
slackening This is said to he especially noticeable at Pcrtobgungo, where new rico ib coming 
into the market, and lkiboo Ham Shunker Sen leporte the quantity of grain sold under 
the niw liberal rates (to wholesale dealers) was 10,178 maunds. In fact, so eagor was the 
competition among tho local tradesmen at Xlulooa, that stotes began to mu short before all 
demand? could be ipet In Aluddenpoorah sub-division, during the fortnight, 8,045 maunds 
were thus sold, iu the Soopool cncle 7,161 maunds were disposed of to wholesale moodics, 

while the sales from the gol.ie themselve» had fallen to 880 maunds, the moodioa generally 
retailing at a seer cheaper than the gola retail selling price. In Narradignr circle tho wholesale 
raoodii'K took, during the fortnight, 2,402 maunda There are very few persons in that circle, 
csnociallv in tin* neighbourhood ot Koahwar nnd Nurgo gola?, of sufficient substance to become 
largo mirchusera. There have been, it is said, large purchasers in the Bongong circle, but the 
figures are uot given. It i* still tnort positively stated that there is no rice forthcoming or 
nailable anywhere in Soopool, except Government nee. Tho new bhadoi rice will soon bo in 
Tne tn.ukcl, when only the hotter class ol men who are unaccustomed to cot the bhadoi rice, and 
can uflbid to pay for Government rice, will become purchasers ; we shall not have much to 
*ell, except iu the Muddchpoora sub-division The golas in the Bulooa, Bongong, and Snnrahi 
cuclts liave h«*comc almost empty. Bnloot and Simrabi have since been replenished ; Bongong 
will bo replenished hotn the Bjjnuthpore gola in the Muddehpoora «ub-division, Naradigur, 
aoopuol, aud Ekar circles, it n> said, have euougb for all their requirements. 





















17. Advance*.— Of course, these have now come almost to a close The ffgnres ftr last 
fortnight shouIdJiave been a total of 94 zemindars, receiving 31,703 maunds of rice and 4,074 
maunds of seed-grain ; and 18,434 ryots, receiving 60,787 maunds ot nee and 2,290 maunds of 
seed-gram up to 29tli July, and in some cases up to the 1st August. Tho figures stand thus— 
ryots, 19,324, receiving 64,978 maunds of rice and 2,3s0 maunds seed-grain; and 7cmindars 
98, receiving 32,287 maunds rico and 4,074 manuds seed-grain. 

18. Cooked Food—' The figures lor this and last fortnight are thua given — 
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Total, this fortnight, 1*82, aguinst 848 of the previous fortnight 

Many oi these pool-houses aru now going to In* closed, us also the hospitals, at ont'C, and 
tho native doctors attached will he relieved Mr Kirkwood reports their presence no longer 
necessary. Thero jias been a marvellously small amount of sickness throughout the relief 
operations, and the uative doctors aie no longci required, with tho exception of three, who 
will be retained a short time longer 

19 HuMf-to-hoMse Relief —Mr Kirkwood remarks on this head that “tins rolicf was 
largely extended during June and July in the Nnradignr und Kkar circles, the climax was, 
howover, reached about tho 20th July, and sternly reductions, both iu Humbert, and m the 
amount given, arc now going on The number* on tins rebel nppear much largut, propor¬ 
tionately, thnn the nmount ot reiuf given The rejsou is this, that, wlulo some now people, 
guuerally fully 10 per cent , and luquently vciy many more, had to bo biought on tho lists, 
►omo 60 por oent had their allowances reduced, ns they lmpiovod und gradually look to one 
ot our labor idu fs, thus, although the numlniM may have increased 10 per cent ouaccitam 
day in a certain village, it is not uncommon to find a reduction ol 10 perccut in tho total 
amount allowed to that villuge. The average rebel given per In-ad—men, women, and children, 
for a mouth—is uhont 10 M-ers ot ru-c. It runs, l think, mo-tly Irnm Id to 12 mots .in 1 lie maxi¬ 
mum allowance per child, and 18 seers foi adults.” The total figures shown in Mr KirkwootTn 
next fortnightly vflll probably hliow a still further reduction 

20 Labour— Mr Kirkwood remarks “ There are on the regular woiks in North Bhn- 
gulpoio, as far as I can ascertain, about 8,000 persons, of'whuiu 3,000 an* «n the Com t ot Wards* 
works Oui relief works now show large numbers — 
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This shows a total this toitnight of 23,433, against 12,711 ot the previous tmtnight, oi 
nearly double. J anticipate a considerable reduction during the fortnight, as strict orders 
have been given to reduce wages. The women, who chiefly swell the numbem, will soon be, oi 
ought to be.engaged m reaping the blmdoi harvest Mr Marlin,the Muddcbpoorub suh-divisioual 
officer, remarks * “Tfio rates uew are not sufficiently tempting to induce people to work , uhuL is 
really wanted is not a sudden bat ft gradual driving back all p«*r®onH to their u-uul condition, 
whether that normal condition be bad or good Tbeie arc many found in poverty who have 
been in poveity all then lives, and had a hard struggle for an existence, who will, without 
doubt, appear fit subjects lor rebel lor many years to come, and who, having omo subsisted ou 
i lianty in ihe way they have this year, will find mruc difficulty in giving it up and icvcrliug to 
their previous miserable bio, and the question ap|iears to be rising, bow long wo are to find 
work for this class of persons; all others will now very soon desert us of their own accord ” 

21 Spinning and Weaving —Mr Kirkwood reports . ** The numbers have very largely in¬ 
creased during the fortnight. The number, daily average, has bceu 0,932 spinning and 1,283 
weaving, aganist 4,267 spiumng and 616 weaving in the previous fortnight. This also is ucIjbs 
who will haug on to us as long os we provide them with oottou, though many of the spinners ure 
women who ordinarily do not engage in this manufacture. I have given orders that in 

















September this work moat be gradually brought to a close, and that all engaged shall have a 
free gift of cotton or thread given out to them for the last time. This will enable thefA, if 
inclined, to work for themselves, and especially the weavers, who can sell their cloth and 
purchase more thread fairly, as doubtless thread will be available for some time longer; bat 
their work as a means of charitable relief must cease, and can cease when once the new harvest 
is in and they are set upon their legs once more. 

22. The group superintendents are no longer necessary, and their services are being 
dispensed with. The military sonbadars and jemadars are no longer necessarv, and can all 
return now. Mr. Kirkwood only wishes to retain one after the end of this month, bnt he can 
go with the others. The whole work of relief at the end of this month ought to be entirely 
confined to a |>ortion of Naradigur and Ekar circles along the valley of the Tiljooga, where no 
bhadoi is grown, and where the agbam in any year is liable to be, and is often destroyed or 
damaged by floods, instead of, as was the case last year, by drought; at any rate, it is satisfactory 
to know that the beginning of the end bos arrived.

The golas, both Government and relief minor golas, have all stood well. I have not heard 
of or seen one which haa not answered well the purpose for which it was built. 

The train of transport pomes is now being gradually broken up. 

Mr. Perry reports that he has sent away 650 out of 600 which he was working. A register 
has been kept of all these animals and their owners. ConCraotors now know their business and 
a useful system has been organized.

F. 

Th returns of persons in receipt of charitable relief look very large. The numbers are 
however, less than lust fortnight, being 27,192. It must be remembered that the period now 
under report is that which many persons said would be the hardest in the whole year The 
rebel officers and their subordinates had reached the moat remote villages, and many people 
who hod received the supplies on being sent away from the works are entered. 

At the Sudder the numl»crs in receipt of relief are larger than in any other circle. This 
had attracted my notice before the receipt of the late circular, and the lists have been carefully 
scrutinized , from Dengrah, Lieutenant Thornton reports that distress has entirely ceased, except 
among the very poor clasM* of piofetwional beggars, and that new rice is being brought into 
the mnrkets, Government nee being only saleable in verv small nuantitiee 

Theic appears to have liecn no cstravagunt charitable distribution here , nor has there at 
Kudba, where all relief woiks have now been stopped. 

from Kudba Amour the returns are not satisfactory, but recent reports show that matters 
are now on n better footing 

In Bulramporc mul Kmhcn gunge tbe number of village relief tickets is small , the orops 
are here most magnificent, und Lieutenant Coles and Mr Craven both report that distress has 
quite censed 

From Arrarcah the reports were last fortnight very alarming, but I found on visiting the 
circle that they were exaggerated. The numlier of laborers on the roads wai very largo, but 
will soon In* minced I noticed no dwtre**. among them They were mostly working at task 
works, trying to complete some verv useful roads which have been laid out nnd ucarl) limshod. 

There is in the eastern nnd northern pergunnahs of the cucle still a demand for Govern¬ 
ment grain, ns there is not much bhadoi grown here. 

In Nepal there is scarcely anything but agham, which is much more backward than 
our crops I urn glad to say tlint the supply if stored will meet all demands.

Advantage has 
been taken of this weather by Snutlials t«» plough high lands for til and surgpja oil seeds 
The Indian-eorn crop promises most favorably Some lew fields will be gathered in another

It is time that I should say a word generally about advances In this direction our 
policy has been cur out for us Officers occasionally make remarks about the necessity for 
advances This generally means the people’s capacity for advaneis, which may lx* called 
unlimited Grain advunccs have been made in Godda, ltajmuhdl, Sultanahad and Jamtarn, 
to a considerable exteut, and to a very slight extent indeed in Dcogurh, Belpatta, and Hendua. 
The cry for advances was about equally strong all over the district A great deal of confi¬ 
dence has all along bceu pluccd m the local officer’s opinion , and the result is that advances 
have bceu mude iu the most unequal manner The quantity appears generally to be a function 
ot the quantity m store and the officer’s fancy. 

Thus the crops iu North (Jodda were a good deal the worst ol auy in the district All 
over Godda advances have been freely made partly because tbeio happened to be good 
reserve store in Godda 

The crops in Sultanabad were very much bcttci. Still in Sultatiabad large advances 
h.i\ e been made 

In Arabar affairs were pretty much the same as in Sultanabad The zemindar has 
taken 1,000 maunds out of complement to the Sarkar, but docs not want it 

In llcndun the Konthals were clamourous and were beginning to look riotous. When 
they were tuM that they would get uo advances of any kind Irom the Govcrumont, aud 
must pay the usual interest to their zemindar and maliajuns, they shut up and went home 
1 had no rice iu Doomku to give them, and made a virtuo ol necessity. At tho same time 
1 was very confident that the ryots were in no great danger. 

In Belpatta driblets of odvauces have been made. 

In Mohammadabad noue Lave been made 






Jamtara was. near the railway A load cry of distress wai raised in April . 4 Rioe Was 
imported, and mu<* of it haa been spent in advances. I am pretty confident now that* 
1 Jamtara could hard escaped with much less help than it got. 

It will hare been obaerved that no officer in the district has discovered a death from 
starvation; and that relief operations everywhere have been pronouuced exoellcntly timed 
and admirably suooessful. 

I am afraid we have proved too much My sab-divisional officers are, with one exception, 
greatly and provokingly m arrears with me, and I am horribly in orrear with the # Commis¬ 
sioner in general work ; therefore we have not succeeded in completely keeping oar balance 
under the new strain. There is no doubt great efforts have been made in relief works, but nearly 
every officer says, with a sigh of satisfaction, that he has been just able to prevent famine 

1 don't believe m this nicety of work The fact of there having been no famine in the 
district up to date, taken with the fact that we hsve by no means nicely adjusted the rest of 
our work, proves that our action m relief has been a great deal more than sufficient, and I 
am bound to say so at once At considerable expense wc have greatly lightened distress, 
and got a good deal of very good aud useful work done in roads, bauds, aud tanks. Bat if 
we had been on the verge fit famine in a dozen places, we must have gone in somewhere. 

The necessity of making advances is next to impossible to estimate. Any number of 
people will jump at the chance. Eagerness to take udvauces is absolutely no criterion of 
anything. 

When other signs *of famine appear.* advances are a good wav of meeting it; but other 
ways, such as giving cooked food aud giving work, are tests as well as ways of relief, aud I 
am afraid many officers forget the dificrcuce. 

F —Cii aeitabli Relief 

The Godda Officer writes ,—“ The daily average of persons relieved during the fortnight is 
133 by cooked food, and 1,575 by uncooked rationsthis is all wroug Receivers of 
uncooked rations ought to bo # the very lew “ bhodra lok," who make out a decent claim to 
have their “ iszut ” regarded If only 133 ore badly off enough to eat our boiled nee, we may 
very nearly shut up relief. 1 shall have the greater part of the 1,576 people struck off tho roll.

I have the honor to submit ray narrative for the fortnight ending the 8th August. 

At the comracncenunt of this period I was at Rampore Hftt, from which place I 
struck across country to Khnrgaon, having heard very bad accounts as to the cultivation 
and the prospects of the crops on account of deficient rainfall. I found that the backward¬ 
ness of cultivation had been, as I expected, greatly exaggerated, and that the prospects of 
the crops were by no means bad in the eastern portion of the Khurgaon thana, and 
that, with seasonable rain, the transplantation of tho winter rice crop would probably be 
completed in good time From Khurgaon I went by the Badshahye and Syutlna roads to 
Kandi, and tlirnce mto Berhampore. In this part of the district matters were not nearly so 
promising. Tempted by the abundant falls of rain in June, the cultivators had sown a large 
extent of land broadcast, and the transplanted crop had been transplanted two or three 
weoks oarlier than usual Tho effect of the long-coutinucd break in the rams during the 
last three weeks of July had naturally been disastrous iu theso parts, and extensive tracts, the 
promise of which I found at the end of June to lx* so very good, had, at the oud of July, 
suffered damage which no ram that may have fallcu siuce I saw this part of tho country, 
or that may fall hereafter, can repair. 

8. Not only in this, but in other parts of the district has there been a material change for 
the worse sinco the last fortuightly report was written, and unfortunately thischango is owing 
to circumstances which arc entirely beyoud our control, an<L as affecting the outturn of 
tho crops of this ) car, arc of far greater importance than any temporary outbreak of distress or 
increase of prices. No part of the district has escaped somr loss from the insufficient' rainfall 
during the past month, but the losses are very unequal in different parts. Thus, with the excep¬ 
tion of some parts of Musapore and Bootee, the Jangipmc sub-division has obtained almost 
sufficient rain, ami the very heavy fall on the 7 th instant (B fiet. 28 inches) has probably done 
more good than can easily lx* calculated In the Rampore IUt and Lalhaugh sub-divisions, too, 
the rainfall appears to have been almost sufficient, except for the high laud*, of Khurgaon and 
Bhudnhat, and if the drought has not destroyed the seedlings, as I fear has been the case 
m some ports, there is time yet for transplantation if the long threatened heavy ram will 
fall at last. The most unfortunate than as arc those of Bhurtpore and tho southern and 
south-western portions of Gokiirn. Here, for the past month, there has been no rainfall 
worthy of the name, slight sprinkles not being, I fear, sufficient even to keep the broadcast

4 The aous crop also has been injuriously affected in many places by the deficiency 
of rain, and its magnificent promise of the past month has not been fulfilled The strip 
of country in tho llhurtpore thana, between the Bhagiruttec and the Babla riven in wlueli 
this crop i* gionn, lias specially suffered, and one result has been that whereas a month ago 
I intended to have closed the Suktupoic poor-house and to have scry greatly circumscribed 
all relict operations in this part ot the distnct, 1 fouud on my visit to the place Inst woek 
that the numbers obtaining ri lict bar! considerably increased, and might be expected to' 
mcicase .still rnoie. In fact, I have authorized the opening of a poor-house at Bhurtpore 
it8clf> a place at which there has. hitherto been distubutiou of uucookcd food With regard, 
however, to the aous crop gcucially, if may be said that so large au area was sown down 
with it that, even allowiug for a consult table amount ol damage caused to the crop in parts, 
its actual outturn will probably be not much below the average, especially if we have falls 
tif ram during the next lew days. 

Narrative of Scat city aud Relief in the Moot JiedcM District for the fortnight ending 

8th August 1874 
A — State of tjie Country 

1 Abundance or scarcity of fujip/y in the bazar —The supply of food-grams in the 
bazars anil hftts of the head-quarters subdivision is still reported to be sufficient for the 
daily wauts of tho people In the Jangiporc sub-division the bazar of the Dhulian is 
best supplied with rice The RoghoouAthgungc bazar stands next. The bazars of Mirzapore 
and No tun gunge have got a good supply In tho smaller bazars the supply is reported to 
bo bvauty The supply of iood-gioins in the bazars and principal h&ts m the jurisdiction 
of the Rnmpoic Il/it sub-division is reported to be sufficient for local consumption In thana 
Khurgaon the supply it. less abundant than in the other thanas, but still no want ih felt by 
the people Iu the Lulbaugk sub-divislou the bazars in thanas Assauporc, Shahanuggur, 







Mannllabazar and Bhugwangolah continue to be abundantly supplied with'grains of all 
descriptions; but the supply in thana Bhudrihaut still continues to be deficient. Advances 
of Government grain are being made to shop-keepers for sale m this tharih. In bther 
thanaa, where supplies appeared to be deficient, the local dealers have not como forw&fd, 
and under recent orders sales will be opened at the golas of Rangamattee 111 Gokurn, and of 
s Sukteepore in Bhurtpore, and if necessary at ShaLapore in Bhudrihaut, at Nobogram in 
Kalyangunge, and at Kandi and Jangipore. 

2. Kind and price of grain selling at one or more principal mart 9 .—The price of common 
nee is lower in the head quarters eub-division than at the date of the last fortnightly 
report. Tho average of twelve of the principal marts is 11J seers per rupee, it is chenpcst at 
Jellinghee and Gowaa, being 1G and 14 seers respectively at those places, which of course lowers 
tho average rate very much, and dearest at Satoon aud Kalyangunge, where it is 9 and 
9$ seers per rupee respectively “Wheat it nearly the same price as last foitnight and gram 
is cheaper boing 1GJ seers per rupee. Iu tho Jangipore nub-division, in the Roghoonathgunge 
Bazar, common rahn ncc is 13 seers per rupoe, whilst good rice is 12 seers per rupee. At 
Sooty nee sells at 12$ scere. At Dcwan Serai bazar bhadoi sells at 12 seers and rahn 
and purbi at 11 seers per rupee At Mirzaporo nee is at 12 seers, aud it would there¬ 
fore appear that the backwardness of the crops in part of that thana has not as yet hod any 
effect in raising the price of the article In the Raraporc Hit sub-division tho prices of 
coarse nee vary from'lH to 121 seers per rupee, and those of best rice from 9$ to 10i seers 
per rupee In the Lalbagh sub-dmMon the prices of best, common, and aou» rice in the 
severalmaikcts vary from 9 to 111, 9} to 12, and 13 to 13$ seers per rupee respectively 
those of wheat, barley, and gram from 10,^ to 131, 20 to 22, aud 1C to 18 seers per rupee 
respectively . 

3. Any information obtained regarding the amount and kind of gram Miecid to be tn stork 
in the hands of zemmdan , tradeis , ri/o/s and othns.— No trustworthy information on this 
subject is available, but thorc is reason to behove that the supplies 111 the hands of zemindars 
and traders is sufficient for present wants, though tho poorer ryots have probably veiy small 
supplies A few days ago I was informed that tho effect of the lull of pnecs aud of tho 
anticipation of a further fall when the aoua nee comes mto the market had had tho effect 
of bringing out some stoics of old amun nee which had probably been kept bock iu view 
of a rise m prices. 

4. Rainfall, if am/ —There was some rain, but generally very slight, in every station in 
the head-quarters sub-division during the fortnight under report Tho want of a real good 
downpour to soak the ground thoroughly and flood the ricr fields is much felt, os tho nco 
crops havo been, and are being, much damaged, especially on the stiff clay»*y «pil west of tho 
Bhagiruttcc. The rainfall at Jangipore, where it has been heaviest, has beeu 6 50 inches 
during the fortnight, and on the 7th instant tho quantity of raiufall was 3 28 inches Iu the 
Ramporo Hit sub-division there has not been a sufficient fall of raiu, but in thana 
Khurgaon, in which it appear* to have been most deficient, tlio ram that has falleu has enabled 
the cultivators to carry on agricultural operations ovosywhcrc In the Lalbaugh sub-division, 
during the foitinglit under report, the rainfall at the head-quarters was 4 hi inches, and as 
stated in my preliminary remarks, deficiency is mostly felt in the high lands of Bhudrihaut. 

5 # Stafi of the rrojm —B have wntlcn on this subject in my preliminary remarks The 
future of tho winter ncc crop, aud, to a certain extent, of the aous crop, depends very nmeh 
on the weather of the next few days With heavy continuous rain nuirli of the umuii win* li 
is now grvatlyjmperilled muy he saved, but 1 fuu that u certain portion has been damaged 
irreparably. In uie Jaugipoic sub-division the harvest of bhadoi ncc has commenced, but no 
bhadoi nee has as yet come into Rogboouathgungc orJa"giporc market. In spite of loss 
by submersion 111 the part of the sub-ilivision between the old aud new entrances of the 
Bhagirflthre, the harvest is expected to lie a bumper one 1'hc prospect of hvmuuto nee 
is not good iu parts of Mirzapore aud Western Sooty, and these parts are mnrli tho same as 
those that suffered most from last year's drought The woist tract 111 Mirzajiore is the tract 
between Simla and Zindgi, about 5 miles long, and between Daspara and Matkhaukra, about 
3 miles broad Throughout this tiact little hymunto rice has been transplanted. The 
sub-divisional officer has been informed that advances must be especially made in these bad 
parts The sub'divisional ofheer reports, as a consoling feature, that the sccdliugs in the 
nurseries at four of the villages still look well. At a eei tain village of which he heard the worst 
accounts h^vfound remarkably fine scedliugs. The sub-divisional officer of Ilurnpore Hit 
reports that generally speaking the state of the crop is not bad, although the progress of 
the agricultural operations m some places has been somewhat retarded owiug to the deficient 
fall of ram during the fortnight In thana PuNah the state of the aous paddy and 
sugarcane is not bad, but it has boen reported that owing to the want of sufficicut rain, 
transplanting has, to a certain extent, been stopped Iu thana Rarajiorc H/lt the state of 
tho amun crop has been reported to be good, and the sugarcane antf mulberry crops arc 
also in a thriving state Only in thana Khurgaon the report is somewhat unfavorable, 
but on account of the late rains agricultural operations are going on pretty satisfactorily 
The sub-divisional officer of Lalbaugh states that the indigo is very nearly all cut, aud tho result 
of the season, especially in Bhagwangola, likely to bo most satisfactory. Tho aous in that 
thana promises, up ’to the present time, a capital outturn. The crofs in thana 
Bhadnhaut arc somewhat backward for waut of ram, and a considerable portion of the 
land in the villages bordering on the Kalyanguugo thana have not yet been transplanted 
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from the same cause. The prospect of the crops to the north of the line of the Branch 
Railway is, however, far more pleasing. % 

6. Condition of the people. —There is no improvement in the condition of the 
poorer classes, who are still severely pressed by the high price of food, and distress, 
as exhibited by the flocking of larger numbers of people to the poor-houses and 
centres for relief, is undoubtedly on the increase m Bhurtpore and other western 
thanas, and in the southern part of the Burwah thana In the Jangipore sub¬ 
division there is distress in the interior of Mirzapore and in western Sooty. It is being 
actively relieved by the Relief Committees at Mirzapore, Belona, Hilora, and Jangipore. 
The people who attend tho Jangipore cook-house at Boghoonathgunge are, for the most part, 
Mirzapore people The suli-divisional officer of Ramporc HAt reports that there is no change 
to report in the condition of the people, but their wants have boen in a great measure 
supplied by the asustanco given them in the shape of relief works now going on in numerous 
places iu the jurisdiction of this sub-dmsion and by gratuitous relief The agriculturists 
are now busily engaged in their works in tho fields Khurgaou is unquestionably the worst 
thana in this sub-division, and tho sub-divwonal officer has been directed to aoud the officer 
specially engaged for the purpose of enquiring with regard to advances to ryots to this 
thaDa In tho Lalbaugn sub-division the inhabitants of thana Bhadnhitut are, the 
sub-divisional officer believes, as a rule, poorer than the • inhabitants of tho other thanas, 
and having suffered more from last year’s drought they require, as might be expected, more 
assistance than the people of the other thanas of the sub-division. Tho relief works 
and the small advances which arc boiug made, os well as the charitable relief will, however, 
support the laboring classes and small cultivators to surmount tho distress which they would 
otherwise have experienced 

7. Actual facts as to any known cases of misery and starvation —A report of three deaths 
from starvation was received from Audoolbarcea, a village of Burwah. at no great distance 
from Beldanga, where there is a relief centre The relief officer who enquired into the mattor 
found that one of the meu had died of fever and tho two others of diarrhcea, caused 
apparently by eatiug shama. The relief officer asked to be shown the worst cases of 
distress, and a man was brought suffering from fever, hut who was said to be starving, ii\ 
whose house the relief officer found 10,000 cocoons, grain, bullocks, &c. 

8. Gram-thefts or robberies —Twelve cases of petty theft of grain were reported during 

tho fortnight in tho hrnd-quartcra sub-division In the Jangipore sub-division three persons 
were punished for grain-theft There wore two cases of gram-theft reported during the fort¬ 
night in the Rarapore H&t sub-division. In the Lalbaugh sub-division there was no case of 
grain-robbery or theft reported since tho submission of tho last narrative. A crime 
statement is annexed • 

9 Condition of any sjnrial tracts —Cholera has almost disappeared, and there arc very 
few cases of sinall-pox still lingering in the head-quarters sub-division In the Rampore 
HAt subdivision cholera and small-pox arc still prevalent, but they ore in a very mitigated 
form Owing to the conuug in of the aous crop distress is greatly mitigated in the 
eastern thanas, aud is most intense in the western thanas of Bhurtpore, Gokum, 
Kalynngungc, Blind nil ant, Mirzapore, and part of Sootcc • All the relief officers and 
assistants ure now employed in that part of the district. 

(B)—Relief Woees. 

f 

Two statements, one showing the average number of persons at work on the several 
works and other particulars, and the other the expenditure in money with explanatory notes, 
arc herewith submitted It will be observed that tho number of laborers on the Gorabazar 
southern drain has greatly increased A mouth ago, when the prospects of the aous 
aud araun crops alike were so good, the cultivating classes would not resort to this work, 
and many laborers could not be tempted to work for nec payments When, however, 
prospect*. became worse, owing to want of rain, the nnmbors rapidly increased. Many of the 
laborers arc women, and there can be no doubt but that the execution of this work has been 
mast beneficial in providing employment for the inhabitants of tho vicinity ol Bcrhampore 
In aomc parts of the district, in the Jangipore sub-division for instance, the numbers of 
laborers ou relief works will probably fall off, hut m others they will, I think, increase, and 
it is in my opinion better that these works should be kept open than that the laborers should 
come (as I belicvo many would) on the purely gratuitous relief list Much, however, 
depends upon the character ot the weather during the present week. Heavy rain would 
doubtless relieve the works of many laborers who would have employment m agricultural 
operations ou their own account or on account of others. 

• (C)—Transport op Food. 

Prom the returns furnished by the Traffic Manager, East Indian Railway, at Jamalpore, 
it appears that 24,628 maunds of rice have been imported to, and 6,811 maunds of nee have 
been exported from, the jurisdiction of the Rarapore IIAt sub-division during the fortnight 
under report This large importation has to a certain extent kept down the pnee of rice in 
the hilts and hazais. No purbi rice is said to have bceu imported into the Jangipore 
sub-division during the fortnight. 




D. —^toeaor or Government Grain at Reluf Works • 

The assignments made for the storage of Government gram and for the management of 
golas hive already been mentioned in previous reports. The following figures show the 
quantity of grain received into the district from—

There is still groat difficulty in procuring transport for supplying nco to curlew in the 
interior The cargo of nee received from Calcutta by tho steamer Success (9,750 bags) 
has enabled me to dislnbute large supplies to the various golas on the banks of the Bliagi- 
ruthee. Annexed is a statement showing the storage and consutnpnou of giain in the 
district. I note that in the printed copy of the lost fortnightly statement, the. eolumna opened 
by mo, showing advances to zemindars, was omitted I have therefore included those advance* 
in the column of advances to ryots in the present statement. 

- E.— Advances to*Privail Parties and their Results. 


There were 20 applications pending at the close of the last fortnight in the head-quarters 
sub-division Twenty-five fresh applications liavo been received during the fortnight under 
report. Out of tho total 45, orders for payment have been passed iu 9 rases, and the remaining 
30 cases are under investigation Cheques for payment in riec have been isMird to tho aggre¬ 
gate amount of Rh *0,798 to nine semindars The above is exclusive of the ndvauccs made to 
the ryota direct for small amounts In the Jaugiporc nub-division 88i mounds and 27 seers 
of rice have been advanced to 453 ryots, and 70 mnnnds to a zemindar of Joroor, to enable 
him to make advances to Ins ryots. Tho Sub-Deputy Magistiate and Collector and the 
Sub-Inspector on special duty actively exerted themselves to induce somo zemindars to stand 
as securities for their ryots, but they have failed The Sab-dmsional Officer himself has been 
equally unsuccessful. It is woithy of notice that Rai Dlmnput Singh Bnhadoor, Baboo 
Pulin Bclian Scu, and Kao Jogrndro Nan in Roy are loading money totlicir ryots without 
taking advances from Government In the Rain pore 11 At sub-divnnon, in 51 applications 
orders have been passed for giving 579 uiaunds of ncc to ryots, and 1,10.1 mauuds 37 seers 
of nee to 13 zemiudars for muking advances to their ryots In the Lalbaugh suImIivisioii 
advances have l>ecn mode to the chowkccdars of Assanpuro and Hltadrihuut tliunns, on the 
understanding that the amount should be repaid in money at tlio end of nex't harvest hi 
Dccciulicr or January, and with the stipulation that it may be levied at oucc lor any neglect 
of duty The Relief Sub-divisional Officer of Kandi has made advances to zcmimlaiH and 
ryots to the amdunt of 401 mauuds 20 seers, nrtunlly giveu out, besides other giants sanc¬ 
tioned, but in winch the nee has not been taken Unless prospects niter mntciully for the 
better iu tlu;bud parts of the district, n will, I think? bo ncccssaiy to make considerable 
advances in some villogqp, but the rainfall is so capricious ami unceitain that it would, 1 
think, be better to defer such grants on anything like a large scale foi a short (line, until it 
can be qscoitained in what parts the crojls have been wholly or very raatcnally damigod 
Even iu adjoining Milages there are gieat differences lx tween the prospirts of the uops 
owing to greatei or less deficiency of rain, ami much more relief may hereafter lie required 
in one purt of as^iaua thuti another, though both may have suffered equally ftom the failure 
of last year.

parohaeere had go to a Government golab, gome way off, to have their wants supplied. It is 

^ the game in most place#, the supply very irregular, and, on the whole, deficient, it is to ho 
'noted, however, that prices show a downward tendency It would appear that there are still 
some stocks in hand, which are gradually being disposed of by the holders, as they see future 
prospect* continually brightening T^ie weather has been on tbo whole most fuvoiablo lor 
the orops, and report* from all the circles are most encouraging, and everywhere it is reported 
that the bhadoi just ripening is a magnificent crop, some of it has been cut, and a little ha* 
already oome into the market. The winter crop is also reported os doing well; a largo proportion 
of it has been transplanted, and the operations with respect to it are in a veiy forward state 
From Donrgupoio Cucle only do I hear that the winter crop is backward. Mr. Pollen complains 
what there the transplanting has bom began indeed, but tho work is not so well forward us 
it ought to bo I would remark, however, that most of Dourgaporo lies very low, and the late 
flood* so completely subraciged mauy paits ol it as to stop work altogether for some time. 
During the past fortnight wo have hud no heavy ram , what there has been, has consisted of 
showers sufficient to refresh and keep alive the young rice plants, but not sufficient to flood 
the rivers • there is a cry of want of rain, but thoro has been no such defioiency as to cause 
damage. The prospects of the winter crop are on the whole mo*»t oucoutaging, and if only 
we get heavy* she wore during Septembci and tho early pari of Octobei, we may expect n 
good harvest. In Thakurgaon to the north, prices show a downward tendency, but fall 
very slowly, they run go liom 1 \ to 11 seers pci rupee, the general rato being 8 to 0. 
Mr. Scanlon has taken advantage of this spell of comparatively dry weather to push in 
supplies of Government grain, and at Thakuigaon alono last week disposed of K*. 6,730 worth 
of rice without causing any particular altoiation in the market selling into Tho bhadoi 
i* only just coming into the market m Thakurgaon, as soun as it does come in, the demand lor 
Government gruin will fall oil’, and telief operations fui Ihit. p-»rt of the countiy may be cloved. 

In Beergunge some bhadoi is ooming into tho mniket horn tho Rungpore district; tho 
consequence is that the demand for Government grain is beginning to full off there. Tho 
people in eveiy instance prefer their own country ncr, it they can get it, and that thoy have 
so long been dependent on Government sale*, is of itself evidence that other grain was not 
procurable I omitted to mention in my last report that in Thakuigaon a senes of grain 
robberies had occurred u number of bad characters banded together and begun a systematic 
plunder of their fellow vdligers* gram godowns, Uncut* ot personal violence doterred the 
earlier victims from complaining, information, however, did reach the police, and the* result fins 
been that a considerable number of persons havo been «entenced by the Sessions Couit. From 
the evidence adduced in these cas«s, it appears that many of the Thakurgaon villagers have 
grain stored iu their homos, sufficient for their own want*, and with a *uiplus to provido for 
contingencies. On the whole, during the past lortnigty, the condition of the people has 
bettered, ram hip* fallen m sufficient quantities to prevent damage to the winter crop, tho 
hhadoi is now safe, and is aj/cry good oiop, jute also hal turned out well, wlulo puces mo 
slowly declining. 

• * B.— Relief Wobks 

Of actual work on the roads there is next to none Mi Seanlan is trung to improve 
the existing road l^wcen Thukuigaon and Bonhari, so that rain may interfere as little a* 
possible with future transport arrangements In Beergunge and Boehagunge aides too, coolie* 
are employed in trying to finndi ofl* uncompleted roads, while in Hindol, Mi Fasson 
finds somo employment iu the mine way. The coolies employed ate partly men who do not 
live by agriculture, and partly agricultural laborers, wlio have failed to be abcoibed by tho 
labor market. The largest number* arc at Biudol, and are persons that, .Vli Fnsson says, he 
must find employment for, as they cannot get it. elsewhere. 1 know there arc a great number 
of villagers in the Bindd diicction, who generally at this time ol the yeai go down to Putm- 
tolla and tho south to obtain work in tho field*, this year there being no demand for their 
labor, they can find no employment numbeis of these men p.isspd through the blution a* 
usual going to 9eek employment, but they did not all obtain it, foi I know some of them 
leturned, finding no demand tin then eeivices. The difficulty is to find woik for laborers at 
this time of the ypar employment, however, is found fur them in dressing mads, filling up 
holes, improving village foot-path*, &o , and in no case on any of the works is a higher sura 
paid than can be earned by an agricultural laborer in the vicinity Wages m this district 
vary from 2 annas to 4 annas a day with food twice a d*v as well. On our woika, on the other 
hand, a man cannot earn more than one stor of rice per day , m fact Mr. Fanson bus been trying 
the experiment of only giving J a seer per day fora certain amount of work dune we may iest 
assured, therefore, that our work* are not attractive/ Every effort will be made to got nd of 
what laborers there are I may add that Mr. Fasson gives employment to several men 

• who come across the Nagor river fiom Purneah every day, and who assert that they eaunot get 

* work near their homes, neither in the fields, nor on Government woras , the addition of those 

helps to swell his hit. 1 

C.— Transport. # 

There have been some transport operations going on nco has been sent into Thakurgaon; 
there was also an unexpected run on aome of the Ranisankoil guluhs from the Purneah district, 
which necessitated further supplies being thrown into that cucle. Such supping mu6t go 
from Raigunge, bat is Mr. Pollen has nothing to spare, whatever he aeuds away must 
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be made good! Onr Maldah reeervo has been all sent away, the deficiency therefore must be 
made good from Neetpore and Godagan. The reserve at Sohibgunge to the ahiount of some 
6,000 or 6,000 maunds will have to be moved np to Potnitolla to supply the place of some of 
tbo rice sent from theie to Beergunge Circle. The Railway authorities have also ju«t made 
over to us 10,000 maunds of lice on the Atrai, of this 2,000 will be carted to Chintamon m 
Habra Circle, and the balance 7,000 be landed at any point in the Patiram Circle that 
Mr. Finn cane wishes to have it stored. Oar stores have been on the whole judiciously placed, 
but it has been impossible to avoid moving a few thousand maunds hore and there oa occasion 
arise*. Very little urain has been linportod into the district, some was brought up the Koratoya 
river into the Bhaduna Circle from the eastern districts, and thi« bad the effect of lowering 
prices considerably the fall of the rivers has apparently stopped this traffic, or, it may be, the 
coming m of the bhadoi has warned traders that prices will fall below what they can 
afford to sell at A little nee at one time came up the Atrai to Patiram and Putni- 
tolla, not giain imported by any mahsjuns residing at any of the marts on that river, 
but brought by boats sent out from Dacca and elsewhere, with instiuotions to sell wherever 
a market offered The imports into Bhaduria were oi the sjme nature, the relief afforded, 
therefore, was only afforded to persons reading on the banks of tbo two rivera Atrai 
and Koratoya, and did not touch those living in the interior: such'importation has now 
stopped, and uce is nowhere reported as coming into the District from outside Prom 
the very first all tho substantial traders, whose agents reside in the marts oif the Atrai, 
Jaznoona, Koratoya, and Poornahhaba, have declared their intention ol not impoiting, and this 

• they have adhered to throughout, so that such chance importation us I have noted above, plus 

1 stocks in band, have been all that could be depended on to meet the emergency. 

D —Stobaok 

During the last few weeks grain has bad to be tnovod about from one circle to another, 
the surplus of one being made available for the wants of another These movements have been 
effected without difficulty, for in selecting sites for golahs, when grain was first stored, tho 
necessities of future t ansport were kept in view, and onr main depots have always been on the 
banks of rivers, navigable daring the rains. It is satisfactory to find that our golnhs have 
been fairly well built, and the nec properly stored no loss baa resulted Iron* the Burmab 
rice heating and becoming black and unsaleable I have not received specific answers to my 
circular on the subject issued on receipt ol Government letter, but I am sure I would have 
beard of it, bad such damage occurred to any extent. Owing to the steady demand for 
Government grain, our stoics are fast running out, and a question has been raised as to the 
sufficiency of our supplies to last up to the time when the ripening ot tho winter crop restores 
things to their normal condition. Out of the total amount stored, which, counting what has 
been received from the Railway, amounted to about 11 lakhs of maunds, thcro ore not, allow¬ 
ing for wastage, much over 1 J lakhs remaining in band , it so much, it is a mutter for serious 
consideiution therefore whether such amount is sufficient for out rcquiiements until such time 
ns the jieople arc no longer in want of help. Of course if the weather is uot propitious, if the 
ram fails u» in September nnd October, it !• pcifeelly coitam that uo amount of gram now 
at our disposal will nvcit a great calamity, but supposing nothing nufoieseen occurs, will our 
supply hold out to the end ? lam inclined to think they wil*. The bbadoi crop is now safe, 
the outturn is a good one, and twice the u*»ual breadth has been sown , allowing for loss by 
the late flood und damage done by tin* much Min, we may count on abAntr Cwiee the usual 
umountof bhadoi pausing into the bands ot the ryots In oidin.iry veais the bhadoi is kept by 
the individual cultivator lor his own consumption, any suiplus lie inay have only being disposed 
of* such sui pi us generally lasts about six weeks, if, till the first week in October, the 
supply for the period that intervenes between the beginning of October and the com¬ 
ing in of the earlier 6orta of wintei rice being met by issue of old stocks. It is feared 

* that much the same will happen this \car, *e t that the ryots will only sell surplus stocks, 
that such surplus will only lust until October, that our supplies will have been exhausted, and 
that after that there lieiug no stocks to fall back upon, prices will rise and gieat distress be 
the result. I have discussed the matter with most of my Circle officers, and the result arrived 
at is ns follows The Bhadoi will this year come m very gradually, having been sown at 
different periods according as the iyota found means to purchaso seed. The last of the 
Bbadoi will uot be reaped until the middle of September, and the coming m* of the crop 
is sure to decrease sales of Government l ice, more especially if tho latter be not pressed 
on the market. Again a larger area than usual having been sown this year, there will 
be more surplus to be disposed of, and also fewer eventual purchaser, inasmuch as 
more persons will have stock in hand to last until the Hemantm comes in. The prices in 
November arc expected to nse, but not to the sime extent as they have done, and the people 
being then certain of a winter crop, there will* be no panic, and money will be procurable 
from mobojuus. The Bhadoi will come into the market moie gradually than usual, but there 
will of course be a natural anxiety felt by all to dispose of their surplus, before prices fall 
further. Theie is no doubt that many would prefer to buy good clean rice at 14, in preferenoo 
to BhadoiM a cheaper riife. In order then to avoid all po*sibilily ot competition, I would 
raise the ifhce of Government ncc to the rate at which clean country sells in the b.izir here, vis. 
12 seers lor the rupee , this raising of price would also enable us to keep a reserve in case prices 
show a disposition to nae during the bitter end of Ootober. By acting on the above suggestion, 
ooi pteeent supply will, I think, be found more than infficient, out sale* being thui wduoed to * 



mioimum during the period the bhadoi is in the market, allowing the people*during that 
period to depend on their own resources. If after the Bhadoi goes out, tnere is any demand 
amongst those who have none of that crop to fall bark upon, we will be prepared to supply the 
demand; if, as I hope, prices will not rise so very high, we can always dispose of any stock in 
hand. It would bo unpolitio to^dwpose of oar gram until w| see what happens in November, 
and it would be unfair to the ryota to koep open our golahs at rates, likely to interfere with 
the disposal of tbeir’prodnoe; both djffioultie*, it seems to me, will be avoided, by raising 
our soiling price, and thus reducing our sales I may add that the nee now in our store is, 
I am told, mostly good mugi and ballam nee, which the dealers would be glad to buy 111 
any year, and the sale of which at 14 seers per rupee, must interfere with sale of bhadoi. 

The Relief Commissioner has been moved to address Government on the subject, with 
what resnlt u not yet known 

. E —Advanois 


1 subjoin the remarks of the District Relief Officer under this head, and I may add that 
the Circle Officer* have, from the first, watched carefully the effect of this system of relief, and 
ore unanimous in expressing thoir opinion that advances have been a great boon to tho people, 
and that Government liberality hss.not been abused Some few case* have been reported, 
where the recipients 6f advanoee were found selling Bansab nee in order to purchase seed 
gram; and in a few isolated instances, attempts have been made to obtain advances on forged 
receipts, or by hypothecating anothers land. In some of these cases legal steps have been 
taken , in others, the rieoor its value has been returned Grain advances supplied a real want, 
und though in some/ow mHtances designing persons may have imposed on the officials, 1 am 
sure the gruin, as a whole, has been consumed in a manner that Government intended 
it should be. 

" The following statement shows the afiiount of grain issued on account of advances in 
the differeut circles of the district during the p ut weeks It will be seen that in all but four 
ciroles the issues have now receded to a oomimiativoly msiguifioaut amount, und (except 
Tbakurgaon, whore they were somewhat delayed by the short store* of groin,) these arc the 
circle* in which the Relief Officers arranged U> givo out tho total amount of the advance in 
two or in three instilments. It must then be borno in mind that only a very small portion of 
the issues during the lost week was on account or newly granted advance* to fresh borrowers, 
or of supplementary advance* to previously successful applicants, but rather that nearly the 
whole amount lud beou previously promised by Oovernmout As soon as the liboral conoes- 
*ion of lower rates became known to the public, many applications f >r now or further advances 
were presented , but following the instructions issaod, the Relief Officers have be«i( particularly 
strict in their enquiries, and very few applications are now granted, only m eases where an 
absolute wint of tfiera i* apparently proved With tuo coming into the market of the 
early bnadoi, the necessity of completing the second instalment is disappcaiiog, and virtually 
the work of gianting advances may now be considered at an eud 
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This is a favorable opportunity for placing on record a short account of the way in whioh 
the grunting of these advances has been conducted 

Immediately after the orders of Government aotboming the granting of these advanoea 
were received, the intention to make these advance* was communicated to the zemindars, the 
necessity of the measure was show ft to them, and they had pointed out to them how self- 
interest and humanity alike ueeded their exertions To these colls almost With unanimity they 
turned a deaf ear, many of these zemindais are non-resident, and their agents replied that 
anaweia could not he expected for a month or mote; others did not answer , a few promised, 
but did not follow up their piomis^ s by a single sign of preparation, and nearly all of the rest 
said they had no objection to Government making these advances, hut they wonld not, or 
could not, do it of themselves. It has since been found that in a few instances zemindars, 
who would not hold up a linger to help their own tenantry, and so to mnintuiu the prosperity 
of their own estates, even resorted to threats towards their tenants of their resentment, if not 
worse, should they ask for aid from Government. 

It maybe iis well to exhaust this unpleasant part of the account—the conduct of the 
zemindars—and have done with it 

Since the advnnces have l»ccn given out, some of the zemindars have come forwnid to 
undertake the obligations of their tenunta, hete and there ostensibly ln‘prevent their people 
incurung unnecessary debts on the security of their tenures, but, in generul, with the expectation, 
or rather eoitamty, of reaping where they have not sown, of getting a laige margin of profit 
without the expenditure of any capital, or trouble or Inborn The following is i.n example. 
Since the zemindar of has heard from some source that either 25 per, cent, commission 

will be allowed to zumindars, or that they will be at lilnjity to take bonds fmm tho ryots at any 
rates they chose, after themselves leccivmg at 1C and 1H seers |»cr lupee, he was veiy anxious 
to become secuuty, in the hope or gaining a large sum of money without inourring any exptnse 
or trouble 

The following sentence embodies tho views of all the relief ofliceis who hove noticed this 
side of the question “Tho iyots aie afraid that if they he left entirely to the mercy of the 
zomindars tlieie will be no end of ojqiressmn to ihcm, and that they will never be ablo to get 
rid of their liability, but become tho bounded slaves of the remiudais " Ho continues—“ My 
experience of the locality leads me to believe that the apprehensions of the ryots are not 
groundless, and that it is desirable to inuke agreement* duect with the ryots, und thin'make 
over the bonds to then zemindurs to realize the amount due from them ” It is now reported 
from different quuiters that the landlords have ulready commenced to take oppiessive proceed¬ 
ings to git from the ryots the rent, for the possibility of obtaining which they die ludebted to 
the exertions of’Government, which has preserved, tor their benefit, the iyots whom they, with 
short-sighted apathy, would have allowed to starve 

In & district like tins, where there still exists a competition on the part of zomiudurs for 
cultivators, rather tk&u one of cultivator* foi lands, it is clear that hy the advauees the 
zemindars are immensely benefit ted, mid that the zemindars are now in many instances willing 
to take over the obligations to Government is a clear proof that the amounts of the odvuuces 
have been very modciate, and only what was absolutely lequncd 

While the answers of the zemindais, when thus appealed to, to do then duty, # were 
awaited, the circle officers through their stall were quickly collecting the data on whioh 
advances could be safely given. To have delayed this till the seroindap’ ruswer* were 
received would have proved a fatal mistake As hoon ns it was evident that tho 
zemindars were not going to avail themselves of the very liberal offeis of loans in money 
or m gtain, vvheiowith to give loans to their rjots, nor to become sureties for 
the advances which Government was preparing to lend, applications from village 
committees, pmfeired by their ie«pective mandate and leading men, began to lie enter¬ 
tained. As a nile, the applications were tendered to tho relief officers, and reports based 
on the previous enquiries taken from the inspectors, or more generally wntten after a second 
enquiry ill the villages whence the applications came Lists of all those who joined ill the 
applications, together with a rough estimate of tho value of each individual’s pioperty, the 
extent and natme of their holdings, the number of individuals in each family, together with 
their latest receipts of lent paid to then landlords, weic taken, and then submitted to the 
relief officeiH, who fixed, in consultation with the leading men of tbe village, the amount of 
grain to be lent. Alter this was done, the conditions were all again explained to the appli¬ 
cants, and a formal agreement, embodying these conditions and the hypothecation of their land*, 
tenements and poison.d properly, was duly executed and taken. This was followed, as quickly or 

might be, by an cider on the most convenient store for the delivery of the amount engaged for, 
or in some cneles of an instalment of it Ol course there have been some slight variations 
in the procedure In some circles, it is believed, the enquiries were nearly all made by the 
circle officers, either at their head-quarters or on tour. In vome the lists of the subordinate 
applicant* under the inandals and leading men have not been invariably filed, in some the 
latest receipts of the zemindurs have not been always retained. In some of tbe agreements 
taken tho loundaries of all the separate tenements hypothecated have not been fully entered 
according to the requirement# of the Registration Act; but in all, the several and joint 
responsibility oC all the borrowers for the full amount of the advance appeals to have been 
clearly laid down. 

In two or three circles only hive the relief officers notiood anything like a general idea that 
Government would not insist on the payment* of the loans. In Laskerhsut, where in one or two 



cases the zemindars were willing to help their tenants, the latter obstinately said they would rather 
starve than touch their money or gram, while they were clamouring for Government advance*, 
hoping never to be forced to pay them : and again in Patiram, the circle officer* noticed to btoiy 
that His Excellency the Viseroy would travel through the country to tear up all the bonds f«nd 
another, that those who did not apply for advances would be men marked down for future 
taxation. But the judicious conduct of both of these officers speedily corrected these absurd 
N stories ond such like follies. Mr Finucane, reporting of this Patiram cnole, observes " I have 
taken particular $are to inform the rvots that it is uot for their interest to encumber themselves 
more than they can help, and indeed generally they show no inclination to do so. I think if 
there ever was a notion among them that Government would not insist on being paid the 
price of grain advanoed, that notiou ptevails no longer If ryots me convinced that tbev 
will have to pay, it is inconceivable that they should ask for more giain than is absolutely 
necessaly, for they must have sense enough to sec that they nro receiving infeiior gram at 
probably foui-times the price which they will be able to reul»*e lieicafter liom their own 
•superior rice.” Aguiu, iu respect of this and the Bhadana circle, wheie zomiodaie have come 
toiward more freely to take advances for their cultivators, we have the check'of t ho estimates 
fiarnod by tbo zemindars of the requirements of eaoh village and again, in general, the 
zemindars have given either an explicit or implied acquiescence in the amounts about to hi 
granted to their cultivating communities That the zoroindais. have boon alive to their own 
interests, in watching that their people did not gel cxces-ivo grants, is shown by those instates 
where they have come forward to give iheir own lands and states as security, when they 
became really alarmed lest the ryots woie about to borrow on the security of their tonurcs 
too heavily 

In the Doorgapore circle one ol the zemindars, a leadiug man, who had at fimt refused 
to stand security tor the advances then granted to his iyot*, afterwards bccurno oonvinocd 
that tho lust supply was inadequate and brought Ins people up for a second supply, becoming 
•uicty for the amount of both loaub 

Mr. Pollcu torn tea u I have taken tho greatest caio to impress mi the people tho necessity 
of avoiding all unnecessary debt, .ind have given them plainly to understand tb it whatever 
becomes ot their root to the landioid, the Govommcnt dues must be paid in full. I have 
not held out tho slightest hope of a compromise ot any kind, und 1 have pointed out, over 
and over again, that in case ot one of their number dying, the lent of the community 
must mako good his quota.** Mr Fosvm writes “ The mandals have almost everywhere 
taken up the cause ol their pooler villager nho needed advances The whole bvstein 
ol the advances Ins b*en based on the on-operation ol the mandals, and their conduct 
tbiougbout has athnded a bliong contrast with that oi the /cmindniH In many cnscH tin 
maudalb submitted a complete list of tho landholding population, marking off thobc who did 
not need nee Tho mandal having submitted the list, consents to becomo ’secunty jointly 
with torn or Gyo of the principal inhabitant* ” It follows, as they would Imi the first and 
hoavicst, perhaps tho only loseis, and to the extent ol then whole pioperty, that they would 
take every euie 1o picvont any impobition oi extravagant requisitions. In I'oisln the m1i.*| 
officer at tmo tune expressed a fear, not that the people were asking foi too much, but for bio 
little. From Thakurgmm came particului accounts of the p.ople, suggesting that it was 
useloss uriaiiging for instalments foi inpayment, for they would l*c able und only loo glad t* 
clears he debt f i om the first libadoi crop, and both in that tuclo ami in the Buddcr cireb 
loueidciablc tiacts, whole last year’s ciops weie tolerable, have not furnished one application foi 
advances for relief woiks or for relief lu the Snddet cuclo I have mysell scon among the 
applicouU thft. atixiely not to be buspccted of over-valuing the property they weic offering 
a* secuiit), and the pains taken by the iclief officer in keeping them m mind of tin* stlietnoss 
of Iheir lugagementa It is gcneially supposed in this circle that the amount is to be repaid 
witlna tlueo months. 

It lb needless to adduce further opinion*, lor we may assert that the advances wero timely 
given—an ample mquiiy on collective and good secunty—and not prodigally, but rather witu 
a prudent paisnnony Tne number of peisons to bo maintained for bo many days guided the 
officer in fixiug the minimum, and the maximum was, 1 think, estimated iu money at H times 
the annual reuts paid by the whole ot the associated cultivatoib 

I think we may assert that the borrower* have evuy wish and lutentiou to act up to then 
engagements, but t he question is, whether tbe/ouuud its, undi i flu pi raeiit slate of the law, with 
tboir puoisjiens for rent aud power of attaching the standing mops will not forestall every effoit 
of the Government, or even whethci they would not tiy totru-Liate the reali/aliou ot Govern¬ 
ment loans floiii a spun of opjKBillon It would be hud if ill llie dueet lx.m fits should 
rcapc<l by tho /einindirs, while the Government loves lalior, cqnlil tud prestige, with unit the 
advantage ot a consequent uuhaureinent of the stlhility of tin lind lovonue, the discharge of 
a debt to buoiauilr, and the teuiporiiy reduction of nut iclul vvoik guigs. The giving out i 
advances iuti tiered with no trade, and it hi* l«ccn icuiaikod that the expenditure of Government 
giain dining tho liinu when i*>u«.» were being mide scarcely exceeded that of a previous peiiod 
of equal duiation 

Without tm»s«» idvauce* cultivation must have been veiy bickwaid almost all over the 
dibtritt, to the pioluigiuj of the pcitod of distress, and the total area of'Cultivation must have 
been far less than what it now i- # i 

Tne immednt'* lcsult was to Ire * om iclief works of nearly all persons belonging to the 
cultivating daises an 1 agiicultaial labourers, as n proved by tbo stale ol the pauper rolls ol 
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Beergunge, Bochagunge, Thakurgaon, and Pbulban, where advance# oould not be givon out 
early, and where the pauper rolls continued to be very heavv until they were given oat 
It is greatly to be desired that tho matter of registration of these agreements should be at 
once decided, os the delay will cause further legal difficulties, and perhaps something should 
l»e done to facilitate and remove from the regions of chance the recovery ol tue value of this 
.i, 30,000 maunds of rice. I hope in my next report to give some account of the number of 
•nlvunces given, and the households to which this help has reached, and also to give the names 
ot the few zemindars who have behaved well in helping their tenantry. 

F.—Charitable Relief. 


Tho district relief officer has furnished the report under this head. 

A copy of the Government telegram to scrutinize our chautable relief lists has just 
bepn placed in hands, and 1 have much pleasure in reporting that every direction in it, 
ipplicahle to this district, has been foiestalled, and that the moment it became safe to do so, 
the ciicle officers were directed to take these measures with a persistence which some among 
tnem appeared not altogether to like. 

The result of this sorutiny nnd of the more favorable aspect of affairs has been that, 
liming the past fortnight, the number of person* in receipt of charitable relief has decreased 
trom considerably over Si,000, probably S7,000, to 53,881,—a decrease of 80,426 in the fort¬ 
night. Three weeks ngo the numbers stood at more than double this, being over 1,18,000. 
The subjoined statement shows that the decrease has been general and progressive, and this 
gives room for expecting n continued decrease arising from scrutiny, in addition to tho ease¬ 
ment which must follow the harvesting of the bhadoi crop 1 have shown with tolerable 
accuracy the numbers under the simple classification of— 

\*t —Those waiving gratuitous relief. 

ImiI —Those employed on out-dour labour 

.Srd — IWo employed in-doors in making thread, gunny-cloth, or in husking rice or 
the like 

There arc shown 8,061 as employed in this last way Tho probability is that much of 
the expenditure now applied in finding these people employment will be recovered from the sale 
mv the manufactured miides, while it affoids employment at homo for some few thousands of 
women who, on account of age, domestic cares, or ensto prejudices, are unable to work on roads. 
These are nil people who aie on the cli irliable lelicf rolls nud are paupers. If no employment 
were found loi them, they would 1 kj none the less on our hands, getting something loss as 
gutuitoub relief The rates ol their remuneration vary slightly in different localities, but it 
r« found impotable to fix ono scale As far as I can make out, a woman must lie particularly 
industrious to cam by mannfactuie much more than another woman would, working on tho 
roadb in turfing or the like The number employed on out-door light labour, in turfing, 
improving, or rcpaitmg road« rmde n« relief wotks is 14,458 

These only get a working subsistence allowance, one seer of cleaned rice a day for adults, 
half that qunutity for childien, while a rough sort of task work ib insisted on. A gang have a 
reasonable quantity of work shown them os their day's task, and no one is paid till it is quite 
finished. In two or three ciiolcb lheic ore a frw men among these gangk employed on higher 
rates, as the work is particularly hard, such as brdging, do-ring jungle off roadways, &c 
Such work cannot lie done by weak men or women, and able-bodied men have to be 
employed at, or nearly at, the ordinary wages paid by the cultivators to hired labourers. 
Agoin, among the gangs of women and children some proportion of strop# men must 
be kept to brook up eaitli or the like, so as to keep tho weaker ones fully employed. Those 
ha\e to be paid higher when they are particularly wanted. It will bo soon from the list 

in the margin what are the prevailing rntes in 
5 p,cr the different circles for hired labor. Where 

... . o to 8 „ daily wages are m vogue, 1} auoa a day or 

Rs. 2-12 a month is the lowest rate of wage 
anywhere given , but in addmon to this is tood, 
two meals a day, over and above the amount of 
the money wage It is clear that the people 
have every inducement to find other employment 
than that on our roads, obtaining, nnder the 
irksomeness of the ticket system, something 
like real hard labor, with only a seer of nee a 
«‘.iy i do not believe the remuneration could be brought lower, and that the men on 
our Aork** now me (save »b* tsjimally retained men, probably not altogether 200 in 
nunibci) onl) tin** who positively cannot obtain in this year any other employment 
• tor ilii usual employers nt Inlior are now, of course, working harder themselves and hiring 
lc>«>), or they are men not strong enough to go afield, though not reduced to accept gratuitous 
relict The cniP|»«Kilmu of the gangs will best be shown by a few examples— 
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Vine ih/iws that the men are hut vory t*w compared with tbs women and children. And 
•Ik wnk l»ie\ .in doing, ihe proper consolidation and turfing of the roads, is very important 
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and valuable. Still I look to this class as that in which redactions oan most easily be made, and 
the attention of the Doorgapore and Bochagunge officers is especially requned to tfns matter. 

In the remaining class we have the blind, maimed, mfiira, in short the mendicants, thy 
poor beggars, and the sturdy beggars, besides some poor relatione of poor people who arc east 
on to gratuitous relief till better times return, and they can again be supported by their 
friends These get only half a seer of rue n day for adults and half that loi cluldien, and 
Ihpice in caah is add<& occasionally to those who«e condition is at all bad 

As for the psofessionsl beggars, theie are pint now verv few who ein nffnd to give 
They may, however, be soon cast offt when the) cm 6afoly be traced to shift for themselves , 
while the infirm and mendicants must be kept on till public chanty revives with returning 
abundance. It is hoped that the next fortnight will see our pauper list showing a total 
below 30,000 people. 

The following descriptions will show the slight variations m the system of chautihle 
relief organisation:— 

Tamboii Circie. 

Distribution is effeoted by mnndsls, supei intended by insjH*etors and assistant in- 
sneotora. There are seven sub-circlcs, six under assistants, ono nndei an m«|icotor, who 
also occasionally visits and report* on the assistant's charges. Besides this, the inspector 
have various duties. 

The work began by the inepcctoi and assistants visiting cvei> \illflgc of each Mib-circle, 
and settling what persons were to he brought on to chiritable relief The list* then foimed 
rre the basis of tho lists of to-day, having been added lo 01 decreased as circumstnnees demand¬ 
ed. They next selected one village maudal to distribute nee to all the paupus ot a contiguous 
• group of villages. 8ucb mandal had a copy of the original list*, given him This lins been 
amouded from time to time. Each assistant compiled a registoi for his own charge, oorrected 
after each oircuit. 

Eaoh selected mandal has to distribute for some four or five village*. There are 80 such 
distributors, who get rice to the value of Rs 5 a month when they wish for an> remunotation 
The maudals are alwa>s in communication with the assistant inapt* t >m, nucl give infmm itum 
and aid in many ways. In the went central sub cucle, koidmng on Duigapcm, I lie mnndils 
came forward and engaged in writing to support all their indigent without my md from Govern¬ 
ment. This they have done. Ir^Mhypal, |he work being heavier ut the commencement, u 
paid mohunr had to be stationed, and at tin tr be ul.qua iters the assihlnnt in«pooto» in pir«nn 
distribute. This distribution is mode once a week—all the vilhgeis of the little gioup attend¬ 
ing on the same day—as this takes up only one day of the raiodtl'* time, and allows the 
sub-inspectors to time their visits so ns to be generally present on distribution day< 

Having selected the distributors and the recipients, the aub-in*pcclois supplied the 
distributore in tho first instance with rice calculated to lost two months , this *»to. k Ins from 
tifne to time been replenished from the regular golas The buh-mb|tccton< nc all men 
particularly fitted by reason of their local influence and experience, all but one l*ing icsi- 
denta of their sub-circles and ol the landholding clas'da. They .ire paid 1U 10 a month, 
and have no ifiobunrs or peons found for them They all corao personally with their papeis 
and accounts every Tuesday to the circle rrlitf officer. 

The manufacture of cloth sad gunny (mostly by women) is superintended by tlieso sub- 
inspectors, and the raw mat*nal is given out by, and returned to, and paid for by tho sub- 
inspectors at their head-quartets. 

The reoipieqXB o£ gratuitous relief get at the rate of half a seer of rice a day for adults, a 
quarter seer for children, and cash has not been deemed necessary f u them. 

Those on light labor are on task work ; with industiy a very little over a seer can Lo earned 
a day by an adult. A small piopoition of cash is given to these pe< pic 

No cooked food has been given. Theie an a lev oiphims whoM: pirents have died of 
cholera on the charitable relief lists, getting rather over the ordinary dole They arehoirded 
out with respectable people, and will, no doubt, le readily adopted a» soon us general 
prosperity returns.

The 
nundalb of 127 villages distribute at the same rate a*, is givm m Tamhooli to those who jre 
verv poor and, cannot woik or find nuy otlw»i livolihord Giatuitous rtlief has been rdtlur 
strictly limited to the distubativn ol nee tothouiumid md distastsl, the very old and viry 
young Every one who could work wo* mule t * woik in tin <siUi >or gingb Pico wait* given 
sparingly, os people did not seem to want it. In the uni) cave iu winch the people asktd lor 
pice, thev fixed their own requiicmenls at one pice a wc. k only, c lothing, too, wab not lavish, d, 
a redundancy of clothing not being in fashion, and then wire very few indeed reduced to 
wearing ragb Relief work was afforded as near as pos-ilile to then homes, and care faki n to 
prevent the crowding ol paupers in anv one finality trom the «nd of June all out works 
were reduced to subsistence rates of one * ci for adult* ind hill a seei for .hildicn 

The villages were formal into groups ol Vi or JO villag. s, under gioup bU|K?rinteudi i.im 
on Rs 15 a month These visit their villages regularly ami report carcfulJv The tnanduls 
all do their work well: many of them bung in authority over two or three vdlagis, distribute 
for all of them. Just before the rain set in, i inonth'B supply was sent to ca.h village During 
the rains muab attention has been paid to finding employment at their homos by manufactures, 







and at tlie»r villages by minor improvement* under the supervision of the mafidala. People of 
lespeetable cbstes, unwilling to work, but reduced to distress, were not found in this oirole. People 
ci higher eastern are fairly well off, and having land, were relieved sufficiently by grain advances 
The circle officer observed that there were 01 phans, but not the result of the famine, and 
many might be collected no doubt, were it desired, but just all had some one to lookafter them. 

In some respects the Putmtolla arrangement differs; local agency -not being so much 
employed. The villages in this circle are divided into groups, containing from 60 to 180 'in 
each group, according to the ascertained severity of the distress, and the particular portion of 
the circle m which the group is situate Over each group is a supountendeot, a man of good 
character, and accustomed to work in some respectable public post. Maudals aie not much 
employed, ns the Ciiole officer was not so satisfied with their efficiency, or character as a class, 
as to feel warranted m entrusting them with such responsibilities There are 18 group 
superintendents, getting each 30 Us a month. Tbcir working is supervised by the two 
inspectors and by Mr Sneyd himself 

They fin>t of all went from village to villuge and compiled lists of all persons then re¬ 
quiring gratuitous relief This was tho starling point Superintendents truvel daily through 
their groups, submitting reports to the circlo officers every Sunday. Every village is visited 
onco a week, and they superintend the distribution of gram. The amount given in this circle 
seems to be m excess of what is allowed in other circles, aud the reduction of staff is imminent. 
The superintendents in this circle are (besides the circle officer's personal observation) the 
general suppliers of intelligence. 

In Durgupore, Mr Pollen docs Ins work first through his five mspcctois, each with u 
division of from 60 to 100 villages, each with several assistant*,—local men,—putwanes, getting 
from Hs 10 to 15 a month. The old and infirm draw their duily 'subsistence allowance 
fioin the mandats, who at the outlet, got supplies sufficient to bsl two montbe 

In Thakurgnon, where rebel had somewhat lately to be opened out, Mr Scftnlan remarked 
that .ill good men were employed elsewhere, nnd nothing but the leavings of men were avail¬ 
able for bun, of whom lie would en lot tain but very few, and have the work douo us far as 
possible bv the villuge communities alone, with the supervision of his ins|>cctor8, all accounts 
being londeied direct to head-quarters. 

In Luskerhnut, undei the group superintendents, the maudals do all the work of supervision 
and dntiibutiou " Maudals uie never paid in* cash foi .their remuneration in my circle, 
intlu (1, i loo p ivmciit* are made to very few Those who are really poor get doublo pauper 
allowance Many usked lor remuneration, hut 1 have set my face .igamst it, for, if wo wore 
onie to eoneedc it, there would l»e no end to then demands, and the result would he that 
oui puupoi expenditure would bo eclipsed by our puyuients to tnnndnh . %> 

lu ( huianion the mandats are nearly all paid Equal firmness would no doubt huve got 
tho village headmeu to give their services gratuitously In both circles the amount of their 
service*, individual!v considered, is not very great I have mostly noticed -the arrangements 
in circles under European officers, but it would ho unjust not to mid that generally I urn us 
well satisfied with the nirangements made by the othei circle officers I conclude with a 
brief account of the arrangements mndo in the Sudder curie, which to in e before my notice dail\ 
The circle has four divisions, each under n snl>-in«pector', each sub-inspector has 
giouped the villages iu his division Before tbs was douc, all the manduls were in pay, 
getting 0 or 4- lts n month, each representing Ins own village The encle has unw 65 
gioups, in each of which the ablest or most willing mandal in the group of villages is 
►elected, nnd though only getting pay iu gram, equivalent to 7 Us ,a lynith iu lice, doe® 
every thing winch a group superintendent would do, besides Wing the actual dibit ibutors of 
the grain As in other circles when groups were formed, initial pauper rolls were prepured 
There have been under continued revision and amendment, whether ou the recommendation ot 
umndnls or the sub-inspectors Each maudal hss a complete list foi all the villages under 
him, duplicates of these are with the sub-inspectors, and finally a general register of all the 
orcle is compiled, and always kept undei the supervision of the circle officers and a special ins¬ 
pector ol chantable relief, under tho hcadiugs gratuitous relief, out-d«»or relief, and in-door relief 
The sub-inspectors, all local men, live out in their sub-circles, visiting each village ut 
least once m two days. They 6uhnnt diaries every other day, supervise the distribution 
of grain, see to the sufficiency of supplies, the condition of the paupers, and recommend 
or scrutinize all corrections and additions to the pauper roll To provide for any emergency 
in the lutenoi, at a time when transport may bo vciy difficult, each sub-inspcctor has a reserve 
store in his division of 200 mounds, nnd they generally supervise the light labour gangb 
At the outlet, each distributor was piovisioned for three months* expected requirements 

Most of the work connected with relief by spinning nnd weaving is conducted m godowns 
dose by the circle officer’s residence Payments are there made, and raw material issued, 
but in the interior mnndals take and return material, pay and manufacture articles for their 
owu people in account with the central godown. They arc especially ot use m bringing this 
lorm of relief to the womeu who have prejudices to against appearing in public 

The correction of lists of paupers of out-villagcs falls generally to the suh-inspectors 
whose anergic* uie enlivened by occasional and unexpected visit* mid scrutiny of inspectors 
At .Dinngepoio where, on account of the city, beggais and mendicants and impostors 
do mostly congregute, beside** the vigilance of the circle officer and bis alien inspectors, there 
an two great checks against imposition Close by the Government chantable relief office »•* 
a poor-house maintained by Kai Dhunput Singh Bahailoor, where cooked food is daily given 



away. All of hi* agent* and aervanU are well able to discriminate the dcsoyung applicant* 
from other*, aftd they work in perfect unison with the circle officer. About 250 persona of 
the mendicant clast are daily fed by him, and these cannot possibly get assistance a second 
time from Government and vice vend. 

\ Next, a few professional beggar*, instead of being given a suho-tenee allowance and 
unemployed, are retained on trifling pay, and tnako thoruaeivcs very useful in *nvn>«r private 
information of cases of imposition. Enquiry ue-uly always pioves them to*bo correct* * 

Monev and clothing, in additfon to food, are vety sparingly given ; light labour is indeed 
pretty hard work ; and always task work, and a very gieat deal oi asistauco in quarters where 
much it required, though not clamoured for, is afforded by tho manufactures at a minimum 
expense to Government or the Central Committee 

Lieutenant ProudfoCt speaks highly of the willingness and efficiency of the mandals. 

• I must mention the good example of Karnu Bux, a remind.ir in Kanoesonhoil, who has 
volunteered and done particularly hard work in connection with cluutublo ichef, without, 
nuking for any remuneration or recognition. I regict that, owing to tho latcnesi when the 
Government circular came into my hands, the accounts of nil expenditure for charitable relief 
aro not vet ready, return* from some of the circle* not having bceu received. The accounts 
will be forwarded a*«oon as compiled

From—F. Wyeb, Esq., Offg. Magistrate-Collector, Maldah, 

To—The Offg. Secretary to the Government of Bengal, Scarcity and Belief Dept. 

I have the honor to forward my report for the fortnight ending the 7th inatant. ^ 

A.— State of th» Countit, &c. 

During the post fortnight some of the bhodoi has been cut, though tte greater part still 
remains to be reaped , it will nearly all be harvested during the next fortnight. The outturn 
is very good, suveu or eight mnands a heegah. 1 went over the north-east part of the district 
towards Ohonchal; the bhodoi there could hardly be better than it is, vory little damage ho^ been 
done by the use o! the Mahanuddee. Mr. Roily told me that a good deal of the crops towards 
the west part had been eubmeigcd and destio)od, but that part bad a capital rabbi crop last 
year, to the people can bear the loss very well. The ryots are beginning to cut their Indian 
c >rn ; this crop is very good, and is chiefly sown in the west part of the distnot. The small 
quantity that has been sown in the Daund has turned out very well. 

The prospects of the hymunti nop, ns far os one can soy, continue good, though rain is 
required m the north-east part to complete transplantation. % This complaint of want of rain is 
pretty general ; however, I do not think that the prospects of this crop are yet materially 
affuctod ; transplantation goes on up to the end of this month, and there seems to bo every 
likolihood of there being moie ruiu. Besides this, the ryots, taught prudence by the soantjr 
lainlall.of last year, have bunded up their tanks so os to ictom tho water for ung&ting their 
crops. Until the end of this month it is impossible to say how the hymunti will turn out. 

Tho Sanitary Commissioner of Ikugal went through the district from Chanohal to 
Nowubgunge, and has given a very favorable repot t of the condition of the people. Tho following 
is an extract fioin hi* report —"The nVciage health of ten villages was 18 percent, with 
splocu enlarged ; 12 per cent, anomic , 2 pci cent, emaciated, 4 per cent aged, and 64 per 
cent, in normal health.” 

Dr. Coates obsenes that this is n large percentage of nna*mia,ond that those most affected 
were the town school boys «no*o parents were in easy circumstances. Hoattnbutes the loss of 
physique lu these children to the want of muscular employments Tho next most uffoctod 
WCie the people ol the southern ullage*, where the amuuna vaned fiom ten to thuty per 
rent, of those examined. This, and the prcscuuo of some orphans at Comoahtuporo, is the only 
evidence of thoie having been any scarcit) in Malduh Tho native (loctois ot Nowabgungc, 
Old and New Muldah nnd Chanchal, all concurred in telling Dr. Coates that there had been 
no deaths and no diseases the result of scaicity. Dr Coates adds their hospital records show 
tho some tinng. There has been a very slight incrcut>c m the deaths from diarihuu und 
dysentery, while those from cholera have been much le6s than m tho previous year in 
corresponding months * 

In Chnnclml Mr. Roily reports that there was more than an average crop of bhndoi. The 
supplies m the local maikeU are increasing, nnd prices have fallen below the re tea at which 
Government is selling, so that Govciunicul sales have fallen off o.good deal during the lost 
throe or four dn)s. 

During the past foitniglit tlie puces of rice have been slightly lower than during the 
previous foitniglit The circle oftuei ol Nowabgungc, Baboo 1'ban Chundcr Sim, reports 
Hint traders who have hitherto held back tlieir Mores arc now eager to toll, and taut lately 
they have exported n huge quantity of nee to Calcutta One mon brought' a boat load of 
250 mounds of paddy to English Bazar fiom Pinagcpoie ; ho told me he had brought it from 
u place collod Sihal, thuna llaiibia, where ho gave Ks. 2 a mauud, aud was retailing it here 
at 18 score for the lupce.

sub-di vision there is a slight decrease, the daily average Dumber being 1,864 against 1,479 
last fortnight. In Chancbal there has been an increase in the number, the daily average being 
1,260 against 476. * • 

There will probably be a great falling off next fortnight, since the people will get employ, 
ment in reaping tho bbadoi crop; and 1 have recently reduced the daily wages of coolies not 
on tssk.worlc to } of a seer a day, that being mere subsistence allowance

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E.— Advances to Piivitr Parties. 

No advances of money have been made during the lorinight. The quantity of grain 
advanud to rjots for the Sudder sub-division was 4,197 mds. 20 srs., and for Cliunclinl 706 rads , 
total 5,503 mds 20 srs , and than the total advanced up to date is 23,988 mds 25 srs 4 ohs. 
The value of the immovable propcitv pledged as security for these loans is, for the most part, 
less than Re. 100, so that generally it is not necessary to register tho bonds In Cliunebal, 
the ryots who are beginning to sell tbeir jute and bkadoi ore already beginning to icpay these 
advances. Mr. Hedy originally advanced the rice at 10 and 12 seers for the rtipue, 1 have 
told him to nllow the borrowers to pay at the more favorable rates of 12 and 14 seers, these 
being the rates subsequently sanctioned.

Thye has been a decrease in the daily average number of people gratuitously relieved, 
the dumber being in the Sudder sub-division 6,626, against 7,701 of the previous fortnight; and 
in the Chanchal sub-dmsion 2,690, against 2,996 ; the daily decrease for the whole distnet was 
thus 1,382 The number relieved in the Sudder Circle is very great, being 2,421 a day 
Unfortunately Mr. Liveeay, the relief officer was taken ill, and so could not go round and 
inspect the centres, otherwise the decrease would probably have been greater. I exneot that 
there will be a muoh greater decrease during the next fortnight The number of oenties

I have the honor to submit herewith my Narrative for the fortnight ending the 8th 
instant. 




A.—State or the Count ay. 


The supply of rice in the markets throughout the district is ample. Importations at all 
the nver-sule marts along the Ganges, Godagaree alone excepted, have been extensive. Singra 
and Nattore have also received largely from outside. Prices are gradually falling. There 
was a report, when prices rose suddenly in the end of July, that the supplies at Dacca were 
failing, and that the merchants were closiug their stores ; but subsequent large and continued 
impoitatious soon removed this idea and caused the prices to fall. They range at present 
from 10 to 15 seers (80-tolah weight) per rupee. The highest of these prices (10 seers) 

E svaila at some of the murts in Tannorc, Manda, and Bagmora; while in Singra and 
aulcah rice is procurable at 15 seers In Manda potatoes ore selling at 22 seers 
8 chittacks per rupee. The aous crop has been cut in several parts of the district, and the 
ncc is coming into the markets Mr Clay reports that it is selling At Runbagha at 2U seers 
per rupee 'lhcre ha9 been a decided insufficiency of rain The weather has been unusually 
clear for tins time of year This, though advantageous for the silk bund, has not 
improved the prospects of the amun rice crop, regarding which fear has been expressed 
by many Alter the first nse, the water in the riven sank very low, but the Ganges has 
since risen gradually, and is now higher than the highest level which it attained in the first rise 
This gradual n»e is good for the deep water ncc. For the transplanted nee in the Bhunud 
nnd the north of Singra, ram is much wanted , and unless there is a more plentiful rainfall 
hereafter than there has been lately, it will aufler greatly Jute has been cut in the north of 
the distnet, and the Hub Divisional Officer of the North Bhurind reports very favorably on 
it All other crops In the ground promise well Mr Mamsty reports that maize is 
npemng in his sub-division, ** and has afforded relief to not a few Demons, but the greater 
part of it will not lie ready fot another ten days or so Poultry has bccorao scarce m most 
parts owing to the Mussulman population having lived m an unusually large measure upon it 
tins year I am informed that fiold-coolics ore paid a considerable portion of their wages 
m poultry, the ryots not having the mcaus to pay the whole m ncc/' 

The condition of the people continues the same In the south and south-east of 
Tanuoic, in Bagmans, the north of Pootea and Rcaulcah thauas, distress is undoubtedly 
hcvcrd) felt by many The numbeis at the poor-houses in this part are still large, but they 
hn\e bceu considerably reduced at Khooshadauga, where at one time they .were enormously 
high That distress is really more severe in the wart* above specified than it was a month 
ago, is certain, that it is acute, is proved by the fact that men, women, and children seek eagerly 
for work for o\cu half a seer of nee daily Tho children have now in many places to dive for 
kunker, still they do dive for it, and bring it to the centres Men who were getting 13 ehittacks 
of nee aud pice lor dall, salt, &c., were told that they wouty now ouly get 8 ohittacks for 
woikmg ou the roads, &c , several refused at first, but in two dais returned uud bfcggcd to 
be allowed to work for even half a seer a day Facts like these prove indubitably that 
distress is severe It may seem strange that these people, who were not m distressed when 
prices were higher, and when prospects were not so good, have how Suddenly fallen into 
great distress at a time when prices have fallen And ncc is plentiful, but it is a fact, and the 
reason is, first, that private stocks have been exhausted, jewels have been pledged, and there 
is no money to buy nee, even though it should fall to 30 seers per rupee. Again, th3 part of 
the countiy in question is noted for its silk ; cocoons are raised there m sufficient quantities 
to supply not only the neighbouring factories, but those also at a considerable distance. 
The price of silk has fallen enormously, aud the price for cocoons has fallen accordingly , 
a man now gets one rupee where before he got two. The silk bunds ha\c not been good 
this year, and the people have consequently suffered The aous crop is also more back¬ 
ward in this part than elsewhere, but I trust that when it comes in our poor-houses will be 
cleared There has been an increase in crime, but only in a trifling degree, as compared 
with the corresponding portion of last year, and a decrease as compared with 1872. There 
have been no cases of starvation

The gieater part of the aoas nee ha* 1m en housed, and the haivest linn liegun on the khair 
landa of Govindgunge. lu the north, at Dui warn, the \ leld » existed to 1 m* double the average, 
and prices have gone down to 24 seers the tupec ’Kxjiurlation to Sriajgunge and Natron* 
is now buHily going on all along the aouth, uml pints have risen in Govindgungo where tho 
trade ib mot>fc active to It* seers the mpec, uml it t» anticipated that there will not bo 
much fall ogam befoio the amun is reaped. The maikete me now aaauming their normal 
condition, the rates being cheaper in tho north, and increasing giodually to the 6outb, wheio 
the facilities of exportation exist 

The prospects of the amun crop are leva favourable Tho rainrall has Wn deficient, only 
1*48 during the fortnight Eveivwhcic the cry i« for rain , transplantation of seedlings is 
being retarded and some are withering In low partk, however, theie is still water in the Held*, 
and m Dun la, especially, transplantation i- actively proceeding. Hut unless wo s|>eedily get 
rain, wc shall have a late harvest in all the high lainlk l> the detriment of the yield, for the 
ponplc say that nea which is transplanted iu Amu yields twice oh much as that which is 
transplanted in Srahun, and the *ame lo.KU good with uspect to Srabun and Blindra. The 
dry weather has had one good efkct iu killing off the enteipilhm., which had »eiy generally 
attacked the young plants. They have not done mmh damage except in Muhecgunge elide, 
where it is said to have been considerable 

There is little to note as regards the condition of the |«oople. The leaping of the aous is 
driving awav distress in 1 lie north at Duiwant uml Diml.i I’irguiigc slicws u considerable 
improvement The following (|Uot si ion fioni the Moiling ofljm’s rcjMirt aptly describes the 
state of the greater pvt of the district •— 

“ Bomng thnr debts to the rimindur, the mahfl|nn and the State, the majority of the 
people are now in a perfectly good condition, then health as good as usual, their stores full, und 
their minds free lioin nil anxieties In some places the people seem vo happy that, if a stranger 
wero now to visit the houses of our cultivator**, he should certuinly be at a lorn to perceive that, 
there has at all been u famine in the distmt Tim raciry songs, the laughs that indicate a 
vacant mind, tho pleasant pastorals, and the love ditties that now nug the peasants* homes in 
every village m the evening, arc unmiet^eable proofs of their light beait and their freedom 
from all harassing cares of the world ” 

In the pauper cirile of Mabigunge alone the nnmbers continued large, but the lifts are 
being carefully scrutinised 

B.—Relief Wobks. 


Daily average number of coolies employed during the fortnight—

system.— 

" Of all circles in thediatnrt it was fiist introduced in this division, nnd of all parte of 
my thana, first m Andwah. 34 villages in that Pergunnah were placed under this system, 




tod the number of labourers averaged about 1,500 per month. The number of village paths 
repaired or constructed m that perguonah above ia 275. These vary in length from 1 raai 
of 87) cubit* to 10 rasie or 875 oubita and from 6 cubits to S in breadth. It was next inta; 
dooed in Shurbatta, where 32 Tillages were grouped for purposes of better inspection. There 
we have 58 paths repaired and constructed, the average length of whioh ia 462 yards and 
average breadth 8 feet. 

• 11 The expenditure on these paths did not exceed a few hundred rupeea in cash and 2,000 
maunda of rice, and considering the agency at our disposal, and the small encouragement given 
to persona to join the work (the remuneration having beorfa bare subsistence allowance), we 
have, I think, every reason to congratulate ourselves at the gratifying results produced bv the 
weak-bodied people, who, till their removal to the villages, were n soit of nightmare to the 
ovareeera and the supervising agency, and cettamly a great obstacle to the progress of our 
works on the roads. Besides these roads, 12 bamboo bridges have been conatructed by them in 
Shnrhatta, and the work done is certainly creditable to the parties ooncorned. The work done

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Tho grain e^pendituie during the fortnight has been 30,000 maunds, and that for the 
ensuing fortnight will probably be 15,000 maunds. The disposal of the Coocli Behsr reserve is 
at present under reference. No’grain has been found to lie heated in any of tho storehouses. 
I have called for detailed reports, and shall notice the anbjeot more at large in my next. I have 
already reported in my previous narrative that insects hod attacked the Borobarco balanoe, and 
that 1 bad sold it ofPlocally I hear now that they have appeared m the 2,000 maunds left 
unsold at D&rwam, and l am apprehensive that the stocks at Lhillakhal, Kallygange, and else¬ 
where may be attacked in this way I shall have a special examination made in these stocks, 
and do what is possible to obviate any damage , but I think it is desirahlo to aell off all the 
clean nee at present market rates, and keep in hand only the cargo rice whioh is less 
susceptible to attack.

■topped, exoept west of the Kuratoya, and there enquiries are being made in order to effeot a 
lurther redaction. 






In Mahigunge a large number ftill remains; obtbes have been riven to 922 people. 

• In Moiling Ra. 1,100 have been expended in the distribution of clothing, and oharitable 
'relief bos ceased there with the exception of the village light work, whioh also it is intended 
to bring to a dose during the ensuing fortnight. The total number is 10,980 against 16,154 
in the last return, shewing a reduction of 6,174 The returns of the expenditure on 
charitable relief, in Form A, have not jet been received from the relief offioers. The statement 
will bo submitted os soon os possible.

Condition or the Coontrt and People. 

2 The improvement which I have previously reported in the condition of the country 
and people still continues. The principal agricultural operation has been the transplanting of 
the amuncrop, and the season hitherto has been favorable for it. Up to date, I ahould estimate 
the proportion of amun which has been planted and is in the ground at nine-tenths of the 
whole. The rainfall during the past fortnight has amounted to 3 12 inches. It has been 
somewhat deficient for the time of vear, and this deficiency is shown in the great subiideuoe of 
the water level in rivers and tanks throughout the district However, I am glad to be able to 
report that the comparative drvness of the last fortnight has as yet doDe no injury either to 
the aoue or the young amun. In fact, the khar soil of this district retains moisture so long 
that many lyots have told me the young amun would not he materially injured if we had no 
ram for another eight days. The aous hjs ripened well.und the outturn ol grain has come up to 
the grout expectations winch were formed of it The onus rice is being now eitensivel v cut, and 
is finding its way into the markets in very large quantities As I anticipated, its effects upou 
the selling puce of food has been very greit In many part* of the district the new aous rioe 
has been selling at from 18 to 24 pucka seers the rupee. As was to be expected, this great 
cheapening of the price of food m the local bazars has still farther diminished our salsa of 
Government gram to the public.

This fact has been proved by the singular activity with which agn- 
cultural opeiations have been prosecuted universally throughout the district during the 
past fortnight. 

5. The mo*t important operation dunng this fmtnigfat has been the completion of the 
payment ol n 8ub*isteuco allowance to the thousand* who were turned off our roads. I find 
that duung the peuod imdci ipvi.-w IG.rtlG j*oi Hoiisioceiv.nl this piymunl at tho Hogra golii, 
wlieio the large quautiiy ol 1 >,»l)H nuunds of grain was di*>tuhu(ed to tliein This large 
total of persons was composed of the following, vi/ , (a) ohirflv lahoieis on works under the 
Kxeoutivc Engineer; [h) I a bo re is on work* undei the rebel officci* duvet, (c) inefficient 
laborers, chiefly agtd persona, who had been turned off the ioadb iu pieviou* months with 
an allowance of from 1G to 20 seers ol rice each, to whom it was found necessary to give another 
advance ot grain. 


C. Tho laboreis who were thus turned off, and to whom these hub*i*tenco allowances 
were given, we»e, to judge from their external appearance, exceedingly poor. Very many 
were helpless, from age, or nearly so. In apportioning the grain allowance, the principles 
referred to in paragraph 11 of my last fuiltughily narrative have been observed. The average

7. There is really nothing to nanate under this head'this fortnight. I have been 
oidercd to transfer 20,000 maund* of my stock to tho di-tnct of Rajbliahye, and stops have 
already been taken to tiled this Thefe have also been movements ol grain Irom tho reserves 
at Chundanbaeia to B»gia, and ftom Hogra to the intcnor gola*. The heavy expenditure of 
Government gram which lias characteiixed the last three fortnights has veiy materially 
diminished uur stocks in many of the int-uor golas. 1 shall bo careful to soo, However, that 
a reserve is maintained to meet the leappoarunce of the scarcity, winch I lolly expect in the 
end ot September or beginning oj October, when the effect ol the excellent aotu harvest upon 
the jparkets will probably cease 

8. As our rekef works arc now finally and completely closed, and as the condition of the 
country ib Bteadily improving, I b ive been diminishing the liuinbcis of my interior golas. 
In tho*Sudder circle no less than six subsidiary golas have becu shut up, and their establish¬ 
ment discharged. Many of the smaller gola»* in the Panchbibi circle have been emptied, and 
they will not be refilled It is my wibh to have a stock of grain at only one or two central 
places in each circle, so as to be ready for a rcappcaiance of ibe scarcity, should such occur.

13 By far the greater portion of this grain expenditure roprckonts the payment of 
subsistence allowance to laborers who wero turned off our works As I have already 
explained, thia operation was continued into the present fortnight. It lias, however, been now 
finally concluded I have already ducnwed this expenditure in paragraphs 4, 5 and 6 of my 
present narrative, and in paragraphs 7 to M if nj last foitmghtly narrative.

we may safely discontinue this form of relief 
altogether It is an expensive mode of admin*- 
tenng relief The raw material (cotton and 
jute) is costly, and is generally worth more than 
the manufactured ai tides whioh we get back 
fioin the people. The cotton thread and yarn, 
made ohietly by women, is very inlenor, and is unsaleable They cannot make better In 
old times, before English cloth had supplanted the native manufactures, the Musulman 
women ot Eastern Bengal were famous as spinners of jam and thread. Our late experienoe 
has shown that the art is forgotten Machine-made varn and thread have supplonted the 
hand-made articles Altogether, I think that this term of relief should now stop, for it is 
expensive, we are doing little good with it, and the articles we get back are useless upon our 
hands. I have therefoie issued the following instructions to cirdle officers *— 

“1 think the time has now come when we may curtail or shut up altogether our relief 
works on jute and ootton 

“I beg you will do this according to the best of your discretion. If }ou think that this 
form of rebel should be continued a little longer, by all means continue it. If you thinkjthat

Five hundred and four person# were gretuitepsly relieved during the fortnight; orders 
have been usued to stop all future grant*. Had we trusted to the sub-iommittees, there would 
hav*beea still many on our lists. As au experiment, I directed the subcommittee at Pubna 
to stop supplies for a week, directing ^them at the same time to koep an eye on tho Into 
recipients. The result was much what I expected ; no complaints were received till the dav 
for again giving out supplies came round, but as they all appeared in good health, and well 
fed, they were again dismissed grainless, and with no bad results This, together with tho 
fact that in the Hooded part of the country no such rqjief could be grunted (the recipients 
being, unable to come to the subcommittee depot) for more than a week, and that no ill 
coDseq 06000 * suited from this stoppage, determined me to put a stop everywhere to 
gratuitous relief The sub-corn ro it toes will, however, keep a strict watch that no suffering is 
caused, hut 1 am convinced that no complaints will bo received. Distress being dow over, I 
propose, With the sanction of the Commissioner, to report monthly only in future, unless 
during the next fortnight my preeent.ordeie have to be countermanded.

Fourteenth Fortnightly Narrative of Scarcity and Relief in Serajguuge Stib-divmon from 23 rd 

July lo r oU August 1874 


A— State op the Country 


The ions harvest has been nearly completed during the present fortnight, and the outturn, 
which would have been 14 anoas, but for the flood, has proved about 10 annas. There have 
also beeo considerable imports into the Serajguuge bazar; as though our crop haabeen tolerable, 
that of other distnota has been muoh better There is therefore in the subdivision a largo 
stock of rice probably sufficient to carry on the people until the winter harvest. The prospects 
of the amun noe is good. The rainfall has been 2 60 inches, which is as much os we needed 

There hee been a considerable fall in prices. In the following table this appean m a 
market rammer at Serwgunge, where prices are governed by general rather than local causes, 
and at Raigange and Taras, places where no great damage has been done by the flood. At 
Ullaparah and Sbazadpore, where the flood hoe been destructive, tbeie is no change ae yet, but 
even there imports must soon bung down pi ices to the general level. 
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As to the condition oi the people, it ns satisfactory elsewhere, bat deplorable in the 
flooded tracts. In these the deslrnofion of the sous crop hag often been complete. Where the 
ryot baa sown jute be can live by its sale, but about half the sufferers hare no jute. The 
importance of tho cultivation of this fibre as a preservation against famine baa been shewn 
this season and last. The jute plant resisted the draught of 1878 and the flood of 1874, 
while the noe in the high lands was dried up by the one, that on the low lands swamped by 
the other. 

B.—Belie? Works. 

All road work has been stopped during this fortnight. 

C.—Tbanspoit or Food.

1 have hitherto refused to advance graio to any ryots exoept on our own khas 
estates, or those settlod for a wry short period. Ths fldod has been severely felt on the 
Jumbona chur, where there are many khas villages. 

Ths rates for advance to stemiudars fixed by the Commissioner are 16 seers' per ropee 
Bnrmsh rice, and 14 seers cleaned nos. I think they might now be lowered to 18 seers for 
Burmah and 16 seero for clean rice, us prices have fallen and aro likely to continue to fall. To 

S ots we leud at the rats ot 14 users Burmah, and 12 aeersoleaned rice. These prices an above

Daring the fortnight 4,282 persons received relief on the tioket system, that is, they gqt 
an amount of uncooked grain sufficient to last these 14 days; 183 persons were fed, on a 
daily average, at the unnochotraa, making a total of 4,416 in receipt of charitable relief* 
The numberjast fortnight was 5,038, so that there has been a deoroase of 828 paupers. 

Of these, only 558 reside in the Kajgunge circle adjoining Bogra, where the distress was 
at first keenly felt, but is nosr almost over Uilapara, which marches with Hajshahye, has to 
support the remaining 3,724. Thev generally belong to the flooded tracts. These have been 
inspected village by village and tioket* issued to the infirm, to women and children without 
protectors, and to others in a similar state of helplessness When these ticket* are presented, we 
will have a moderate increase under the heading of charitable relief. The zemindars will bo 
asked to aseist the able-bodied inhabitant* of these villages with loans of grain, which they 
can obtain from Government for (he purpose. List of the villages distressed and of the owners 
names have been sont to mo by the Superintendent of Uilapara oirole. 

Of the 4,415 in receipt of relief, 1,403 work in jute or ootton for their food. We have a 
large stock of the produot of their work, and find it difficult to get a market for it, 2,452 
receive gratuitous rehof. 

Five hundred and sixty are respectable persons (olas* D), to whom the rioe is advanced as 
a loan. They get it on ticket fortnightly, and not os tho khan ryot* in one amount. Their 
difference is that I believe the khaa r>ole will repay ua, and that if they do uot do so willingly 
they will be oompelled to do so, but the respectable persona in distress will never settle the 
aooount •

Except in the tracts inundated by the late floods, I think we may safely declaro ill real 
distress to be ovor. The number receiving gratuitous relief at Raigunge ought now to bo 
considerably dccreasod, seeing that nee i% now selling there at 13$ seers, and that the amuo 
crops have not been injured by tho floods. Importations, too, to the flooded tracts should 
render it unnecessary very shoitly to grant such relief at Uilapara and Shazadpora. The 
attention of the sub-divisional officer will be called to this.

1 have the honor to submit in original the accompanying district narratives for the 
fortnight ending Monday, 10th August. 

• 2. Bankoora —The postscript to the Collector's narrative states that heavy rain had 
been reported from all sides, including the north. This makes it unnecessary to offer any 
further remarks. I was in the north of the Bankoora district oil the 5th instant, and was 
then satisfied that there was no visible cause for appreheusiou about the coming crops. 

3. The statement of charitable relief shows a reduction of the numbers relieved in 
Class 3» from 30,255 to 22,101, and in Class D from 2,863 to 1,605 , whilst the numbers under 
class C, from whom light work is required, have risen from 6,230 to 9,096 This salutary 
reform is due to the exertions of Mr Macaulay as relief officer, for so long as Mr. Larmmte 
was left without any European subordinate, it was almost impossible for him to put a sufficient 
check upon the unscrupulous liberality of the vill&go sub-committees, unrestrained, if not 
connived at, by the paid native relief officials ot Government, whose appointments are 
dependent on showing as much distress as possible I believe that within tho next fortnight 
the distress i%Bankoora will be reduced to very manageable dimensions. 

4. Btfrbhoem .—The Collector notices the increase of pauperism, which he correctly 
attributes to the increase of native circle aud group relief inspectors, and which will, I hope, 
be checked when the European relief officers of the district can apply effective supervision. 
The general condition of this district as regards the prospects of the crops is remarkably 
good, but there is an exception in the small and eitremo north-east ebrner of Barwan, 
which adioius the Moorshedabad district. This unlucky corner of the Bcerbhoom district 
Jus not been favoured with rain, and is at present in need of active relief, which u 
being provided by the Collector and by the relief officer, Mr. O’Donnell. 


J ' 5. The three cases to which the Colleotor alludes, in which death is attributed to 
starvation, appear to be palpably false stones, and I think it is unnecessary to offer any 
further remarks on them. 

6 . The Collector has omitted to send the usual statement C of the persons employed 
on public relief works He will l>e called on to submit it 

7. The average number of the daily Tecipieuta of chan table relief has rispn from 
24,515 to 81,195. The increase has been chiefly in class B r from 18,429 to 23,897; but 
thiffe has been a proportionate increase m class C, from 6,076 to 7,298 The entry in class 
D seems erroneous when compared with the corresponding eutry of the previous fortnight. 

8 . Burdtna *.—The Collector** narrative is rather meagre, and the roport of the 
sub-divisional officer of Culna is wntten in exaggerated terms, and the facts are not borne 
out by what 1 heard at Burdwau yesterday from the Collector and the distnct supenn- 
tendent of police When the rainfall in the Culua sub-diviMnn is 7 22 inches, and the 
Deputy Collector still wants another heavy shower for the*transplantation of the aroun rice, 
he writes nonsense I fear that he is jealous of the distress and the amount of the relief 
given in the adjacent sub-division of Cntwa, and he wishes to make out that his wants are 
at great. I have requeatod the Collector to give immediate -itteutiou to, the real state of 
the sub-division. 

9. The Collector received the narrative of the Cutwa sub divisional officer on 10th 
instant, and he might havo delayed his report for it, or have noticed it in a postscript. 
The sub-divisional officer states thut upon the whole moro than hulf of an average aous 
crop cauuot be expected under the most favorable circumstauccs, but I must observe that 
this stutement seems to me, according to what I saw and heard at Cutwa, to be ridiculous. 
The very liberal distribution ot Government gram in this sub-division has produoed the 
usual scramble of applicants tor advauccs of grain and i hantablc iclief in any form, and 
unless European agency is supplied I have no hope that it can be thoroughly checked by 
the native Deputy Collector and his native suboidinatcs for ichcf purposes. 

10. Iu writing on charitablo relief, the Deputy Collector states that the average 
attendance at the 29 relief centres in the Cutwa subdivision was 10,710 a day, ujfkinst 
4,757 of the previous fortnight I quote the following cxtrnct from the Deputy G'ollectoi's 
report, which beats out my remarks iu the previous paragraph 

“This is owing to a large number of relief-houses being lately opened, and tho more 
detailed inquiries made by the inspectors and araccns iu the villages within their groups 
In the relief-houses that 1 have visited, I found that the labour-test was not fully euforced , 
the labour return*:!! iu lieu of rice icccivcd being nominal 1 have now ordered that a full 
day's labour should Ik? exacted from all those who aie capable of doing work The greatest 
obstacle to the enforcement of this labour-test is the action of the suh-committccs, who are 
averse to co-operatc with us in this matter and thus lose the good opinion of their 
neighbours, but I hope to be able to carry it out by the agency of the ameeus, who have 
received strict instructions to supervise all paupers workiug in lelief-houscs " 

11 With regard to the sale of Government me, to which the Collector refers in his 
narrative, I reported dcnii-offirially from Haucegmigc that no sulcs to wholctuilc dealers had 
been made, although authorized by the Government telegram dated 1 st July 1 am under the 
imprcssiou that I spoke to the Kaneegungc sub-divisional officer on the subject, but it will be 
seen from the postenpt to the Collector's narrative that he has found that rSO^muuAds have 
been sold at Ranecgunge No explanation had been received up to yesterday afternoon, but 
it is believed thut this transaction refers to the payment by the district committee for the 
Government ncc supplied to them for charitable purposes 

12. I beg to call the attcution of Government to the Collector's remarks regarding his 
being held personally responsible by the Controller-General for all advances made by him. 
Tljp Controller-General might be requested to report upon this subject 

18. The average number ot daily-lubourcis on road-works has riseu from 3,334 to 
4,566. The total number of persons lcmvnig charitable relief, as shewn in statcmoutNo. 4, 
has risen from 52,771 to 67,895 during the fortnight The chief increase is m thesudder sub¬ 
division of Rnrdwan and in Cutwa, as I have already noticed There is a reduction in the 
Bood-bood aub-diviMon from 34,895 to 32,629, which is remarkable and satisfactory, as it 
•hews that the number receiving relief in this part ot the district, where distress was moat 
felt, is susceptible of reduction I believe that the addition of one or two European officers 
to the Collector's relief staff', as suggested by me in ihe last narrative, is most desirable, m 
order to reduce the recipients of char/table relief to the proper number The special monthly 
reports on the fever, which are submitted by the Civil Surgeon through me to Government, 
•hew that the district has this year been more healthy and free from fever up to the present 
date than it has been for the last four years. 

14 Hooghly —The Collector's report is dated the 1 1 th, aud there has been ,90 to the 18th 
some additional ram in heavy showers, which have helped to improve the pftipect* of the 
amun crop, which is being planted out as fast us circumstances will permit, and although 
the season is backward, X think that it is premature to say that the roam rice crop 
is m a somewhat critical condition. If the iam was heavier, we should be told of 
injury to the aoiuf or early rice c op, which is fair, generally speaking, though patchy, and 
rather short in the stalk in some fields 

15 The total daily average number of labourers on relief-works is 2,667 id the present 
fortnight, against 2,768 (not 2,851) in the previous fortnight. 















10. .The increase under the head of charitable relief is very large the total having 
risen from 8,1V4 aud 17,768, the chief increase being in class B The Collector says that 
much of the iucrease is doubtless due to insufficient supers iaion. An experienced EuropetSl 
assistant is wanted, but he will do what he can with his present staff. I believe it would bo 
true economy to send to the Collector a good European assistant, il one can be spared. I 
noticed a few days ago, in reading a police report of a dacoity committed within the 
municipal limits ot Chinaurali, that one of the ducoits, who was luckily caught on the spo>, made 
the following confession. He had boru employed as a workman at the (iouripore jute-mills, 
opposite Hooghly, but finding that he could live for nothing at the Rajah's aunoenmro near 
the Hooghly railway-station, he »ettled there comfortably until he was unfortunately 
induced to join some other idle fnends m a d&coity on a lone woman's house. Tins story 
uec^s no comment. 

17. The narratives from Howrah and Midnapore reqiuic no remarks here, but I would

7. The return annexed shows an increase in the number ol labourers. The Executive 
Engineer reports that tho daily totals fluctuate according to the wrath- t. Wheu rain 
holds off the coolies come on the roads, but are drawn off to the held* by a heavy 
fall. This is satisfactory, ss it shows that our rates are not too high One new road, vis, 
from Cbatoa to 8#sima, has becu corameuecd, and the rood lrora Oudo to Taldaugra is being 
widened and metalled. The road from Burjora to Hcliatm will be eommcuced m a few 
days, and it is probable that new roads must be ojieucd in perguuoah Moheshra.

* outlying centres, but they are now all being regularly supplied. Captain Grant is now 
importing at the rate of 2,000 maunds a day, and we will soon be m a position, if necessary, 
to sell Government grain iu perguunah Mobcshra. 


Charitable Relief. 

11. The numbers relieved are shown below. As I anticipated, there has been a large 
reduction in the number of persons gratuitously relieved, and considerable increase is showu 
under beading C This is due to the efforts ol Messrs Macaulay and Hare, who have been 
working most successfully. The sub-committees have, as might be expected, showu themselves 
far too lilieral, and in some instances the relief rooburirs have bocu delected iu malpractices, 
and will of course be duly proceeded against. I have no doubt that my next report will 
show a still greater reduction, nnd that the strict enforcement of the labour test will prevent 
the misapplication of our charitable fuud.

The most notable fact of the fortnight is the lamentable spread of pauperism 
this is to a great extent due to the operations of the recently appointed circle ani 
reran insDCCtors. who have added a large number to the lists ana taken none ofl 


r ap inspectors, who have added a large number to the lists and taken none ofl 
am uot, however, prepared to say that their action is not justified by the circum 
stances of the people, as I anticipated a considerable increase this month, the relief work 
ceasing to afford sufficient employment to support the large labouring population of thi 
district, and the •perations of ploughing and planting out being nearly complctod. Th 
crops generally promise well, but m the north-east corner of the district, in .the Barwai 
andMoureawar divisions, they arc sadly backward, scarcely any ram having fallen over tha 


tract for the list month. Local distress is consequently rapidly spreading, which 1 am takin 
immediate measures to rebeve by advances of grain to the cultivators aud by an extensio 
of charitable relief. The special relief officer, Mr O'Donnd, and the circle mspectoi 
haying reported from the spot that the relief given by the agent there was too limited, 
visited Barwan myself on Sundty, 9th mutant, to mspcct and give directions regarding th 
distribution, and found that the paupers there require to bo well sifted, thei 
tvtmv Twntwhlv a mnsidrrahle amount of lmDoetare mixed no with much real distress Th 







can only be ejected by a house to house visitation, to which the circle inspector, aided by 
out*of the group inspectors, has been deputed In other respects the history of the fort¬ 
night i* uneventful.—with the exception of three rqiorts of deaths from stnrvatiou, two of 
which were said to have occurred some weeks ago, the other on the 8th instant. Of the 
former two — 011 c, that of a fever patient at Knnnahar m Saooohporc division, was reported 
by the villagers to the circle inspectni when visiting the village; aII he could legrn by inquiry 
is that the local chowkortlar stntcs the man died ot fever, while the widow, backed by the 
villagers, stoutly maintains he hail rroovtrrd from thd fever and died of starvation. The 
circle inspector reported the death a natural one, probahlv it is one ot those cases which 
mutt occur at all times and in all lands as long as poverty continues to exist, in which 
recovery from exhausting illuess is impossible owing to insufficient or lunutntious diet, 
bat which it would be almost as gieat a misuse of language to term deaths from starvation 
as to call the death of an invalid who might have been savixl bv beef-tea 01 port-wine a 
death from thirst The second case is the death of u weaver of the same village said to have 
died of starvation iu consequence of the obduracy of the neighbouring voluntary reliof agent 
of Lab|>oru in refusing him advances Singulaily enough no mention of this case, which 
was reported to the gentleman in chuigc of unothei voluntary Hgeu«y wbfu visiting the village 
at my request, was made to the circle uisiierfor, though they came within a few days of 
each otlici Both reports are alleged by the idiet ageut at Labporu to be spiteful inventions 
of the villagers who have taken the op(mitunity of two natural deaths in their commu¬ 
nity to annoy him oil account of his irfusil to place on Ins relief list some idle fellows 
among them who applied The case of the weaver not having been yet officially investigated, 
the circle inspector has been ordcml to inquire and icport ou both cases agatu, the fact 
that no other meinliets of the IjiiiiIus ol the deceased have died of starvation suggesting 
reasonable doubts of the truth of both stoms The last ease repotted is that of an old man 
eloso on 70 years of age, n polled to me. when on my wav to Bin wan on *)th instant, by 
some of his fellow villagers ns having nccuiml owing to Ins failure to obtuin his customary 
dole of nee nt the last weekly distribution at Barw hi. The irasou of this failuic was said 
to Ik* his inability to pi ess through the mob which assembled at the relief-house ou its 
becoming known that the special relief ofiieci, Ml O’Donuill, had taken the distribution 
into his own hands, winch, with very praiseworthy zed he carried ou lor two dava, consider¬ 
ing the locnl agent to bu incompetent The result, however, as Mi O'Donnell described it to 
me, wns a collection of aome five thousand people, about seven hundred of whom, judging 
Irnm their appearauee, at best but an unci rtain test, he considered fit objects for 
relief and hi ought on the register Though disticss is undoubtedly spreading iu the 
Barwau division owing to the causes guru iii detail above, the number of applicants for 
relief cannot be taken either as a giugc of the aniouut of actual distress or a sign of demo¬ 
ralization, lor l fully belli vc that were the ininoiii to get aliout at anytime in any part 
of this district that nee was to be had for the asking, the low caste labouring population, 
the domes, lurces, moochess, lugdies, who with the nipples uud lepers, form the bulk of 
the piupers, would soon ciowd iu lioin .ill paits of the distnet, whether in distress or uot 
On inquiry into the Ust-nicntioiied case ol stuvatiou, 1 found it to be, like the hist, a death 
probably accelerated l*v insufficient food, hut not* one ol ftarvitiou properly bo called. 
Though the family was evidently extiemely poor, its other members were uot in a starved 
condition, and it won admitted that the dtcoAMd had not been absolutely without focal, 
though unable to piocuri sullu u ut to kup up his uatuiallv failing t..icugth The chief 
markets continue steady and sufficiently supplied, and the public* health good 2 graiu-

use This is the ouly instance in which gram has bccu sold On receipt of the Government 
orders to sell grain, the sub-divisional ofiiccra were called ou to report tho price winch 
should be fixed, and the reports received showed that the dealers were not willing to take it 
at a higher pnee than 18 to 20 seers per rupee Of course this was out of tbp case alto¬ 
gether, and I told the sub-divisional officers that I should not recommend »ny sales at 
cheaper rates than 14 seers clean nccto 16 seers cargo ncc per rupee There'the matter 
rests. The only Government gnuu that has found its way into the market is some small 
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portion* of that advanced to ryot* or paid to laborer* and *old by them. It is not 
impossible that the complaints in the paper were a bold stroke on the part of some 
mahajun to effect a nse of prices. The knowledge that we were prepared to step in and sell 
at any moment has, I think, unquestionably had some influence in keeping prices 
down ; and the correspondence of last week, giving nse to a rumour that AJovernment 
had absolutely prohibited the sale of Government grain in any event, at once sent 
prices up in this baser. On Friday a number of the mooktear* and other hangers od 
of the culcherry complained grievously of the suddenly enhanced prices in the bazar, and 
the evil praoticea of tlie inahajuns generally But (always•supposing that the ram* continue) 
I think it probable that the rise of prices will not be permanent It may be fairly inferred 
from the universal unwillingness shown by the mahajuns to purchase Government nee at 
reasonable prices that they have plenty of ncc of their own in store.

6 Prospeif of Cmjts — Near Scramporc the main rice crop is being planted out, and ita 
prospect* are good. In the c*-t of Raiisbciya, I observed, on the 9th, the crop being planted 
nut on lands watered by artificial lingation assisted by the rainfall In Puudooah I found, 
on the same date, tha transplanting not commenced, and the aous ciop injured. In Chandi- 
tollah, where the ruinlall has been about tbs same as iu Hooghly and Hunabcrya, I am 
informed by a local semindar that crops arc m tho same state as in Paudooah. In Kns- 
touugger, flanpal, DhunvaLHally, the rainfall haa been less thau in Mohan&d, and tbc main 
rite crop is in a somewhat critical condition. 

7. The rally rice crop is too far odranred to be in danger of more than partiul in¬ 
jury, and in many parts it will bo a good crop Jute is dying well 

8 Condition *J the k people —The want of rain is generally complained of. Except along 
the banks of fho Hooghly, agricultural operations hwvo been nearly at u stand-still 
ClK’tfbo 110th July I visited* portions* of Hunan Bjdalxitty und Hanpul, on the 4th a 
imrtion of tliana Hooghly, and on the 9th a poitiou of tlianas Uansbcrya and Pandooah. 
1 found no journal distress, but the number of paupei* in each village was said to 
be increasing, audVome of the lower class of agricultural laborers have begun to require 
relief. This has been effected by mcrcasiug the light labor system under head C of the 
Central Committee's notification of the 4th March 1874, and extending it to jungle cuttiug 
and jlrain clean mb’, and by setting on foot the repairs of u few small rujds in th&nas Il&npal 
and Kristonuggci in the Setaraporo Sub-divisiou, in winch tlunas tLc rainfall bus been so 
slight as not to hiudcr earth-work 

9. Jn my visits to the interior, I paid great attention to ascertaining whether the culti¬ 
vators wcjc in need of Uoicrnnuut assistance to enable them to cultivate It is my opinion at 
present that where the raiu falls sufficiently to enable tho rice to lie transplanted, the 
necessary aiu from pnvate sources is not withheld. Wherever the soil is sufficiently moist, 
transplantation appears to be effected Much work usually done by hired labor ib doubtless 
being performed by the ryots thcmsclics, but this affects only the position of the landless, or 
nearly landfesa, class of laborers Even amongst the latter cla«s my observations lead to 
the conclusion that distress is rare in comparison with tbc- number of the class. 

10. Grain theft —No new eases occui red during the fortnight m the Suddcr Sub-divivion. 
Only one case is reported to have occurred in Sqramporc, in which Ks. 3 worth ol paddy wan 
stolen from & woman’s house. 

11 Condition of special tracts— There arc no tracts here which can as yet be said to be 
in a specially distressed conditiou.

I have too honor to submit tho fortnightly rejiort for this district for the period ending 
the 8th August. 

2. With the exception of the last two days, rain has fallen almost every day at the 
Suddcr station, and has been more or less general throughout the dutnct At Contai the 
fall has aggregated 15 inches, and has been fully as much as could bo desired. At Tumlook 
it has exceeded 8 inches, and there also the reports arc favorable. At Midnaporc the fall 
has just exceeded 0 inches, and the cultivators would like more, though they caunot complain 
much , but at Gurbctta tho fall has only araouuted to 3 inches during the fortnight, just enough 
to prevent the nous cron from suffering further injury, but insufficient to allow of universal 
transplantation The Deputy Collector, it will be seen, estimates 5 annas of the cultivable 
area ns still unsown, but it must be remembered that in an undulating eountry such as 
Gurbctta, it is only m years of excess rainfall that the highest lands can be utilised. 

3 The sous crop throughout the district is variously estimated at from a full nverago 
to a low average crop, according to soil and rainfall. The prospects of the amun are, of 
course, still entirely dependent on tho weather for the next 2J months, and cannot be fore¬ 
cast with any confidence 

4. Prices continue to nse almost everywhere, this is due partly to tho cessation of 
importation from the west frontier, partly to the greut reduction of importation from Orissa, 
partly to the impediment which the rains are to trafhc, partly to tho difficulty in drying 
rice and preparing it for the market owing to the wet weather 

5. No one believes that there is an actual deficiency of nee in the district/ hut all my 
information tends to shew that it is in fewer hands than before, and tho owners sre slow to 
put it into the market, partly because the pnee is not yet as high as they wish, partly because 
they have uot yet recovered from the panic which was rising three weeks ago from the 
absence of rain, and are still apprehensive of another short crop

7. It wUl be seen that the rite Isa been very great in the North-Weat, theogti the list 
ffivea the relative price* at the two period* correctly j the absolute price* are somewhat more 
favourable thga they appear, at the tales are all by a local measure called pie, which varies 
somewhat, bat which the police of Been pore end Jhergram convert into seen*at 1J seer* per 
pie. To test this, I measured several pies when in that part of the district, and found that 
they varied from 1 wer A} ohittacks to 1 seer 7| ehittaoks ; hence, the calculation of 1 seer 
£ chittaclca it undoubtedly too low. 

8 Ret&irdealera in nee are almost unknown in the jungle mehats; hence, it is found 
that great relief is caused by the retail sale of the nee belonging to the Jambonee estate aud 
to the committee when first formed As long as these stores bold out, we are certain that 
all who can pay for rice can procure it while oar road works, which are still open, afford the 
assurance that all able-bodied persons can find work. Although, therefore, pinching aud 
distress is universal m the north, and beyond oil pooeiblity of question, I hear of nothing 
approaching starvation, and hope that we have safely tided over the year without any actnal 
charitable relief to the agricultural or labouring classes. 

9 To the Tantces our rebel mcaaorea are continued, and cannot be reduced till prices 
fall On the contrary, distress among them is increasing, though relief operations ore 
jealously watched. Fever is beginning to appear, not at present iu an aggravated form, but 
sufficient to increase, the effects of scarcity

Doomjoor, and Bagnan, and rose at Ampta and Oolooberiah In the second week they rose 
in Jnggntbullubpore, Ampta, Shampore, aud Oolooberiah, and fell in Doomjoor. The 
highest prices Prevail in Juggutbullubpore, where common rice is selling at 1 Of seers for the 
rupee. It is cheapest at Bagnan. 

6 . The District Superintendent's statements of sums expended on relief show small 
figures One statement shows eight persons relieved at an expense of B^. 1-6, and the. 
second shows twenty-five perssons to have received Ils 4-4; or, for the fortnight, (a* far as 
accounts received) thirty-three persons relieved at an erpenditure of Rs. 5-10, an average 
of two and a quarter persons roughly per idem The Deputy Collector of Mohesreekha 
reports the expenditure fiom the moneys with the Khanacool Kclief Committee at Rs 9-6-6. 
The number of persons is not stated. 

7. The Executive Engineer’s fortnightly return shows 226 men employed in Howrah 
and 76 men in Mohesreekha sub-dmsiou, much sickuesa, m the shape of fever, is reported 
to prevail amongst them.

With rcfeienco to parogmph 8 ot Government circular No 154—SR, dated the 
16th Jauuary 1874, I have the honor to submit my fortnightly narrative up to the Otb instant. 

A — State or tub Country. 

Siuce the date ol my last nariative a favorable ohango in the weather has again taken 
place, and the crops which were then suffering from want of rain have iccovercd, and the 
transplanting of the mam ucc crop has agaiu been resumed. The rum which hud held off so 
continuously during the lust fortnight, began to fall again ou the 25th ultimo, and lias since 
continued pretty general; hut more is now wanted, us the high lands into which rice is traus- 
plutitod ure still in some villages too dry to admit of their being planted out. The accounts 
ol the crops ups bettet from all parts of the district than in the immediate neighbourhood of 
Purulia, which seems generally to got less ruin than any other portion ot Manbhoom. 



Prom Govindpore the relief offioar writaa: a The grave fear* that were entertained a 
short tune back of another famine have been dispelled by seasonable and copious showers, and 
tha people ate cheerfully engaged in transplanting their seedling paddy wHich, should **he t 
weather continue favorable, transplanting operations ought to be oVer by the middle of the 
month. The paddy whioh was first transplanted shows very well at present, and the rubbee 
Crops are unusually good. 11 From Uughoonathpore it is reported: “ The crops all over 
the oouutry look wonderfully well; a bumper harvest is expected, and the transplanting 
of paddy is being assiduously pushed on.” The relief offioer of the Purulia cirole writes 
« During the fortnight the heavy fall of rain has enabled the ryots to make groat progress with 
the planting out of their second class lands, and there is now every hope that the full area of 
land will be cultivated, and the outturn a more than usually heavy one.” The reports from 
Man bazar are also favorable, where, until lately, very little progress had been made in trans¬ 
planting operations. 

The rainfall during the fortnight has amounted to 5 57 inches; and op to the 9th instant, 
from the beginning of the year, to 22 29, which is 8 inches less than the average The 
Purulia lake is unusually low tor the timo of the year, and has only risen about 9 inches from 
what the water stood in the month of May; but what rain has fallen, has been well distributed, 
and very little has rnp to waste. . 

/ At present, employment in the fields is everywhere pretty abundant, and the wages earned 
by the labouring classes fairly remunerative: it is, however, everywhere reported that the oulti- 
• vators are employing fewer laborers than usual, and that after tho transplanting of the rice 
crop is over, numbers will again be wanting employment. Tiie demand for loans of Govern¬ 
ment rice also still continues, which the cultivators allege they require to enable them to pay 
their laborers. They complain that the mahajuns still refuse to make tho usual advances, 
except to a few approved customers; but as tho gnndli and indian-corn crops are being 
gathered, the people are now beginuing to obtain a fresh supply of food, and uro therefore more 
indepondont of the niohajuns ami far better of! than they have been duriug the last five or sir 
months. It may now be ►aid that the worst cllects of the scarcity, which would have 
developed into famine except for tho measures of relief which hod been adopted, is now fairly 
over, and that if tho season only continues lavorablo to the end, prosperity will again resume 
its usual sway. Cnmo still continues to bo rathor below than above tho average, and the 
public health is generally good, although a few cares of choloru still occur, and smsll-pox is 
npe in a few villages which have steadily resisted tho introduction of vaccination

It is now taken by them whorever gram can be made available, whicl 
it now is, all over the district where works are going on, except in the Man bazar circle, where 
for want of roads and bridges, it has not been foand possible to convey grain in sufficien 
quantities to meet the requirements of the group officers, sub-committees, the cultivators, am 
contractors Arrangements sro, however, in progress, by which the difficulties there also wil 
I hope soon be overcome. 

C—Transport or Government Grain. 

The whole of the oxtra SO,000 maunds of Government grain having boen received a 
Burrakar, this is now being caited from there down to a large goU which has been constroctei 
at Desorghat on the north bank ol the Damudah nver • from there it is crossed over to the goli 
at Hijlighat, and then conveyed in carts aont there from Rughoonathpore. The portion of thu 
allotment required for the Purulia crcle is being brought in carts sent from the Sudder station 
None hut covered oarts are used, so that the grain is kept perfectly dry and undamaged bj 
tho ram 

Thore being a difficulty obont procuring carriage to ^transport grain to the minor gob 
in Murnrdih in Pcrgunnah Chowrmsi, the cultivators were told that if they wanted more gran 
on loan they must provide the carnage themselves. On this, the relief officer says . V Carts anti 
bullocks and portors, male and female. Hooked into Hijli and earned off in a day the loca 
allotment of a thousand maunds." This practice has been found very successful all ovei 
the district where impassable nullahs and nver* have not to t>e crossed, and the distanoes an 
not vory great, and is a pretty fair test as to whethor the grain is actually required.

Thcee’retarns also show there is sn increase in the number of persons being provided for 
by the relief committees, but io these, as well as in the returns furnished of the number 
being supplied with nee by the gioup officers, I lielieve a portion of the increase can be 
accounted for by the fact that the previous returns were incomplete, especially from the 
Man bazar and Govindpore circle*. The number being provided for, which altogether amount 
to 21,948, is I oonsider far too lorge; but as up to the date of the returns sent jn by the relief 
officer* no grain of any sort bsd been gathered in, the impoverished classes must have been 
just as badly, if not worse, off than they have been at any previous time dunng the present 
scarcity, so that no rednotion, bat on tbs contrary soms increase, was to have been expected.

• No 903—8 il, dated lOtb Aogo*t narrative of the Colleotor of Nuddea for the fortnight ending 
ll74 - 25th July 1874, 1 have now the honor to submit the 

Collector's report* for the fortnight ending 8th AugdBt 1874. 

2. I am in hopes that the Collector, in his paragraph 4, has under-estimated the aggregate 
outturn of the aous crop from the district, as other aocounts say that the crop is, speaking 
generally, an extraordinarily good one as it stands, and as a very Urge additional area has been 
sown, after making allowanoe for the deficiency in the northern port of the diatressed tract, 1 
expect the outturn to be decidedly larger than that of au ordinary year. 

8. I find from the relief works returns that there have been considerable fluctuations in 
the number of people employed on the relief works lately. 

4. The mistake made in sending the Government grain from Calcutta to the Burdwan 
‘district instead of to Kaleegungo in Nuddea is to be regretted The consequences might have 
been serious. 1

In submitting my narrative of Scarcity and Relief for the fortnight ending Saturday the 
8th instant, 1 have the following remarks to make — 

1. The supply in the bazars continues about the same, and is in most plaoes adequate to 

the demand. The new nco has not yet come into the market, but the harvest has commenced 
in some parts, and the grain is used for private consampt'on ; where this is the cuse, thejnarkot 
is becoming a little easier. The in sufficiency of the stock in the distressed tracta has been all 
along reported. The recent importation of Government nco will givo some relief. It is 
reported that the stock of food-grains in Lhanaa Kanmpore and Tehstta, in sub-division 
Mohorpon*, and in th&nn Jaguli in subdivision Knnaghat, is low, but the mahojans are pretty 
sure to keep nothing in resorvo , they will either lend or soli their stocks, und this, with the 
aid of private trade, will suffico to carry the people through till the present aous crop 
is harvested ,

The price of nee during the fortnight under review 6how6 a slight upward tendenoy, due, no 
doubt, to the scantiness of the rainfall. 

3. I have nothing to add regarding the actual stock m hand to what I have stated in 
my previous narratives. 

4. The jolly dhan, blmra, and checna, have been harvested, and they are oohung intotbe 
market, but the quantity has been so small os not materially to influence pnoos. There has 
been sufficient rain during tbe fortnight m the neighbourhood of the Sudder station, but in 
the district generally there has been much leas than is required. The amun dhan is 
being generally thrown back. In the northern part of the distressed tract the deficiency 
of rain has been most lamentable ; and it is estimated that, be the weather as favorable 
as it may, not more than half a crop of aous can be gathered. Even that which 
will be reaped has been delayed at least three weeks or a month by the drought; 
other parts of the district have been more fortunate, and probably the injury will not be more than 
one-fourth of the crop, if so much ; considering, however, the increased area of land sown this 

S ar with aous poddy, the outturn of aous will still he equal to a full crop oftan ordinary year. 

ie amun seed-beds have somewhat improved m appearance, and to transplant, advantage is 
being taken of the recent rain. Jute is generally thriving; sugarcane is doing very wol!; arhar 
and chillies also look promising; indigo is being manufactured, and a good outturn is anticipated. 

&. I am far from thinking that upon the whole distress has increased. No special oases 
of misery have been reported. With tho rise in the price of rice a certain amount of pressure 
has no doubt been felt throughout tbe district, bat this pressure, I believe, is not so urgent as 
to call for aid from the bands of Government. # 

6. Though the high prioe of food-grains has had some effect in diminishing consumption 
of excisable arboles, yet no marked decrease in revenue is observable. 







7. It is generally believed by nil classes of people that the pressure which they now fee^ 

will cease within the coarse of two or three weeks time when the preeetft aous crrfp has htry* 
gathered. No other tracts, save in which relief works have already been commenced, will need 
any assistance from Government in the shape of relief. # $ 

8. The steps taken to alleviate'the distress that to a oertain extent existed in thanas 
Tehatta,KAnmpore and Gangui, in sub-division Meherpore.have proved adequate. No more relief 
measnres are required there, as the aspect of slfairt hns changed for the bettor The Deputy 
Collector of Bongong says that he visited some of the villages in thana Mohcshpore where 
distress was reported to exist, hut found there nothing to call for Government assistance. 
A serious mistake occurred in the despatch of Government nee from Calcutta, which 
might have led to fatal consequences The supply of 20,000 maunds mentioned m my last 
.narrative was missent to Cutwa, but we, unaware of this, collected carta and boata and coolies 
for its distribution, and day after day anxiously waited its arrival at Kaleegunge. As no news 
of the shipment arrived, I wu8 obliged, notwithstanding the Government orders, to send 
money, and my having done so was most fortunate, for it was not till I had communicated 
with Mr. Toynbee that the state of the case was ascertained. Mr. Toynbee at ouce 
despatched another shipment, and in the meantime 1 applied to the Deputy Collector 
of Cutwa for *5,000 raannds of noc, which he immediately supplied. The relief 
officers husbanded their resources with very great care, and this earned the people 
through till the shipment arrived. It is with feelings of great satisfaction that I am able 
to aay that no fatal results have followed the temporary diminution of relief, and that all oause 
for anxiety is now at an end The unpropitioos character of the weather has thrown back the 
crops so roach that but little can be done this inouth towards diminishing the extent of the 
relief. To stop it or to reduce it greatly at present would merely undo all that we have beeu 
doing, for it is, I regret to say, quite certain that there are still thousands who musfcdepend upon 
Government and thu relief committee for their lives. The Assistant Magistrate of Kooshtcu 
thus writes about tho effect oi the late rno ol the river —“The losses by inundation in this 
sub-division were not seuous, but they have tended to check tho downward tendency of prices, 
und rice is now as dear os it was three weeks ago.” 

9 The construction of village rood* and embankments is going on in the distressed parte, 
and the number of laboreis resotting to them for employment has increased These people, 
however, prefer their own work to ours, and the number will ocrtaiuly doorcase when the 
reuping of the aon* and transplanting of the amnn licgin In consequence of a report from the^ 

a Colloctor of Kannghat that tho laborers in one portion of his sub-division (which we 
I along been watching) were in want of work, I applied for and obtained 500 maunds of 
nee, which was sent tip to Kaoughat by Mr Toynbeo by rail The number of persons now 
employod.on relief works may be estimated at 3,500. 

10. Owing to tho rise of water in the sever*! rivers that How by and through this 
strict* traffic has increased in nearly all the sub-divisions.

STATEMENT OP THE BURDWAN MAHARAJAH'S RELIEF OPERATIONS 
• FOR THE FORTNIGHT ENDING 8TH AUGUST 1874. 


Bumwaw. 

Sudder Bulla .—During the last fortnight a decided change for the worse hae manifested 
itaelf. The number of applicants for relief at the Burdwan Sadder Bulla his largely inoreaaed 
The large daily average of 1,590 having been maintained throughout the 14 days. On one day, 
the 24th ultimo, the number was over 1,800. The increase is partly attributable to the rise 
in the price of noe in the baiar, but there is, unfortunately, no doubt that a number of people 
are oorning in from the interior, and that this number is daily increasing and is already much 
larger than it was m the early days of the scarcity Fifteen oases of actual distress have 
bem reported as presenting themselves, but no particulars were given in the report. A 
further distribution of oloth has taken place and milk is being given to children.

The number of persons receiving oooked food at the annachattra at Bood-bood baa 
slightly diminished, but 150 persons of respectable family are receiving rations of raw dee 
upon the recommendation of the Government relief superintendent.

The' peoplo of the town do not appear to be suffering, bat it is from 
the baok lying villages the oomplaints principally come. In consequenco of this stats of 
things it has Wen resolved to establish five additional depflta in thana Coins, vtg., at the 
villages Gram Culpa, Manikbar, Tehatta, Kadpara, Kooshodanga; arrangements have been 
mads for immediately opening these depots. Uncooked food will b« distributed at the rate 
of twelve ohittacks for oach adult and six chittacks for each child, and this relief will be 
distributed in accordance with lists furnished by the Government relief officers to the 
Darogahs in charge of the depots 

Belief Work*.—! Two hundred and twenty-five able-bodied persons have been daily pro¬ 
vided with employment at various places during the psBt fortnight. ,

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ANNUAL REPORT (fll^THE GOVERNMENT PLANTATIONS IN BRITISH SULEItt BOB 
# THE TEAR ENDING tin MARCH LAST 

No. 2394, dated Calcutta, the 20th August 1874 
From—The Aisiftant Secretary to the Governmeot of Bengal, 

To—The Seoretary to the Government of India, Department of Revenuo, Agricul 
tore and Commerce 

I am directed to submit to Government of Indio, in the Departmen 
of Agriculture, Bevenuo and Commeroe, the accompanying letter Ncv 60C 
dated the 8th June, from Dr. Iting, in charge of Cinchona cultivation in Bengal 
with enclosure, being the (twelfth) annual report on the Government plantation 
in British Sikkim for the year ending 81st March last. 

2. In layibg this report before the Governor-General in Council, I am to 
express the satisfaction of the Lieutenant-Governor at the degree of success 
whioh has marked the operations of tho year. The plantations hare arrived 
at a stage which permits us no longer to characterize them as experimental, 
fbut indicates plainly that the core and expenditure whioh have been bestowed 
upon them for ao many years will have a praotioal result.Tho canker, 
concerning which fears were expressed before the Cinchona Commission in 
1871, has proved to be simply one of those casual dangers to which young 
plantations are exposed; while wo have at last learned to recognize the precise 
conditions of soil, &c., under which the tree thrives. The uneven quality 
of the hill soils is now well understood ; and instead of attempting to 
remedy the patchy appearance of the plantations hitherto regarded as an evil, 
only such spots are now selected for planting as are marked by the known 
condition of success. In the language of Dr. King, " ffrfannwer plantations, 
therefore, are patchy from the beginning, and arc so of chottfS*’ The Lieutenant- 
Governor does not understand that the intention has been abandoned of 
filling up the numerous blanks in tho plantations where singlo trec9 have 
been damaged or choked by grass, but that no attempt will be mado to 
replant spots where the trees have died out from the unsuitability of the soil. 

8. . The hope expressed in the last report, that Mr. Garamio would bo ahlo to 
increase the area under cultivation to nearly 2,000 acres during tho year under 
notice, tho Licutonant-.Govcrnqr observos, has been more than realized, and 
“ Government now possess in 8ikkim about 2,000 acres under quinine-producing 
cinchonaj;” 247,000 trees of the SucciruOra variety and 122,000 of the 
Calisaya bating been planted during the period. This success has been 
achieved in spite of the early termination of the rains, which brought planting 
operations to a premature close, and indicates much earnestness and activity 
on the part of Dr. King’s staff 

4. About three and a quarter millions of trees aro now planted out, 
consisting mainly of tho two great varieties— 

• Cinchona Suocirubra .. . . 2,550,000 

Cinchona Caltfoya .. .. ... • 478,500 

The Government of India will observe that, practically, the plantations aro 
now confined to these two varieties, # the former producing the red , and 
the latter'the yellow hark of commerce.’ C. Officinalis and the three or four 
other varieties of which the growth has been attempted have practically 
been abandoned, the soil being found unfavorable to their growth. Dr. King 
notices, however, the existence on the plantations of a supposed “ hybrid ” 
cinchona, the hark of which, upon analysis, was found to be rich in quinine, 
and every effort is being made to propagate this variety, experience showing 
that it grows well in Sikkim, and at a kisher level than the Calisaya. The 
dieoovery of this “ hybrid, 0 whioh Dr. King thinks may possibly prove to be 
not a hybrid at all, but a distinct species of cinchona, is an interesting fact of 
the report, and the Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe that, in addition to 
6,000 plants of this variety in permanent cultivation, there are 34,000 cuttings 
and seedlings in the gardens. 

5. The earnestness with which Mr. Howard, in the correspondence of 
October last, lately forwarded to this Government by the Government of India 
urges upon Her Majesty's Secretary of State that the Indian C. Sncoimbrc 
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belongs to the cinchonidine rather than the quinine-produoing varieties of the 
tree, must invest the discovery of any new variety, producing quinine in‘ 
quantity, with great importance. It is satisfactory, however, to observe in this 
connection that Mr. Howard believes “the sulphate of cinchonidine to be 
the very best means” the Government possesses in these plantations of 
bringing the medicine in a completely effectual form within the means of 
the people. £ 

His Honor observes that Dr. King's attention appears hardly as yet to 
have been directed to the value of this more common nlkaloid; and that he 
urges an alternative preparation of bark, in use on some of the plantations 
amongst the coolies, as a means of bringing the specific within the reach of the 
poorer classes. His remarks upon the matter are so important, that the 
Lieutenant-Governor would bring them to the special notice of the Governor- 
General in Council. He says—

" It SB sometime* urged (especially in England) that cinchona planting » being overdone, 
and that quinine is not on article for which tho demand will increase, simply because it may 
beoomo cheap. This opinion w, 1 believe, held in entire ignorance of the fact that quinine, 
the only reliable remedy in the commonest of Indian diseases, is at present almost unobtainable 
by the mass of the population of India Toe annual aupply allowed to a charitable dispensary 
(and in mostdistrict* the dispensary ta the only place wheie quiuine can be had) la, as 
tar as my experience goes, equal to the actual demand of only a few days iu the year This 
medicine m given at a dispensury only to what the official in oharge considers r bad oases ;* 
others are put off with donee of chireyta, atees, or some other and inefficient substitute 
for quinine 

n The consumption of quinine in India is no index to the quantity that is required, but 
only to the quantity which can be afforded of so very costly a drug. But however much the 
cinchona alkaloids may be chojpemd, they must (as involving a costly process of manufacture) 
always be comparatively high in price, and I think some of the inferior twig bark, whieli will 
continue to lie yielded on the plantations, might be advantageously utilized in makings strong 
decoction or a liqnor of bark. Such a preparation might bo concentrated, so that half a 
teaspoonful or.a teospoonlul would, mixed in wator, form a dose. A preparation of this sort is 
in uso in some plantations known to ine, has lmen tried smongst the coolies in this plantation, 
and it reported an efficient mediaue in convalesocnce from fever, and in tho milder attacks 
even from the beginning." 

Dr. King will be requested to be good enough to submit a further roport 
upon this suggestion, after communication with Mr. Wood,the Quinologisf, 
and upon a review of Mr Howard’s letter referred to above. 

0. The arrival of M r. Wood on the Sikkim Plantations will now place them 
on a footing of equality with those on the Nilgiris, which Lave for bo many 
years had tho advantage of a resident chemist, who, by caretyij k *»pd repeated 
analysis of the bark, has been able to give a more scientific culture to the 
plantations than lias hitherto been possible in Sikkim. The Lieutenant- 
Governor regrets to observe that owing to the delay in forwarding from home

Hero and 
there, even m lair soil, a treo is attacked by it, but on cutting down the diseased stem healthy 
shoots are found to spring readily from tho stump 1 think this disease may, therefore, be 
classed with the minor dangers to which all plantations ol young trees are more or less 
exposed The older trees continue to grow satisfactorily, and some parts of the newer 
planting, in*thh richer soil and dnor climate ot the lower ond of tho Rung jo Valley, aro about 
as fine as oould bo desired. Tho genoral appearonoo of the plantation is no doubt patchy, and 
will remain bo.

conditions of growth than Calu-oya. ^rtifiaml propagation of Galt*-aya by cuttings proved 
very much more didicult than similar propagation of Su on rubra, and until two yean ago 
(owing to the slowness of the Calts-ayn trees to yield seed), we had to depend entirely on 
such means for multiplying it, whereas Sncarubra has been seeding freely for years. At last, 
however, wo haveVaised a large supply of CaU*-aya seed, and I trust before many months are 
over, to be able to report half a million of plants in the nursery beds, and if the funds at> 
my disposal be sufficient, a largo proportion of these may be permanently planted out before 
the ena of the current financial year lied bark, although rich in its total yield of alkaloids, 
contains less quinine than yellow bark, and in a lees easily extracted form It is therefore 
less esteemed by manufacturers of quinine. Moreover, red bark con still be procured 
in considerable quantity from South America, while 3 ellow bark, on the contrary, is 
soaroe The yellow bark tree promises to grow well in Sikkim, and now that Govern¬ 
ment have the means of extending its cultivation I am strongly of opinion that thoy shohld 
do so.

5. Appointment of a Qunio/ogisl .—Mr C. II Wood, the gontleraa^#»v& out by Her 
Majesty’s Secretary of State for India os qumologist for three plantations arrived in Oi*tober, 
and located himself ot Rimgbeo There was considerable delay in the forwarding of Mr. Wood’s 
apparatus and chemicals—indeed somo of the former has not yet roaohed him, and Mr. 
Wood’s operations havo consequently been greatly delayed In order to avoid expense, as 
for as possible, no now buildings have been erected for Mr Wood, and but a comparatively 
skull sum (about fifteen hundred rupees) has been spent in adapting those at Kungboe for 

* his purposes Mr Wood occupies, as a dwelling-house, the bungalow firat built at Kungbee, 
while the more recently orectea inspection bungalow there has been fitted up as his laboratory 
By Mr. Wood’s appointment the Sikkim plantations will bo on a footing of equality with 
those on the Nilgins, whioh have for so many years hod tho advantage of a resident ohemiifc, 
who, by careful and repooted analysis of their produoe, has been able to give a scientific 
direction to cinchona cultivation. 

0. Yield of bark .—No treos have boon cut for the soke of their bark; but in a few placet 
where the trees stood too closely together, some thinning and pruning has been dona There 
operations havo yisldod about 16,000 pounds of dry bare, part of wfieh has been nfcadoowat 
to tho Quinologist. The remainder has boon stored until he can uso it. There are also in 
store about 16,000 pounds of dry bark got from last yoar’s thinning and pruning. At the

This medioine is given at a dispensary only to 
what the official in oharge considers “bad oases,” others are put off with doses of chirejta, 
atees, or some other and inefficient substitute tor quinine The present consumption of 
quinine in India is no index to the quantity that is required, but only to the ouantity which 
can be afforded of so very ooetly a drug But howevor much the oinohona alkaloids may be 
cheapened, they must (as involving a oostly process of manufacture) always be comparatively 
high in price, ond I think some of the inferior twig bark whioh will oontiilue to be yielded 
on the plantations might bo adysntagoously utilised in making a strong deooction or a 
liquor of bark Such a preparation might be concentrated so tout half a tcospoonful or 
a teaspoonful would, mixed in water, form a dose A preparation of this sort is in use to

. 2. The quantity of salt consumed ( i.e., the quantity of total clearances 
of salt of all descriptions) in the quarter under report amounted to 17,83,280} 
maunds, against 17,48,068 maunds in the previous quarter and 17,14,507 
maunds in the corresponding quarter of the previous year; and the total 
amount of duty levied -was Its. 57,40,320-0, against Rs. 56,81,221 and 
Rs. 55,72,148 in the previous and corresponding quarters respectively. 

3. The quantity of excise salt sold in Cuttack, Balaaorc, Pooree, and the 
24-Pergunnahb during the present quarter, from the stock of the different 
seaa|ns and the quantity which remained *in store at the cIoro of the quarter, 
are shewn in ‘the following Table 1 
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It*wili be seen from the above that the total clearances, or soles, of excise bait 
during the quarter under review amounted to 1,10,071} maunds, against 
1,06,956 maunds in tho previous quarter and 1,15,797 maunds in the corre¬ 
sponding Quarter of the previous year.

Note on the Rainfall, 1874. 


••The Officiating Meteorological Reporter of Bengal has submitted to 
Government the annexed tables I and II showing the excess or defect of the 
raihfoll of the year up to date of 81st ultimo. The tables shew that the earlier 
months of the year were wetter than usual, especially February, when rain was • 
universal, the fall m most places much exceeding the average of the month. 
The months of April and May were generally drier than usual. Rajshahye, 
Cooch Behar, and Chittagong, were however exceptions. 

“ The distribution of the rainfall,” says tho Meteorological Reporter," in the 
two first months of the monsoon was generally analogous with its distribution 
in the earlier months of the monsoons of 1870 and 1872, in both of which the 
rainfall was scanty in Bengal, and especially so on the Arracan coast, m the 
earlier months of tho monsoon; whereas during tho same period in Assam, 
in parts of Behar, the Korth-Western Provinces, Chota Nagpore, and the* 
Central Provinces, it was equal to or above the average. Ii^ Orissa, however, 
in 1872, owing to storms in the Bay, the rainfall was much above the average; 
whereas in 1870, it was below.” At Akyab, the scantiness of the July rainfall 
[this year] is unprecedented. 

“ But tho monsoon rains of 1870 and 1872, though generally deficient 
in the earlier months, and also for tho whole year (especially in 1872), over 
most of Bengal, were more than usually prolonged; and the Soptember and 
October rams were on tho whole plentiful and favorably distributed. It may 
bo hoped that such will bo tho case also in tho present year. An early 
termination of the monsoon raius in the present season would, on account 
of the backward condition of cultivation, owing to the long drought in June 
and July, bo calculated, in a greater degree than in ordinary years, to causo, as 
in all similar cases, very serious damage, it not in some places a complete failure 
of tho principal crop.” _
